“ Dc])ositor,” “ Deposit,” and “ Secretai’y ” ben,r the meaning which they 
hear in The Goeermneut Savings Tank Act, 1873. 

“ Account ” means the account of .a Depositor in a Government Savings 
Bank. 

“ Balance ” means the balance at credit of an account. 


II. —Any ])erson inay become a De])ositor on his own behalf, or on behalf 
of any other named ])(‘vson de])endent u])on hijn. Deposits may also be luade 
by the managers of benevolent or oi lier public; Associations, or by jiublic; oHiccrs, 
of money dejiosiied Avitli them ex-afftcio as sc'curity for the; discharge of any 
public duly or for the lidclity of any jniblic ollicer, or for the accomplishment 
of any ])ublic object . 

III. —Subject to the provisions of those Buies, the Government of India 
guaruntc<;s the repayment of evei’y deposit with iuterc'st. 

• lA".—AAlthout the sanction of the Conijitroller Geiu'ral, no a(;count will be 
opened for less than One Pujiee; and no person m:iy d(‘posit more than Pive 
Tliousand llupecs, in all, between any 1st of Ajiril and the 31st JMarch next 
folloAving. 


A^.—Interest will not be allowt'd upon a smaller balance than I ’ Pujk'c, 
or upon the c‘xce.ss in any balance over the highest multiple of 1^- Pujic'o. 


A’^T.—Intc'rest will be allowc'd for each cahnidar month upon tin' minimum 
balance of the account between the close of the fourth day and the end of the 
mouth.

The 
interest due to date will be entered in each Deposit Book the first time that it 
is produced after the 31st March. The firat Deposit Book will be supplied free, 
of charge; but if a Deposit Book is lost or injured, or if a closed account is 
re-opened, One Rupee will be cliargcd for a now book. 

XII. —A Depositor may not operate frequently upon his account as if it 
were an ordinary banking account, or open more than one account in his own 
name or in the name of any member of his family, or for his own benefit or the 
benefit of any member of his family. The Comptroller General must take 
precautions to prevent any transgression of this Rule and, in particular, any 
employment of an account as an ordinary drawing account. This Rule is not 
meant to prevent any one from opening more than one ex-officio or public 
account. 

XIII. —The Secretary may refuse to open any account or may close any 
account, for any sufficient reason, as, for example, because he thinks that 
the account is likely to be used or is being used contrary to the object with 
which Government Savings Banks are established, namely, the enooiiragemcnt 
of saving. But every such refusal or closure, and the reasons for it, should be 
reported to the Comptroller General. 

XIV. —When the Secretary thinks it proper to close any account, he shall 
give notice, in writing, to the Depositor, of such closure. After the date of 
such notice, no deposit shall be accepted on the account so closed, and no 
interest shall be allowed upon the balance of the closed account after the end 
of the calendar month then current. 

XV. —The Comptroller General should report to the Governor General 
in Council any refusal to sanction an apjdication under Rule IV or VII with 
his reasons for such refusal.

K. c. B., c. I. E., V. c., dated the 23rd January 1880, reporting the events at 
Kabul during the period between the 8ih and the 24th December, 1879. 

2. In reply, I am to state that the Right Ilon’ble the Governor-General 
in Council unreservedly shares the appreciation expressed by 11 is Excellency 
the Comrnander-in-Chief of the high ability, firmness, insight and judg¬ 
ment displayed by Lieutenant-Gener^ Sir Frederick Roberts throughout the 
events recorded in his admirable report, and also of the brilliant conduct of the 
officers and men under his command, to whose soldierlike instinct, intelligence 
and courage on the most critical occasions, the success of the result was 
largely due. 

3. The Governor-General in Council desires also to add, to those of 
llis Excellency, his grateful acknowledgments of the great humanity which, 
from first to last, has marked the conduct of Lieutenant-General Sir Frederick

sentiments to the officers, non-commissioned officers and men of your force. 

3. The condition in which you were placed, owing to defective information as 
to the extent of the combination against you, in having your force scattered in 
various directions, was most serious, and His Excellency considers that very great 
credit is due to you for the ability with which you extricated yourself from such a 
difficult position and concentrated your troops in the cantonment of Sherpur. 

In this operation you w'ere well and gallantly seconded by all ranks. 

4. Sir Frederick Haines can quite understand the reluctance with which you 
surrendered the Bala Hissar and the city of Kabul to the enemy, but His Excellency 
is fully satisfied that the decision come to by you was, under the circumstances, the 
right one. The subsequent defence of the cantonment and the final dispersion of 
the enemy were most satisfactory. 

5. The tJommander-in-Chief has read with pride j'our reports of the acts of 
valor and devotion performed by individuals, and Sir Frederick Haines will take 
care that your recommendations, regarding those whom you believe to have most 
distinguished themselves, receive his fullest consideration and support. 

6. His Excellency deplores in common with the whole service the loss 

of so many gallant officers and men, British and Native, among wffiom the following 
appear to have been most prominent— , 

Major J. Cook, v. c., 5th Goorkhas, 

Captain N. J. Spens, 72nd Highlanders, 

Captain S. G. Butson, 9th Lancers, 

Lieutenant St. John W. Forbes, 92nd Highlanders, 

Lieutenant C. A. Montanaro, R A., 

Jemadar .Tag Bahadur, Corps of Guides, 

Jemadar Jhunda Sing, 5th Punjab Cavalry, 

Troop Sergeant-Major Heniy Spittle, 9th Lancers,

Tire deeds of such men remain for ever in the memory of the army, which, 
while deeply mourning their loss, dwells with pride on the noble example of devotion 
they have set. 

7. Turning from the consideration of these gallant acts, I am to express to 
you the pain with which His Excellency feels it to be his duty to refer to the affair 
of the 11th December, when so many casualties occurred in the endeavour to 
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extricate the guns of F-A, K. H. A., whicii had eventually to be spiked, and left for 
a time in the hands of the enemy. 

8. It is perfectly clear that, in obedience to your orders, Brigadier-General 
Massy, who commanded on this occasion, should have moved along the road towards 
Ghazni and not struck across country, as it must have been evident that the guns 
should have been kept to the road as long as practicable, and he should not have 
become engaged with the enemy until ho had joined with Brigadier-General 
Maepherson. 

His conduct in commencing an engagement with the small force under his 
command, composed only of cavalry and guns, without any infantry in support, 
against an enemy so numerous and determined as he reports him to have been, on 
grounds such as that described, is, to His Excellency’s mind, quite incomprehensible. 
Brigadier-General Massy’s subsequent operations in continually advancing arms of 
precision and long range, such as the guns of the present day are, and thus losing 
their fire for the time, and in afterwards dismounting thirty lancers with carbines to 
stop the advance of 10,000 men, shew him to have been quite unable to cope with 
the difficulties of the position to which he had committed himself. 

9. I am, by the Cornmandor-in-Chief’s orders, sending you with this, a confi¬ 
dential letter dealing with the matter more in detail, and containing His Excellency’s 
instructions thereon. 

10. The Comrnander-in-Chief is quite satisfied that the conduct of the officers 
and men under Brigadier-General JMassy’s orders, on this unfortunate occasion, was 
all that could be desired. 

11. His Excellency after carefully reading your report of the circumstances 
connected with the teinporai y loss of the two guns of No. 2 Mountain Battery on the 
conical hill on the 14th December, is satisfied that everything was done which men 
could do to hold the position, hut that owing to the overwhelming numbers and 
determination of the enemy, it was lost, and with it the guns, 

12. In conclusion, 1 am to state that Sir Frederick Haines quite concurs witli 
you in the reasons for which you originally decided on the occupation of the Sherpur 
cantonments in preference to the Bala Hissar, and he further agrees that you 
acted quite rightly under the circumstances in not destroying the villages, though 
their destruction so as to make a clear space round the cantonments was, as a military 
precaution, desirable. Your policy in endeavouring to render the British occupation 
of Kabul as little irksome as possible to the inhabitants was, in His Excellency’s 
opinion, perfectly correct, notwithstanding that, in carrying this out, you left standing 
villages and walled enclosures from which considerable trouble resulted during the 
subsequent defence of the cantonments. 


From IjicMiicnant-Ocneral Sir F. S. Roberts, k. c. b., c. i. e., v. c., Commaudiag in Eastern 
Afghanistanj to the Adjutant-General in India, Army Head Quarters, ('alcutta,— 
(No 1U27, dated Head Quarters, Kabul Field Force, Camp Kabul, the £drd January 
18.S0.) 

I have the honor to forward, for the information of His Excellency the Com¬ 
ma ndcr-in-Chief and the Government of India,- an account of the military operations 
which have taken place in the neighbourhood of Kabul from the 8th to the 24th 
December last. 

2. It will be in your recollection that, towards the end of November, a small 
column under Brigadier-General Baker, c. b., visited IMaidun, about 25 miles from 
Kabul, in the direction of Ghazni, to enforce the collection of grain and forage 
whi(;h is ordinarily due from that district as part of the revenues of tlie State, and 
that General Baker had met with acts of open hostility, for which he was com¬ 
pelled to inflict summary punishment. 

3. From time to time both before and after the return of this force, infor¬ 
mation reached me that disaffection was gaining ground in the western districts, and 
that the ])cople of Muidun, Logar and Wardak were in communication with the 
Kohistauis, in view of making a combined attack on the British position at Kabul. 

4. Tljc general political situation, as it developed itself in the early part of 
December, unci the cB-uses which appear to have contributed to produce it, may be 
briefly summarised as follows, 

5. After the outbreak of last September and the massacre of our envoy, tho 
advance of the British force from All Khel was too rapid to give the Afghans, us 
a nation, time to oppose it. 
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At Charasiah, the troops who had participated in the massacre, aided by large 
numbers of the disaffected townspeople, were conspicuously beaten in the open 
field ; their organization as an armed body was at an end, and their leaders all sought 
personal safety in flight. 

6. It appears probable that at this, period the general expectation amongst 
the Afghans was that the British Government would exact a heavy retribution from 
the nation and city, which then lay at its mercy, and that after JBnglish vengeance 
had been satisfied, the army would be withdrawn. 

Forty years ago, an English massacre had been followed by a temporary occu¬ 
pation of the city of Kabul, and as Pollock and Nott, on that occasion, had sacked 
and destroyed the great bazar and then retired, so now the people believed that 
some signal punishment would be succeeded by the withdrawn! of our troops. 

7. It thus happened that after the action at Charasiah there followed a ppriod 
of expectation and doubt. The Afghans were waiting on events, and the time had 
not yet arrived when any national movement was possible. 

8. But this pause was marked by certain occurrences which doubtless touched 
the national pride to the quick, and which were also susceptible of being used by 
the enemies of the British Government to excite into vivid fanaticism the reli¬ 
gious sentiment which has ever formed a prominent trait in the Afghan character. 

9. The spectacle of the prolonged occupation by foreign troops of the forti¬ 
fied cantonment which had been prepared by the late Amir Sher Ali for his own 
army ; the capture of the large park of artillery, and of the vast munitions of 
war, which had raised the military strength of the Afghans to a standard unequalled 
among Asiatic nations ; the measures which had been taken to dismantle the 
Bala Hissar, the historical fortress of the nation and the residence of its kings 
and principal nobles ; and lastly the imprisonment and deportation to India of the 
ex-Amir JVIuhomcd Yakub Khan and his leading ministers, w'ere all circumstances 
which conspired to inflame to a high degree the natural antipathy felt towards a 
foreign invader. 

10. The temper of the people being in this condition, it was clear that onlv 
mutual jealousy and distrust among the chiefs could prevent their making common 
cause against us, and that, if any sentiment could be found strong enough to 
dominate such internal dissensions, a powerful movement might be evoked, having 
for its object our own expulsion from the country. 

11. Such an impulse was supplied by the fervent addresses to Mahomedau 
religious feeling made by the aged Moolla Mir Mahomed, commonlv known as the 
Mushk-i-Alam ; by the universal denunciation of the English in the mosques of 
every city and village ; by the a])poals of the ladies of Yakub Khan’s family to the 
popular sympathies, and by the distribution of the concealed treasure whieli was 
at their command ; and lastly, by the expectation of sharing in the plunder of the 
British camp. 

12. The Moollas in short became masters of the situation, and havin'*- once 
succeeded in subordinating jirivate (piarrcls to hatred of the common foe, the 
movement rapidly passed through the phase of religious enthusiasm, and culmi¬ 
nated in nothing less than a national rising against the English invaders. The 
memories of the disaster of 1841-42 were appealed to; it was urged that what 
had happened once might hu})peu again ; and the pcojile were assured that if tliey 
would only rise suddenly and simultaneously, the small English anny in Sherpur 
might easily be driven from its position, and, as before, be overwhelmed in its 
retreat through the diflicult passes which divide Afghanistan from India. 

1 . 3 . Such were the hopes of the chiefs and religious leaders who had now' 
combined against the English infidels, and, according to the information which 
X received, their intention was to gain possession of tlie city and Bala Hissar, and, 
after occupying the numerous forts and villages in the nciglibom*hood of Sherpur,'. 
to surround the cantonments. 

14. To attain this object, they arranged that the forces from the south, viz. 
from Logar, Zurmat, the Mongol and Jadran districts and intervening Ghilziii 
country, should seize the range of hills w'liich extend fi-otn the city tow'ards 
Charasinh, and include the Bala Hissar and the high conical peak called the 
Takht-i-Shtth; that the forces from Kohistan should occupy the Asmai heights 
and hills to the north of the city; while those from Muidan, Wardak, and °the 
Ghazni direction moved upon the city from the w’cstward. 

15. As it was evident that if these several bodies once concentrated on 
Kabul, they wmuld be joined by the disaffected portion of the people of the city 
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and adjoining villages, I endeavoured to break up the combination before it came to 
a bead, and to deal with the advancing forces in detail. 

16. With this intent, I despatched.

17. On the following day, I ordered Brigadier-General T. D. Baker, c. B.,to 

• Genera/ Rakbu’s Fere*. procccd with a Small fopcc* vid Cliarasiah 

and Lallidandur towards Maidan, and 
thus place himself across the line by which 
the enemy, after defeat by General Mae¬ 
pherson, would have to retire. To give 
time for the completion of this movement, and to draw the enemy forward by an 
appearance of hesitation, I halted General Maepherson at Killa Aushar on the 9th, 
and on that day a cavalry reconnaissance by Lieutenant-Colonel W. S. A. 
Lockhart, Assistant Quartermaster-General, discovered that large numbers of the 
enemy were moving northwards from Arghandi and Paghman towards Kohistan. 

18. At the same time I heal'd that a considerable force of Kohistanis had 
collected at Karez Mir, about ten miles to the north of Kabul, and feeling how 
desirable it was to disperse them before they could he joined by the enemy hastening 
from the west, I directed General Maepherson to change his line of ad- 

t General Maepherson took with him VanCC and attack the Kohjstailis, aild aS

19. On reaching the Surkh Kotal, about two miles short, of Karez Mir, General 
Maepherson found that his arrival was well timed, that the enemy from the west 
were still below him in the Paghman Valley, and that it was in his power to deal 
with the Kohistanis before a junction could be effected. 

He accordingly attacked the Kohistanis vigoi*ously and promptly, and drove 

them back with heavy loss. 

Our casualties were one officer. Major 
A. FitzHugh, 5th Goorkhas, slightly 
wounded, and six men wounded—two 
severely.J 

20. The enemy advancing from 
Maidan seemed inclined at first to ascend 
the Surkh Kotal from the Paghman 
N*ti»o 5 Valley and assist the Kohistanis, but on 

■7 seeing that our troops held all the 

. — commanding positions, and probably 

hearing of the defeat of their alHes, they retreated towards Arghandi. 

21. General Maepherson informed me of this by heliograph soon after noon 
on the 10th, and I at once ordered the horse artillery and cavalry from Killa 
Aushar to try and cut in on the enemy’s line of retreat, strengthening the cavalry 
by two additional squadrons from Sherpur, and placing the whole under the command 
of Licutcnant-Colohel B. L. Gordon, Royal Horse Artillery. 

This movement was unsuccessful, for as soon as the cavalry appeared, the 
enemy took shelter in the villages and on the skirts of the high hills which 
surround Paghman. 

22. General Maepherson encamped on the night of the 10th at Karez Mir, 
and General Baker, who had steadily pursued his march by a very difficult road, 
halted a short distance to the west of Maidan. 

23. During the day orders were sent to General Maepherson to march very 
early on the 11th, to follow the enemy observed retreating south and west by the 
Paghman Valley, and to endeavour to drive them towards General Baker ; he was 
informed at the same time that the horse artillery and cavalry -under Brigadier* 
General W. G. D. Massy would leave Killa Aushar at 9 a. m., and that he was tq 
join them on the Arghandi road.

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24. General Mussy’s orders were to advance from Killa Aushar by the road 
leading directly from the city of Kabul towuj'ds Arghandi and Ghazni; to proceed 
cautiously and quietly, feeling for the enemy ; to eomniunicate with General Mac- 
pherson, and to act in conformity with that officer's movements, but on no 
account to commit himself to an action until General Maepherson had engaged the 
enemy. 

General Massy had with him four guns, F-A., R. II. A., and three squadrons of 
cavalry (two of the 9th Lancers and one of the 14th Hengal Lancers.) 

2r>. Instead of gaining the Ghazni road by the ordinary route. General Massy 
started across country, intending to strike that road beyond the village of Killa Kazi. 
Mo sent one troop of the 9th Lanccra under Caj)taiu .7. .7. S. Chisholnie to comrnunieqte 
with and ascertain the movements of General Maepherson, while a second troop, 
under C aptain Bloomfield Gough, was used as an advance guai’d. Captain Cliis- 
holmc’s trooji did not again join General Massy. 

20. Although, on nearing Killa Kazi, General Massy’s advance guard rejmrted 
to him that the enemy were in considerable force on the hills on either side of the 
(Jhazni road, some three miles in advance, he still moved on. Shortly afterwards 
further rei)orhs were received by him that the ciunny were coming down into the plain 
with the evident intention of attacking him. He then directed the horse artillery 
to open tire, in order to check their advance and <letain them until he could hear 
something of General Macphci-son’s column. 

27. Major Smyth-Windham commemted firing at a distance of 2,900 yards, 
but as this had not the desired effect, General Massy ordered the guns to be moved 
400 yards nearer, and, finding that the enemy continued advancing, he directed the 
guns again to move forwai’d. They came into action for the third time at 2,000 
yards, and in this position remained until the opposing force arrived within 1,700 
yards’ range. 

The enemy still maintaining a steady advance. General Massy dismounted 
.‘iO of the 9th Lancers, who eonimcnecd firing as soon as carbine range was i-eached. 
'i'lie enemy were in such force (General Massy reports 10,000) that the fire of the 
tlismoimti'd lancers “ liad no appreciable effect.” 

2)S. About this time I arrived on the ground, having left Sherpur w'ith the 
intention of taking command of Generals Alcicpherson’s and Alassy’s united forces. 

Seeing tlie inutilify of continuing a cavalry and horse artillery action against 
an enemy in such an overwhelming stjcngth, and on ground so unfavorable, I 
ordered General Massy to retire slowly, to at once find a road bj^ which the guns 
could be brought away in safety, and to watch for an opportunity for the cavalry 
to eliargc, so as to give time to c.vti'icate the guns. The order regarding the neces¬ 
sity of finding a line of retreat for the guns was also given to Lieutenant-Colonel 
(iordon, coitimandiug the Royal Artillery, who had acteompanied Genei*al Massy 
from Killa Aushar, where he had previously been in command. 

29. The (ravalry charges, gallantly led by Lieutenant-Colonel R. S. Cleland, 
Avho was dangerously wounded, and by Captain Bloomfield Gough on the flank, Vtcri* 
w(‘ll delivered and did considerable execution, but did not succeed in checking th** 
encmv for more than a few' ipinutes. Sliortly afterwai-ds, the artillery found their 
further movement in retirement stopped by a dee]> and narrow channel. Here, 
w hilst searching for a passage across, I ordered a second cavalry charge, as a last 
lu>pe of saving the guns ; but this had still less effect than the first on the enemy, 
who were now coming rapidly forward, outllanking General Alassy’s troo]>s on both 
sides, and maintaining a destructive liie. The guns could not be got over the deep 
chaniKil, and it became absolutely nece.ssary to spike and abandon them. 

,30. Immediately on reaching the ground, seeing that a ivtireinent w'ati inevit¬ 
able, I had sent back orders to !Sher|mr to despatch 200 of the 72nd llighlandci's, 
with* the least possible delay, to hold the gap at Deh Mozang, so as to prevent the 
enemy gaining possession of the city, and on this point 1 retired with the greater 
portion of the cavalry, who, by mamvuvring in front of the enemy and keeping 
them in check, gave opportunity for the 72nd Highlanders to arrive at the gorge, 
which thev did just in time to hold it, and to bar the enemy’s passage. 

.31. 'Jluriiig this retirement, the S(juadron of the I4th Bengal Lancers, under 
the command of Captain J. P. C. Neville, was distinguished for its great steadiness and 
ctmlness ; every credit is due to the officers (British and Native) non-eommissioned 
»)fficcrs and men for their behaviour on this occasion. Many men hiid lost their 
hm-se's in the charges above relatcyl, and now' instances of bravery in saving * 
wounded and dismounted men from falling into the enemy’s hands w'cro numerous. 
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Brigadicr-Geneml Massv s})ec*ially mentions Lieutenant and Adjutant E. B. 
JM’Innis, and Lieutenant C. J. W. Trower, both of the 9th Lancers, for their gallantry ; 
whilst I j)ei‘sonally witnessed the devoted bravery of the Revd. J. W. Adams, the 
Chaplain attached to my force. Mr. Adams dismounted to assist a Abounded man 
of the 9th Lancers, and, whilst so occujned, lost his horse ; when making his way 
back on foot and although the enemy were hut a few yards distant from him, Mr. 
Adams, regardless of his own safety, was mainly instrumental in saving the lives of 
two men of the 9th Lancers, who were caught under their horses, which luul fallen 
in a watercourse, and w’ho, but for his aid, must have been speedily kilkid by the 
advancing enemy. 

Captain J. A. F. H. Stcw'ai't-Mackenzie and Captain Bloomfield Gough, both ol 
the 9th J^ancers, distinguished themselves on tins occasion ; the former officer 
bringing the regiment out of action and remaining in the field until late in the 
day, although suffering from a severe contusion. 

Brigadicr-t-icneral Massy brings to notice the very forward conduct of Second- 
Lieutenant ,1. Hunter, 9th Lancers ; and the following non-commissioned officers and 
men of that regiment are stated to have been conspicuous for their gallantry 
and coolness:—

.32. The enemy, finding they were unable to 
their right and occu]>ied the Takht-i-Sbah, all the 

large walled villages in Chardeb, thereby threatening the upj)er Jhila llissar. 

Tlie j)icquet on this position I had strengthened at an early liour in the da)', and 
it w'as then held by 215 men of the G7th and 72nd Ft)ot, under the command of 
Captain R. E. C\ .larvis, of the former regiment. During the night thc*enemy made 
repeated and determined attacks, but Avere on ewery occasion repulsed Avith loss; 
throughout, Ca]>tain Jarx'is’ dispositions for defence were able and soldier-like. 

33. While these events AA'cre in progi'css, Gcnenil Maci)berson, Avho had 
marched from the Surkh Kotal at 8 a. m., moved in a south-AAcstcrly direction 
toAvards Arghandi, but observing large bodies of the enemy cro.ssing his front and 
proceeding towards Kabul, and hearing the firing of General Massy’s guns on his 
left, he brought his right forward, and at 12-30 p. m., or about an hour after the 
cavalry and ailillery had commenced retiring, he found himself A'ory nearly on the 
ground where Genci'al Massy’s action had been fougbf. Here he came across 
tht; rear of the enemy, Avho w'.ere speedily dispersed, some making for the hills 
above Killa Kazi, others for the Chardeh Valley. 

.34. (General Maepherson, not being fully informed of the result of General 
Alassy’s action, decided, about 3-30 v. m., to halt for the night at Killa Kazi. Soon 
afterAvards he rccciA'cd an order from me, directing him to fall back on Deh Mozang, 
A\herc he arrived at 7 p. m., thus still fui’lhcr securing the upj)roitch to the city. 

.35. When I fell back to the gap at Deh Mozang, Colonel C. M. MacGregor, c. 
Dcjmty Adjutant and Deputy Quartermaster-General, thinking that the infantry 
that had been ordered from 8hcrj)ur might take the road by the Kotal to the north 
by Killa Aushar, w'cnt in that dii'cction to nu;et them, and obsciwing from this ])oinl 
that the ground Avhere the guns were lying had been ])artially cleared of the enemy

betorc night. 1 hey had licea stripped of all moveable parts, and the ammunition 
hoxes had been emptied ; otherwise they were intact and were ready for use on the 
followmcr dav. 
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36. I retui’ncd to Sherpur by dark. In my absence Brigadier-General 
Hugh Gough, c. B., V. c., had been in command. His arrangements were all that 
tiould be desired, and I am much indebted to him for the quiet and order he 
maintained. 

37. General Baker, on the morning of the 11th, started early from his encamp¬ 
ment in the neighbourhood of Maidan, and found the enemy in considerable forcAJ, 
occupying the hills on cither side of the Arghandi road. The main body of General 
Baker’s force was allowed to proceed unmolested, but his rear guard and baggage 
were somewhat hotly attacked ; owing however to the able manner in which the

lAeutonant R. H. F. W. Wil«,n. 10th Royal Hussars. energy of the OlficerS* in 

charge of the Transport, the whole of the baggage was brought through in safety. 

38. The advanced guard had in the meantime reached Arghandi, and found the 
enemy in possession of both sides of the gorge through which the I'oad runs into the 
(’haixleh Valley. Although late in the afternoon, it was necessary to dislodge the 
cmemy from their position, commanding, as it did, the road to Kabul. 

'I'his was ctTected in a brilliant manner by a portion of the 92nd Highlanders 
under the command of Major G. S. White, and gallantly led by Lieutenant the Hon’ble 
J. Scott Napier. 

General Baker encamped on the night of the 11 th at Arghandi. 

39. Several times during the day 1 tried to communicate with General Baker, 
in order that he might be kept ae(|uainted with all that had been going on nearer 
Kabul; it was not, however, until early on the morning of the 12th, that, by means 
of the heliograph, he learnt that the enemy wei’e threatening the city in very con¬ 
siderable strength, that I had found it necessary to withdraw General Maepherson’s 
brigade to Deh Alozang, and that it was my wish he should return at once, as it was 
important that the whole force should be concentrated in the neighbourhood of the 
city and cantonments. 

40. During the night. Colonel F. II. .Jenkins, c. b., with the Guide Cavalry and 
Infantry anived. Foreseeing the probability of reinforcements being required, and 
thinking that troo])s coming from the direction of India would have a good effect 
jiolitieally, J had ordered Ctilonel Jenkins on the 7th December to march on Kabul 
from Jagdalak.

42. Feeling that the enemy could not be permitted to retain their command¬ 
ing jjosition on the Tukht-i-Shah, 1 directed Genenil Maepberson, on the morning ol 
the 12th December, to endcsivour to drive them from it by an attack from the 
Bala Hissar and Dch Mozang directions. 

Lieutenant-Colonel G. N. Money, of the .3rd Sikhs, was de|mted to undertake 
this operation ; the force placed at his disposal was —

43. The eiest of the 'rakht-i-Shah is naturally difficult ; the slopes are verv 
steep, .strewn with jagged masses of rock and infer.sected with .scarjis, and the natural 
impediments with which the assaulting party had to contend were still further in¬ 
creased by breastworks which the enemy had thrown up at dill'crenf points on the 
ascent of the peak, and behind which they were strongly posted and fought 
resolutely. 

Thp jHjsition was an exceedingly formidable one, and after gallant atttnnpts 
to ca\’ry it, which lasted during the greater part of the day, I ordered the assault 
to be deferred. 1 saw that to ensure success without very serious loss, and to prevent 
the enemy relieving and reinforcing the party holding the jieak, as I had oi).serv<*d 
them to be doing during the day, it wu.s necessary not only to attack in front, l)ut 
to operate also on the enemy’s line of retreat. 

1 therefore directed (jcneral Maepherson to hold tlie ground of which he had 
a^fcady gained po.ssession, and informed him that on the following morning General 
Baker would co-o]>erate with him from the Ben-i-Shahr side. 

4d. Gn the oeca.sion of the attack on the Bala Hissar jiosition and the sub- 
scfjuent counter-attack on the Takht-i-Shah, three non-eotnunssioned officers,—Color 
Sergeant VV^ Macdonald, Sergeants W. (Jox and R. Mcllvcen, all of the 72n<l 
Highlanders,—greatly distinguished themsidves, t^specially Color-Sergeant 
Alacdonald, by the cool and intelligent manner in which he superintendect the 
construction of a breastwork under a very heavy fire, 

Scrg(!ant Cox on the following flay agaii] brought himself to notice by his 

coolness and judgment when escorting the wounded from the Bala lltssar hill to 
Sherpur.

In fui’thci’ance of my intentions of the previous day, early on the morn¬ 
ing of the 13th Deccmlier I despatched 
a force* under Brigadier-General Baker, 
with orders to proceed by the Bala 
Hissar road in the direction of Bon-i- 
Shahr, to seize the heights above that 
village, and to operate on the encmy’.s 
position on the Takht-i-Shah from the south-east. 

Brigadier-General JMaephei-son wu.s at the same time instructed to act in con¬ 
junction V. ilh Gcni'ral Baker I'roin tlio north of Bala Hissar direction. 

IK. Soon after passing the Bala Hissar, Gcnci-al Baker observed the cnemv 
streaming out of the villages iinnu'diatcly below the Ben-i-ShaJir ridge, the centre 
of which he seized by a bold and rapid tnovciiieiit, and thus cut the enemy’s forces 
in two. 

The commencement of the attack Avas covered by a lieuA’^y and w'cll-directed 
tire Ironi the eight guns at General Baker's disposal, ably cuinmaiuled by AIajoi*s 
W. R (’raster and G. Swinley. 

Tlu^ ‘)2nd lligiilanders ied the adA'anee under .Major G. S. White, who has so 
Ireipiontly distinguislietl himsi'H' during the present campaign, and the attack on tlie 
tmemy's first position aaos gallantly headed by Lieutenant St. .John W. Forbes, who, 
logetlier Avith the Color-Seigeant of the company, .James Drummond, Avas killed in 
a iiand to hand tight. 

’^riie leading men of the 02ad Higlilauders Avere most resolutely charged by the 
enemy, who had a very eonsidcrahle advantage hotli in nnmhcrs and position. After 
the loss of tlie officer and color-scrgeaut, there was a momentary AA'aA'cr, when 
Lieutenant W. H. Dick (’uiiyngharn ruslied forward, and, gallantly exposing himself 
to the full tire poured upon this point, rallied the men by his example and cheering 

words. _ • 

49. A large portion of the enemy being thus prcA’^ented from uniting them¬ 
selves Af^th those oceujiying the ’raklit-i-Miah, the 92nd Highlanders and (riiides, 
covered by the fire of JNfajor Swinley’s guns, which had by this time gained the 
summit of the lower ridge, and aided by that of G-3rd, Royal Artillery, from the 
plain below, continued the advance on the conical hill, fighting for some distance 
every foot of the way. 

The position of tlie enemy was enormously strong, but by 11-30 a. m. the 92nd 
Highlanders and Guides bad reached the summit, where they were met by some of 
the V2nd Highlandera, 3rd SikRs and 5th Goorkhas under the command of Major

J. M. Sym, 5th Qoorkhas, who had arrived there a few minutes before. Color-ser¬ 
vant John Yule, 72nd Highlanders, was the first man up, and captured two standards. 
This gallant non-commissioned officer was, I regret to say, killed on the following 
day. 

50. Large kpdies of men were about this time seen issuing from the lower 
Bala Hissar and eity, part of whom made for the heights of Siah Sang, whilst the 
rest, advancing towards Ben-i-Shahr, occnjiicd two strongly fortified villages situated 
on either side of. the road. One of these was captured by Geneml Baker’s troop.s 
on their return from the Takht-i-Shah; the other later in the day by a detachment 
of the 5ih Punjab Infantry, under Major Pnitt, which 1 had sent from Sherpur tt) 
keej) open communication with General Baker. 

.51. Observing the collection of men on the Siah Sang, and thinking that 
Geneml Baker might have some difficulty in dealing with so many detached jiartics 

of tlie enciiny, 1 dcsjiatched Brigadier- 
General Massy with the (Rivalry brigade* 
to his assistance. During this ojieration 
the Guides Cavalry under Licutenant- 
Cblond G. Stewai’t were very successful, 
and made a grand charge, as did the 9tli 
Linccrs under Ca])fain S. G. Butson, 
who was killed, as also were Sergeant- 
Alajor Spittle and three men ; C.'aptain 
J. .). S. Chisholme and Lieutenant C. 
.1. W. Trower, with eight men of the .same regiment being wounded. 

Notwithstanding the severity of his wound, Cajrtain Chisholme remained in the 
saddle, and brought hi.s regiment out of action. 

The 5th Punjab Cavalry under IJcutenant-Coloncl Williams again di.stinguisbcd 
themselves. Majors F. ITammond and J. C. Stewart both leading suceessful charge's. 

52. The result of the day’s o|)emtions was very satisfa<;tory. The enemy bad 
b<;en driven from the southern range, and their advance in that direction had bci'ii 
stopped ; they had sulfei'cd greatly from our artillery and infantry fire when on 
the hill sides ; and on the ]>lain * below thej’^ had been severely dealt with by the 
eavalry. 

In the evening 1 recalled General Baker to cantonment.s, and directed Geneml 
Alaepber.son to move from Deb Mo/ang and occupy the Bala Jli.ssar heights, 
leaving the 5th Goorkhas to retain possession 4>f the Taklit-i-Shali.

54. Our success on the 13th had been so decided, and the loss inflicted upon 
the enemy so heavy, that I was prepared to find they would be unable or unwilling 
to renew their attcm]>ts ; that the combination had broken up, and that the various 
sections had scattered and returned to their homes. But at day-light on the 14th 
December vciy large numbers of men, *with numerous standards, were seen to be 
oceiapying a high hill on the Kohistan road, about a mile north of the Asrnai range; 
and as tlie daj'^ advanced, they passed in great numbers from this hill, and also 
along the road from Kohistan, to the crest of the Asmai heights, where they were 
joined by many <)tbcr.s fr<)m the direction of Chardeli and the city. 

It then bceaiuc apparent that foiled in their western and southern operations, 
the enemy had concentrated to the north-west, and were about to deliver an attack 
in great strength from tliat (|uai*ter. 

5."). To meet this, 1 determined to drive them off the 
c‘ut tlieir communications with the north, and to operate in this 
the same way us 1 had done the previous day from the south. 

Accordingly, Brigadier-General Baker j)roceedcd at 9 a. m.

under cover of the fire of his field and 
mountain guns, which came into action 
close to the ruined village of Biland 
Khel, seized the small conical hill which 
forms the northern shoulder of the Aliabad Kotal. 

By this move. General Bakcn- placed himself on the enemy’s line of communi¬ 
cation, and ])revr!nied the force on Asmai receiving support either from the large 
bodies on the hill to the north or on the Kohistan road. 

50. General Baker commenced his attack with the force marginally noted, 

194 rifles, 72n.l nigl.I.,nders. under lAeut-Col. F. Brnwnlow. c. ». SO, gUVC directions to 

Colonel Jenkins, who was in imme¬ 
diate command of the advance,* that 
after gaining the conical hill, he was to leave there a sufficient force for its security, 
and was then to jirocccd with the remainder to attack the main body of the enemy 
on the Asmai heights. 

57. Colonel .Jenkins left at the conical hill 64 men of the 72nd Highlanders 
arid GO of the Guides Infantry, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel W. H. J. Clarke, 
72nd Highlanders, who had led the successful attack upon this point. 

With the remainder Colonel .Jenkins pushed on to dislodge the enemy from * 
the position on Asmai, the advance on this occasion being led by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Brownlow and the Highlanders, the Guides Infantry on the right afford¬ 
ing assistance by continually operating on the enemy’s flank. 

As soon as the eastern point of the main position had been carried. General 
Baker directed four guns of No. 2 Mountain Battery, escorted by 100 rifles of the .5th 
Punjab Infantry, to reinforce the party which had been left on the conical hill, 
with a view of supporting tlie advance by engaging the enemy in the Chardeh and 
Kohistan directions. 

The advance was also covered by the four guns of G-3rd under Major Craster, 
H. A., which were with General Baker, and by four guns of F-A, Royal Horse Artil- 
lci*y, commanded by Captain H. Pipon, which I brought into action near the south¬ 
west corner of the Sherpur cantonment. The attack was further assisted by the 
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fire of four ^uns of No. 1 Mountain Battery under Cajitain H. R. L. Morgan, R. . 
attached to Brigadier-fjeneral Macpherson’s column, from the Bala Hissar hill, c 
by two oom])anies of the 67th Regiment xmdcr Major G. Baker, which, cross- 
the Kabul river and acting on the enemy’s left rear, contributed to render tli 
position on the Asmai heights untenable. 

58. The ground was most difficult and the enemy fought with the great 
obstinacy ; the Highlanders and Guides were, however, not to be denied, and evi 
tually mu.'hcd, the highest jieak, where a number of ghazis stood fast, detcrmii 
to die. Hci*e a great struggle took place, and I wish to bring to particular not 
the conduct of Lance-Corporal George Sellar, 72nd Highlanders, who had rushed 
well in advance of his comrades, and fell to the ground in combat with one of 1 
ghazis. from whom he received a severe sword-cut on the arm. 

The foi’ward gallantry of the corporal excited the admiration of all who s 
it, and I purpose addressing the Military Seeretaiy a recommendation tliat he ir 
he granted the decoration of the Victoria Cross. 

Sergeant John McLaren and Corj>oral Edward M(rKay, 92nd Highlanders, a 
distinguished themselves by great personal gallantry on this occasion. 

.09. Thus, at 12-‘i() p. m., our troops w'crc in possession of the whole of t 
Asmai heights. Shortly afterwards, I received a heliograin from Brigadier-Gene 
■ Maepherson, informing me that very large bodies of the enemy were niov'i 
northwards from Indiki, with the apjiarent intention of clVeeting a junction w 
the hostile force that still held the hills towards Kohistun, and of endeavouring 
retake the original ])Osition. 

Similar information was about this time communicated to General Baker 
Ijicutenaut-Colonel T. G. Ross, commanding the cavalry, whom he had sent over t 
low w'cstern sjmrs of the conical hill to ascertain the numbers and movements 
the enemy. 

60. About this time 1 observed that the small body of our troops on t 
conical hill were being hotly ])ressed, and that a party of the nth Pun jab Infant 
under Captain C. McK. Hall, were being moved to their a.ssistance by (icnend Bak 
Shortly aftei'wai'ds, I received a hcliogram from the latter officer, asking that furti 
7’einforccments might he sent to this point. 1 at once ordciiMl 200 rides of the 
Sikhs, that had been escorting Ca])tain Pijion’s hoi-se artillery guns, to procc 
fioin .^herpur with all hasti* and render the re(|uired aitl. 

Unfortunately before either of the n'infoiveineat'; could reac-h the threaten 
positH)n the eijemy hafi gained po-ise-sion of it. 'I'lieir nuinlwrs were^ overw heli 
ing. and though the Higidanders. (jiiides and oth Punjah Infantry inaih' 
most sltihhorn dtdVuici*, and Captain X. .1. Spen-', of the 72nd Highlanders, sacrifie 
his life in a heroic attempt to stem the advance of the enemy, it was of no ava 
our tiixjps retrofited ipiietly aud stiaidily dc^wn the eastei-n slope of the hill, nnal

.Xo blame for tlic loss of these; guns i,s in any way t » be attached to the ot 
cer.s or men of tiu; batti'ry. On the other hand every credit is due to Major ' 
Swinlev, the late Lieutenant C. A. Montsmaro, and Lieulimant A. F. Liddell, t 
native' ollicei's. non-conirnissioned olliccrs and men of the buttery, for the galla 
manner in which they stoo'l to their guns to the last. 

Surgeon .1. Duke;, in nu'dieal charge of tlu* I'atterv, was conspicuous f 
bi^ unremitting attention to the wounded under a heavy Hre ; and amongst ma 
who di-;inlinguislu'd themselves on this occasion, I wouhl specially mcntii 
jVIajor (». Swinlev, H. A., .Icmadar Abdul Ibdunan, .'Ith Punjab Infantry, and Lam 
N'aicks !>iliiu ancl Lc'hun, of the Guiders Infantry. 

til. Whilst the events above narrated were in progress, numbers of tl 
eiie.my \v('re obscr\(‘<1 tas was the ease on tlu; previous day t to he collecting i 
Siah Sang, aiul {irocei'ding round the eastern flank of cantonments in the directii 
of Kobistan. 

1 therefore despatched a small force of cav-alry and two guns of F-A, Roy 
Horse yVri.illcry, under the c-ommand of Brigadi(;r-(lencral Hugh Gough, c. B., v. < 
to (hspe.rse them. The ground however in' that ilircction was so intemeetod by dc< 
wati r (;ourses that the advance of the gun.s was necessarily slow, and by the tin 
le obstacles hud he.<;n overcome, the enemy had got so far on the ro^ towap 
Kohistan and so close to the hills, that pursuit was hopeless. 
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A party of the Sth Punjab Cavalry, under Captain W. J. Vousden, met with 
better success. This regiment was quartered in the King's garden, about a third of 
the way between Slierpur and the city, and 1 had in the morning sent orders to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Williams to be on tlie look out for any enemy that might pass 
in that direction. About 1 p. m., some 300 or 400 were observed moving along the 
left bank of the river, and Captain Vousden who, with one troop, was out on recon¬ 
naissance, most gallantly charged into the middle of them, and notwithstanding 
that only twelve of his men werc able to follow him, six of whom were wounded, 
(.the remainder being stopped by a heavy fire which was opened on them from behind 
.some low walls,) he succeeded in dispersing the enemy, and in inflicting severe loss 
upon them, killing five men with his own hand. It was a most dashing little affair 
and reflects great ci-edit on C'aptain Vousden. 

62. My object throughout these operations had been either to break up the 
combination against us by dealing with the enemy in detail, or at least to prevent 
their getting command of the hills, to the north and west of Kabul, and thus gain 
possession of the city and Bala Hissar. 

Up to this time 1 had no reason to apprehend that the Afghans were in suffi¬ 
cient force to successfully cope with disciplined troops, but the resolute and deter¬ 
mined manner in which the conical hill had been recaptured, and the information 
sent to me by Brigadier-General Macplicrson from the signal station on the Bala 
Hissar that large masses of the enemy were still advancing from the north, south 
and west, made it evident that the numbers combined against us were too 
overwhelming to admit of my comparatively smail force meeting them, especially on 
ground which still further iucrca.sed the advantages they possessed from their vast 
numerical superiority. 1 therefore determined to withdraw from all isolated posi¬ 
tions, and to concentrate the whole force at Sherpur, thus securing the safety of our 
large cantonments, and avoiding what had now become a useless sacrifice of life. 

63. The measure was one wliich 1 was most reluctant to order, for it, of 
(•oursc, involved tins temporary abandonment of the city and the Bala Hissar, 
a loss serious in hsclf and liUely to jn-oduce a bad effect on the country at large. 
Under the circumstances, however, I considered that no other course was left me 
but to remain on the defensive, and wait until the arrival of reinforcements, or the 
growing confidence of the enemy, should afford me a favorable opportunity for 
attacking. 

Orders to retire were accordingly issued to Brigadier-Generals Maepherson 
and Baker. 

64. The withdraw-al from the Bala Hissar and Asmai heights was accom¬ 
plished in a manner highly creditable [to the officers in command and to the disci¬ 
pline of the troops. 

General Macjihcrson’s brigade had to pass through a portion of the city and 
the suburb of Deh Afghan ; his rearguard was hara.ssed and his troops were subjected 
to a heavy fire as they moved along the narrow streets and through the numerous 
gardens and orchards, but the Brigadier-General brought off his men and baggage 
in perfect order, and w'ith comparatively little loss. 

65. I am much indebted to Brigadier-General Maepherson, c. b., v. c., for 

the good seiwices he has jierforincd tliroughout the campaign, and to the following 
officers, whose conduct the Brigadier-Geiieml particularly brings to notice ;— *

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Lieutenant R. B. W. Fisher, 10th Royal Hussars, is reported as having behaved 
in a conspifuously cool and gallant manner while in charge of the transport animals 
during the withdrawal from the Bala J lissar hill. 

tiO. The retirement of Brigadier-General Baber’s troops down the eastern 
face of Asmai, under a very heavy tire, was most ably conducted by that distin¬ 
guished officer. Colonel Jenkins, c. b., who speaks with great admiration of the 
example set to thgir men by Lieutenant-Colonel Brownlow, c. b., and Major C 
M. Stockwcll, 72nd Highlanders, and also of Lieutenant-Colonel R. B. P. P. 
Campbell, Queen’s Own Corps of Guides. Another officer who greatly distinguished 
hiiusiilf on this occasion was Captain A. G. Hammond, Corps of Guides. He had been 
very forward duiing the storming of the Asmai heights, and now, when the enemy 
were crowding up the western slopes, he remained with a few men on the ridge 
until the Afghans were within thirty yards of them. During the retirement, one of 
the men of the Guides was shot; Captain Hammond stopped and assisted in cariying 
him away, though the enemy were at the time close by and firing heavily,

70. In a former letter* I stated at some length the reasons which induced 

• No. 1137, doted SOlli October, to tUe Quortermaster- Uie tO place my foTCC at Shcrpur in prc- 

oenerai in ludio. fcrcnce to Occupying the Bala Ilissar and 

the Siah Sang heights. Owing to recent events I will now go more fully into the 
grounds upon which this decision was formed. 

The Bala Hissar was not sufficiently large to contain and afford shelter to the 
entire force, its camp followers, and many transport animals ; it would have been 
obligatory, therefore, to have divided troops,—a measure to which 1 was very , 
averse, and to have located a portion of them elsewhere, possibly upon Siah Sang, . 
a bare and bleak plateau, nearly a mile distant from the remainder ot the force, 
where water would have been procurable with difficulty, and where no single facility 
for carrying on the necessary hutting operations existed. 

Again, the disastrous explosions of the 16th of October led me to regard as a 
grave risk the permanent settlement of the greater portion of the force close to 
and around a vast magazine, which there was a strong presumption was mined. 

These facts, added to the existence of accommodation sufficient to at once 
house the commissariat stores, the entire European quota of my force and a large 
part of tlie native troops, and the mpid approach of an Afghan winter induced me, 
after carefully weighing the matter, to decide upon the occupation of Sherpur, and 
I see no reason, in the light of recent occurrences, to alter that opinion. 

Sherpur, moreover, has the advantage of being on the side of the city nearest 
to our communications with India, and although it is situated on the left bank 
of the Kabul river, this river, except during very occasional spring floods, presents 
no difficulties to the passage of all arms. 
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Another important consideration was that at Sherpur running water was 
abundant and Rood, and in the event of this supply being diminished, wells could be 
readily sunk, the soil being easy and water found within seven feet from the surface. 

71. The principal drawback to holding the cantonments W'as its great extent, 
and the impossibility of at all reducing our line of defences. Sherpur is almost a 
parallelogram, w'hosc northern side is formed by the Bemaru ridge, a range of low 
but steep isolated hills, rising some .300 feet above the surrounding plain and running 
almost'.due east and west for a distance (including the slopes at either end) of 
two thousand five hundred yards. A lai’ge lake or jlieel, whose breadth varies from 
a quarter to half a mile, lies between the northern slope of the ridge and the steep 
hills which form the southern boundary of the Kohistan country. As this lake is 
not more than a mile and a half distant from, and is parallel to, the Bemaru heights 
for quite three miles, it forms a barrier round whose flanks and between which and 
the heights no enemy dai-c advance. 

The southern face is a continuous and massive mud wall sixteen feet high, pierced 
at intervals of about 700 yai’ds by three gateways, which again are protected by lofty 
circular bastions. Between these gates, and also at the corners, are a scrips of lower 
bastions, which give an admirable flanking fire. The length of the southern side 
slightly exceeds two thousand six hundred and fifty yards. 

. The western flank is constructed on a prcci.sely similar plan save that the 
northern portion has been much damnged by the explosion •which occurred there on 
the 7th October last. This face is about one thousand yards in length. 

On the cast the defences are much weaker, as the original design was never 
completed, and the w’all which was intended to resemble the other faces does 
not exceed seven feet in height, whilst for purposes of defence it cannot he said 
to practically extend beyond the fortified dwelling marked in the accompanying plan* 
as the Native Field Hospital. 

From this point the line of defence tends to the north-west, and, skirting the 
village of Bemaru, runs into the eastern slope of the Bemaru ridge, previously 
described as the northern face. 

72. From this it Tvill be seen that though the perimeter of Sherpur was large for 
the force at my dis|)osal, still its defensive powci-s, both natural and artificial, were 
so great that I could confidently look to holding it successfully against any attack. 

I have alluded to the impossibility of contracting the line of defence, and 
would here more fully explain that this is owing to the length of the Bemaru 
heights and to the absolute necessity for holding them for their entire extent. 
To have given up any j>ortion of them would have placed in the hands of the 
enemy a vantage gi’ound from whence no part of our camp would have been secure, 
and to repeat a course which proved most disastrous in the year 1841. In fact, 
paradoxical though it may appear, the Bemaru heights form at once the strength 
and the weakness of the position. 

73. On occupying Sherpur, 1 saw that to prevent annoyance in the event of 
a strong combination being directed against that place, a considerable destruction 
of villages and walled enclosures was advisable, so as to create an esplanade round 
the cantonments ; but the pressure of even more important work, the collection of 
supplies and the provision of shelter for such of the troops as had not already been 
secured, combined with the scarcity of labour, compelled me in a great measure to 
defer this precautionary step. 1 was also unwilling, by what might have appeared 
unnecessary harahness in the destruction of villages and orchards, to give rise to 
any ill feeling on the part of the people of Kabul. 

Indeed it has been my constant endeavour, from the first, to make our occu¬ 
pation of the country as little irksome to its inhabitants as the safety and welfare 
of my troops permitted. 

SevtTal of there villages gave considerable trouble during the events which 
occurrtd between the 15th and 23rd of December, and have since been razed to the 
ground. Each village is a small fortress in itself, protected by massive mud walls, 
impervious to all but heavy artillery, and guarded by strong loopholed flanking 
towers; their reduction, if resolutely held, entails certain loss. 

74. As soon as it became apparent that the events of the 11th were the 
lorerumuM's tii’ a, serious movement, unless the measures which I was adopting 
s|>eedily in-ulvi: up the combination, I took all the necessary steps for strengthening

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As regards food, ammunition, &c., I had no anxiety at this period. jSufficient 
supplies we.xj actually stored in Shorpur to last the entire force for nearly four 
months, with the exception of hhusa (chopped stmw) of which there was enough 
for six weeks. There was ample firewood for all purposes; medicines and hospital 
comforts were sufficient for all possible requirements for a similar time, and there 
was enough ammunition both for guns and rifles to have carried on an obstlhatc. 
defence for three or even four months. 

The defences were divided into the following sections, and their superinten¬ 
dence entrusted to the officers named below :— 

Section I. —Biigadier-Gcneral Maepherson, c. b., v. c., —^from the 2nd Brigade 
gate on the soxithcm face to the Bemaru village on the east. 

Section II. —Colonel Jenkins, c. b.. Corps of Guides,—^from the Bemaru village 
up to the eastern slo[>e of Bemaru ridge. 

Section III. —Brigadier-General Hugh Gough, c. b., v. c., —from the eastern 
extremity of the Bemaru village to the gorge which divides the ridge. 

Section IV. —Major-General J. Hills, c. b., v. c., —^from the gorge to the 
head quarters gate. 

Section V. —Lieutenant-Colonel Brownlow, c. b., 72nd Highlanders,—from 
the head quarters gate to the 2nd Brigade gate. 

Brigadier-General Massy was placed in the centre, whilst Brigadier-General 
Baker, c. b., commanded the reserve, which was formed up at the southern entrance 
to the goige leading through the Bemaru ridge. 

Tclegi’aphic communication was established between divisional head quarters 
and the temporary head quarters of Generals Maepherson, Gough, Hills and Baker,* 
and the native field hospital. 

All the sections were also brought into communication with each other and 
head quarters by means of visual signalling. 

A “ laager,” made out of captured Afghan gun carriages and limbers, was 
constructed at the noith-western corner of cantonments, closing the open ground ' 
which lies between the front of the Bemaru heights and the north-west circular 
bastion, and the ground in its immediate front was strengthened by means of 
ubattis, and wire entanglements, whilst the village of Mustoofi, which formed an 
excellent flank defence along the western and northern face, was held as 
an independent post. 

Six towers bad been previously constructed on tbe Bemaru heights, and the - 
shelter-trenches which existed there wci’c deepened and so prolonged as to form 
one continuous line of defence throughout its entire length. An oiatfts protected 
the front of the shelter-trench, and gun pits were constructed at those points where 
artillery fire could be most advantageously used. The works in the gorge were 
strengthened and so arranged as to bring a most galling flanking fire to bear upon 
an enemy advancing from the north. In order to strengthen the north-east, corner 
a two-gun battery was thrown up on the eastern slope of the heights, and connected 
with the tower above it and the village below. Bemaru village W'as loop-holed, the 
outlying buildings to the front made defensible, and the open space to the north¬ 
east obstructed Avith ubattis and wire entanglements. The same steps were taken 
at the Native field hospital, and sand-bag ]>arapets built upon the roof which was 
somewhat exposed. The low wall of the ejistcrn face of cantonments was raised by 
logs of wood being placed aloi]g the top in several tiere, thus affording good shelter 
to our men, the front here as elsewhere being faced with abattip for which purpose 
the wood cut down in clearing the nearest gardens and endosui-cs supplied the 
materials. 

75. These defences were constructed under the superintendence of Ueutenant- 
Colonel AS. Perkins, c.B., Commanding Royal Engineer, to whom and the other 
officers of his distinguished regiment I am much indebted for the intelligence and 
energy with which the work was rapidly carried out under considerable difficulties. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Perkins reports that his Adjutant, Lieutenant Thomas 
P. Cather, has been very useful to liim. 

76. In order to supplement our field guns and leave them free to move out 
as opportunity offered, several of the captured Afghan guns were utilised and 
mounted on the defences, whence they subsequently played with good effect. A 
number of marksmen were provided with Enfield rifles and cartrid^s found in the 
Bala Hissar, by which means our own ammunition was econonused. 

77. From Lieutenant-Colonel B. L. Gordon, commanding the artillery, I have 
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received every assistance, and I take this opportunity of recording the services ren¬ 
dered by Major C. A. Gprham, R. A., (Deputy Judge Advocate-General of 
the force) whose technical knowledge was of the greatest service in utilising the 
Afghan guns and ammunition. 

Besides the officers of Royal Artillery named in other parts of this despatch. 
Captain H. Pipon, F-A, Royal Horse Artillery, has also done excellent service; and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon informs me that he has found his Adjutant, Lieutenant 
F. E. Allsopp, R. A., active and useful. 

78. Early on the morning of the l.'ith December the telegraph wire was cut, 
but not before I had communicated our situation to His Excellency the Commander- 
in-Chief and the Government of India, urging the advisability of sending reinforce¬ 
ments as speedily as possible. At the same time I sent orders to Major-General 
Bright, C.B., at Jellalabad, to move Brigadier-General Charles Gough’s brigade 
from Gandamak to Kabul without loss of time, and to send Brigadier-General 
Arbuthnot’s brigade towards Kabul as soon as fresh troops should reach Jellalabad 
from India. 

79. I had decided upon recalling to Sherpur the garrison of Butkak, which 
was in an exposed and isolated position, and not sufficiently strong to defend itself 
against serious attack, and I had considered the expediency of withdrawing the force 
at Lataband, which consisted of two mountain guns, the 28th Punjab Native Infantry 
and a wing of the 23rd Pioneers, the whole commanded by Colonel J. Hudson of the 
former regiment; but as the position was a sti-ong one, ammunition plentiful, and 
sufficient supplies in hand to last over the probable date of Brigadier-Geneml 
Charles Gough’s arrival, and moreover, ns it was in direct heliogmphic communica¬ 
tion with Kabul, I decided to maintain the post. I had every confidence in Colonel 
Hudson, and I felt satisfied that, so long as Lataband vras held, no serious opposition 
could be offered to General Gough’s ad/ance; it was in fact the most important 
link in our chain of communications, and though its occupation materially diminished 
my force at Sherpur, its rt^tention was worth the sacrifice. The result justified this 
decision, for but slight resistance w’as offered to Geneml Gough at Jagdalak, and 
none whatever after that point w'as passed. 

80. On the 16th a body of about one thousand men threatened the camp 
at Lataband. Colonel Hudson, however, attacked and disjjcrsed them, inflict¬ 
ing considei’able loss in both killed and wounded. Owing to the excellent manner 
in w'hich the attack was covered both by artillery aiul infantry fire, there w'ere no 
casualties on our side. Colonel Hudson reports that the following officers did good 
service on this occasion — 

Captain W. G. Nicholson, R. E. 

Lieutenant E. A. Smith, R. A., No. 2 Mountain Battery, 
Lieutenant A. A, Lane, 28th Punjab Native Infantry, and 
Subadar Mehtab Singh, 23rd Pioncci’s. 

Colonel Hudson brings to special notice the gallantry of Havildar Golab Singh, 
of the 23rd Pioneers, who, well in advance of his men, entered the enemy’s breast¬ 
work and captured a standard there. 

81. As I was very desirous of keeping open my communications with India, 
and as I felt it most important* that Brigadier-General Charles Gough should know, 
from day to day, the exact position at Kabul; and further, as it was very possible 
that cavalry might be of great service in the advance from Lataband, I despatched 
the 12th Bengal C^alry at 3 a. m. on the morning of the 22nd, to join hands 
with him. I instructed Major J. H. Green, w'ho commands the regiment, that if 
Butkak, through which place he had to pass, was unoccupied by the enemy and 
proved friendly, he was to halt there, leaving a detachment to watch the Logar 
bridge, whilst Colonel Hudson w'as to push on to Butkak with the Lataband 
garrison as soon as the head of General Gough’s column arrived at Lataband. 
Should it be found, however, that Butkak was hostile. Major Green was to 
press on to Lataband and unite with the troops there. The latter event proving to 
be the case, the cavalry went on as arranged, losing three men killed and three 
wounded in the ojicration, which was one of difficulty and most ably carried out 
by Major Green, whom I desire to bring to notice for his excellent services. 

82. There were no movements of sufficient importance to need special record 
betwwn the 14th and 2lst December. 

* ^ that interval the enemy daily took up positions in the neighbouring 

TOrts and gardens, and firing from behind cover caused a few casual ties in tire camp. 
xsaii day cavalry reconnaissances were made, and some portion of the force movM 
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out to dislodge the Afghans from any place where they could cause special 
annoyance ; some of the forts and other cover in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Sherpur were also destroyed, but I confined myself to minor operations of this 
description, and did not undertake any sorties in force with the object of gaining 
possession of portions of the enemy’s position. My force was not large enough 
to admit of my holding them, and I considered that had I replied in this way to 
the enemy’s efforts, I should have been playing their game, and* I therefore deter¬ 
mined to wait until I could act decisively. 

83. Every night information reached me that an attack was contemplated, 
but it was not until the 21st December that the enemy showed signs of special 
activity. On that day and the following large numbers of them moved from the 
city, and, passing round to the eastward of our jjosition, occupied the numerous 
forts in that direction in very great force. It became apparent that this movement 
was preparatory to an attack from that quarter. At the same time I was informed 
that the enemy were preparing a number of ladders, with the intention of 
attacking the southern and western walls by e.scalade. 

84. The night of the 22nd passed (juietly, but the songs and cries of the 
enemy could be heard in the surrounding villages. 

1 had received information that the 23rd of December, being the last day of 
the “Muharram,” was fixed upon for their great effort, and I also knew that the 
flame of fanaticism would be fanned by the fact that the aged Mushk-i-Alam 
would, with his own hand, light the beacon fire at dawn on the Asmai heights, which 
was to be the signal for the commencement of the attacfk. 

Possessing this knowledge, and knowing that the feelings of the people had 
been worked to the highest pitch of excitement by the j)reaching of their MooUas, 
I directed all troops to be under arms at a very early hour on the 23rd. 

85. My information proved correct, and the appearance of the signal fire 
on the Asmai heights, shortly before day break, announced the beginning of the 
assault. Heavy firing almost immediately commenced against our southern and 
eastern faces, and by 7 o’clock a. m., an attack in force against the eastern side 
was fully developed, whilst a very large number of the enemy, provided with scaling 
ladders, Avere drawn up under cover of the walls to the south. 

From 7 a. m. until 10 .\. m. the fight was carried on vigorously ; repeated 
attempts wefe made to carry the low eastern wall by escalade, but though the 
enemy on several occasions reached the abattls, they were each time repulsed, and 
many dead marked the spots where the assault had been most determinedly pressed 
home. 

Soon after 10 a. m. a lull took place, as though the enemy had recoiled before 
the breech-loader, but at 11a. m. the fight again grew hot, although it was not 
marked by the determination of the former period. 

Finding that it was impossible to dislodge the enemy by any fire that, could be 
brought to bear upon them from our defences, I determined to attack them in flank, 
and for this purpose directed four guns of G-3rd, Royal Artillery, and the 5th Punjab 
Cavalry under the command of Major W. R. Crastci’j Royal Artillery, and Ljeutc- 
nant-Colonel B. Williams, 5th Punjab Cavalry, respectively, to move out through 
the gorge in the Bemaru heights. 

This counter stroke at once told. The Afghans wavered and shortly after¬ 
wards broke. 

86. By 1 p. M. all vigor had passed from the attack, and the time for the 
action of cavalry having arrived, Brigadier-General Massy was directed to proceed 
with every available man and horse and do his utmost against the enemy, whilst at 
the same time a party of infantry and sappers moved out to destroy some villages 
to the south, which had caused considerable annoyance and which it was necessary 
the enemy should be driven from to facilitate the arrival of Brigadier-General 
Charles Gough’s brigade the following day. 

This work was successfully accomplished, but I regret to say cost the lives of 
two gallant officers. Captain J. Dundas, v. c., R. E., and Lieutenant C. Nugent, R. E., 
commanding the 7th Company, Sappers and Miners, who were killed by the prema¬ 
ture explosion of a mine. 

Meanwhile a part of our cavalry had worked round to the base of Siah Sang, 
and succeeded in rendering a good account of the enemy in that quarter, whilst 
the Guides Cavalry and a squadron of the 14th Bengal Lancers, who had been 
manoeuvring more to the eastward, had been equally fortunate. 

• 87. By evening all fire had nearly ceased, and day-light on tlie 24th shewed 
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that the enemy, abandoning all hope oC success, had dispersed, not a man being 
found in the adjacent villages or visible on the surrounding hills. The city was 
clear of them, and so precipitate was their flight that, leaving their dead unburied 
where they fell, by mid-day many parties of them were upwards of twenty-five miles 
from Kabul, the rapidity of their retreat being doubtless accelerated by the know¬ 
ledge that reinforcements were near at hand. 

At 5 o’clock iri the morning a party of the 72nd Highlanders occupied without 
opposition the fort of Mahomed Sharif, and later a force under Brigadier-General 
Maepherson, c. b., moved out to cover, and if necessary, aid the entry of Brigadier- 
General (..'harles Gough’s column, which had halted the previous evening about 
six nnlcs fi-om Sherpur.

The cavalry, divided into two parties 
commanded rcsjicetively by Biigadier- 
Gcnerals Massy and Hugh Gough, c. b., 
proceeded by Ben-i-JShahr and the 
Cdiardch Valley in pui’suit, but so rapid 
had been the enemy’s flight and so retarded 
were our men by a heav'y snow storm, 
that no success atteiultHl their ell’orts, 
though neither party returned to Sherpur 
until after night fall. 

88. Our casualties between the Ifith 
and 24th of December, arc noted in the 
margin.* 

Besides the deaths of Captain Dundas, 
V. c., B. K., and Lieutenant Nugent, 
R. E., already mentioned, 1 ivgrct very 
decjily to have to record, on the 19th 
instant, that of Major John Cook, v. c., 
.'ith Goorkhas, I'rom the elTeets of a 
wound received on the 12th whilst 
bravely leading his men to the assault 
of the ’i'akht-i-Shuh. By Major Cook’s 
death Her Majc'sty has lost the services 
of a most (listinguished and gallant 
otficer, and the Kabul Field Force a 
commde whom one and all honoured and 
admired.

Burn-Murdoch, R. E., whose liehaviour, 
on the occasion of his receiving his 
wound is reporteil by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Perkins to liave been most gallant, and 
Lieutenants L. Sunderland, 72nd High¬ 
landers, and C. F. Gambier, 5th Punjab 
Cavalry. 

89. During the time that the enemy 
occupied the city and Bala Hissar, the 
people no doubt suflercd some inconve¬ 
nience, and a few whose relations with 
us had been friendly were ill treated. 
The houses of certain Sirdars were plun¬ 
dered, but I have reason to believe that 
no large amount of either treasure .or 
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90. Before the events above recorded, I had directed that all gunpowder 
(about 210 tons) in the Bala Hissar fort should be destroyed, with the exception of 
a sufficient supply to meet the requirements of the Engineers and Sappers. 

This work, involving considerable care, was a tedious one, but by the 10th 
December upwards of 80 tons had been got rid of, leaving only 130 tons in the 
magazine, .all of which was either carried off by the Afghans or expended in 
accidental explosions which were of constant occurrence amongst them, on one 
occasion upwards of one hundred of the enemy being blown up. 

It would have been impossible to commence its destruction earlier on account 
of the ruins of the old magazine continuing to smoulder; indeed at the present 
moment the fire is not altogether extinguished, and rendered any dealings with 
powder in their vicinity highly dangerous. The open jars in which the powder was 
kept were too weighty, and yet too fmgilc to be removed, and the nearest water was 
some hundreds of feet below. Eventually the powder was taken out of the jai-s 
and sent down a shoot into the water beneath, but, as I said before, this work was 
necessarily slow. To blow up the magazine was impossible, for up to the evening of 
the 14th our troops were occupying the hill immediately above it, and before they 
were withdrawn from that position, the magazine was in possession of the enemy. 

91. I may here explain that though my information for some weeks previous 
to the disturbances made me aware of the increasing hostile feeling with which we 
were regarded, and of the fact that the tribes were assembling in considerable 
strength, yet it was impossible to form any estimate as to what numbers we should 
have to contend with at Kabul. 

As the contingents from Kohistan, Logar, Wardak and other districts passed 
along, they received accessions fi’om every hamlet, and when within a day’s journey 
of Kabul, were joined almost en masse by the j)o[>ulation of the numerous surround¬ 
ing villages, and by many disaffected people of the city. 

It is difficult to speak accurately of the total numbers that w^ere opposed to us. 
Persons likely to be best informed say that the combined forces of the enemy 
excectlcd one hundred thousand men, but though this computation is probably not 
excessive, lam of opinion that moi*e than 00,000never took the field at any one time. 

Their losses were considerable, not less than 3000 having been killed and 
wounded. 

92. I wish to place on recorrl ray very high sense of the services performed by 
thetrbops under my command, and of the spirit by which they were animated. 

All and every night, in most sevei'e weather, officers and men were at their 
posts or sleeping with their arms in the immediate vicinity of the trenches, and each 
day fatigue parties were employed in strengthening our defences. 

Hardships and exposure were cheerfully borne, and I never for one momc it 
doubted that when the assault should be delivered, it would be successfully and 
decisively repulsed. 

93. I have ah’eady mentioned several officers whose services during the recent 
operations merit praise, and I w’ould in conclusion bring to His Excellency the 
Commandcr-in-Chief’s notice the following :— 

Lieutenant-General Sir Michael Kennedy, k. c. s. i., to whom I am specially 
indebted for cheerfully rendered advice and assistance, and the officers accompany¬ 
ing him, iramely— 

Colonel A. G. F. Hogg, Bombay Staff Corps. 

Major H. B. Hanna, Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General, and 

Captain T. Deane, Assistant Seci-etary, Military Department, 
wKn mnat rcadilv nlaced their services at mv disnosal. 
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I would wish to express my thanks to Lieutenant-General J. L. Vaughan, c. b., 
who aided me with the experience gained during many years’ service on the frontier. 

Major-General J. Hills, c. b., v. c,, and Brigadier-General Hugh Gough, c. b., 
V. c., were each entrusted with the command of a section of the defence, and the 
constant presence of these experienced officers at their posts relieved me of 
considemble anxiety. 

The most determined attack of the enemy was directed against the sections 
commanded by Brigadier-General Hugh Gough and Colonel F. H. Jenkins, c. b., 
and its defeat was in great measure due to the excellent dispositions which these 
officcra made.

manner in which Brigadier-General Gough’s orders for the arrangements for defend¬ 
ing Sherpur were curried out on the 11th December. 


Lieutenant-Colonel W. S. A. Lockhart, Assistant Quartermaster-General, has 
already made a reputation for himself, ami this he fully maintained both when out 
with Brigadier-General Maepherson’s column and on subscapient occasions. 

Major R. G. Kennedy, Deputy Assistant Quarterinaster-Gcneral, has served 
.with me since the outbreak of the war in 1878. He is an invaluable staff officer, 
and 1 have great pleasure in feeominmcnding him for some mark of His Excel¬ 
lency’s approval.

3 be arrangements at the British and Native Field Hospitals, superintended 
by Surgeon-Major S. B. Roc, Army Medical Department, and Surgeon W. Coates, 
Indian Medical Department, respectively, were all 1 could wish. 
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Lieutenant-Colonel M. H.*Heatheote, Director of Transport, deserves high 
praise for the arrangements connected with the despatch of the various expeditions. 

Major A. R. Badcock, Chief Commissariat Officer, fully maintains the good 
opinion which I formed of him during a former campaign. The collection of 
supplies under circumstances of difficulty has been steadily carried on, and I have 
been freed from much anxiety under this head. Captains H. V. Hunt and T. L. 
Lewis, Sub-Assistant Commissaries-General, have done excellent service both here 
and when out with moveable columns. 

I cannot overrate the value of the work done by the Army Signallers with this 
force, and I consider that the success wliich has attended their efforts is mainly 
due to the energy and intelligenee of Captain E. Straton, 22nd Regiment, the 
Superintendent of Army Signalling. 

Captain T. H. Holdich, R. E., Major R. G. Woodthorpe, R. E., and Captain

He is able, intelli¬ 
gent and most reliable. He rendered valuable service on the 11th December, when • 
aiding Colonel Maegregor in the recovery of the lost guns. 

To Nawab Sir Gholain Hu.ssein Khan, k. c. s. i., 1 am much indebted ; his 
intimate acquaintance with the leading people of Afghanistan and his knowledge 
of the country generally have proved most useful.

3. Tbe votes of subscribers have affiimed the resolution “ that the interest to the oontinegnt 
benefits of the Fund of Miss Amy Augusta Lawford be restored, and that, on tbe arrears of 
subscription with interest being paid up, she be admitted to the benefits of the Fund.” The votes 

were 204 for and 5 against. Miss Lawford has accordingly

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The votes were 206 for and none against. 

5. The votes on the proposal to amend Article 25 by the insertion of the words “ or of birth *' 
after the word “ baptism ” were 206 for and one against. 

6 . The widow of the late Mr. H. Brownlow having applied for the continuance of her son 
' Herbert’s pension beyond the age of 21 years, as provided for in Article 80 of the rules, in oonsequenoe 
of his incapacity to gain his livelihood, the Managers required a certificate from Sir Joseph Fayrer. 
They have now decided to continue the pension up to 1st January 1883, a farther certificate from 
Sir Joseph Fayrer being then required. The Managers have determined to pay the fee for such 
examinations, and the agents have been instructed in future, before forwarding any application of 
this nature made through them, to refer the cose on behalf of the Managers to Sir Joseph Fayrer. 

7. Mr. D. C. Halkett retired on an annuity on 4th April 1877, and Captain O. H. Oraigie 
Halkett has applied to the Managers on his behalf to bo permitted to make up the sub* 
Bcription balance to Es. 25,000. It is urged that Mr. Halkett was ill before he retired, and that 
since his retirement his health has been so shattered that he has been unable to manage his own 
affairs. His eldest brother who was entrusted with the management of affairs appears to have 
neglected them. The Managers have under these circumstances agreed to comply with the application 
and Captain Halkett has been asked to pay up the sum duo with interest at 8 per cent. 

8 . Mr. W. Wavell retired from the service on 31&t December 1877, and elected to make his 
subscription balaiice up to Es. 12,500, thus securing half benefits. Ho now reports that it would 
have been extremely inconvenient, if not impossible, for him to pay the sum required to secure full 
privileges, but that for various reasons it is desirable that he should now do so, and ho requests 
permission to moke good the difference. As Mr. Wavell’s original choice was deliberate 
made with full knowledge, the Managers have not been able to entertain this application. 

9. The Managers have received the docket No. 2746, dated 15th September 1879, from the 
Government of India, Financial Department, and with it a despatch, No. 6, dated 7th August 1879, in 
reply to their letter of 26th March 1879, which they lay before the subscribers for their information.

I HAVB considered in Council your fmanciivl letter, dated the 15th May last, No. 136, submitting for the 
decision of Her Majesty’s Government a rttqucst wliiuh has boon j)rfferre<l by the M.-inagers of the Bengal Civil 
Fund to be furuisbed with a copy of the Financial Despatch to your Govomment, dated the 20th February last. 
No. 65, relative to the Covenanted Civil Service Family Pension Fnnds of Bengal, Aladras, and Bombay. 

2. This request of the Managers has resulted from the letter sent to them by your Government on the 20th 
March last, informing them of the decision cf Her Majesty’s Government in regard to the closing of the existing 
Civil Funds, and requesting certain statistical information requisite for a complete valuation of tho assets and 
liabilities of the Bengal Civil Fund on tho 1st April 1876. 

3. As the information now required from the Managers does not involve any matter of principle, but is confined 
solely to facts and figures necessary for actuarial purpfjses, 1 do not consider it nooessary that they should be furniahed 
with a copy of the despatch from the Home Government in which that information was asked for. 

10. On the 13th October last the Managers issued a circular to the service on the subjefft of 
the disposal of the surplus, and on tlie 22nd November fliey laid before the subscribers a statement 
of the opinions which had then been elicited. St<q>8 have now been taken to place before this 
meeting, in the form proscribed by Arllelo 17 of tho rules, those proposals which appear to oernmend 
themselves to the majority of the subscribers. The Managers will accordingly move the adoption of 
the following measures:— 

(1) —Remission of annuilants’ subscriptions for wives and children existing at tho time of retirement, an<l 

for children bom of such wives after rctircincnt. 

(2) —Modification of the rule regarding minimum payiiu!iit.s in the case of inv<did annuitants, so as to secure 

half benefits in all cases to their wives and obii<lrcu existing at tho time of retirement, and to 
children bom of such wives after retin-meiit. 

( 3 ) _Donation of i»00 to tho family of a suljscribor dying in the service, aud of .£200 to the family of 

subscriber dying after retiremout. 

^ 4 )_Increase of the allowances of motherless orphans by 50 per cent. 

(6)_Increase of sons’ allowances by £50 Ijotweea the ages of 16 aud 21. 

(6)_Abolition of the rule regarding one-sixth deductions. 

In order to give effect to these proposals the following additions to, and amendments of, the 
ruUs will be proposed by tbe Managers ;— 

G) Article 'IT.—Omit the words “ the subscriptions of annuitants or retired subscribem shall be regulated 
iu tbe maimer provided in Article Vlll.” 
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(8) Axtiole VII.—Omit the whole. 

(8) Article VIII.—Substitute— 

“ Subscribers who may hereafter retire from the sorvioe on anuuitioSi wishing to secure to their widow 

asd children the full benefits of the Fund, must, on retirement, make up the amount of their subscriptions with interest 
to Rs. 26,000. 

“ Second. —Subscribers hereafter so retiring from the service may at their option, by making up the amount of 
their subscriptions with interest either to Bs. 18,760, or to Rs. 18,800, or to Rs. 6,880, secure to their families in the 
first case three-quarters, and in the second one-half, and in the third one-quarter, of the amount of pensions and other 
allowances granted to the family of a subseriber dying in the service, or of an annuitant who has made up on retire¬ 
ment the full amount of Be. 85,000 : 

“ Provided that in the case of a subeoriber compeDed to retire on an invalid allowance, no payment shall be 
required to secure half benefite to a wife or children existing at the time of retirement, and to children bom of such 
wife after retirement. 

“ Third. —In the case of a subscriber marrying after retirement, he shall contribute for his wife and fbr his children 
the issue of suoh marriage, at the rates levied from subscribers in the service on their allowances; an option being 
allowed to each subscriber of paying up once for all, either at the time of his marriage or at any subsequent period 
the value of his contributions according to tables of mortality which, upon the advice of an actuary, may bo adopted 
by the Managers. This commutation will be calculated at 6 per cent, in the following manner : additiouid subscrip¬ 
tions on the joint lives of husband and wife, and extra contribution for children on the joint lives of father and child. 
Every retired subscriber so commuting will also be liable to pay or commute for each child afterwards born, and, in 
ceise of subsequent marriage, for the wife so married. Provided that no subscriber so contributing, or commuting, 
shall obtain for his family a higher scale of benefits than that secured by him at retirement under the first and second 
clauses of this Buie.” 

(4) Article XXV.—For the words “ Articles VII and VIII ” substitute “ Article Vlli.” 

(6) Article XXIX.—After the words “ or jCKX) a year in England ” add “and these allowances shall be 
increased by one-half if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall have died.” 

(6) Article XXX,—For the word “ twenty-first ” substitute “ sixteenth..” After the words “ jflOO a year 

in England ” add— 

“ And these alluwauces shall be increased by one-half if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall 
have died. 

“ From the commencement of the 17th to the end of tho Slst year the allowance shall bo Rs. 00 a month in 
India, or Xl50 a yesur in England, and this allowance shall bo increased by Rs. 30 a month in India, or £60 a year 
in England, if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall have dietl." 

(7) After Article XXX insert a new article in tho following terms :— 

“ On tho death of a subscriber a donation shall bo paid to his widow, or, if there bo no widow, to his surviving 
child or children who by his death become entitled to receive allowances from tho Fund, according to the following 
scale :— 

(I) If the subscriber dies before retirement, X300 sterling, or the equivalent thereof at the rate of exchange 
of the day. 

(8) If the subscriber dies after retirement, X8(»i sterling, or the equivalent thereof at the rate of exchange 

of the day. 

It shall be in tho discretion of tho Managers to pay this donation in anticipation of the receipt of the formal 
evidence required for tho admission of the family to the benefits of tho Fund.” 

(8) Article XLl.—Omit tho words “ by which the tables of one-third minimum value shall also bo 
determined.” 

The Managers will also propose that such of the above additions and atneudments as may h» 
adopted aball have retrospective effect from 1st April 1878. 

'll. A memorandum by Mr. Westland, showiug the cost of the managers’ proposals, is now 
submitted. 

12. Mr. Westland has given notice to the Managers that he will propose at the Half-yearly Genwal 
Meeting that ordinarily no person shall be qualified to hold the Seoretaryship who draws a salary 
(including pay and acting allowance) overRs. 1,500, provided that if any person is obliged by this 
rule to give up the Secretaryship, in oonsequenoe of an acting appointment whioh, in tho opinion 
of the Managers, is of a temporary nature, the Managers may permit him to retain a lien on the 
apxK>intment (but without remuneration) so long os he does not leave Calcutta on furlough or 
special leave. Ifr. Westland has now informed the Managers that he is willing to acquiesoe in the 
following amendment whioh bos been suggested:—“ Should .the Secretary sueoeed eiibor pearma- 
neutly or temporarily, to an office of whioh the salary exceeds Bs. 1,500, his appointment as Secretary 
shall become vacant, but the Managers shall he competent, if the IntOTests of the Fund, in their 
opinion, require it, to reappoint him for a period of six months, and, if necessary, to continue such 
appointment for a further like period. But in no cause shall any one hold the Seoretaryship if he is 
at the time an ex-officio Manager.**

The Mon’ble Mr. Jackson said that, as senior member amongst the managers of the Fund, he 
had been asked to lay before the meeting the proposals of the managers in regard to the disposal 
of the surplus which has been declared to be available for the purpose of providing additional 
benefits to the members of the service and their families. It had been the intention of the managers 
to bring forward the whole of the propositions that were specified in the paper which had been 
laid before the service as one large scheme. But it had come to the knowledge of the managers 
that a member of the service, Mr. Verner, was desirous to bring forward a proposition which was not 
included in that scheme, and whi<'h might be taken to be an amendment on the first of the proposals 
proposed by the managers. It had been already stated in the circular that it was their desire 
that Mr. Verner’s pnjposal should receive the fullest consideration from this meeting, and therefore 
with a view to its convenient discussion, Mr. Jackson proposed on behalf of the managers to move, 
first, only the first of the proposed measures, that is— 

(1)—Eemission of annuitants’ subscript ions for wives and children existing at the time of retirement, and 
for children born of such wives alter retirement. 

He did not think it necessary that he should make any observations, because what the mana¬ 
gers had to say had already been stated in the circular which had been issued. All that he desired, 
before the meeting entered on the consideration of Mr. Veriur’s propo.sals, was to draw 
attention lo the attitude which the managers had taken up in regard to this di.*.riissiou. The discu.ssion 
had continued fora good many months. The mauagers, wlu» were mostly clccJcd hy the service itself, 
had taken these matters into their consideration, and without giving preference to any particular 
interests or to the views of any pet sun or set of persons had adopted what appeared to them on 
mature coinsideration best for the interests of the entire service. Tnc mauagers had neither agitated 
nor canvassed, except so far as the scheme was set forth in the circular, and they did not know what 
were the intentions of the service in respect to that scheme. Tliey had carefully abstained from 
using their iufiuenee to obtain votes. He wished to add that the inteuLion of the managers in 
separating the first from the other pro)>osals with a view to the discussion of Mr. Verner’s proposal, 
was that in case he should succeed in carrying the amendment which he intended to ( ring forward, 
they would at once unreservedly withdraw the whole of their proposals. The reason of that 
was that the financial cficct of Mr. Verncr’s amendment was entirely unknown. The financial 
cost of their proposals had been calculated with some degree of certainty, but they did not know 
what Mr. Verncr’s proposal would cost. If it w'as carried it would still have to be referred bock 
to tbe service to know what view the service took; and until this had been done, it would be 
premature perhaps to take an actuaiy’’s opinion upon it. Thus great loss of time would probably 
result. . But, however that might be, it was the iuteutiou of the managers, if the amendmeuts 
were oarried, to withdraw the rest of their proposals. 

2'he Hon’ble Mr. Bampicr seconded tiie motion. 

The Chairman then put the first proposition of the managers, namely that 

(1)—Bemission of annuitants’subscriptions for wives and children existing at the timo of retirement, and for 
children bom of each wives after rctu’cmcut. 

31 r. Verner said the managers had, he understood, through the gentleman who had just spoken, 
decided that the amendment which he bad to propose must come upon the first proposal which had 
been put to the meeting by the Chairman. 

12 he JJou'blc Mr. Jackson remarked that the managers understood that Mr. Verner would think 
that a convenient mode of proceeding If Mr. Verner preferred to move his amendment upon any 
of the other proposals, the managers would have no objection j. 

Mr. Verner continued : The advertisement began thus In accordance with the provisions 
of Article 17 of the rules, the mauagers give notice that they will propose the following:— 

„ — Article VIIl, Clause 1. — Substitute — * 

—Subscribers who may herc4ifter retire from the service on aiinuitios wishing to secure to their widows 
and children tbe full benefit B of the Fund must, on retirement, make up the amount of their subscriptioas with 
intcrcBi to Uk. 26 ,<<K). 

®f‘'‘'”'fTr^'‘hBcriber8 hereafter so rtiring from the service may at their option, by making up the amount of 
tueir subscriptions with interest either to Ks. 18,760, or to Bs. 12,6uu, or to Bs. 0,260, seouro to tSoir fattilieB in the 
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first case three-qnartors, and in the second one-half, and in the third one-quarter, of the amount of pensions and 
other allowances ((ranted to the family of a subscriber dying in the service or of an annuitant who has made up, on 
retirement,_ the full amount of Its. 26,000: • 

Provided that in the case of a subscriber oompclled to retire on an invalid allowance no payment shaR be 
required to secure half benefits to a wife or children existing at the time of retirement and to children born of such 
wile after retirement. 

“ Third. —In the case of a subscriber marrying after retirement, he shall contribute for his wife and for his 
children, the issue of such marriage, at the rates levied from subscribers in the service on their allowances ; an option 
being allowed to each subscriber of paying up once for all, cither at the time of his marriage, or at any subsequent 
period, the value of his contributions according to tables of mortality which, upon the'advice of an actuary may be 
adopted by the managers. This commutation will be calculated at 6 per cent, in the following manner:—Additional 
subscriptions on the joint lives of husband and wife and extra contribution for children on the joint lives of father 
and child. Every retired subscriber so commuting will also be liable to pay or commute for each child afterwords 
born, and, in case of subsequent marriage, for the wife so married." 

That was the substantial proposal advertised. He was not sure whether he was in order, but he 
thought his proposal would come best as an amendroent upon that proposal. 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Jackson said Mr. Verner uiust be quite aware tViat all that the managers 
wished to know was how they stood ; the sooner the question was brought to an issue the better. 

Mr. Verner said he himself was personally in favor of the first proposal, and he should not there¬ 
fore be necessarily compelled to bring his amendment upon that proposal. 

The IIon‘ble Mr. Mackenzie said there were not two sets of proposals before the meeting. There 
were certain proposals which the managers would move the adoption of, and if those proposals were 
carried, they would move the adoption of certain formal alterations in the rules. The object was to 
discuss the principle of those proposals, and eventually to carry out certain mere formal amendments 
of the rules which would depend upon what was settled. 

Mr. Verner observed that that would scarcely be tu'cording to the Articles of the Fund. He 
understood that it was now ))roi)OScd on the part of the managers that the amendment he had to 
bring forward on behalf of many gentlemen was only to be brought forward on the first proposal 
of the managers, and on nothing else 

The Ilon’ble Mr. Jackson said the managers were most anxious to meet Mr. Verner half way, 
if he would only come forward the other half. Tliey were willing to adopt any procedure that was 
convenient. He should have no objection to allow Mr. Verner to fix upon any of the managers’ 
proposals as an ;'mendment to which be wished to bring forward bis motion. All that Mr. Jackson 
wanted was that they should come to an issue as soon as possible. 

A suggestion having been made by several members that the managers* proposals might be put 
en bloc, and Mr. Verner's amendment moved as an amendment to the whole— 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jackson said he was quite ready, on the part of the managers, to agree to all 
the managers’ proposals being put en bloc and to Mr. Verner’s amendment being then brought 
forward. 

Mr. Verner having expressed his consent to this form of procedure— 

The Jlon'ble Mr. Jackson said he hoped it would be understood that if the amendment was put 
and carried, it would be carried iusttad of the managers’ proposals, and not in addition to them. 

Mr. Verner said he thought his ameiidrnciit should be taken instead of proposals numbers three 
and five of the managers. 

The Hon'ble Mr. JV/cA-^on said he was willing that Mr. Verner’s amendment should be taken 
as an amendment of the first proposal of the managers, or by wa\' of substitution for the whole. 

Mr. li. H. WUsjh said he himself was personally in favi>r not only of the first proposal of the 
managers, but of all the others. But it seemed to him that by putting the several proposals 
separately,, Mr. Verner and the members of the service whom he represented were practically deprived 
of an opportunity of putting forward their objections. It seemed to him that those members who 
attached great importance to Mr. Verner’s ]>roposals might wish to oppose some one, and some 
another of the managers' proposals, and therefore Mr. Wilson proposed as amendment that,all the 
managers’ proposals be put at once. . 

Mr. Harrison observed that what Mr. Wilson had said was very true. He himself would support 
the managers’ proposals as a whole, but if any of them were to go he should be sorry to lose 
numbers three and five. He thought the meeting should adhere to the proposal which had been made 
that the managers’ proposals, as a whole, should be put to the meeting. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jacksen said, all that the managers desired was to get an expression of the 
sense of the meeting- If it was the wish of the meeting that the managers should bring forward their 
proposals as a body, they were perfectly content to do so. He believed the rest of the managers 
agreed to that course being adopted, and be would tlierefore ask the Chairman to bring forward, as 
a whole, the several proposals which had been put forward by the managers. 

The Chairman then put to the meeting the whole of the proposals of the managers’ which, he 
said, had been seconded by the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier. 

(1) —Bemission of annuitants’ subscriptions for wives and children existing at the time of retirement, and 

for children bom of such wives after retirement. 

(2) —Modification of tbe rule regarding minimum payments in the case of invalid annuitants, so as to secure 

half benefits in all canes to their wives and children existing at the time of retirement, and to 

children bom of such wives after retirement. 

(3) —Donation of ij300 to the family of a subscriber dying in the service, and of £200 to the family of 

subscriber dying after retirement. 

(4) — Increase of the allowances of motherless orphans by 60 per cent, 

(5) —Increase of sons’ allowances by £50 between the ages of 16 and 21. 

(6) —AboUtion of the rule regarding one-sixth deductions. 
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A/r. yerner said he would propose as an amendment to the managers' proposals that they be 
modified iii this wise— 

Subsoribcrs who retire on annuities after completing 25 years’ service and 21 years’ residence, secure to their 
families the full beneQts of the Fund, whatever may bo the amount of their subscriptions, but shall continue their 
contributions on their annuities at such rates os may be settled from time to time. 

He would wish to explain why this proposal had come forward so late in the day. It was some 
years since the question of the disposal of the estimated surplus first came before the service. It was 
then proposed that there should be a distribution, but the majority of the service were of opinion that it 
would be better first of all, as a matter of ordinary business precaution, to take the opinion of an actuary. 
The service had then before them the opinion of a gentleman who belonged to their service, of whom, 
Mr. Verner for one was exceedingly proud—proud of his great actuarial abilities ; and at the time it 
was, Mr. Verner was assured, with no wish to depreciate his judgment in any way, that the proposal 
to take the opinion of an actuary was brought f rward, but simply as a matter of ordinary precaution 
from a business point of veiw. The great bulk of the service did not ou that first occasion go into 
the question as to how th^surplus was to be distriliuted. They put forward no proposals whatsoever ; 
they only w'ished that there should be no distribution of any surplus until au actuary's opinion 
had been obtained. Now, when that opinion was obtained, the managers came forward with certain 
proposals which were avowedly based upon the proposals put forward by some members of the service 
six or seven years previously. The proposals of the managers were no doubt very good, but it seemed 
to some members of the service that there might be other proposals more for the goueral int-trests of 
the service. One of those proposals was to alter the present rules which in tln-ir wcu-king bore hardly 
upon persons who were obliged to retire in ill health, and another proposal to remove was the 
fixed minimum of Ks. 26,000 required from sujisexibers before they could retire upon annuities. 
The first of these proposals the managers had adopted in a modified form. The second, Mr. Verner 
had the honor to bring forward that day. This proposal had only come to light at a late period of 
the day for the reason he had already mentioned, uam< ly that those who interested themselves in tlic 
matter some years ago did not bring it forward because it bad not then come iu issue. The uuly 
question then was whether there was a surplus or not. 

The reason for the proposal was this, that the promotion and good fortune of men in the service 
in all these provinees varied very considerably. Tlic promotion of one set of j'cars might be very 
much better than another. One batch of men might find themselves, from a pecuniary point of view, 
during their jieriod of service worse ofi'than others ; they might not be irtferior men, but still they 
might be worse off. Again, some men (taking them iudividiiallyi might suffer from ill-health or 
ill-fortune, or some other cause, and the result might be that they would draw very much less salary 
during their term of service, that is of obligatory service, than men of more fortunate years, or who were 
perhaps more capable. When they came to retire they would found that, owing to t''C eireumstances 
which had been mentioned, their subscriptions fell shoit ol the amount required, so that tlu-y would 
have to pay up a heavy sum ot mouety. They would thus find themselves, by circumstauccs which wore 
very often outside their own power, twice sufferers, namely, first in the receipt of less pay during the 
whole term of service ; and secondly in being asked to pay up a large amount at a time when they wore 
least able to do so. It was as regards these men that Mr. Verner asked the meeting to have sonic 
eoDsidcration. Many of the members attending this meeting were men who by their talents or 
their good fortune or industry, or for some other reason, had raised themselves somewhat above the 
general service, and in a pecuniary point of view were considerably above the members of the service ia 
the Central Provinces, the North-Western Provinces, and the Punjab. It was therefore tliat he, and 
those for whom he acted, asked them to consider the interests of persons who were less fortunate iu 
the service. It was easy to point out how hard the preseat rule might be, though he could uot now 
name particular cases. 

M’hilc he admitted the duty of effecting the security of the Fuad, he might say that daring 
the short time while he acted as Secretary to the Fund, he knew of cases which pressed very 
liardly upon individual members when they had to pay up a sum of money. They could well 
unders-tand that there were cases in which good men doing good work were suddenly stopped. The 
ouctors had said that tln-y must leave India at once. 'I'licy might not have subscribed to tue fund 
the miiiiinum amount, and they required all tney had saved. They had to set themselves up at home, 
to pay their passage home, and just when they requireii most ready money, they were obliged to pay 
down many thousand rupees to make up the amount of their subscription. If it was said that these 
eases did not occur oiteii, then that proved that the Fund would not be a lo.scr by showing some consi¬ 
deration in such cases; and therefore Mr. Verner asked the fortunate men there present to concede 
the (xiiut to the less fortunate men. It was not all of them who expected to have to pay to make 
up the Us. 2.'j,000, but even those whom it did uot particularly effect should, in the interest, he would 
not say of justice, but of equity, wish to be considerate to the less fortunate men. 

He had only one other remark to make If the gentlemen then present who were prudently 
minded did not desire this proposal in its integrity, it was open to them to propose that it should be 
brought forward in some modified form. The men whom Mr. Verner represented—a good number— 
would, he thought, be perfectly willing to accept a modification »f tkis amendment by which iii such 
eases men would have to pay not this considerable sum of money down, but at half rates duriug their 
term of retired service. Or else another form which his amendment might take would be this that the 
minimum amount of subscription should be less thau Rs. 26,0{X), so that a man could hope that 
when he had done the 25 years’ service and 21 years’ residence wliich were absolutely obligatory, 
he n^ht have little or nothing to pay under this provision of the rules. 

Mr. Bernard seconded the amendment, which he said he did, not that he agreed in it,, but in 
Older that the subject might be discussed. 
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Mr IF(£f«//anrf wished to nay a few words on the mere figure part of Mr. Vemer's proposal 
First of all he must ssiy that it was very uncomfortable to be forced into the position in wbieh 
Mr. Verncr sought to place some of those who were then present, and who might oppose.the 
amendment put forward. One was told, that one was rather a fortunate member, and was sitting 
upon those wlio were less fortunate. For his part Mr. Westland did not wish to look at the 
proposal in that light, but as far as he could from a purely indifferent point of view. 

The gentlemen present had heard Mr. Verner say that during the tim^ he was acting as Secre¬ 
tary of the hund there were several cases in which the hardship of the Rs. 25,000 rule came before him 
Mr. Verner had been Secretary to the Fund for a short time during the last ten years ; he did not know 
for what leneth of time. Mr. Westland found that only three cases had occurred during the last ten 
or twelve years in which, under the operation of that rule, subscribers had to pay up any money to 
make up the minimum subscription of Rs. 25,000. The first of the.se eases was in I8G8-69, when a 
gentleman had to pay lls. 3,470 to make up his subscription ; one in 1871 72 in which a gentleman 
paid Rs. 475 (that almost amounted to nothing) ; the third case oceurred in 1875-76 when a*gentlemen 
paid lls. 1,818. 'Ihose were the only three cases in which this Rs. 25,000 rule had operated in any 
way either hardly or tenderly. 

In order to see how Mr. Verner’s proposal would work, Mr. Westland had examined the registers 
of the Fund. He thought that when people made proposals affecting the assets of the Fund they ought 
to remember that the responsibility of the management was very eonsiderahle, and they ought, before 
making such proposals, to see that their proposals would not afiect the safety of the assets. They 
ought to take steps to gather inforniatiun as to the effect ol their proposals. Mr. W estland had 
asked the Secretary whether Mr. Verncr had made any inquiries which would justify his making the 
present proposal. Hut Mr. Westland regretted to find that no such inquiries had been made. 

As he had said, he examined the registers, and taking the balances fur March 31, 1878, the 
last date to which they had been listed, he made an examination of the amounts paid up by different 
membc'rs of the service, he found that he had to go down nearly sixty names before he found more 
than three halaiioes less than Rs. 40,600. The subscription of nearly every person amongst those 
60 would, by )>aynicnt of ''ordinary^’ subscriptions only, aiid without any additional 
amount to Ks. ’jr>,00(). Of the three whose cases he had referred to one had a residence of 21 
years and 5 months, another 23 years, and another less than 21. The second had been a bachelor 
all Lis life, and theri forc had subscribed only at unmarried rates. The third, whose suhscriptious 
amounted to l«s. 29,000, had been married only for a year or two. Mr. W\*stland then went on to 
examine the next 40 names, that was to say, down to the end of the first hundred, to see how many 
were under Us. 30,000 in their subscriptions. First were two unntarried men, neither of whom had 
completed 21 years’ residence. Their subscriptions had not e.onieup to Rs. 30,000. Then, there was 
a gentleman of 17 years’ re-idence, whose subscription had not come up to Rs. 30,000, but who, as he 
had only subscrihiid Its. 75 to the additional fund, appeared to have been married only for a month 
or two. There wore also two bachelors of 18 and 19J years’ residence respectively, and lastly one 
of 19 years’ residence, who had tnily Bs. 27,400 subscription. This brought Air. Westland down to 
men of 22 years’ service and of 17 or 18 years’’ resident-e, and even below that point there were some 
who had topped Rs. 30,000; one who had topped Rs. 40,000 ; and one who, though he had not quite 
done so in 1878, must hsve done it by 1«79. 

He might he told that that was tlie result of an exceptional state of things, and that future 
subscribers would not have subscribed the same amounts as the subscribers of the past. He 
therefore examined the accounts of the gentlemen of the cold weather of 1863-64 taking their 
“ ordinary ” sub.scriptions only so as to leave out of consideration every thing hut comparative rates 
of salary. Those were the gentlemen who were commonly reputed to be the worst off 
as regards promotion. They, in March 1878, had 14 years and odd months of service. In 
Bengal there were 17 of them whose average balances were lls. 4,928; in the North-Western 
Provinces there were 14 whose average balance was Rs. 4,809; and in the Punjab 11, with 
the average balance of Rs. 4,956. Mr. Westland wished to compare these figures with 
the subscriptions of gentlemen of 14 years’ service of the new Fund, namely from 1849-50, 
1850-51 aud 1861-52 to 31st March 1865, taking again only the ordinary subscription of 24 per 
cent. The average ordinary subscription of the 33 men of the cold weathers of 1849-50, 1850-51, 
aud 1851-52 who had subscribed up to 1865 was Ks. 5,777, so that the men of 1863-64, on behalf o§ 
whom the proposal was made, and whom the members were asked to regard with some sort of com¬ 
passion, had fallen short of the men of 1849-1852 by only one-fifth or one-sixth. It was a fair argu¬ 
ment that if this very bad year had accumulated in the first 14 years five-sixths or four-fifths of the 
amount of those belonging to the more fortunate years, their subscriptions would, at the end of the 
service, in like manner stand well over Rs. 26,000. So that the facts of the accumulations appeared 
to prove that subscribers, by merely usual 8ul>8crij)tions, and after even the slow rates of promotion 
that had prevailed, would have paid up aU that was required. 

The cases which the rule really touched were these. If a person had for a long time of his 
service paid the “ additional ” rate, then there was no chance of his falling below Bs. 25,000. But 
it must be remembered that in their fund arrangements members might during their whole 
service pay subscriptions as unmarried men, and nevertheless have the right of bringing wives 
upon the Fund on a perfectly nominal fine, aud some times no fine at all, when they chose at the 
very end of their service to marry. A man who married after 25 years got exactly the same benefit 
as a person who was married and had paid married rates during the whole 25 years. It was these 
gentlemen only who were touched by the minimum rule and made by it in a few cases to pay up a 
portion of the deficit ef their married subscription. The proposal was that these gentlemen should 
not only get off the payment of an equal rate of subscription during service, but that they should 
not pay thereafter. Besides, it must be remembered that even in this case the rule was not a com- 
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pulsory one. Even those affected by it had only to wait a year or two longer to completely escape 
from it, so that it affected only those who having brought these new liabilities on the Fund were 
anxious to run away as soon as possible from their liabilities to it. Mr. Westland did not see that 
married people, who brought heavy responsibilities on the Fund at a late period of their service, 
should have such great consideration shown to them. 

He did not wish to appear to press hardly upon men who were unfortunate in their promotion. 
If anything could be done .for them let it he done; but the Civil Fund was not the means of making 
up to people for the inequalities of promotion. It was an entirely false view to take to say that men 
who had bad promotion and did not pay married rates should thereby acquire a claim to receive 
benefits at the cost of those who had good promotion, and during the whole time had paid for their 
widows and orphans. It was an entirely wrong principle to regulate our mutual insurance Fund with 
the view of giving compensation for bad promotion by making transfers of money from the subscrip¬ 
tions of people who had good promotion to the pockets of subscribers who had been less fortunate 

Mr. Macaulay desired to draw attention to a circular which had been addressed to the 
members of the service in the North-Western Provinces on the subject before the meeting. 
The circular said:—“If you turn to the last account furnished you by the managers of your sub¬ 
scriptions, you will find by calculation that, supposing you entered the service after l861, and have 
enjoyed only average promotion, you will at the end of a service of 35 years have to make up at 
least Rs. 6,000 of the Rs. 25,000, and at the end of 25 years a sum varying between Rs. 8,000 to 
Rs. 10,000.” It was unnecessary to point out the obvious oversight here made of the effects of the 
accumulation of compound interest and subscriptions during the period between the 2(3th and 36th 
years of service. But in order to test the statements made, Mr. Macaulay had looked into the accounts 
of two gentlemen of the years 1860, 1861, and 1862, and had taken in each of those years one (A) 
who had been married from the beginning of his service, and one (B) who was still a bachelor. He 
had selected men who bad remained in the regular line and who had had about the same promotion. 
The result would show how entirely the proposal put forward would operate to the prejudice of men who 
had married early in favour of men who had married late. Of the two gentlemen of the year I860, the 
married man had, on 31st March 1879, paid Rs. 17,300 and the unmarried Rs. 9.600, the married 
man having paid Rs. 8,154 as “ additional” subscriptions Of the two subscribers of the year 1861, the 
married man had, after 16years of service, paid Rs. 17,000, the unmarried man Ks. 8,899, 
Ks. 7,686 representing the ” additional ” subscriptions of the married man Of the men of 1862, A, after 
15^ years of service had paid Rs. 14,030 (Rs. 7,749 ordinary and Rs. 6,281 additional), while B had 
paid Rs. 7,346 only of ordinary subscription. The terms Mr. Macaulay had given were not period.s 
of residence, but of service. There could be no doubt that after 21 years’ residence and 25 years’ 
service the subscriptions of the married men in question would amount to more than Rs. 30,000. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Jackson said it had not been his intention to say anything, but from what had 
been said by Mr Westland, one or two observations arose. He did not tliink ii had been shown that 
the proposition Mr. Verner brought forward was really needed. It pretty clearly had two aspt^ets ; one 
the territorial aspect, the other the matrimonial aspect. It struck him that a considerable number 
of gentlemen who had deliberately elected for the Morth-Western Provinces now found themselves in 
a disadvantageous position as regards promotion and emoluments, and wished to take out of the surplus 
of the Civil Fund something to compensate them. Mr. Jackson did not think that was the object of 
the Fund. Another view of it was this ;—the persons who were chiefly in arrear as to the minimum of 
subscriptions and had to make it up were the unmarried subscribers of the Fund. It was qttitt; 
clear that gentlemen who had been for years unmarried bad been in a position to save very largely 
in comparison to those who had been married. He would only mention the case in which he found 
himself. He was 56 years of age and had been between 36 and 87 years in the service. Wheu he 
left he should have to his credit in the Fund something not very far short of one-and-a-half lakh of 
rupees, and he had not the remotest expectation of ever deriving one pice of benefit from the whole. 

Jilr. Currie said he should like to say a few words about a lette.** which he held in his hand. 
He believed that lie ^as the only member from the North-Western Provinces who had come down 
fi)r the purpose of attending this meering, and as that letter was a circular issued in the North- 
Western Provinces, he thought it as well that he should draw attention to it When the managers 
issued their proposals a little time ago, a certain numlter of civil servants at Allahabad, who were 
%ot satisfied with the projujsals made by the managers, held a meeting and passed certain 
resolutions. Those resolutions and the reasoning by which tliey were supported were contained in 
the circular letter which he held iu his hand. He would not detain the meeting by adverting to the 
resolutions aet forth in it, which were m favour of Mr. Verner’s amendmettt. But he wished to point 
out that the argumeuts by which it was sought to justify them were distinctly wrong. 

Those arguments were as follows That large sums of money must be paid by subscribers to the 
Fund at the end of 25 and even of 35 years of service, in order to obtain for their families the full 
\)cnefitB of the Fund ; if these sums are not paid before a subscriber’s death, that his family suffers 
largely ; that the inability to meet this sum retards promotion; and that it is far better to go on paying 
Vtalf-ratcs as an annuitant than to run the risk of dying before the full payment has been made. 

Now, the first of these argumeuts had been shown to be a complete misconception by 
Mr. Colmau Macaulay and Mr. Westland. That argument would have had a very important bearing 
upon the case, if the staterbent contained in it had been correct ; unfortunately, it was wholly 
mistaken. Nevertheless, he had no doubt that it had influoneed many votes. He believed that 
Mr. Verner, who had moved the present amendment, had received a very large number of proxies from 
gentlemen iu the North-Western Provinces. Many of these, he believed had been misled by the 
mistaken statement of facts to which he had just referred. Afr. Currie had himself sent out about 280 
applications for proxies in support of an amendment, which he hoped to bring forward presently, and 
had received about 80 replies only. A great many of those to whom be had written had replied that 
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the mover of the present amendment had been before him, and that that gentleman already held, 
their proxies. He felt sure that vosy few of those proxies would have been sent, if the real state 
of the case had been known : and it was a great pity< he thought, that a circular should bo issued 
with the object of influencing votes upon questions of such importance to the Fund, when the author or 
authors of that circular, whoever they might be, had taken so little pains themselves to understand 
the matters at issue. 

He would go on now to the next reason which had been given for inducing subscribers to support 
Mr. Verner's amendment. After making the mistake to which he had just adverted about the amount 
that was necessary to complete a subscriber’s payments, the circular went on as follows :— 

“ Moreover, the worse your promotion has been the heavier will be the penalty you have to pay. 
Bearing this in mind it seems most important to get rid of liability (b)* i,e. of making up the 
subscriptions to a certain amount for the following among other reasons— 

"(1 )—It is by no means easy to meet a lump demand of this nature, and unless inet before 
death, your wife and children may suffer largely." 

Now he must confess that he was quite at a loss to understand what could have been 
meant by this. When a man retired from the service, did he retire, he would ask, as a dead man 
or a living one ? He supposed that a subscriber, when he retired must be alive ; and his death, if it 
occurred any time subsequent to his retirement, would have no effect whatever upon the sum payable 
by him. On the other hand, if he died before retirement, it certainly used to be necessary to make up 
his subscriptions—not to the sums mentioned in the circular, but to one-third of the value of the pen¬ 
sion allowances. For the future, however, the mana<;er8 proposed to abolish even this rule ; and neither 
the advocates of the nresent amendment, nor any one else that he knew of had any intention of contest¬ 
ing that proposal. If then a subscriber dii d hereafter without making up his subscriptions to any 
particular sum, his family wouid suffer nothing at all, and the danger threatened by the circular wa« 
purely imaginary. lie bad done his best to make sense of the words in italics which he had quoted, 
but he had been unable to discover any sense in which they could l>e true. 

He would return to the circular. That wont on, after the quotation which he had last made, in 
the following terms:—‘"I'he liability to meet this sum retards promotion. Subscribers linger on to 
lessen this sum, whereas many a one might retire much earlier if he felt that by so doing he did 
not run the risk of injuring the intcrc.sts of his wife and children." Now, the last part of 
this argument was obviously wrong, if it was intended to imply that subscribers were obliged to 
linger in order to pay more to the Fund if men remain in India after completion of service their 
object is the higher allowances they will continue to receive as salary, and not the saving of the 
comparatively petty sum that the minimum rule might call on them to pay the main error which the 
circular contained was the assertion that 25 years of service were not ordinarily enough to enable 
a subscriber to complete his payments to the Fund. This error had been sufficiently dealt with 
already, and he should say notlting further about it now ; except that he could not conceive where 
the figures given in the circular had been obtained from. 

The last argument in the circular, viz., that it is better to go on paying half rates as an annui¬ 
tant than to run the risk of dying before a lump sum has been paid up, was merely a repetition of the 
mistake about the effect of a subscriber's death upon his liabilities towards the Fund which had 
already been exposed. 

These were the arguments in con.sidcration of which a number of gentlemen had been urged to 
disregard the rec<immcndations of the managers. Was it too much to say that the whole reasoning 
in the Allahabad circular was mistaken and misleading? He could feel no doubt himself that 
the opinions, both of tl»e gentlemen who had issued that circular and of those who had been 
influenced by it, would have been greatly altered if they could have been present at that meeting, 
and could have licard what had fallen from Mr. Westland and the other opponents of Mr. Verner's 
amendment. He felt sure that they would have been convinced of the fallacy of the arguments 
contained in the circular, and that they would have given their support to the proposals made by the 
managers. • 

Mr. Verner said in reply that the gentleman who last spoke had in the course of a very humor¬ 
ous speech tried to expose the statements which appeared in a letter which ha<l been circulated 
amongst the members of the service in the North-Western Provinces, and had pointed out that in ' 
the figures given in a paragraph on the third pa^e of that letter the writers had made a mistake; 
but beyond ridiculing the gentlemen euucerucd in the preparation and circulation of that letter and 
pointing the fiuger of scorn at them, Mr. Currie had brought forward no argument whatever. 
Mr. Currie said that another statement in that letter beginning: " It is by no means easy to meet 
a lump demand ” was not correct, or as he turned it 'nonsense,’ because the statement proceeded 
on the assumption of death ; but .Mr. Currie himself was iKit strictly correct, because it was a fact 
that if a man died immediately after retirement without having paid up what was required to com¬ 
plete the mini'iium of Us. 25,000, his family might suffer severely. 

Mr, Verntr continued : He was not in any way responsible for that circular, and had had 
nothing to say toils preparation. The Hon'blegentleman opposite (Mr. Jackson) had stated that the 
managers had neither agitated nor canvassed tor proxies. Mr. Verner was not quite sure whether 
Mr. ’Jackson wished it to be understood that he, Mr. Verner, had agitated and canvassed for 
proxies. Of the proxies he held in his band he had not canvassed for one, and had not written to 
a single individual for his proxy. He had got one or two letters from Mr Mackiutosh, to which 
he had replied, but he had not asked for any proxies either through the Pioneer or the English¬ 
man, or m any other manner. Beyond writing to the papers he had not canvassed and in writing 
to the papers he had not asked for proxies but had merely used the press so as to bring to the notice 
of the service at large certain oonsiderations. He had not written to a single man, nor had he asked 
others to canvass for proxies. Mr. Westland had remarked upon the fact that he had not asked for 
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information. It was ratlier difficult for a member who was living at Burdwan to find from the 
records in the Fund Office the information he required. He did thiuk of asking the Fund Office 
to supply him with figures. He thought of asking what the financial results of his proposal 
would be, but from the reception which his letters had met from the managers, he did not know 
whether he would be considered to be justified in doing so or not. All that he wished was 
that the matter should l^c dispassionately considered, lie did not wish that it should be imagined 
that he brou<;ht foiward this proposal because he belonged to the year 1863>G4. 

[J/r. Wtislland explained that he took that year because, as regards the North-Western Provinces, 
it was the worst year for promotion ] 

Mr. Venter continued :—Most of them knew that with a large number of men there was no 
choice whatsoever. He himself had no choiew of provinces. Then with regard to the subject of 
bachelors and married men. It was said that it was very unfair that a man who married late in his 
service should escape this fiue. He was not prepared to admit such a charge against the bachelors of 
the service, and he was surprised that Mr. Westland should put forward such a statement. Those 
men who remained unmarried were running the risk of death without putting the Fund to any 
risk. If a man died in the first twenty-five year.s of his service without marrying he had dune the 
Fund good service. The thing which kept the Fund up and made it solvent was the bachelors—the 
men who never married. 

[il/r. remarked that by far the majority married. Of those whose first wives died, 

almost all niai-ricd a sceoiul time; and most of those whose second wives died, married a third time ] 

• Mr. V'erner continued :— He would read a few extracts from some of the letters ho had received. 
I’he first was from a married man, Mr. Denniston. *• I'ioally 1 have to make a remark * * 

a bachelor who had subscrined thousands of rupees perhaps “should not, if invalided, be deprived 
of ail benefits, whether by refund of his money without interc.«t, «)r by allowing him to go on paying, 
or by allowing him time to make u]> a certain sum, he ought to be equitably treated, and married 
men ought to be ashamed of the present state of things.” llcre was the opinion of another 
gentlemen, Mr. Siukiusun, well known to many of those present. “ Your proposed action at the 
eoming meeting of the members of the Civil Fund has my unqualified aeqniescenec. 1 understand 
that, you advocate as the first object of the appropiiatioii of the surplus the entire abrogation of the 
rule whieh requires the payment of certain minima before a retiiing subscriber, lias a claim on the 
I’und. In the hope that my vote may be of some service towards tins end, I enclose you a proxy 
if you care to use it.'^ * * sh » He ne ed nxt go into all the letters 

whieh hi- had received. They were written vciy plainly and uinnistakeably. It had been said that 
there li:id bceu uo canvassiug on the part of the maragers. He had in his hand a letter signed 
by Air. Colinau Aiacauluy, in which tlie following appeared :— 

“ Subscriber-s residing at a distance from Calcutta may desire to he rcjrrcsentcd at the meeting 
in the event of any (iisciissiun arising regarding these proposals. I am accordingly directed to for¬ 
ward to you the accompanying form of special proxy, and to say that it may be addressed to any of 
the man.ngers, or to the Secretary.” 

That letter apneared to Mr. Vomer to have issued from the Fund Office by direction of the 
managers, atid yet it was boasted that the managers had not agitated nor convassi-d for proxies. 

[.hr Macauhiy said he had received, in answer to the circular, a number of proxies in favour of 
Mr. Verner’e proposal, which he intended to put in when the voting took place.] 

The Chairman then put Mr. Verner's amendment to the vote. As there was only one voice in 
favour of it, and us under the rules the conemreut voices of at least nine members are requisite to 
carry any motion whatever, it was declared lost. 

Air. Beverley moved an amendment to the ( fiTect that the prop-^sal of the managers that was 
numbered 6, viz. the abolition of the rule regarding one-sixth deductions, should be omitted. 
Mr. Beverley said that having recently stated his reasons fur this amendment in a letter addressed 
to the''Englishman newspaper, he should not unnecessarily take up the time of the meeting. Briefly, 
it seemed to him that the proposed change was impolitic, inequitable, and uncalled for. It introduced 
a new and dangerous principle into the constitution of the Fund, changing what was origiaally a bene¬ 
volent and even now a provident institution into more or less of an insurance fund. The meeting 
had just witnessed an attempt to abolish minimum payments on retirement. The managers' own pro¬ 
posal was a step in that direction, and if adopted, they would not be able to stop them. Invalid 
annuitants, he thought, would have a fair claim to be heard next and relieved from minimum payments. 
Mr. Beverley had not seen one word urged in support of the proposal; it seemed to have been taken 
for granted on the recommendation of an actuary. Uu the other hand he would ask the meeting 
to remember the low minimum imposed by the present rule—oue-ihird only of the value of the pension 
and the limited number of cases in which that rule operated, and then to consider whether in such 
cases, viz. when metuhi-rs died so soon after marriage that they had not paid up this low minimum, 
a reduced pension of j£250 a year instead of ^3()0 was such a hardship as called for immediate 
redress. Another argument was supplied him by a circular which he had found on the table since 
entering the room, but which he had not seen before. That circular stated that the cost of the managers' 
proposals would exceed the estimated surplus. He thought that it was an additional argument why the 
supice should pause before committing itself to the introduction of the priueiplo of abolishing 
uiinituum payments, such paymeuts having always hitherto been a part of the tuudamcntal constitu¬ 
tion of the Fund. He would take the sense of the meeting therefore whether this uroposal should 
not be struck out. 

xf*' put the amendment to the vote and declared it to be negatived. 

Mr. Curne said, he had a small amendment to move, and he laboured under some difficulty in 
doing so. He had intended to have brought his motion as an additional proposal for the con¬ 
sideration of the meeting instead of as an amendment, because, as they all knew, the mover of an 
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amendment was more or less under a disadvantage. His motion was only an amendment in name; but it 
was his misfortune to be compelled to bring it forward in that shape from not having been able to 
give the required notice. The proposal which he had to make was not in supersession o6 anything which 
was advocated by the managers ; it was a small rider to their recommendations, and he believed that iS 
would cost very little, as there were very few. persons who would be benefited by it. His proposal was 
to extend the benefits granted to daughters under the present rules to daughters of subscribers under 
the old 1 ules. The effect of this would be to allow the latter to enjoy any private means they bad of their 
own in addition to their pensions. His amendment was limited to the case of motherless orphans. The 
number of daughters receiving pensions under the old rules to whom this amendment would apply was 
supposed to be small, perhaps about thirty. So long as the mother of such children was alive she 
received £300 a year from the Fund, and if she had a private income of j£l00 a year besides, she was 
allowed to enjoy that much, without any deduction being made from her pension on account of it. She 
could in this way have as much as j£400 of her own, and her daughters, supposing there were two, would 
also receive ;£100 each from the Fund. But if a motherless daughter had a private income, say gf £25, 
a corresponding amount would be deducted from her pension under the Fund Rules, and her total income 
from both sources would not be allowed to exceed iSlOO. Now, this was very hard upon the 
daughters. In the case which he had supposed, if the mother were to die, her £300 would lapse 
to the Fund, and her £100 of annual private income would go to the daughters. Supposing that each 
daughter had £25 of her own before, and that the mother’s income was divided between them 
in equal shares, that would make up the yearly private income of each to £75. But this private 
income would do them no good at all; for a corresponding sum of £75 would be retrenched from their 
pensions, and the whole income of each would thus be reduced to not more than £100 a year, a sum 
which at the present value of money was a very poor provision for a girl. He had no arguments as 
of right to adduce in support of his proposal ; he trusted only to the appeal ad miaervtordiam. When 
the Fund had so large a surplus, the really hard case of these motherless orphans seemed to deserve 
consideration. Looking to the very small amount of money—he believed Rs. 60,000 or 60,000— 
which would cover the cost, he thought that some assistance should be given to these helpless ladies 
out of the abundance at the disposal of the service. The charge upon the Fund, moreover, 
could not be of any long continuance, for none of the ladies whom he proposed to benefit could from 
the circumstances of the case be under SO years of age. The precise terms of the amendment 
which be desired to propose were that an addition be made to part of Article 29 of the rules in the 
following words; — 

" And daughters coming under the old rules shall receive their full pension of £100 per annum 
in England (or Rs. 60 a month in India), irrespeotive of private income, until marriage, if or after 
the wife or widow of the subscriber shall have died.” 

He was quite ready to avow that he had canvassed for this proposal, and he did not think any 
one could reasonably 6nd fault with him fur having done so. He thought that, if a member had 
any proposal to bring forward, it was only right that he should explain his views generally and 
ask for support. The fact of his proposal being compelled to take the shape of an amendment was due, 
as he had explained, to accident. The managers’ circular had reached him several days later than he 
should have received it, in consequence of bis address having been changed, and this accidental delay 
had not left him time, under the rules, to bring forward his proposal as an original motion. He asked 
the members present to help him with their votes, in order that the proposals then made might be 
submitted to the general body of subscribers; if he lost it in that room, it could not go to 
the service. If he carried it at that meeting, it did not follow that it would obtain the votes 
of the service. But be could not get a hearing at all if he did not get a sufficient number 
of supporters at the meeting. 

Mr. Westland said he would tell the meeting what the cost of Mr. Carrie’s proposal would 
be, so far as they knew it, and what the cost would be, so far us they did not know it. So far as they 
knew it, they knew the ladies who at present draw a pension under the old rules of under £100 
per annum. The effect of the proposal was to raise those pensions to £100. In the cases or those 
whoso mothers were alive, the increase would take place only when the mothers died. In the case of 
those whose mothers were dead they would get the income immediately. The number was about 
22 under this particular proposal, and the increase to the ladies whose mothers were alive was £255, 
which valued at £10 per £ gave £2,550 ; on the other hand, the immediate increase or pension to 
ladies whose mothers were dead was £303, which valmd at £13 per £ gave £3.939. The total 
cost to the Fund would therefoie be about £6,500, or valuing it in Indian money, about Rs. 70,000. 
Besides there were a great many ladies about whom the Fund knew nothing. There were a great many 
who were prevented by the property clause from drawing any pension whatever. They were entirely 
excluded from the calculation. The Fund had no knowledge who or how many they were, and 
Mr. Westland should certainly not estimate them at less than 20, and there might be 60. The 
aggregate cost for these would not be less than Rs. 1,50,000 or Rs. 2,00,000. 

He would now shortly explain, on the part of the managers, why they could not support 
Mr. (Jurrie’s proposals. The relations between the old and tl e new Funds were known to most 
of the old members. In 1850 the old Fund was simply bankrupt. He would quote the description 
given by the managers themselves in a letter bearing date 1866.—" Left in 1850 (when the first 
professional examination of the state of the Fund was made) with a deficiency of nearly nine lakhs 
in the value of the pensions actually assigned to the families of their deceased predecessors, and 
without a farthing to represent the accrued interests of the living subscribers, and of these who had 
retired with reversionary interests, the members of the service did not hesitate to assume the enor¬ 
mous responsibility thus devolved upon them.” So that of the pensioners of the old Fund, both 
those drawing full pensions and those drawing a part were really paid out of a Fund which was 
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provided not by their subHcriptious, but by the new subscribers, under new conditions, introducing 
au entirely distinct Fund. The pensions would long ago have ceased for simple want of funds, 
had it not been that they were met out of this new fund. But beyond meeting the original pensions, 
fixed according to the rules of the Fund to which these ladies’ fathers had subscribed, the mana> 
gers did not consider themselves at liberty to withdraw the resources of the new Fund from the 
widows and orphans, on whose behalf that new Fund was subscribed, so as to make further dona* 
tions to ladies who came under the old Fund. 

T/te Chairman then put .VI r. Currie’s amendment, and declared it to be lost. 

The whole scheme of the managers >vas then put to the vote and carried unanimously. 

The following formal amendments necessary to carry out the managers’ proposal were then 
put to the vote and carried ;— 

(1.) Article lY.— Omit the words *' the subscriptions of annuitants or retired snbscribers shall be regnlatod 
in the manner provided in Article VTli." 

(2.) Article VTI.—Omit the whole. 

(3.) Article VIII.—Substitute— 

“ First. —Subscribers who may hereafter retire from the service on annuities, wishing to soeure to their widow 
and children the full benefits of the Fund, must, on retirement, make up the amount of their subscriptions with 
interest to lls. 25,000. 

“ Second .—Subscribers hereafter so retiring from the service may at their option, by making up the amount of 
their subscriptions with interest cither to Ks. 18,750. or to Bs. 12,600, or to Ks. 0,260, secure to their families in the 
first ease three-quarters, and in the second one-half, and in the third one-quarter, of the amount of pensions and 
other allowances granted to the family of a subscriber dying in the service, or of an annuitant who has made uj), oti 
retirement, the full amount of l{s. 25,000: 

. “ Provided that in the case of a subscriber compelled to retire on an invalid nllow'once, no payment shall l)e 

required to secure half benefits to a wife or children existing at the time of retirement, and to children born of 
such wife nftcr retirement. 

“ Third. —In the case of a subscriber marrying after rotircnicnt. he shall contribute for his wife and for his 
children the issue of such marriage, at the rates levied fr«.m subscribers in the service on their allowances ; an option 
being allowed to each subscriber of paying up once for all, either lit the time of his marriage or at any subsequent 

I iorii’d, the value <>f his contributions according to tables of mortality which, upon the advice of an actuary, may 
1 C adopted bj'the managers. Tliis commutation will be calculated at 5 (icr cent, in the following manner: addi¬ 
tional subscriptions on the joint lives of husband and wife, and extr-a contribution for children on the joint lives of 
father and child. livery retired subscriber so coiuniuling will also be liable to pay or commute for each child 
afterwards born, and, in case of subso(|uont marrintre, for tlio wife so married. Provided that no subscriber so 
contributing, or commuting, shall obtain for Ids family a higher scale of benefits than that secured by him at retire¬ 
ment under the first and second clauses of this Pule.” 

(4.) Article XXV.—For the words •“ Articles VII and VIfl" substitute “ Article VIII.” 

(.5.) Article XXIX.—After the words •'or £100 a year in Fnglnnd ” add " and these allowances shall be 
increased by one-half if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall Inive died.” 

(<5.) Article XXX.—For the word “ twenty-first” substitute ‘‘sixteenth.” After the words “ £UX.) a year 
in Kiiglnnd" add — 

” And these allowances shall be increased by one-half if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall 
have died. 

” From the commencement of the 17th to the end of tlio 2l8t year the allowauco shall be lls. 90 a montli in 
India, or £150 a year in Fngland, and this all'.wnnee shall be increased by lls. 30 a mouth iu India, or £50 a year m 
Kngland, if, or after, the wife or widow of such member shall have died.” 

(7.) After Article XXX insert a new article in the following terms :— 

” On the dcatli of a subscriber a donation shall _bo paid to his widow, or, if there bo no widow, to his sur¬ 
viving child or children who by his death become entitled to receive allowances from the Fund, according to the 
following scale:— 

(1.) If the suh.scriber die.s before retirement, £.300 sterling, or the equivalent thereof at the rate of 
exchange of the day'. 

(2.) If tho subscriber dies after retirement, £200 sterling, or the equivalent thereof at the rate of exchange 
<if the day. 

'• It shall be in the discretion of the managers to pay this donation in anticipation of the receipt of the formal 
evidence required for the admission of the family to the benefits of the Fund.” 

(8.) Article XLl.—Omit tho words ” by which the tables of one-third minimum value shall also be 
determined.” 

The Jlon*ble Mr. Jackson moved that the' above additions and amcudtneuts should have 
retrospective efteet from Ist April 1878. 

Mr. Ferwe-r alluded to a letter which had appeared from Mr. Cotton, It was resolved in 1873 
that these benefits were to take effect from tliat year. If that was the sense of the great majority 
of subscribers of those days, the meeting sliould certainly think twice befire they set it asiue. If 
he was right, it was specifically carried that whatever benefits should be given should have 
effect from 1873, and if it was doue iu the way now proposed, some word of explanation 
seemed necessary. 

Mr. Westland explained that the proposition then made to adopt the proposition of the 
managers was negatived. The valuation of the Funds took effect iu 1878. 

The motion was then agreed to. 

Mr. Westland then moved the following resolution 

“ Should tho Secretary aucccod either permanently or temporarily to an ofBce of which the salary exceeds 
Jls. 1,5CXJ. his appuinlment as Secretary shall become vacant, but the managers shall be competent, if the interests 
of the Fund, Hi their opinion, require it, to reappoint him for a period of six months, and, if necesaary, to 
euntinui: surh appointment for a further like period. But in no case shall any one hold the Secretaryship 
if he is at the time an ex-officio manager.” 

The history of the resolution which he now moved was this ; Every Secretary to the Fund 
uaturally got promoted, and there was considerable difference of opinion amongst the managers as to 
precise eireumstances under which he ought to hold on iu office or to resign. It was rather a dis- 
agr^able subject to be constantly considering. The matter had recently came up with reference 
to Mr. Macaulay (who had allowed him to use his name in connexion with the subject), and it was 
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decided by the majority of the manaRcrs that there no occasion for hia resigning. Of course 
under these circumstances he was perfectly right to c:>iitinue in office, espeeialJy at a time when his 
services were more than usually v.iluahlc. Hut it was his (Mr. Westlan;Ps) own opinion, and th»t 
of one or two others, that it was an unilerstood tiling that the Secretary should at a certain salary 
give up his appointment, and it seemed to be his duty to follow what he tliought to be the opinion of 
the sbrvice. He would probably be a manager of the Fund during the whole period of his service, 
and he did not like these personal questions constantly coming up. He wished therefore to determine 
by a reference to the service itself, whether there was such an understanding or rule that he and the 
other managers might he more clearly guided should such questions arise id future. 

His first proposal was—"that onliuarily i,o person shall be qualified to bold the Secre¬ 
taryship who draws a salary (including pay and acting allowance) over Rs. 1,500, provided 
that if any person is obliged by this rule to give up the Secretaryship in consequence of 
an acting appointment which, in the opinion of the managers, is of a temporary nature, the 
managers may permit him to retain a lien on the appointment (but without remuneration) so long 
as he does not leave Calcutta on furlough or special leave.” But subsequently the scuiAr manager 
and one or two of the others suggested an alteration in the terms of the proposal which he had made, 
and as his chief object was to have the matter settled and not to enforce his own opinion on the othcr.s, 
he had willingly dcfeirced to their view. 

Afr, Souttar seconded the motion. 

77ie Iloni’ifle Mr. Jackson thought it was well that he should say a few words. He thought it was 
above all things necessary in the interests of the service that tlie managers should have a thoroughly 
competent Secretary, and he did not care whethei he was a senior ora junior man. He did not sec 
why, because a young man was thought well of by the Govcriunent, and placed in a position some¬ 
what heater than those of his standiug, he should bo disqualified from continuing to hold the 
office of Secretary to the Fund; on the other hand, an older man was apt to take decided view 
and occasionally to join in the discussion of questions under e-msidcration by the managers, and from 
that point of view Mr. Jackson tli 'Ught the Secretary should be a somewh t junior man and not 
mistake the position he oe npied. 

'Ihe Hon'ble Mr. O'Kineahj said he would vole againat the proposal, and his rea-ion for doing so 
was this If the limit was reduced to what was proposed it would for all practical purpo>e9 exeludo 
from the appointment all hut three incinhors of the service in Calcutta—two of whom were connected 
with the Bengal Ctticc and one Wiis the Joint-Magistrate of Alipore, and therefore he thought it was 
very unwise to fi.v the limit ])roposcil. 11c remembered some time ago that he took the Secretaryship 
for three months, and he did, he thought, three months fair work for the money. If the proposal were 
carried, it would have the effect of deb.irriug from the office auy man drawing a salarj' of above 
Ks. 1,500. He thought there ought to be free trade iu the Secretaryship of the Fund as iu every 
tiling else. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie, as an old Secretary of the Fund, should like to add hia voice to the 
objection wliieli had just been taken. It was essential, he thought, that the Secretary should remain 
in office as lung as possible, tiiat he should get as much knowledge as possible in a way which no 
manager could, and the Fund ought to have the services of the best man lor the little luouey he got 
for the very hard work of the office. He believed there was uo rule at present on the subject. He 
was Secretary for many years., and he was informed that there was a sort of understanding tliat no 
man should hold the office of Secretary, the salary of which w'as then Ks. 500 a month, if his total 
official emoluments were over Hs. 2,0.K). When he became Jiinioii Secretary to the Government of 
Bengal he eontinued to hold the Secretaryship of the Fund, because his emoluments were less than 
Bs. 2.000 a month When he acted as a Secretary to the (lovcrumont for three rnunilis, he was 
allowed to retain his office in tlie Kuml, hut when he was practically put into the position of Sc rctary 
to Government drawing more than Rs. 2,000 a month, accoriliug to the tradithms of the service, 
he resigned. lie did think that the inanager.s of the Fund should have the option of continuing 
to retain the services of their Secretary so long as they thought fir. 

The Hon'hlv Mr. Tiehl sai.d that having regard to the diaagrecahle nature of the personal 
questions to which the munagers rcfi'rrcd, and to the supposed rule to which Mr Mackenzie ^lludcd, 
he would as an amendment move that for " Its. 1,500” bo substituted " Rs. '2,000.” 

The Hon'ble Mr. Danipier suggested that the appointment should ho held for a term of years 
instead of putting indirect pressure to make the Sc'Tctary resign. He agreed with Mr. Mackenzie^ 
that the value of the Sccre,tar}'’s services increased evciy year. He moved that the Secretary he 
appointed by the managers for a term of three years, subject to re-apj»oiuin>ent fir such further 
term not exceeding three years as the managers may decide. Tiic Secretary should not in any case 
hold the appointment if he is at the time un cx-olficio manager. He made this proposal on the under¬ 
standing the present Secretary would he re-appointed. 

TAe Mr. yvi«se;)'said the objection he had to Mr. Dam pier’s amendment was that it 

would have the effect of jiutting the removal of the Secretary in the bands of the managers. So far 
as he understood it, the managers could appoint, but only the service could remove the Secretary. 
He thought it was extremely desirable that the Secretary should he the representative of the service, 
and be able to represent his own views rather than that he should be absolutely the servant of the 
managers, as he would he if the amendment now proposed was carried. 

* The Ilon’ble Mr. Jackson said he must protest with all his might against the doctrine which 
had been advocated by Mr. Friiisep. He had never before heard of the notion that the Secretary, 
acting under the managers, should be the agent and representative of the Service. He was the 
officer of the managers surely. , „ , 

The Hon’ble Mr. Jackson also said before the discussion proceeded further he wished as a manager 
to express his most unqualified satisfaction with Mr. Macaulay as Secretary to the Fuad. As a 
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personal question nothing would give Mr. Jackson greater satisfaction than to see Mr Macaulay 
retain his place. He did not think they could have a better qualified, more earnest, or more indus* 
trious Secretary. 

* Mr. Wettland said he wished it to be understood for his own part that his motion was not 
directed against Mr. Macaulay 

TJie Hon'ble Mr. Buckltmd said he thought the best wsy of dealing with the question would be 
to postpone-the consideration of it. There were circumstances known to the managers which were 
not known to all. Some months ago this question was before the managers, and the majority then 
determined that it should not be brought forward. But very recently Mr. Westland and other 
gentlemen carried the resolution before the meeting; therefore it was a sort of surprise that the 
question should he brought forward now, and therefore Mr. Bnokland proposed that the considera¬ 
tion of the matter be deferred. 

Mr. fVeatland said he brought this motion forward because he found himself in what he 
thought a disagreeable position, and he wanted to take the opinion of the service. The managers had 
no responsibility for his bringing the question before the half yearly meeting; he did so, not as a 
Manager, but as a member of the service. 

The Hon*Me Mr. Jackson said, as Senior Manager, he must explain how this matter stood. He 
understood that Mr. Westland gave notice long ago of his intention to raise this question. It came 
up at a meeting when Mr. Jackson was absent. The papers afterwards came before him, and 
he was called upon to express his opinion, and then it turned out that the majority adopted the view 
he suggested as a compromise, and accordingly the original motion of which Mr. Westland gave 
notice was declared to be subject to the modification that was found in the resolution before 
thd meeting. 

The Hon*Me Mr. McDonell said there were certain number of gentlemen who had appointments 
under the Government of India, who went up to Simla in April and only came down in November. 
There were others who held appointments which kept them throughout the year in Calcutta. The 
result was that in summer there was a different set of managers. The majority of the nine 
managers now in office were in favor of Mr. Westland's proposal. 

The Hon’Me Mr. Buckland*» amendment to postpone the consideration of the question was 
put to the vote and negatived. 

'Ihe Hon’ble Mr. Dumpier’s amendment that the Secretary should be appointed for three 
years, subject to re-appointment for such further definite period (not exceeding three years) as the 
managers might think fit, was then put to the vote and declared by the Chairman to be carried. 

The meeting then dissolved with a vote of thanks to the Chair.

The following' Bill waa introduced into the Coun> 
cil of the Governor General of India for the 
purpose of making Laws and Regulations on 
the 20th February, 1880, aud was referred to a 
Select Committee

Whbbxas the lands occupied by the Indus 
Valley State Railway, and 
Preamble. works, premises and sta¬ 

tions thereof, within the limits of the Bah&walpur 
State, which have been ceded to the British Gov¬ 
ernment in full sovereignty by that State, have 
been declared by the Governor General in Council 
to be subject to the Lieutenant-Governorship of 
the Panjab, and have by the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Panjib been annexed to the Multan District; 

whereas it is expedient that the law in force 
in the said lands should be the same as the law in 
foroain the Mult^ District; It is hereby enacted 
as follows 

1. All enactments which, on the second day - of 
KtmofcmtnUi0forc»in September, 1879, were in 
MuIUa District to spply. foroe in the Multan District 


and not in the said lands, shall be deemed to have 
come into force in the said lands on that day. 


Statbusnt of Objbcts and Rbasons. 

Thb tract of land in the Bahawalpur State now 
occupied by the line and premises of the Indus 
Valley State Railway was in 1872 ceded by that 
State to the British Government in full sov¬ 
ereignty. This tract has, by a notiiication of 
the Governor General in Counoil of the 14th of 
July lost, been declared to be subject to the 
Lieutenant-Governorship of the Panjdb, and, by 
a notification of the 2nd September, issued under 
the provisions of Act No. VI of 1867, the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor of that Province hsis included it 
within the limits of the Multen District. The 
effect of the above notification is to bring only a 
portion of the law in force in the Mult&n District 
mto force in this tract; but as it is obviously very 
desirable that the law throughout that district 
should bo the same, and os this result cannot be 
attained without legislation, the present Bill has 
been prepared, declaring ^nerally that all enact¬ 
ments in force in the Mmtfin District on the day 
when this tract became portion of that district shall 
be deemed to have come into force in this tract 
from that day.

STATEMENTS OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Owing to the vast number of deaths caused every year by small-pox in India, it has been 
found necessary to enact special measures for checking the growth and spread of tho disease 
and preventing the ravages caused by it. 

a. This Bill has been drafted with the object of providing the required law. Its 
provisions are intended to extend to the municipalities aud military cantonments of all 
those provinces which do not possess local legislatures. But it has been left to the power 
of the Ij^al G overnments to extend the provisions of tho proposed law to any munioipality 
and, with the previous sanction of the Governor General of India in Council, to any military 
uantonment m British ‘forces situate in British India, and to the power of tho Governor 
oMra ^^Council to extend them to any cantonment situate within tho territories of 
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3. Most of the provisions of this Bill have been taken from the Bengfal-Inoculation 
Act of 1865 and the Bombay Vaccination Act of 1877, with such modifications as are deemed 
necessary in considei'ation of the circumstances of the provinces in which the proposed law is 
intended to be promulgated. 

4. In preparing the draft, it has been especially kept in view that the proposed law 
should find popularity among tbe people, and not interfere with their customs and ways of 
life. 

5. Provision is made to enable municipalities to establish vaccination quarters and 
stations which would facilitate the vaccination of children and render thd operation of the 
proposed law free from practical difiiculties. In order to secure the success of the proposed 
legislation, it has been provided that children may be vaccinated at their own residences, 
whilst the co-operation of Municipal Commissioners (most of whom usually arc Native gentle¬ 
men of respectability and local influence) required by the Bill is calculated to secure its 
popularity. For similar reasons, the provisions of sections 16 and 17 have been framed to 
restrict as far as possible the interference of the police ; and, by entrusting Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners and the Superintendent of Vaccinators with the duty of keeping registers of tile names 
of unprotected children and making investigations, it is expected that all unnecessary incon¬ 
venience will be avoided which would arise from enforcing the attendance of children and their 
guardians before Magistrates. 

6. Considering the physical constitution and the notions of the natives of India, the 
minimum age for vaccination has been fixed at one year and the maximum at fourteen years. 

7. In consideration of the prejudices (whether well-founded or not) of the Native gentry 
against the extraction of virus from the arms of their children, the Bill expressly prohibits 
such a practice ; and provision is made for securing the virus under special circumstances, with 
the consent of the parents or guardians of children, by payment of compensation. 

8. Special care has been taken in providing punishments for the contravention of the 
proposed law, and they have been restricted for the most part to pecuniary fines. 

9. As the circumstances of different parts of the country are not alike, it has been left 
to the discretion of the Local (lovcrnments, and in case of military cantonments of British 
forces in Native States to the Govemor General of India in Council, to frame rules, not in¬ 
consistent with the proposed law, for facilitating its practical working. At the same time, the 
essential principles which should be kept in mind in framing such rules have been expressly 
specified in siHition SI of the Bill.

2. The most important 
question we have had be¬ 
fore us is as to the 
mode in which trademarks 
already registered in Eng¬ 
land should be dealt with. 
The Bill as introduced, con¬ 
fers no privilege whatever 
upon such trade-marks. It 
puts them upon the same 
footing as any other foreign 
trade-inarks, and requires 
them to be registered here, 
in precisely the same man¬ 
ner as if they had never 
been registered in England. 
This, it must be admitted, 
would entail much trouble 
and a considerable expenditure of time and money, which it would, if possible, be most desirable 
to avoid. Moreover, the provisions of the Bill being substantially identical with those of the 
English Statutes, the questions and disputes which would arise with reference to the registration 
of a trade-mark in England, would frequenlly arise again, in much the same form, with refer¬ 
ence to its registration here, and thus much of the work would be done twice over. Several 
suggestions have been made with a view to avoiding or overcoming this diQiculty. 


S. The first we w'ould notice (and we understand it to be one of the alternative suggestions 
put forward by the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce) is to the efibet that the measiim should 
l»e restricted to trade-marks used in connection u’ith Indian products, all other trade-marks, 
including English trade-marks, being left on the same footing as they now are, that is to s.iy’ 
on the same footing as trade-marks were in England before the legislation of 1876-76. ‘ ' 


This suggestion is one which we should be unwilling to adopt. We believe that the 
result of adopting it would be, not only that we should leave by far the larger proportion 
of the trade-marks now in use in this country on an unsatisfactory footing, but, further, 
that we should be comnelled to withhold, even from the limited class of trade-marks to which 
we should restrict our legislation, the beuefit of some of the most important provisions of the 
proposed measure. 

4. If, for example, the Bill were restricted in its operation to trade-marks used in conneciiop 
with Indian pr^uets, we could not, as it seems to us, retain the section which confers on a 
person registering a trade-mark, a presumptive title at once and a conclusive title after five 
years; for to do so would be to put it in the power of, say, an Indian manufacturer of piece- 
goods to plaee upon the register as his own, the trade-mark of some well-known Manchester 
manufacturer. The Manches^ manufacturer could not protect himself against this before¬ 
hand by registering the mark in India, for the register would not be open to him, and thus when 
he discovered what had been done, ho would be compelled to go into Court to contest the i^is- 
tration in the face of a presumption created by the law in favour of his advorsaiy, or worse still, 
if the five years passed wi^out his discovering the trick, might lose his right to tlie trade-mark 
altogether. And if the Bill were cut down so as to avoid this anJ other like results, we doubt 
whether it would he worth while proceeding any further with the proposed legislation! 

5. Putting aside then this suggestion, which would exclude English trade-marics altogether 
from the Deration of the Bill, we have next to consider the suggestion that they should if 

•“ registered in England, be {daoed upon the register here as a matter of course and without ^y 
previous notice or inquiry. ^ 

5c 
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Tins, we niiderstiind to be the second of the two alternative sa^gestions of the Calcutta 
Chamber of Commerce, and it is, at all events, the suggestion put forward by the Manchester 
Chamber in their letter to the Secretary of State, in which they say that they support the 
' .Bill with the proviso that “ previous registration of a trade-mark pn England] shall bo accepted 
as proof of ownership and right of registration in India also, as in the case of other countries 
having trade-mark conventions with Great Britain." 

6. We do not know on what the Chamber found their statement that the registration of a 
trade-mark in England is accepted in countries having trade-marks conventions with Great 
Britain, as proof of ownership and right of registration. 

From an examination of the reports relative to trade-marks legislation in foreign countries, 
I)rcsented to Parliament in 1879, it would a])pcar that , though the laws of some European coun¬ 
tries require a foreign owner of a trade-mark to register his mark at home before applying for 
registration in those countries, such previtnis registration is nowhere accepted as dispensing 
with any of the formalities or precautions prescribed by law as preliminaries to registration in 
other cases. Tljc only privilege that appears to be anywhere accorded to a foreigner, who has 
registered his mark at home, is in Anstria, where it is said that marks, which would not ordi¬ 
narily be recognized as trade-marks, are not refused ri'gistration on this account, if the applicant 
can show that they have been registered as trade-marks in his own country (page 4- of the 
reports above referred to), 

7. But, however this may lx;, we think it clear that, under a law like the present Bill, 
W'hich makes registration at first starting presumptive evidence, and after a time conclusive 
'evidence, of title, no such privilege as we uuderstand the Chamber to ask for, can be 
conceded to foreign registration. 

If the registration of a trade-mark in England were to give the registered owner an 
absolute right to have it registered here, without any previous public notice of his 
appli<!ation, it would bo no difficult matter for a manufacturer who desirctl to appropriate a 
mark which was in iise in this country, but had not been registered, to get it rcgisfcrtxl in England 
and then have it registered here, thereby accpiiring, at once, a presumptive title to it. There 
being no public notice given of his a]>]>lication, his proceedings would probably pass unobserved, 
and if he only had the ]iaticnce to refrain from using the mark for five years, he might acquire 
an absolute title to it as against the true owner. 

8. No doubt the tnie owner might preclude the possibility of this by himself registering the 
mark as soon as he designed it, or, in the ease of marks in use when this Bill becomes law, as 
soon as the Bill jiasses; but to drive him to do this would lx; in effect to cstuhlish a compulsory 
By.stoin of registration; in other words, to establish a system essentially different from that con¬ 
templated by tl;e English legislation on the lines of which we are jiroceediug. 

9. Having thus disjx>sed of the suggestions which have been made to ns, it remains for us 
to state what seems to us to be the only* ])ractifablc solution of tiic question. 

It appears to ns that if we could require; that every trade-mark presenteel for registration 
in this oomitry slioiild have enfueed on it, or incorporated with it, or superadded to it, some dis¬ 
tinctive insci-iptiou or device prescribed by the Government, and of such a nature as to strike 
the eye at the first glance, there would he no reason W'hy we should not frame our Bill so as lu 
give to registmtion in England, precisely the same effects as we give to registration here. 
The result of insisting on such a distinctive inscription or device would, in fact, 
be that eveiy trade-mark registered here would be essentially a different mark from any 
registered in England, and so no question could ever arise between the owner of a mark entered 
upon the one roister, and the owner of a murk entered upon the other. 

^ M 0. We are quite aware t hat, in the ca.se of certain articles, seme degree of ingenuity would 
be required to ensure that the inscription or device prescribed was really of so distinctive a nature 
and so striking, as to make the mark to which it was added, practically a new mark, without, 
at the same time, obscuring its original features; but we believe that no serious diificnltv 
would be found in any case, while in the vast majority of cases the matter w’ould lx; simple 
enough. In tlie case, e. ff., of the ordinary marks on piece-goods, per}mi>s the most important 
class of marks with wliich wc should have U> deal, wo believe that the words " Indian mark," 
printed diagonally across the mark, would be all that would he required. 

11. It has been objected that the working of the system we propose would bo liable to be 
interfer^ with by persons registering, in England, trade-marks bearing the distinctive device 
or inscription prescribed by the Government here. We presume that we have nothing to 
fear on this score, as we suppose the Registrar in England would have power, or could easily 
be given power, to refuse to register a mark Ixjaring that device or inscription, except on the 
application of the Indian registered owner; but if there should be any reason to apprehend that 
miglit be registered in England in tbe name of another person, we could meet the 
ditTa^lty thence arising, by providing that, in such a case, no effect should be allowed here to 
tbe English registration. 
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12. We have not overlooked the fact that there are trado-marks in use in British India 
which arc the property of Frenchmen, Germans and other foreigners, and are used-by them in 
connection with businesses carried on by them in their own countries; but we do not think that 
what we propose would involve any hardship to tlie owners of such marks. They would be on 
precisely the same footing as British subjects; that is to say, they could always have their 
marks registered here by adding to them our distinctive inscription pr device, or, if they 
preferred it, they could register the mark in England in its original shape without any 
such addition. 

13. We have amended the Bill so as to give effect to our suggestions, but, seeing tliat 
none of us here have hud any exjwrience of the working of any system of registration of trade¬ 
marks, we do not think it would l>e safe for the Council to take any further action regard¬ 
ing the Bill until it has been submitted in its amended form for consideration, not only to 
the Chambers of Commerce in this country, but also to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
the llegistrar of trade-marks in England, and such other individuals or public bodies, in Eng¬ 
land, as may be most competent to form an opinion on such a matter. 

14. In concluding this portion of our report, it is, perhaps, convenient that ,we should 
state what, in <mr opinion, sliould be done in the event of the course we now propose not 
meeting with the approval of the persons concerned. 

We think that in such an event, the only course open to the Council would be to require trade¬ 
marks registered in England to be registered afresh here after the publication of the usual notice 
and aceoniing to the ordinary procedure, and the only concession which could, in our opinion, be 
mode to the owners of such triwlo-marks, %vould be that already referred to as at present made 
in Austria, viz., that no objection should be taken to their marks on the ground that they were 
not trade-marks within the meaning of the Act. 

We believe that this would be deemed an important concession, especially when it is 
borne in mind that the matter of determining whether a particular mark is a trade-mark, 
within the meaning of the Act, or not, is, at least in the ease of cotton-marks, one of such labour 
and difficulty, that it has been found necessary to appoint a Committee of experts to deal with 
it in England. But important as this concession is, wc arc by no means sure that it would 
satisfy the majority of ihe registered owners of trade-marks in England, whose main object 
seems to be to get rid of the trouble and ex])ense involved in the issue of notices and the hearing 
of objections, ami it is for this reason we advocate the alternative course suggested above. 

15. The only change of sribstantial importance which we have mode in the Bill, in addi¬ 
tion to those involved in the recognition of English registration, consists in the insertion of a 
section (3), retpiiring a Deputy Registrar to Ijo appointed at Bombay and giving power to 
appoint one at any other place in British India. 

This provision has been inserled with a view to meeting, as far ns possible, the wishes of 
the Bombay ('hamber of Commerce. Wc regret to say that we find it impossible to give 
effect to that (ffiumbe’-'s recommendation that the High Courts at Bombay and Madras, as 
well ns the High Court at Calcutta, shoidd be appointed as Courts to control the registration 
of trade-marks. As, in order to secure the objects of a law like this, there must be but one re- 

f istcrupon which all marks registeretl in British India shall be brought, so likewise there must 
e but. one judicial authority to control the making and maintenance of that register. It would, 
we think, be most inconvenient to have three High Courts all independent of one another, and 
with no common superior m-arcr than the Queen in Council, empow^ered to direct the Registrar 
to make or cunetd entries in his rt>gislcr. Under such a state of things cases would inevitably 
arise in which conflicting orders would be issued by different Courts, and endless trouble and 
confusion would I'csult. 

16. In the form of the Bill, we have made several changes wbicli do not seem to call for 
special mention here. We may, however, state that w'ith a view to making the JJill more 
complete in itself, and more intelligible to those w’ho will have to work it if it becomes law, w’e 
have introehicod into it several seclums (13 to 18), containing provisions which the English Act 
relegates to rules. As these jirovisions, if not introduced into the body of the Act, would 
certainly lie made here, ns they have been in England, in exercise of the power to make 
rules which the Act confers, the change is of little importance. 

17. The publication ordered by the Council has been made. We think, however, with 
reference to what we have said above in paragraph 13, that the Bill as now amended should 
be republished, and that a copy of it should Imj sent to the Secretarj' of State in Council, 
together with a copy of this report.

2. The Bill as in. 
trodneed applied only 
to those pajto of toe 
country to which it 
might, from 'time to 
time, be extended by 
the Local Government. 
We have now amend* 
ed it so that it will 
apply at once through* 
out British India. 

W’e believe that the 
change thus made is in 
reality of less import* 
ance than it might at 
first sight appear. The 
power conferred by the 
original Bill would un* 
doubtcdly have been 
exercised by the Gov* 
eminent of Bombay, 
which has throughout 
advocated a more 
stringent measure than 
the present, and it is 

difficult to holieve that, when the industries of the Bombay Presidency had once been placed 
under restri<;i ion, the factories in other Provinces would have been allowed for any time to 
enjoy a protective exemption from the provisions of the Act. 

However Ihi.s may he, we think that it would be unjust and would, moreover, tend to 
interfere witli the iiaiuml development of manufacturing enterprise in India if we were to allow 
the factories of one Province to he subjected to restrictions from which those of another were 
exempt. 

It cannot, in our opinion, be contended that the moderate restrictions imposed by the Bill 
as now amended go beyond what is needed in any part of the country. 

3. We have limited the definition of " factory especially by confining it to establish* 
ments where steam, water, or some other mechanical power is used, and where not less than one 
faundeed persons are employed. 

4. On the other hand, we have (section 19) expressly provided that the Bill shall extend 
to factories belonging to the Crown which would pnibahly, in the absence of any such express 
provision, have bet*n held to he exempt from its operation. Tlie only concession we [iropose 
m &vour of such futtories is that, in the case of any public emergency, they may be exempted 
from the provisions of the Act. In this we have followed the English factory law. 

5. In the provisious restricting the hours of labour we have made some irajHirtant changes. 
The Bill as introduced distinguished two classes of persons, namely, “ children ” {*. e., persons 
under twelve years of age) and “ young persons” ( 1 . e., persons b4?tween the aj^s of twelve and 
sixteen), and enacted that the former should not be employed more than six and the latter 
more than eight hours a <lay. But as reasons have been shewn, to our satisfaction, for mak* 
itig no distinction in res[KX‘t of the hours of labour between children and young persons, there 
is no object in retaining this division into two classes. 

The Bill therefore, as now amended by us, deals with only one class, namely, " children,” 
which it defines as persons under the age of fourteen years. The minimum age of 
employment we have (si'ction 6) maintained at eight years, and we have omitted the clause 
which permitted the employment of children of seven years during the year following the pass¬ 
ing of too Bill, as it has been represented to us that the mimlier of children between the ages 
of seven and eight at j>resent employed is so insignificant that no such relaxation of the rule 
is called for. As to children between the a^ of eight and fourteen, the Bill admits of their 
being employed for nine hours a day (section 7), but requires (section b) that they be allowed 
foul holidays in the month. 

6. It further provides for another matter on which the Bill as introduced was silent, namely, 
the length of the “ spell” of work as it is commonly called, and tihe intervals to be allow^ 
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for rest and meals; but, as tliis is a matter in the regulation of which regard must be 
mid to the peculiar habits of the people and the various modes of working factories in 
different parts of the country, we have confined ourselves to providing (section 7) that no 
• child shall be employed on any day without intervals of relaxation amounting in the whole 
to at least an hour, and we have left it to the Local Governments to determine, with regard 
to existing practice and the wishes of the employers, at what times of the day such intervals 
should be allowed. 

7. The only other alterations in the main provisions of the Bill to which we deem it 
necessary to refer will be found in section 12, where we have brought the rules as to fencing 
somewhat more into conformity with the English law, and i^ section 13, where we have 
restricted the obligation to report accidents to cases in which a person is so injured as to be 
unable to return to his work for forty-eight hours. 

8. We have made several other amendments in, and additions to, the Bill; but as they 
relate to mere subsidiary mattere, or amount only to improvements in drafting, th^ may be 
more briefly dismissed. Thus, in section 4, we have authorized the Inspector to make such 
inquiries as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act, and to forbid the employment, or 
the employment as an adult, of any person who appears to be under, the proper age unf^ a 
certificate of age from a medical officer has been procured. 

9. Again, we have (in section 11) empowered the Local Government to require the 
occupier of a factory to keep up, for the information of the Inspector, registers of the children 
employed in such factory. We do not sup{K>8e that this power will often be exercised, but it 
will afford a useful check in cases where there is reason to suspect that the Act is being 
infringed. 

10. In section 14 we have required any person coming into occupation of a factory to 
send to the Inspector a notice stating the nature of the work to be performed, the moving 
power to be employed and certain other particulars. 

11. Lastly, in order to avoid the difficulty which many of the authorities consulted 
anticipate in determining the age of a child, wc have introduced, in section 16, two rules of 
evidence, the former of which throws the burthen of proof on the occupier of the factory where 
the child is, in the opinion of the Court, apparently under ago, and the latter of which makes 
a certificate of age granted by a medical officer admissible in evidence. 

12. The publication ordered by th6 Council has been made; and we recommend that the 
Bill as amend^ be passed, but should, before being passed, be published in the GazeUe of India.

THE INDIAN LAW REPORTS. 

Pdblishxd dndsx Adtbobitt. 

The “ Indian Law Reports," published under 
the authority of the Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil, will appear in monthly parts, published 
as soon os possible after the first of each month at 
Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, and Allahabad, and 
will comprise four series,—-one for the Calcutta 
High Court, a second for the Madras High Court, 
a third for the Bombay High Court, and a fourth 
for the Allahabad High Court. Tbe oases heard 
by the Privy Council on appeal from each High 
Court will be reported in the Series for that High 
Court, Cases heard by the Privy Council on ap¬ 
peal from Provinces in India not subject to any 
High Court will be reported in the Calonttc 
Series.

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iaclading English trade-marks, being left on the same looting as they^ now aae, that is to say, 
on the same footing as trade-marks were in England before the legislation of 187^76. 

This suggestipn is one which we should be unwilling^ to adopt. We believe that the 
result of adopting it would be, not only that wo ohould leave far the ^ larger proportion 
of the trade-marks now in use in this oountiy on an unnubiafsotory footing, but, further,, 
that we should be compelled to withhold, even from the limited claw of trade-marks to which 
we should restrict our legislation, the benefit of some of the tnost important provisions of the 
proposed measure. *« 

4. If, for example, the Bill were restricted in its operation to trade-marks used in connection 
with Indian producto, we conld not, as it seems to us, retain the section which confers on a 
person registering a trade-mark, a -presumptive title at once and a conclusive title af^r five 
years; for to do so would be to put it in the power of, say, an Indian mauufacturer of piece* 
goods to place upon the register as his own, the trade-noark of some wall-kiu>wn Jlantmesier 
Manufacturer. The Manchester manufacturer rmuld not protect himself agamst this befiBM* 
hand by registering the mark in India, for the register would not he OMn to him, and thus wtosn 
he discovered what hod been done, he would be compell^ to go into Court to contest the regis¬ 
tration in the face of a presumption created by the law in favour of his adversary, or worse BtUl, 
if the five years passed without his discovering the trick, might lose his right to the trade-mark 
altogether. And if the Bill were cut down so as to avoid this and other like results, we doubt 
whether it would be worth while proceeding any further with the proposed legislation. 

5. Puttinir aside then this suggestion, which would exclude English trade-marks altogether 
from the operation of the Bill, we have next to consider the suggestion that they should, if 
mgistered in England, be placed upon the register here as a matter of course and without any 
prsviouB notice or inquiry. 

This, we understand to be the second of the two alternative suggestions of the Calcutta 
Chamber of Commerce, and it is, at all events, the sug^gestion put forward by the Manchester 
Chamber in their letter to the Secretaiy of St^, in which they say that they support the 
Bill with the proviso that previous registration of a trade-mark pn Kngland] shall be accepted 
as proof of ownership and right of registration in India also, as m the case of other countries 
having trade-mark conventions with Great Britain.'* 

6 . We do not know on what the Chamber found their statement that the registration of a 
trade-mark in England is accepted in countries having trade-marks conventions with Great 
Britain, as proof of ownership and right of registration. 

From an examination of the reports relative to trade-marks legislation in foreign connfaries, 
presented to Parliament in 1879, it would appear that, though the laws of some European coun¬ 
tries require a foreign owner of a trade-mark to register his mark at home before applying for 
registration in those countries, such previous registration is nowhere acoepted as dispensing 
with any of the formalities or precautions prescribe by law as preliminaries to registration in 
other cases. Ihe only privilege that appears to be anywhere accorded to a foreigner, who has 
Mgktered his mark at home, is in Austria, where it is said that marks, which would not oidi- 
narily be recognized as trade-marks, are not refu;«d registration on this account, if the applicant 
can show tliat they have been registered as trade-marks in his own country (pag^ 4 of tho 
reports above referred to). 

7. But, however this may he, we think it clear that, under a law like the piessnt Bill, 
%1tieh makes regrietration at first starting presumptive evidence, and after a time conclusive 
evidence, of title, no sneh privilege as we understand the Chamber to ask for, "o-fi he 
eonoeded to foreign registration. 

If the registration of a trade-mark in England were to give the registered owner an 
absolute right to have it regristered hers, without any previous publie notice of his 
application, it would he no difficult matter for a manufacturer who desired to appropriate a 
mark-which was in use in this country, but had not been registered, to get it registered in 
and then have it rejv^istered here, thereby a^uiring, at onoc, a presumptive title to it. The ra 
fetoin^ no public notice given of his application, his proceedings would probably pass unobserved, 
and if he only bad the patience to refrain from using the mark for five years, he might acquire 
«a absolute title to it as against the true owner. 

8 . No doubt the true owner might preclude the possibility of this by himself registering the 
mark as soon as he designed it, or, in the case of marks m use when this Bill becomes law, as 
aoon as the Bill passes; but to drive him to do this would be in effect to establish a oomputsoxy 
system of registration; in other words, to establuh a system essentially different from oon- 
tmplated by the English legislation on the lines of which we are proceeding. 

9. Having thus disposed of the suggestions which have been made to us, it remaias tor ua 
to state what seems to us to be the only practicahle solution of the question. 

It ap])eara to us that if we could require that every trade-maric presented for registration 
in this country should have enfacod on it, or incorporated with it, or superadded to it, ra m e dis¬ 
tinctive inscription or device prescribed by the Oovenunent, and of such a nature as., to stiiiM 
the eye at tiie first glance, there would m no reason why we should not frame onr Biil so as to

11. It has been objected that the working of the s^tem we propose would be liable to be • 
interfered with by persons registering, in England, trade-marks bearing the distinctive device 
or inscription prescribed by the Government here. We presume that we have nothing to 
fcar on ibis score, as we suppose the Eegistrar iu England would have power, or could easily 
be j^en power, to refuse to register a mark bearing that device or in|csiption, except on the 
appli<»tioa of the Indian registered owner j but if there should be any reason, to apprehend that 
such marks might be rostered in England in the name of another person, we could meet the 
difficulty thence arising, by providing that, in such a case, no effect should he allowed hew^ to 

the English registration. , 

18. We have not overlooked the fact that there are trade-marks m use m British India 
Which are the proi>erty of Frenchmen, Germans and other foreigners, and are used by them in 
connection with businesses carried on by them in their own countries; but we do not think that 
what we propose would involve any hardship to the owners of such marks. They would be bn 
precisely the same footing as British subjects; that is to say, they could always have their 
marks registered here by adding to them our distinctive inscription or device, or, if they 
preferred it, they could register the mark in England in its original shape without any 
such addition. 

18. We have amended the Bill so as to give effect to our suggestions, but, seeing that 
lunie of ns here have had any experience of the working of any system of registration of trade¬ 
marks, we do not think it would be safe for the Council to take any further action regard- 
ing the Bill until it has been submitted in its amended form for consideration, not only to 
the Chambers of Commerce in this country, but also to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce, 
tiio Registrar of trade-marks in England, and such’other individuals or public bodies, in Eng¬ 
land, as may be most competent to form an opinion on such a matter. 

14. In concluding this portion of our report, it is, perhaps, convenient that we should 
state what, in our opinion, should be done in the event of the course we now propose not 
meeting with the approval of the persons concerned. 

We think that in such an event, the only course open to the Council would be to require tmde- 
marks registered in England to be registei-ed afresh here after the publication of the usual notice 
and accorrling to the ordinary procedure, and the only concession which could, in our opinion, be 
made to the owners of such trade-marks, would be that already referred to as at present made 
in Austria, viz., that no objection should bo taken to their marks on the ground that they were 
not trade-marks within the meaning of the Act. _ ^ _ 

We believe that this -would be deemed on important concession, especially when it is 
borne in mind that the matter of determining whether a particular mai-k is a trade-mark, 
within the meaning of the Act, or not, is, at least in the ease of cotton-marks, one of such labonr 
and difficulty, that it has been found necessary to appoint a Committee of experts to deal with 
it in England. But important as this coneession is, we are by no means sure that it would 
satisfy the majority of the registered owners of ^ trade-mpks in England, whoso main object 
seems to he to get rid of the trouble and expense involved in the issue of notices and the hearing 
of objections, and it is for this reason we advocate the alternative course suggested above. 

16. The only change of substantial importance which we have mode in the Bill, in addi¬ 
tion to those involved in the recognition of English r^istration, consists in the insertion of a 
section (8), requiring a Deputy Registror to be appointed at Bombay and giving power to 
appoint one at any other place in -British India. 

This provision has been inserfed with a view to meeting, as far as possible, the wiehee of 
the Bombay Chamber of Commerce. We regret to say that we 6nd it impossible to give 
effect to that Chamberis recommendation that the High Courts at Bombay and Madiw, as 
well as the High Court at Calcutta, should be appointed as Courts to control the regisjriition 
of trade-marks. As, in order to secure the objects of a law like this, there must be but one re¬ 
gister upon which all marks registered in British India shall be brought, so likewise there must 
M bnt one judicial authority to control the making and maintenance of that register. It would, 
we think, be most inconvenient to have three High Courts all independent of one another, and 
with no common superior nearer than the Queen in Council, empowered to direct the Registrar 
to make or cancel entries in his register. Under such a state of things oases would inevitably 
arise in which conflicting orders would be issued by different Courts, and endless trouble and 

eonfosion would result. .... . . » « 

16. In the form of the Bill, we have made several changes whu* do not seem to call for 
special mention here. We may, however, state that with a view to making the Bill more 
e^plete in itself, and more intelligible to those who will have to work it if it becomes law, we 
have introduced into it several sections (18 to 18), containing provisions-which the English Act 
Tclflgatfw to mles. As these provisions, if not introduced into the body of the Act, would 
ee^inly he made line, as they have been in England, in exercise of the- power to make 
nileg which the Act confers, ttie change is of little importance. i 

17 The publication ordered by the Council has been made. We think, however, with 
lefereuM to wkat we have said above in paragraph 18, that the BiU os now amended should 
be republiAed, and that a copy of it sbould bo sent to the Secretary of State m -Coawm, 
tegelLer with a copy of this rejport.

we have considered the 
Bill and the papers 
noted in the margin. 

2. Tlic Bill as in¬ 
troduced amilied ohly 
to those pdrts of the 
countiy to which it 
might, from time to 
time, be extended by 
the Local Government. 
We have now amend¬ 
ed it so that it will 
apply at once through¬ 
out British India. 

We believe that the 
chauge thus made is in 
reality of less import¬ 
ance than it might at 
first sight appear. The 
power conferred by the 
original Bill would un¬ 
doubtedly have been 
exercised by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bombay, 
which has tbrougbont 
a dy o c a t c d a more 
stringent measure than 
the present, and it is 


difficult to lM?lieve that, when the indu.'stries of the Bombay Presidency bad onee lieen placed 
under restriction, the factories in otlicr Province.s would have been allowed for any time to 
enjoy a protective exemption from the f>ravisions of the Act. 

However this may lie, we think that it would be unjust and would, moreover, tend to 
interfere with the natural development of maiinfaeturing enterprise in India if we were to allow 
the factories of one Province to be subjected to restrictions from which those of another were 
exempt. 

It cannot, in our opinion, be contended that the moderate restrictions imposed by the Bill 
as now amended go beyond what is needed in any part of the country. 

3. We have limited the definition of “ factory " espeeiiflly by confini;ug it to establish¬ 
ments where steam, water, or some other mechanical po wer is used, and where not less than one 
hundred persons are employed. 

4. On the other liainl, we have (section 19) expressly provided that the Bill shall extend 
to factories belonging to the Crown which would probably, in the absence of any such express 
provision, have lieen held f4> be exempt from its operation. The only concession wc propose 
in favour of such factoi’ies is that, in the case of any public emergency, they may be exempted 
from the provisions of the Act, In this wc have followed the English factory law. 

5. In the provisions restricting the hours of labour we have made some important changes- 
Tho Bill as introduced distinguished two classes of persons, namely, “ children (*’. «., pei'sous 
under twelve years of age) and “ young persons (*', c., persons between the ages of twelve and 
sixteen), and enacted that the former should not be employed more than six and the latter 
more than eight hours a day. But as reasons have been shewn, to our satisfaction, for mak¬ 
ing no distinction in respect of the hours of labour between children and young persons, there 
is no object in retaining this division into two classes. 

The Bill therefore, as now amended by us, deals with only one class, namely, “ children,'' 
which it defines as persons under the age of fourteen years. The minimum ago of 
employment we have (sexstiou 6) msuutaincd at eight years, and we have omitted the clause 
which permitted the employment of eliildron of seven years during the year following the pass¬ 
ing of the Bill, as it has been represcnteil to us that the number of children between the ages 
of seven aud eight at present employed is so insignificant that no such relaxation of the rule 
is cfllW for. As to children between the ages of eight and fourteen, the Bill admits of 'their 
being employed for nine hours a day (secrion 7), but requires (section 8) that they be allowed 
four holidays in the mouth. 


6: It further provides for another matter on which the Bill as introduced was silent, namely, 
length of the "spell" of work as it is commonly called, and the intervals to be allowed

for rest and meals; but, as tliia is a matter in tbe regulation of which regard must be 
paid to the ^ peculiar "habits of the people and the various modes of working factories in 
aifferent parts of the country, we have confined ourselves to providing (section 7.) that no 
child shall be employed on any day without intervals of relaxation amounting in the whole 
to at leaslt an hour, and we have*left it to the Local Governments to determine, with r^fard 
to existing practice and the w(phes of the cmjdoyers, at what times of the day such intervals 
should be allowed. 

• 

7. The only other alterations in the main provisions of the Bill to which we deem it 
necessary to refer will be found in section 12, where we have brought the rules as to fencing 
somewhat more into conformity with the English law, and in section 13, whore we have 
restricted the obligation to report accidents to cases in which a person is so injured as to be 
unable to return to his work for forty-eight hours. 

8. We have made several other amendments in, and additions to, the Bill; but as they 
relate to mere subsidiary mattere, or anmiint only to improvements in drafting, they may be 
more briefly dismissed. Thus, in section 4, we have authorized the Inspector to make such 
inquiries as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act, and to forbid the employment, or 
the employment as an adult, of any person who appears to be under the proper age until k 
certificate of age from a medical officer has been procured. 

9. Again, we have (in section 11) empowered the Local Government to require tlte 
octiupier of a factoiy to keep up, for the information of the Ins|)ecfor, registers of the children 
employed in such factory. We do not supjKise that this j)ower will often be exercised, but it 
will afford a useful check in cases where there is reason to suspect that the Act is being 
infringed. 

10. In section 14 we have required any person coming into occupation of a factoiy to 
send to the Inspector a notice stating the nature of the work to be pt^rforincd, the moving 
power to be employed and certain other particulars. 

11. Lastly, in order to avoid the difficulty which many of the authorities consulted 
anticipate in determining the age of a child, w’e hav^ introduced, in section 16, two rules of 
evidence, the former of which throws the burthen of proof, on the occupier of the factory where 
the child is, in the opinion of the Court, apparently under age, and the latter of which makes 
a certificate of age granted by a medical officer admissible in evidence. 

12. The publication ordered by the Council has l>eon made j and we recommend that the 
Bill as amended be passed, but should, before being passed, be published iu the Gazette of India.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Thb North-Western Provinces Rent Act (XVIII of 1878) has now been in force for 
six years; and during' this period seveml points in which it requires amendment have from 
time .to time been brought to the notice of the Local Government. It has now submitted 
to the Government of India the proposed amendments, with a request that they may be 
embodied in an Act of the legislature, and, to meet this request, the present Bill has been 
prepared. 

2. Most of these amendments are of a very simple character, and aim either at correcting 
obvious oversights or at giving legislative sanction (o the interpretation which the Act has 
received. The following only api>ear to call for notice.' ^ 

8 . Under section 7 of the Act as it stands, it is not easy to say what precisely is the state 
of things which results when one of two or more sharers in sir-land loses his proprietary rights 
therein, and becomes an ex-proprietary tenant. To remove this difficulty, a clause has been 
added to tiie section, declaring (hat in such a case the share which previously belonged to the 
tenant shall bo divided off, aud that he shall become an ex-propTietaiy tenant of the land com¬ 
prised in it. 

4. Section 9 lays down that the rights of tenants at fixed rates shall be heritable and 
transferable, aud that no other riglit of occupancy shall be transferable by grant, will or 
otherwise, except as between persons who have become by inheritance co-sharers in such right. 
A full bench of the High Court, North-Western Provinces, holding that the section was enacted 
in the interest cf landholders, and that they may presumably waive the privilege it confers on them, 
has decided that occupancy-rights may attached and brought to sale in execution of the decree 
of a civil Court if the decree-holdor be the landholder under whom the tenant holds. It 
is urged that the stability of occupancy-rights is a fundamental principle of the North-Western 
Provinces Rent Act, and that this decision of the High t^urt, which arms laudholders with 
a means of ejecting their occupancy-tenants, not contemiilated by the legislature when the Act 
was passed, very seriously affects this principle. The section has, therefore, been amended so as 
to make it clcjir that the alienation of occupancy-rights is restricted to voluntary transfers from 
one co-sharer to another. 

5. Experience has shown that a patwdri is often so much exyioBcd to local influence, that 
he cannot safely be entrusted with the duty of recording and attesting agreements for 
enhancement of rent. The references to this officer in sections 12 and 21, as also in section 58, 
have therefore been omitted, and the duty in question has been restricted to the kauungos, who 
since the recent increase in their number will find no difficulty in performing it. 


6 . Section 13 gives the landholder permission to apply to enhance the rent of his tenant 
if the quantity of land held by such tenant is proved by meiisuremcnt to be greater than the 
niiautity for which rent has been paid. But the law nowhere gives the landholder a right to 
measure his tenant's lands. Such a i>ower existed under section 26 of, Act X of 1859 ; 
but the provisions of that section wore omitted ai)parcntly by inadvertence when the present 
Act was framed. It is now i)roposed to restore them by the addition of a new section (13A) 

after section 13. 


7 The last date now fixed by section 19 for receiving applications for enhancement or 
abatement of rent is the 31st December. As a rule, these applications are not made until' the 
end of the period allowed, and as they can only be disposed of daring the cold weather, the 
result is that, the season for their disposal being half over when the greater number of 
them are made, many of them have to stand over till the following year. With a view to 
remedying this the 80th of September has been made the last date for receiving such applica¬ 
tions that it will in future he possible to dispose of them in the cold weather immediately 
following their receipt. 

8 Section 23 has given rise to much misconception and trouble in its application. The 
original intention with which it was framed was that, when the Government thinks'fit to remit 
or suspend the demand for revenue, the tenant should be entitled to share in the concession 
made • but the section, as at present worded, invei-ting this, provides that, when remis- 
rion of rent however small, is declared necessary, there shall always he remission of revenue. It 
is considered that this is not in accordance with the principles on whiclv the land-revenne is 
fixed for a term of years and that the section should be amended so as clearly to express the 
original intention of its framers; and accordingly a new section has with this object been 
substituted for the existing one. 


9 The date fixed by section 38 for the issue and service of notices of ejectmpt (the 
imt of Anrill has been found to he too late to admit of all applications filed bemg dis- 
n^d of l^ore the ogrioultural work for the next year is begun. The date tor such serviv* 
« therefore been altered to the 1st day of March, and a corresponding alteretira has 
)“n made in sections 87 and 39, in the date on which applications contestmg hability to 
je ejected shall he made. 
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10. It sometimes happens that on the death of a landlord there are riTal-claimants to his 
property, each of whom by distraint or otherwise tries to enforce his claim to the rents. In 
such a case the tenants are miioh harassed, being at aloes to know to whom to pay their rents. 
A new sotition (55A) has therefore been added to the Act, allowing the tenants in such a case 
to deposit their rent in court, pending the decision of the dispute between the rival-olaimants. 

11. Section 56 lays down that the produce of all land -in the occupation of a cultivator 
shall be deemed to be hypothecated for the rent payable in respect of such land. In 
the North-Western Provinces, rent is not payable by tenants till one month before the 
Government-instalment of revenue falls due; out civil Courts can proceed to distrain and sell 
a standing crop before that time. This obviously tends to defeat the object in view and aocord- 
lugly an addition has been made to the section to the effect that, until the rent has been satis¬ 
fied, no other'^slaim on the produqp shall be enforced by sale in execution of decree or otherwise. 

12. The amendment made in section 98, which makes suits for the money-value of rent 
payable in kind cognizable by the revenue Courts, merely embodies the decision of the Full 
Bench of the High.Court in Tajuddin Khan v. Ram PersAad Bhagat, I. Ii. B. 1 All. 217. 

IS. The Act now prescribes no limitation for the execution of orders made on applications. 
Commonly the nature of such orders renders the fixing of any limitation unnecessary; but in 
some cases, such as an application for the recovery of land of which a tenant has been 
wrongfully dispossessed, some limit appears to lie necessary. An addition has, therefore, been 
made to section 95, laying down generally one year as the limit. 

1 4. Section 96, as it at present stands, provides for applications only being referred to 
arbitration. It is obviously desirable that there should be a power to refer suits in the same 
way as applications, and accordingly section 96 has been amended and a new section (96A) in¬ 
serted making it lawful to refer suits os well as applications to arbitration. 

15. A question having been raised as to whether section 106 debarred a co-sharer in land 
from recovering his share of the rent from a tenant, where there was a special contract or a custom 
authorizing such co-sliarer to collect Bejmrately, words have been added to that section to make 
it clear that it does not affect any such contract or custom. 

16. No power is conferred by the Act on the Collector to give possession of immoveable 
property which may be attached and sold under the provisions of section 172; and, it has 
accordingly lajen thought advisable expressly to confer such power by an addition to the 
section. 

17. Section 188 provides for a revnew in suits not open to ap)>cal on the ground of the 
discovery of fresh evidence, &c. A similar provision in the case of a]>plicatiou6 seems desirable, 
and has been introduced after section 201. 

18. Section 196 provides for the review by the Commissioner or tlio Board, of orders passed 
by the Collector in cases Avhere no appeal lies. But owing, doubtless, to an oversight, the Board 
is the only autliority which can review those orders of Assisbint Collectors which are made final 
by section 195 ; and the result is that much work is thrown on the Board which should properly 
be distributed among the Commissioners. To remedy this state of things, an addition has been 
made to section 195, making the orders of an Assistant Collector under that section sribject to 
review by the Commissioner.

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Goyenunent would be compelled to remit that portion of the additional direct taxa¬ 
tion which is borne by the land; and at such a time as this, he would be a bold 
man', after all that Ims happened during the past few years, who would yenture 
to predict wliat is likely to happen in the future or eyon a few months hence. 
We all hope, and no one more earnestly than I do, that the war in which we 
are at present engaged, will speedily be brought to a close; but the burden 
which that war, or perhaps I shotdd say the eyents w'hich brought about that 
war, will impose upon the Goyernmont of India, is not a burden from which we 
shall be entirely relieved. We may hope that a considerable portion of the war- 
_ expenditure now being incurred wUl be got rid of; but we cannpt expect that' 
we shall be able to maintain what is called our rectified frontier, ^ without a 
considerable and permanent increase to our military charges; and when I say 
this, I do not forget the recommendations which have been made in the able 
report presented by the Commission, of which Sir A. Eden was the president. 
Those recommendations will, I have no doubt, enable the Government to effect 
some economies; but I very much fear that these economies, right as some of 
them may l)e, and innoemous as some of them may pmve, will be more than 
counterbalanced by the additional burdens that will be iin]K^8ed upon us by the 
great change whicli has taken pla<!e in our military situation. 

“ And, my Eord, when 1 turn to the receipt-side of tlie Imdget, I must ventun* 
to say, notwithstanding all that has been affirmed to the contrary, that it is 
possible to take—and that if wc art? guided exclusively by the tigures of the 
present budget, we shall be pretty ct'rtain to take—an unduly siinguine view 
of our future prospet?ts. We must rtnncmlxir that out? of the indneipal causes 
of the very favourable aspect of the finances at th<‘ present moment, is the 
ggeat increase which has taken place in the t)pium-revt!nue. According 
to the budget-estimates, the nett opium-receipts are cstinuitod at not less than 
7'i millions. That is an estimate cxcetHluig by more than one million, the* 
actual n«‘tt av(?rage rtjceipts from oj)ium for tlic last tt?n years. Now, it may 
be said that there is no I’cason why the prtisent imTcasing and expanding 
revenue from opium should not be maintained, and still hxrthcr expanded. But 
I think we sJiould i-ecollect that the very natun; of this opium-revenue— 
the very nature of the sources from which this revenue is d«?rived—rendt?rs 
it a very prcc?arious item in the revenues of India. It is an i(<.*m of revenues 
which is liable to incidents over which tin? Government of India can (jxeituse 
no j) 08 sible control. It may be that, for a series of years, th«? opium-revenue 
wdll continue to be maintained at its j)re.sent high standard; it is possiblt* 
that it may continue to expand ; but, on the other hand, it is equally possi¬ 
ble tliat a Kerif)us diminution may take jdace. 

“My Lord, I have ref(?rredto the anticipated decmisc in the customs-duti<?s. 
Of that loss of revenue only a very small portifui has Ixmmi jmnided for in the 
pr^ent budget; but il‘ the antici})ations of my Uon’ble colleague Sir John 
Strachey shall in any degree bf? realist‘d, a great part of t.li<* surjxius which, if 
there were iio war to deal w ith, would be yielded by the revenues of the present 
year, will then completely disappear. In these circumstances, I cannot but 
think that the Govcmnient of India will exercise a wise discretion, if we hesi¬ 
tate, without the most eandul considt;rfition, to part with any t'xisting soxirce ol‘ 
revenue without supjdying its place by an e([uivah nt. 

“ My Lord, it has been argued, I beii<‘ve by my friend Mr, Morgan and the 
Mahdraja, and something to tlus same effect luis Ixren said by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, that either the whole or a jnirtion of tlw existing war-cxjMmstxs ought 
to have l>ecn mot by a loan. It has also been said, in other quarters, that the cost 
of the war ought to have Ixeen shared by England. I have just expressed my 
dissent from the policy which has lx*en adopted by Your Lordshi]) and my 
Financial colleague with regard to one branch of the finances, and on certain 
other financial matters, not in this Council, but in the consultations of tjie Gov- ' 
^ment of India, I have at difiV‘rent times felt it iny duty t,«) dissent from 
Your Lordship’s jadicy.

what has been said hy my Financhil colleague and bv 
hie friend opposite, as to the inexpt?dieney of tltrow'ing any part of the 

Government of England, it is impossible for any 
Member of this Council to concur mow? heartilj^ than I do. M^u I rememhm* 
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how enormously during the past twenty-three years, dui’ing the period which 
has elapsed since the mutiny, the debt of India has been increased ; when I 
consider the heavy burden of interest which now weighs uj>on the ooimtry; 
when I regard the present i>olitical situation; when I consider the possibilities of 
, the political future; and when I bear in mind the demands for improvement in 
every brancli of the administration, demands involving additional expenditure, 
however great may be the economy with which the administration is conducted, 
my feeling is, that to add to our d<?bt in a time of unusual financial prosperity, 
even to meet the cost of a war^ would be to take a course, which not only, 
it would be impossible to justify, but which it would b(; difficult, in my ojiinion, 
too emphatically to condemn.” 

llis Excellency the Commani>eii-in-Cuief said that ho had not 
intended to offer any remarks on this occasion, but those of the Lieutenant- 
(rovemor regarding the immediate measure oC relief wlvich might be expected 
from the recommendatioii of tlie Army Commission, he thought, demanded some 
little comment. Every one knew with what dedight a father looked upon his 
infant; but when the young gentleman Avas present(‘d to the world, ho Wjas not 
always received with a unifoim meed of admiration ; therefore. His Excellenct 
must observe, that the Commission oyer which Sir Ashley Eden presided had 
pi'oduced a very symmetricjil work at all events, and so far he deserved immense 
credit for it, whatever might be said regarding the details when discussed. But 
as regards the immediate financial relief, he thought llis Honour would admit, 
and lie considered it right that the Hon’ble Memliers should know, that from 
the statements made by the Commission itself, the recommendations made by 
it could not possibly have an immediate result. The position in which the 
AiTuy noAV stood was not that contemplated by the Commission, when the re¬ 
ductions involved in tlu ir recommendations were brought forward. Who could 
say th;it the Army would (wer again oticupy the position it held in September 
last ? 11(5 did not think such an idea could, (5von for one moment, be entertained, 
and therefore, he said, that neither Sir Ashley Eden, nor the members forming 
his Commission, coul(i possibly forecast the future, or say that the Army would 
over rcviirt to tins jiosition in Avhichit was w'hen they felt themsedves justified in 
Indnging fcjrward the measures they had. Sir Alexander Arbutlmot had touelied 
upon t his 2 >oint, and also ndoi-red to the adA'anee ujKm KhiA a. Ills ExcEi.T.ENCi' 
was always one of thos<5 avJio looked upon Ivhiva as a m(5rc ju'ologiuj to Alerv, 
and conse(]ut5nlly to Ib'rat, and that he hedieved was noAV Avoi'king itself out. 
Who could say what militaiy comjdications might he brought about, and ho 
hojiod, conscqmjntly, that Government AA'ould not anticipate any immediate relief 
tium the army reduction. 

llis Excclhmcy the PnE.sinENT said :—“ The Financial StalemeiAt, AA’hich 
gave rise to the Motion noAV besfore the Council, was so full and clear, that I 
should he reluctant, at this ],ute hour, to delay the vote hy any lengthened 
rcmai'ks, were it not that this is my only oiiportunily of jK'rsoually noticing 
various criticisms on the financial administration of the GoA'«*rmnent I have the 
honour to reiiresent. Those Ave have hiiard in tins course of to-day’s discussion, 
I wdll endoaA'our to answer with all possible brevity. Others Avhieh have eman¬ 
ated from leading English statcsmt5u, I festd hound to notice at groat(5r length. 

“ In the course of his interesting spocrch, my llon’ble colleagu<5. Sir 
Alexander Arbutlmot, explained his iK5rsonal views on the geneml subject of 
direct taxation, Addth special reference to the reasons wdiieh would, in his 
opinion, not only justify, hut necessitate, recourse to an income-las, if a larger 
revenue from that source were actually re(iuii*ed by the Government of India. 
As this is not at present the case, I will not j)ause to discuss the nxAommenda- 
tions of my Hon’blo coll<jague; but I freely admit that the ])rcsent very limited 
direct tax ui)on trades and callings is not strictly scientific, or completely 
logical. I holicA’^e that no form of direct taxation short of an income-tax could 
be made wholly free from these objections. It is, indeed, this consideration 
which has influenced my concurrence in the decision not to supplement the 
b'eensc-tax by taxation based on any different principle, and not to seek, 
>m the extousion of that tax to the salaried ami professional classes, the recov- 
jr of the revenue sacrifleed by exemption from it of all incomes under B.S. 500 
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derived from trade. In the present favourable condition of our finances, I do 
not think we could justify to ourselves any measure which wpuld have the 
effect of increasing taxation merely for the sake of scientific re-adjustment. 
It will ho time enough to discuss the principles which should regulate • such 
re-adjustment whenever the occasion for making it arises. It wotild not, in my 
opinion, he expedient, and for myself and the Members of this Government it 
is, in any case, impossible, to set forth now what the Government may, or will, 
do wlienever it is called upon to deal either with a large deficit, or a large 
. surplus. In the former eventuality, the considerations set before us by my 
Hon’ble colleague. Sir Alexander Avbuthnot, would certsiinly demand, and 
doubtless receive, most careful examination. But I think it right to say, at 
once, that if, in the latter eventuality, we were enabled to contemplate a large 
remission of taxation, it seems to me very doubtful whether it would be by the 
remission of the liceusc-tax that we should commencjc the enjoyment of our 
good fortune. Not to mention other taxes to which objection might reasonably 
T>e made, %ve should, for instance, have to consider the still existing taxes upon 
salt. Our policy of equalising the salt-duties throiighout India has been carried 
out, thus far, with grt^it financial sucoc'ss ; and it has largely increased the con¬ 
sumption of salt. But this policy may still require, for its completion, some 
temporary sacrifice of revenue. 

The success of our efforts to effect the early removal of the great salt- 
cordon is largely owing to the friendly and enlighUnud spirit in which our 
representations have been received by the Native States <?oncemed, and also to 
the intelligence and loyal exertions of our ow'ii political and fiscal officers. Of 
the former, my acknoAvledgments ai*e due to IMr. Alfred Lyall, a gentleman of 
rare intellectual gifts and attainments, to whose otficient assistance in the adminis¬ 
tration of our I’oreign Department I am gr(?atly iu<h;hted ; and also to General 
Sir II. E. Daly and Colonel Bradford, ft)r their cordial co-opemtion with Mr. Hume, 
the value of whose labours in this matter have been repeatedly acknowledged. 
Of the latter, I raiist mention, with special gratitude, our late colleague in this 
Council, ]Mr. George Batten, who was one of the (‘arli<‘st and most enlightened 
ajKJstles of the policy it has Ix'cn my privilege to promote ; and also Mr. Halsey, 
who has cnergeticaliy assisted the prosecution of it. The Council will, i)erhaps, 
allow me to inentiou here that, on my way from Simla to Calcut ta, I recently took 
occasion to visit the most important of the salt States of Itiijputaua and Central 
India, W'ith the object of ascertaining, from perstmal f)l»servation and enquiry, 
the practical eflV^ct of our late measures in the Staf(!s thus visited. So far as re¬ 
gards the rulers of those States, 1 ascertained that they arc yicrfectly satisfied 
with the arrangements we have made with them. These arrangements, indeed, 
have everywhere largely benefited their revenues. As rc'gards the populations of 
the States* concerned, so far as I can judge from the assuiances I received from 
their Native rcjjroscntatives, and from the statements of our own local oflicers, 
thq necessarily increased price of the salt consumed by thenn has nowhere given 
rjsc to discontent, or caused any serious distromfort. Jn some jiarts of the 
country, where the Bunjam traffie had be<'n temporarily disorganised, salt, I 
found, was dearer than it should be. But the formation of dep6ts for the sale 
of it at a distance from the places of production, and the extension of jailways 
still in progress, will, I feci assured, rapidly remove this only drawback to the 
advantages of a refonn which, in its essential consequences, has proved emi¬ 
nently beneficial to all concerned. I may add that the pi*actical working of the 
new system has been wonclerfully frew from friction. I was not without anxiety, 
lest, in practice, it should have encountc*red difficulties not adequately provided 
for hy our agreements. But, so far as I could ascertain, no such ditfioulties 
have occurred, and certainly the practical success, thus far, of our recent 
arrangements with the salt-producing States, has surpassed my most sanguine 
expectations. 

“ I must now ask leave to notice briefly the chief objections I have heard 
since last Tuesday, and more especially in the course of to-day’s discussion, to 
t)\e financial policy of the Government, as explained by my Hon’ble coUea^e 
in hi» Statement of last week. The first of these objections is that the inutility 
and impropriety of our reductions in public works establishments, and other 
useful branches of administrative expenditure, is now clearly demonstrated by 
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the Batisfactory result to which, I must take leave to say, those timely reduc¬ 
tions have not slightly contributed. 

“ It is certain, however, that, hut for the reductions complained of, the 
present year would have ended in a deficit amounting to the hy-no-mean& con- 
temi>tihle sum of at least three-quarters of a million. And next year, also, 
wo should have had to estimate for a deficit, a smaller one no doubt, 
but still a deficit, in lieu of a sur])]us of £417,000. I shall presently 
have occasion to point out that the contraction of our expenditure on 
productive public works, which occasioned a great portion of these redgic- 
, tions, was a raeasm'e not under th(? control of the Government of India, 
and about which Ave had no option. The grant on " account of ordinari^ public 
woi’ks is^not less for next year than the amount actually spent on those works 
in any previous ycai’, although the official machinery for th<? prosecution of 
them has been consid<^rably cheaiiened. These so-called ordinary works are of 
great utility; and many of them ai'ti of a rei)roductive character. In other 
branches of the administmtion, there has been no sacrifice, and in some there 
has been a decided ineivaso, of efficiency.. The reductions and economies, for 
which w^e are responsible, have undoubtedly been facilitated by the recognised 
uncertainty of our financial prospects, which justified epution and stimulated 
economy. But they were, in my opinion, requisih? and salutary, Without any 
referencti whatever to the ]n'esent or future condition of our finances. I hope 
we shall steadily continue the good work thus commenced : for I consider that 
w'e sh;ill be grossly neglecting our duty to the State, if, even when we have 
tjonvtrted our small surplus into a largt^ one, we w’cre, on that account, to relax 
our efforts to reduce all exptmditurc not clearly needed for the efficient service 
of the State, or to improve tlio economic administration of all expenditure 
wliich is necjcssary for that purpose. 

“ My Hon’ble friend the Lieutenant-Governor, who has criticised our 
budget in a candid and jaactical spirit which I gratefully appreciate, told us 
that, expericncti having sliowm how unnecessary it w^as for us to call on the 
Local Governments for special contributions from their balances to the imperial 
tieasm’y, we ought now^ to refund to them the sums needlessly taken from them; 
thus furnishing them with the m(?ans to tjany out useful works which, in their 
present imjmverishcd condition, they are unable to undertake. Now, I fyiUy 
share the vi<nvs expressed by my Hon’ble friend as to the great importance and 
value of useful public w orks; and 1 shall regret no less than His Honour any un¬ 
necessary or iinduly prolonged 8toj)i)age of them. But from a financial point of ' 
view, I think the Local Governments cannot fairly comphviu of their treatment or 
present condition. The fact is that, after making these special contributions to 
the imperial treasury, amounting altogether, in the last few years, to £670,000, the 
Provincial balances of the Local Governments Avill actmilly be larger' by nearly half 
a million than the sum at which they w^cre estimated at the commencement of the 
year. In Bengal more esiiecially, the budget-estimate of the Local Government 
for 1879-80 showed, as the closing I'rovincial balance of the year, the sum of 
£367,000; the amount which the Local Government will actually have in its 
possession, after making a special contribution to the i mperial treasury of £200,000, ^ 
will be no less than £524,000, and its closing balance for next year is estimated at 
£662,000. Thus, the Bengsil Goveimment is very much Irettcr oil now than it 
was before its special contribution was made. Of course, no doubt, the reason . 
why money is there, is that it has not been spent: but I am not now dis¬ 
cussing the expediency of public works expenditure, whether provincial or 
imperial. I merely wish to point out that these contributions have not impover¬ 
ished the lo<?al treasuries. As regards the imperial treasury, however, I must 
remind Hon’ble Members that, but for these sjMJcial contributions, we should show, 
for the present year, instead of a small surplus, a deficit of nearly a quarter 
of a million sterling; and tliat, for next year, our estimated surplus would very 
nearly disaj^pear altogether. 

“ And this consideration leads me to follow the example of His Hxcell^cy 
the Commander-in-Chief, by making a few remarks on the military Commis¬ 
sion, whose valuable labours were so admirably conducted, and have now been 
so effectually concluded, by its distinguished President, my Hon’ble friend the 
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Tjieutenant-G ovemor of Bengal. The report of that Commission is still under the 
tronsideration of Government; and, until it has been laid before the public, it 
Avoultl not be proper for me either to refer in detail to its recommendations, or to 
(ixpniSs, -from this chair, any opinion upon them. Bvit there is one result of that 
Commission which I am free to mention, and which I desire to point out. My 
llon’ble friend the»Lieutenant-Govornor and his fellow Commissioners have suc¬ 
ceeded in collecting from all parts of India an immense body, not only of informa¬ 
tion, but also of opinion ; representing the official experience and i)orsonal views of 
all the most competent practical authorities, both civil and military, on every 
question submitted to that Commission for examination and advice.. These 
materials are invaluable. So far as I am aAvare, no such cojaous and detailed in¬ 
formation, no such collection of authoritative opinion, on the organisatimi and ad- 
ministi*ation of the army has, at any previous time, been in the possession of the 
Government; nor do I think it will, at any futui-e time, be in the power of the 
Govemmtmt to augment tlu5 mass of materials thus collecttxl. These materials, 
which are very voluminous, the Commission lias annexed to its report, which 
bears conspicuous evidence of the conscientious care and labour devoted by it 
to the examination of them. It is now, tlujrefore, yK)ssible for the Government, 
and, ere long, I trust it Avill also be possible for the public, to coiujiare tlui 
recommendations of the Commission with the evidence on wdiich they art* 
based. All who read the rejiort can thus jiulgt; for themselves liow far its con¬ 
clusions are sound, or its reeomnumdations wist;; and to Avhat extent they are 
in accordance with verified fact or yirtietical experienet*. That being tin; ease, 1 
must certainly say that both the Government- of India and the Governnu'iit of 
Her Majesty woiild gravely neglect their duty, and incur a most s(;rious Imrdi'n 
of responsibility on behalf of the increasingly inijiortaut public intert'sts, finan¬ 
cial, military and administrative, which are iuvolvt'd in the rt;sult, if tlu‘y failed, 
or delayt;d, to giA'C to this i*eport the most im])artial and practi<;al consideration. 
I cannot too highly expr(*ss my lasting sense of our grt;at obligation to my 
llon’hle friend Sir Ashley Bden for the astonishing industry Avith which ho has 
devoted his great intellectual poAV(;rs to the accomplishment of one of tlu* most 
arduous, and one of the most important, tasks {*v(*r uiuh’rtaken by an Indian 
statesman. I wdsh also to express my aj)j)reeiation of tlie woi-k done by tin* 
able and distinguished oflieers w ho assisted Sir .iKshhw Bden in the 101 ) 0111*8 of 
the Commission. There is one of those otfieers whose* st*rvie<*sin tronne(;tion Avith 
that Commission were the latest but not the least of the many In; lias rendered 
to the Government of India. 1 refer to Sir Peter Lumsden ; and I cannot 
refrain from making special mention of his si'rvices on that weasiou, beejuise 
they were given Avithout stint, at a time, during the greater part of which he 
was simultaneously discharging the honourable and onerous duties of Chi(;f of the 
Staff; a post of groat importance during the prtigress of militai’v operjitions, to 
which 1 had much satisfaction in aj)]K)inting him in eomjiliance with thestTOUg 
redomnaendation of His Excellency the C.ommander-in-Chicf. 

“ The second objection 1 liaA’e heard made to our iinancial policy, of AA'luch 
the results were shown by Sir John Straelu'y in his Statement of last Tuesday, 
is curiously deriAcd from the unexpectedly re-assuring character of that State¬ 
ment. It has been said that, il' our financial jirosiieets are so bright to-day, 
they cotdd not have been, three months ago, so gloomy as we supposed 
or represented them to be. In short, that aa'c :‘ught to have foreseen from 
an earlier date the financial results which Avere announced last Tuesday; 
and that, if we did not foresee th(;m, we liaA t; been singularly deficient in 
foresight. I am unable to perc<;ive hoAV avc could have forosetm the sudden 
and unprecedented expansion of our opium-rf'venue, for Avhich aa'c had estimated 
at a higher figure than it was ever estimated for befoi’o; or the partial recovery 
of our exchanges, upon which no cautious financier could have ventured to base 
any important calculation, or the other causes Avhu;h have led to so remarkable 
an improvement in our financial i)osition. But ‘ Ilow' does it liappen,’ wo arc 
asked, * tliat, only two months ago, the Government was doubtful whether it 
could afford to remit taxation to thp amount of £3i0,000 upon the poorer 
classes of traders and artisans without recouping itself by the extension of tax- 
ation to other classes ?’ Well, in reply to this inquiry—and I do not say that 
it is by any means an unuatm*al inquiry—I w’ish to make one observation. The 
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Government was certainly, and I venture to think rightly, anxious not to close 
the present or the coming y6ar with a dohcit, if it could legitimately 
avoid doing so. A deficit, whether small or great, brings witii it a cer¬ 
tain amount of dissatisfaction to the community and discredit to tjlie- Gov- 
eimment, even when it is susceptible of explanation upon grounds that 
will satisfy all reasonable pei’sons. There is much practical wisdom in a well- 
known remark by Mr. Micawber, whether that remark be addressed to indivi¬ 
duals or nations. Mr. Micawber, as Hon’ble Members are aware, was a gentle¬ 
man who had large experience about deficits. And on the subject of them he 
. laid down the foUwing gold(;n precept. I will repeat it in his own words, whfch 
cannot be improved. ‘ Annual income, twenty pounds: annual expenditure, 
nineteen, nineteen, six. Result, happiness. Annual income, twenty »pounde: 
annual expenditure, twenty, ought, six. Result, misery. The blossom is 
blighted; the leaf is withered; the God of Dfiy goes down upon the dreary 
scene, and—and, in short, you ai*e for ever floored.’ 

“Now, let me apply this maxim to our own position. With a revenue of 67 
millions, it is obviously impossible, even in the last tlireo months of the year, to 
foresee, with any certainty, whether or not a sum of less than a quarter of a 
million will be rt'qnircd ‘to avoid deficit. As a matter of fact, this sum 
of £340,000 would have turned the scale between deficit and surplus; in 
other words, the part jdayed by the license-tax in our calcuhition was that 
of Mr. Mieawher’s sixpemee. Relatively indeed to the vast amounts of 
revenue and expenditure with which we are dealing, it Avould be more 
difficult for us, even when appi’oaching the close of the yenr, to be certain 
whether we rc^quire £340,000 to balance our atjcount, than for Mr. Micawber 
to calculate his a<!count of £20 to a sixpence. And w(5 had not only to provide 
for this year, hut also for the next. As soon, however, as we w’ero fairly assured 
of a surjjlns, we decided, for the rensons ah*eady explained by Sir John 
Strachey, not only to perscivere in our resolution to reduce the license-tax by 
exempting from its o])orsition all trade-incomes under Rs. 500, but also not to 
seek the reeov(n*y of the income thus abandoned, by the contemplated taxation 
of the professional and salaried classes ; although, in our opinion, such taxation 
would have been pcrhictly jusrifiahle, whem, last November, we wex*e seeking 
to protect the State fronx loss on the remission of the tax upon the poorer 
traders, by shifiing tlie burden of it to stronger shoulders. Nor, indeed, am I 
prepared to maintain that, from any otlua* point of view than that which I liave 
endt^avoured to explain, the exem[)tion from taxation of any class which does • 
not at present pay its fair cHintribution to the necessities of the State, is free 
from th<} animadvtnsions we have heard to-day. By some;, however, who do not 
dispute the point on which Sir John Strachey laitl stress last Tuesday,—rnamely, 
that the license-tax and ihe laud-cesses are so closely associated in principle 
and object that they must stand or fall together; and that, if the Government 
cannot afford to give up the one), it must not give uj) the other,—it has been,urged 
that wo have weakened this obvious reason for maintaining the license-tax, by ' 
our very endeavours to free that tax from its most objectionable featui’e; that, 
in short, the exemptions we have made on behalf of the poorer class of traders 
demand similaj* exemptions on behalf of the corresponding class of agricultur- ^ 
ists j and therelbrc that, unless the whole of otu* famine-taxation can be thus 
re-adjusted, it ought to b(‘, entirely abandoned. I am unable to follow that 
argument. The reasons wdrieh led the Government to exempt the j)oorer class 
of tradexn 3 are clearly inapplicable to the corresponding agricultural classes. Of 
these latter it has never been alleged that they were made the victims of mal¬ 
administration and oppression in the assessment and collection of a tax which, 
if not improperly levied and collected, is neither unjxist nor injurious to either 
of the two classes concerned. 

“I must now say a few words about the cotton-duties. They shall, however, 
be as few as possible. My ITon’ble friend the Lieutenant-Governor of * Bengal 
has, with much pathos, reproached us for our barbarous maltreatment of those 
suflering and now perishing duties. Well, I must admit that our pathology 
has not been conducive to the longevity of the patient. But our position in 
this matter has not been that of physicians who have bungled young Hopeful, 
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or perhaps I should say old Hopeless, to death. It has been rather tbat of 
engineers laying seige to to a hostile stronghold, with the ayoww object ot 
breaching its fortihcations, when the prosecution of that object w restrain^ 
and retarded, partly by lack of powder, and partly by consideration tor tlie 
tt;rrifled women and children who liave taken slielter within the walls of the 
fort. In such circumstance's, the engineers concerned would carry out witli 
caution the orders of attack. They would extend their parallels slowly; 
and, trusting to time, patience, and tlieir knowledge that the enemy’s posi¬ 
tion could not permanently hold out, they would regard the spontaneous 
capitulation of the garrison as a result jweferable, even if less rapid, than 
any which might have been obtained from the piomature delivery of a 
general assault. That, at least, is the light in which I have always^garded 
my own position, and, ajiparently, we may now expect, ere long, the sjiontane- 
ous capitulation of the fortress. I have purposely laid stress on the fact that 
tills has been from the first not only our delibemte, but also our unconcealed, 
object; for, howtiver liighly I might approve the object itself, 1 trust 1 should 
be the last member of this Govcirnmeut to approve, or justify the insidious or 
deceitful attainment of it. I must, however, remind the Council that in every 
one of our Financial Statements for the last three years, the coniplete abolition 
of the cotton-duties has been openly avowed as the ultimate aim of the policy 
we have been jiursuing, in accordance w ith repeated nisolutions of the House 
of Commons, and rciioated instrutUious from the Secretary of State. Every 
step taken by myself towurds the attainment of tliis object inis been restrained 
only by considerations of time, opportunity and expediency; never l)y dis¬ 
approval of the goal to which, at every stagir, those steps W'crc tending, and to 
which, from the outset, they wore addressed. On the question of tlie cotton- 
duties, I have always, when speaking in this Council, or on behalf of the Gov- 
emment of India, been careful to avoid controversial discussions to which i 
was not directly cliallenged. But I have never disguised my opinion about 
these duties. Speaking on the subject of them, and si)caking from this chaii', 
in 1877, I said-—‘ I have the misft)rtune to differ on this subject from many able 
and honourable gentlemen. Some of them have wide experience on fiscal and 
commercial questions, and not a few of them arc my esteemed personal friends.’ 
1 explained why, j^artly for this reason, 1 refraiu(.*d thtai, as 1 refrain now^, frcni 
all unnecessary discussion of the points on whicli we dilh-rctl. ‘ But’ 1 added— 

‘ There is one view of the question to which 1 must dcitiur. It is ttiat wliicli 
assumes, on the one hand, that tliose who advocate the maintenance of the.se 
duties, do so regardless of their o!)ligations as EugUsli statesmen to English 
interests; or, on the other hand, that those wlio, like myself, desire their re¬ 
moval, are recklessly indifferent to the duty w hich, as Indian legislators, they 
owe to Indian interests. 1 do not accuse our opponents of disregurumg tiie 
interests of England ; but 1 am not jtrejiared to concede to tiiem a monopoly 
of disinterested devotion to the wclfaiv of India.’ Well, 1 do not now wisn to 
defeild the view's then exjiressod, in any controversial or aggressive spirit. I will 
not stop to discuss whether the consumei*s of the goods we have already cheap¬ 
ened are Englishmen or Indians. But what is the present practical ehect, 
ujion Indian interests, of the continued duty upon English cottons ? Why, 
they are tempting, or thriving, tlie English manulacturer in one direc¬ 
tion, and the Indian manufacturer in another direction, to the manufacture 
of ^oths W’'hich neither of them would wish to make, were it not that the 
one desires to escape the duty, whilst the other deshes to jwoduce goods pro¬ 
tected by it. From those who still suppose that the pitissure of a five per cent, 
duty u|}on cotton-imports is too light to have any appreciable efieet, let me 
solicit consideration of the serious extent to whieli tJie wfioJe eiiaraeter of the 
trade has ah-eady been actually changed by it. 

“ But on other points of morc immediate moment our financial policy has 
been rccenUy criticised by eminent and iniluential gentlemen whose statements 

lor serious notice. Mr. Forster, a distinguished Member of Her Majesty’s 
late Government, is reported to liave stated at IxmxIs that * the expenditure'of 

^22,000,000 sterling; and in 1878, 

I ,000 sterling.’ Furthermore, that ‘ the taxation of India per head is now 
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more than double what it was in 1840.’ Now I am qidte satisfied that, in 
making this extraordinary statement, Mr. Forster had no desire to misrepresent 
fact, or mislead opinion. But his statement is a startling illustration of the 
scant "study giren to the facts of Indian administration and history even by 
.Cabinet Ministers when in oflGloe, and of tlie disturbing and obscu^g influences 
under which those facts are studied by them when out of office. Since the 
year 1840 the following five great Provinces have been added to British India :— 
Sindh, the Panidb, Oudh, and the greater part of British Burma, and the 
Central Provinces. This additional territory represents an area of about 360,000 
square miles, and comprises a population of 42,000,000. The number of the 
population is nearly equal to, and the extent of the area is ncafly double, 
that of the* whole German Empire. It seems inconceivable that any man, 
especially an cx-Cabinet Minister, who has participated in the joint responsibi¬ 
lity of Her Majesty’s Government for the administration of Her Majesty’s 
Indian possessions, should attempt to compare the expenditure of this Empire 
before and after such vast extensions of its territory and population, without 
any reference to their acquisition, or the least allowance for their financial con- 
stjquences. That Mr. Forster should have done so, and done so in good faith, 
as I sincerely believe, is an illustration of the danger of forgetting Jndian 
history in the hurried study of Indian finance, under the heavy pressure of 
party claims on the leisure or the labour of English politicians. Mr. Forster, 
however, did not stop here. He w'ent on to say that the debt of India in 
1810 was less than £30,000,000, and that now it is close upon £140,000,000. 
I am not personally concerned to defend the administration *of India during 
the past forty years; but as every honest administration has a great public inter¬ 
est in preventing the propagation of error, I must ask the Council to allow me 
to make a few observations upon this increase of our debt. The burden practi¬ 
cally thrown upon any country by its debt must be measured by the annual 
charge for interest upon that debt. By no other means can the actual weight 
of it be con*ectly ascertained. Now, in the year 1840, the amount of the annual 
interest paid by India on her public debt was one and a half million sterling. 
The estimates jiresenttKl last w^eek to tliis Council show that in 1880-81, our liabi¬ 
lities for interest on debt will amount to 6| millions. The analysis of this esti- 
mattj, however, yields very remarkable, and I vcntuit} to tliink very satisfactory, 
rtssults. Of the millions at which we estimate the present amount of in¬ 
terest payable on our public debt, 1|- millions is on account of productive 
])ublic works ; tind this sum wall be completely covered by the revenue derived 
from the works on account of wdiicrh that portion of our debt has been incurred. 
The actual amount of our liabilities for the repayment of debt is thus reduced 
to four millions sterling ; that is to say, since th e year 1840 the necessary annual 
provision for interest upon debt has been increased to the extent of two and a 
half millions. Now, I must ask the Council to remember that, during the last 
forty years, the Government of India has had to meet the cost of the Afghdn wars* 
carried on under the administrations of Lord Auckland and Lord EUenborough, 
the cost of the Sindh war, the cost of the two Sikh wars, the cost of the second 
Burmese war, the cost of the suppression of the mutiny in 1867, the cost, thus 
far, of renewed hostilities in Afghanistan, the cost of several severe famines, 
and, lastly, the heavy losses incurred by the fall in our exchanges during recent 
years. Furthermore, that the Government of India during this period has 
been compelled, in the highest interests of the country, to construct numerous 
and costly public works which ara not of a productive character; such, for 
instance, as barracks, forts, jails, military roads, civil buildings, and the like. 
Now, in explanation of the eau.ses of this expenditure, and as an illustration of 
its results, I shall ask the Council to allow me to read a few jjassages from a 
memorandum communicated a few years ago to a Committee of the House of 
•Commons by my Hon’ble friend and colleague Sir Jolm Strachey. Speaking 
of the condition of India between thirty and forty years ago, he then ■wrote:— 

' It is not too much to say that there was then, comparatively speaking, little in India of 
what we now ^ink the first necessities of a civilized Administration. When I went from 
Calcutta to my first stotion in the North-Western Provinces, I was carried about a thousand 
miles in a box on men’s shoulders; there were no. other means of travelling through the richest 
and most advanced and most important parts of India. Speaking broadly, roads and bridges 
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had but begun to appear ; there were no canals to save the people from destruotira by famme, 
or those that existed were on a very small scale; there were few barnlelcs in whioh iSnghsh 
soldiers could live with tolerable health and comfort; there were few J®'*® ^ which a seuteuce 
of itnprisoument did not carry with it a serious probability that it would prove a sentence of 
death. The country at that time was entering on a phase of rapid change. The firm estab¬ 
lishment of order was followed by improvements in all dii-octions. 

* Ten thousand things were demanded which India had not got, but which it was felt 
must be provided. The country must be covered with railways and telegraphs, and roads and 
bridges. Canids must be made to preserve the pwple from starvation. Barracks must be 
built and eveiy sort of sanitary arrangement bo carried out. 

t( € This was not only true in regard to matters of imperial concern. Demands for im¬ 
provement, similar to those which fell upon the Central Government, cropped up in every city 
and in every district, of the country. . ^ 

“ ‘ Twelve or fifteen years ago, in Calcutta, there was no diuinago. The filth of the city 
rotted away in the midst of the population in horrible pestilential ditches, or was thrown into the 
river, there to fioat backwards and forwanls with every change of tide. To nine-tenths of the 
inhabitants clean w’ater was unknown. They drank cither the filthy water of the river, polluted 
with every conceivable abomination, or the still lilthier contents of the shallow tanks. The 
river, which was tlie main source of supply to thousands of peojdc, was not only the rweptacle 
for ordinary filth,—it was the great graveyartl of tliecity. 1 forget how iuan 3 ' thousand corpses 
were thrown into it every year. I forget how many hundred eor)>ses were thrown into it from 
the Government hospitals and jails alone, for these practices were by no means confined 
to the poor and ignorant; they were followed or allowed, as a matter of conrst', by tlieofliccrs of 
the Government and of the municipality. I wish the Committee conld have s<.;en the sights 
which were to be seen in Calcuttsv in those days in the lios])itals, and jails, jind markets, ami 
slaughter-houses, and public streets. The ])laee was declared by myself in oflieial reports which 
I sent to the Goverpment, when Sanitary Commissioner in the year l''6 t, of wliieh the lan¬ 
guage, although sti'oiig, was not, and could not he, stronger than tiie truth rcijuired, to he 
hardly fit for civilized men to live in. 

“' Only about a year ago, in the great city of Kangoon, containing more than 100,000 
people, with half a million tons of shipping, there was not a single puldie lamp, no supply of 
wholesome water, not a single drain except the surface-drains at. the sid<‘s of the slr<!ets, and iu> 
proper moans of removing the night-soil and tilth out of tl>c town. 

“ ‘ When I say that, to a great extent, the requirements of civilised life and of mmliM'ii 
administration have had to bo provided for India, for the first, time, within the space of a few 
years, 1 do not speak only of material objects, of roads and railways, and canals, and barracks 
and city improvements, and so forth. The demand for imj)rov«‘d administration has ))eeu so 
strong that it is not too mneli to say that the whole of the j)uhlic services have been re¬ 
organised." 

“ Well, I venture to think that, if all these facts are fairly atid impartially 
taken into account, the surprisingly small addition of two and a half millions to 
our annual liabilities, on acieount of debt, since the year 1810, cannot !«• reason¬ 
ably regarded as matter for severe reproach to the Goverumc'nt of India, lle- 
proach ! Why, good lieavens ! the debt of England was increased to the extent 
of no less than 121^ millions sterling by the American war <>f tli(? last century; 
and to the extent of 601^ millions by the war witli Fmnee during those twimty- 
four years of unavoidable military expenditure which wore closed by the pence 
of 1816; involving extra annual Imrdens on tlie coantry for the intere-st payable 
on its debt, amounting,, in the first case, to five, and in the second case to* 22|, 
millions sterling. The present annual charge on account of India’s pji]>lic debt, 
exclusive of that portion of it which is covered by our I’ublic Works revenue, 
represents only one-sixteenth or seventeenth of oiu* annual income; whilst the 
corresponding charge for which England is taxed, on account of her public 
debt, amounts to no less than one-third of her annual income. 

“ Mr. Forster, however, is not the only one of Her Majesty’s late advisers 
who has recently turned his attention to the finances of India for the purpose 
of enlightening the constituencies of England, and with very remarkable 
results. In the month of Novoitnbor last, Mr. Gladstone addrtissed a large pub¬ 
lic meeting at Edinburgh, and on that occasion he is reported to liave made the 
following statements :—* The expenditure of India,* ho said, ‘ during our time 
(that is to say, during the time of the late Liberal Ministry) was £50,400,000 * 
on the average; it was £49,200,000 for our last year in office, and I know it 
has now risen to £58,970,000 or very nearly £60,000,000.’ Now, I do not 
know whence Mr. Gladstone obtained his figures. At any rate, they are 
not those recorded in our accounts. The last year of the Liberal Ministry 
waa 1878-74. The total recorded ordinary expenditure of that year 

was £51,405,921. The last year for whicl} the accopnts had been olos^ 
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at the time when Mr. Gladstone spoke was 1877-78. The expenditure in 
that year was £62,612,888. Thus, although Mr. Gladstone’s figures do 
noi^agree with those recorded in the accounts of the Government of Indian still 
no doubt the fact remains that an increase of eleven millions is shewn in the 
accounts of our expenditure. My Hon’ble colleague Sir John Strjichey has 
already explained that of these eleven millions no less a sum than eight and a half 
millions is due to entries on both sides of the account under the heads of Bail- 
ways, Provincial and Local Expenditure; and that, consequently, to that largo 
^ extent the increase is purely nominal. There remains, then, an actual increase 
* of two and a half naillions; and this remaining increase is due to two causes, 
for which, I must be allowed to say, neither the Government of India, fior any 
English Ministry, can fairly be held responsible. These causes are famine, and 
the depreciation of silver in relation to gold. Famine-expenditure and loss by 
exchange amounted, in 1873-74, to £4,861,203. In 1877-78, they amounted to 
£6,909,152, constituting an increase of more than two millions sterling. I am, 
therefore, unable to find in the ascertained facts and verified figures of the two 
periods any foundation for the inference drawn by Mr. Gladstone from his 
comparison betwt^n them, namely, that the expenditure for which the present 
Ministry is responsible exceeds by ten millions sterling the amount of the ex¬ 
penditure incurred in India under the late Libeml Government. I have not, 
however, allowed myself to be hastily satisfied with this conclusion. Mr. 
Gladstone, speaking on questions of finance, whether Indian or English, speaks 
with the undoubted weight, and I must be allowed to add with the serious re¬ 
sponsibility, of an unrivalled authority on such questions. Not only my 
respect for the eminent position and splendid talents of that Right Hon’ble 
gentleman, whose high reputation must be precious even to his political oppo¬ 
nents, but also, 1 will frankly add, my reliance on the fairness and generosity of 
his character, have induced me to examine with great care the facts and figures 
in dispute between us. And as these do not concern my personal reputation 
only, but also the interests of India and the character of her Government, I 
shall not be deterred from recording the result of that examination by the 
unavoidable invidiousness of presenting comparisons between the Government 
of India under my own .administration, and under that of my distinguished 
predecessor, the -Earl of Northbrook. I feel assured that the nolde Earl will 
acquit me of any intention to disparage his great services and high character; 
and, indtied, I exjx'ct his sympathy in the distastesful task imposed up>n me 
by his illustrious political leader. l..ord Nortlihrook assumed charge of the 
Government of India on tlu^ 3rd of May, 1872 ; and he relinquished it on the 
12th of April, 1876. Her Majesty’s present Ministry came into ofiice on the 
22nd February, 1874. I have? therefore taken, for the purpose .of comparison, 
the actual expenditure of this country for each year from 1872-73 to 1878-79, 
and the estimates for the years 1879-80 and 1880-81; and I find that, exclud¬ 
ing expenditure incurred on account of famine-relief and loss by exchange, 
two items obviously not under the control of any Indian administration, Jbhe 
total nett expenditui’e of the Government of India during the four years of Lord 
Northbrook’s administration, that is to say, from 1872-73 to 1875-76, amounted 
to the sum of £140,940,546, and the total nett expenditure of the Government 
of India during the four years of my own administration, that is to say, from 
1876-77 to 1879-80, has amounted to the sum of £147,469,608. It -wfill thus 
be seen that the total nett exptmditure during the last four years exceeds the 
total nett expenditure of the four i>reeeding years by only £528,962, that is to 
say, little more on the average than £130,000 a year. And this excess is 
much more than accounted for by the groAvth of our niilitary expenditure, to 
which I shall presently advert. For the estimates of the year 1880-81, I take 
no credit. My noble friend the Earl of Northbrook will, I feel sure, be just 
as little surprised as 1 am myself at the proof furnished by the figures I have 
mentioned, that the accession of a new Viceroy cannot pwictically impart any 
immediate impulse to the ponderous whe<d8 of the administration of ttus great 
Empire, even should that impulse assume the acceptable and unwonted form ol 
an access of extravagance. Speaking for myself, I will only say that, thougl 
duly conscious of this obvious fact, I was not prepared to find, from any csom 
parison of the last eight years, so satisfactory an illustration of the steadines 
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of our fiziaiioial administration as a whole. It gratifies me, and I trust it will 
equally gratify the Right Hon’ble gentleman who has afforded me the oppor¬ 
tunity of recoming these facts, to find in them proof so oonol^ive, and* so 
reassuring, that the good administration of the finances of India is not depend¬ 
ent on the political opinions of Her Majesty’s Government for the time ^ng. 
Doubtless the Right Hon’ble gentleman was misled by that change in the 
form of our accounts which Sir John Strachey has already explained. The 
only other point to which I need further refer in connection with the Right 
Hon’ble gcntieman’s remarks at Edinburgh is the increase in our military 
expenditure. Tliat increase is unquestionable, and by no one is it more regret¬ 
ted than by me. It began under Lord Northbrook’s administratipn. The 
estimates for 1Q76-77, prepared by that noble Earl before his departure from 
India, provided for a nett expenditure upon the army of £15,101,000. The 
actual nett expenditure, however, turned out to be only £14,860,639; which 
was, nevertheless, an increase of £603,791 over that of the previous year. This 
increased expenditure has, since then, been somewhat further, though not 
largely, augmented by the high prices due to famine. In the present year, the 
charge for it is £15,487,000, and for the coming year, it is estimated at 
£16,330,000, thus bai'ely exceed4ng the actual nett charge in 1869-70. No 
one knows better or appretriates more highly than I do the constant personal 
attention devoted by the Earl of Northbrook to the reduction of military ex¬ 
penditure : and, without now troubling the Council with any detailed explana¬ 
tion of its increase in the estimates framed by the Government of the noble 
Earl, I can confidently assert, that those causes were beyond the control of the 
Government of India. 

Mr. Gladstone, however, in a recent pamphlet has recapitulated and 
specified his accusations against our Financial administration. 1 quote them in 
his own words—* I have alleged,’ he says, ‘ as follows:’— 

" * 1. That if for a few years more—say through a new Parliament, for which the Ministry 
are inviting a renewal of their power—the tinance of India is to l>e handled as it is now handled, 
the people of this country will jjrobahly have to undertake, themselves, the charges of Indian 
Government, and the 134 millions of tlio Indian debt. 

‘ 2. Th.'it to match the deficit of six millions for this country, the Ministry already 
show another deficit of (about) six millions for India. 

3. That at a time when, owing to whatever cause, fhcre had been d vast incn*ase in the 
expenditure of India, and its finance was most critical, the Ministry chose that time fora policy 
both of dishonour and of wanton and destructive war in Afghdnistan. 

‘“4. That having created by severe taxation a fund of famine-insurance (one million and 
a half), with the most definite and solemn pledges to the ]>eoplc of India as to the exclusive 
application of it to the relief of famine, they have diverted the great bulk of it to the prosecution 
of this destructive war, and have applied £2U0,0U0 or mure to the remission of duties upon 
imports. 

."*6. That there is now a widespread belief that the real -ost of the Afghan war has 
not bden made known to the country; among other things, that stores and materiel have been 
largely consumed and not replaced ; and that I mentioned the allegation in order that it 
might be contradicted from authority.' 

“Well, the Right Hon’ble gentleman’s first sinister prediction has been, I 
trust, sufficiently refuted by the Statement to which we listened last Tuesday, 
and I cordially re-echo Sir John Stracbey’s repudiation of any desire on the part 
of tliis Government to throw the burdens of India, or of India’s administration, 
on the people of Engbmd. The question whether India or England should 
pay the expenses of the present Afghdn war must be considered m connection 
with the far wider question whether the British rule is or is not beneficial to 
India. If England is ruling India for the advantage of British interests only, 
and without any reference to India’s own welfare, then unquestionably England 
alone should pay for the protection of her Indian possessions. But, if the British 
rule is maintained with due regard to the interests of India, and if that rule is 
presundably more advantageous to India than any other rule which could be 
substituted for it, then India, if she has the means, should assuredly bear all 
the charges which are requisite for her maintenance and preservation as a great 
state, mcluding the cost of wars for the security of her frontiers. To distin¬ 
guish between paying for the maintenance of an army and paying for the 
employment of that army in the performance of the duties for which it is 
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maiutamed is not only unreasonable but impossible. It is the frontiera 
of India, not the shores of England, that have been threatened by the 
advance of Eussia and the hostility or treachery of the two last Amirs of 
Gabul. It is for the safety of India's Provinces, not for the defence of the 
British Isles, that war is being waged. My Hon’ble colleague-has pointed out 
that circumstances might conceivably occur, in which India would, perhaps, 
be required to take up arms for a cause in which she had no special interest of 
her own; and that, in such cases, England would be rightly liable for the cost 
^f India’s armed co-operation. But, in a war undertaken solely for the security’ 
of India’s own frontier, no one can justly affirm that the interests involved are 
exclusiveljk English, or that they are not directly and materially Indian. ' T^, ’ 
at least, can only be affirmed with any show of reason on the assumption that 
the downfall of the British power in India would be either beneficial or imma¬ 
terial to India. All argument as to the justice or expediency of the war, and 
all remarks about the people of India having had no voice in it, are absolutely 
and obviously beside this question. The acts of a Government are the acts of 
the State, whether the administration of that State be republican, monarchical, 
absolute, national or alien. Those who affirm that India should not pay the 
expenses of the Afghdn war, because that war was the unjustifiable act of a 
wicked Government, or because her people have had no voice in the matter, 
might as reasonably urge that the people of PmncC should not pay the cost of 
the Franco-German war, because the Government of Prance unjustifiably 
attacked Germany; or that the people of Russia should not pay the expenses 
of the war lately waged by their Government against the Sultdn of Turkey, 
because Russia is ruled by an absolute sovereign, and her tax-payers have no 
voice in the conduct of his policy. It is, I trust, scarcely necessary to point 
out that, if England profits by her association with India, India also profits by 
it, at the very least, to an equal extent. That association gives both England 
and India a nobler place among the nations of the world than either of them 
could 8<iparately hold; but, so far as regards the pmoly domestic and material 
advantages of their union, it is assuredly India that is the greater gjiiner by it. 
Her iieace at home and security abroad are guaranteed by it. And what con¬ 
stitutes this guarantee ? It is not the comparatively small garrison of British 
and Native troops maintained in India—a force which, in proportion to the 
population, is less than the force maintained for similar purposes by any known 
State,—it is the vast reserve of military power and appliances of all sorts, war- 
material, arms of precision, &c., which India owes to her connection with England. 
And if we regard from a purely monetary point of view the benefits which tliis con¬ 
nection confers upon India, be it remembered that India is at this moment reaping 
in peace and security (for the development of her steadily expanding-resomces and 
the satisfaction of her growing commercial requirements) all the advantages 
derived from many thousand miles of railway, which, under any Asiatic Govern¬ 
ment—such, for instance, as that of Persia or China, or the old Mogul Power—%he 
would have either gone without altogether, or obtained only by paying for them the 
ruinous rates of interest at which alone Asiatic Governments can raise money. 
The only ground, therefore, on which India could ask England to pay the ex¬ 
penses of the Afghdn war worild, I repeat it, bo the ground of charity. Her 
position would be that of a poor country appealing to a wealthy one for ele- 
mosynary aid in dire distress. I can imagine nothing more unjustly humiliating 
to India; nothing more degrading to the dignity of her Princes, more corrupt¬ 
ing to the character of her people, more destructive, as my Hon’ble colleague 
rightly pointed out, to all ideas of self-reliance or self-respect. Nor can I 
imagine anything more certain, in the end, to subjetit India to incessant 
En^ish interference of the most vexatious and mischievous character. She 
woxild soon become a corpua vile for the ruthless experiments of administrative 
quacks, or an arena for the reckless antagonisms of political parties. No* the, 
suggestion to transfer to the English tax-payer the burden of this Indian war, 
however admirable may have been the motives in which it oripnated, has, I 
am convinced, been used insidiously by many whose real object js, not to relieve 
Her Majesty’s Indian subjects, but to embarrass Her Majesty’s English Govern¬ 
ment. 
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“ The deficit of six millions assigned to ns hy Mr. Gladstone is a purely im- 
laiy deficit. It is, I am’aware, maintained by some persons that our expeii« 
re. on productive works should bo chaiged against revenue, and that‘’if it 
3 so charged, our finances would be in a constant condition of deficit. I re- 
l this proposition as unreasonable, and I think that the calculations on which 
eding Governments (including that of Mr. Gladstone himself) founded 
r decision that the Government of India could safely and advantageously 
■ow a certain sum annually for the construction of bond fide pro- 
tive works w^ero thoroughly sound calculations. I am not, indeed^, 
larod to deny that the exclusion of expenditure on productive works 
i ordinary charges was, at first, extended to some wooks wliich 
tit not to have been constructed out of borrowed funds. But I can 
y say that the present Govorament of India, and the present Government 
Jer Majesty, have strenuously endeavoured to maintain the principle we 
I’ove, by including in our charges against revenue every public work which 
lot, with confidence, be expect (id to pay both its w’orking expenses and the 
pest on the capital invested in its construction. IleferencHi to the Abstract 
II attached to my llon’ble colleague’s I’inancial Statement will show that, 
1st the interest and w’orking expenses on piuductive public works amount 
le regular estimates for 1879-80 to the sum of <E8,G70,0t>0, the revenue 
red from those w’orks is £8,090,000, w'hilst for next year we estimate that 
nue at an amount w’hieh will exceed the t;xi)cnditure on the.se works by 
3,000. Thus, no permanent burden is thixiw u ujion the tax-jiayers of India 
ccount of public works constructed for the development of htw resourecss; 
the exclusion of the capital-expenditure on their construction from charges 
nst revenue has been, I think, fully justified. My own confident oxpecta- 
is that, not only will these works involve no jiermancnt buich’u on the 
tan tax-paye.r, but that they will also yield, ere long, a surjilus-nw enue, 
3 h may facilitatt? the further reduction of taxation. Fairly excluding, 
efore, this expenditure from charges against revenue the result is—that 
r meeting all extraordinai’y charges for W'ar, inclusive of froutitT-raiUvays, 
le amount of £9,250,000, extraordinary charges for famine amounting to 
,607,000, and loss of revenue from famine amounting to £3,00>),000, that 
say, after meeting cxtraoi’dinai’y claims upon it to the totjii {imouut of 
857,0(X), our revenue for the ten years ending 1880-81 wdll have btvn only 
r,000 less than our expenditure, as sliewn in Sir John Sti-achey’s Financial 
jment. But, if we exclude from the account this extraordinary expendi- 
on account of war and famine, including loss of revtmue from famiiui, it 
be seen tiiat we should have had a surplus-revenue, of £25,890,000, tvhile, 
1 , if we (exclude loss by exchange, that surplus would have been swollen to 
ess a sum than £43,165,200, that is to say, more than £4,000,000 a 

“ Now, 1 am not here concerned with the wisdom or the wickedness of the 

I taken by this Government, in consequence of the liostile alliance formed 
le Court of Cabul with the Bussian Power. Nor will I discuss the question 
lier it was practically in our power to choose our own time and opportunity 
Lostilities forcjed upon us by the Amir’s rc^jcjction, first, of our Mission, and 
, of our ultimatum; but I think 1 have* shown that, in any cose, the war 
fghdnistan w’as not deliberately undertaken at a time wdicn our expenditure 
largely inc^reased, or when our finances w'erc in a most cxitical condition. 

“ Mr. Gladstone’s allegation that the additional revenue crciated by severe 
tion has been divci*tt5d from the purjioso to w hich we had solemnly pledged 
slves to apply it in all circumstances exclusively, is founcted on a miscon- 
ion which has, I grieve to say, been so gcnt'.ral that, much as I may rogrcjt, 
anot certainly resent^ the ready credence given to this charge by that liigiht 
.’blc gcmtlcman. The copious explanations contained in the Financial State- 
t made to this Council hist Tuesday were not before Mr. Gladstone when 
e-cohoed this indictment against us. I can only now roi>eat that, even previous 
he reductions whiesh have bcjcn made in it, the taxation refcjrred to 
Gladstone was not, m my opinion, severe. But that it is now severe, it 
ns to me*, impossible for any one to assert with seriousness. Those who object 

II direct taxation may reasonably object to these taxes on that ground, and 
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others naay ob^t to them on the g^nnd that they are unscientific or illogical; 
hut 1 am unaole to perceive how any man can faidy ohjeot to them on the 
ground that they are severe. As regards the alleged diversion of our famine* 
^ surplus from the purpose for which it was raised, 1 think that my 
'colleague has sufficiently shown that there, has been no such diversion of it. 
The (^vemment of India, when defining that purpose, distinctly repudiated 
* any intention of regarding, or treating, the proceeds of famine-taxation as a 
separate fund, or a branch of the revenue in any wise differing, as regards the 
fimneial conditions of it, from the funds required for the administration of 
justice, the maintenance of military establishments, the provision of public 
education, •or any other recognised permanent claims upon the revenues of the 
State. It is true, indeed, that the construction of certain kinds of preventive 
works Indicated by me in the speech referred to last Tuesday by my Hon’ble 
colleague Sir John Strachey, has been checked,—I trust not permanently 
checked—by orders from the Secretary of State to which I will hereafter more 
fully refer. But I mamtain that there has been no breach of faith in our 
emidoyment of the revenue raised either from the land-cesses or from the 
license-tax;. no diversion of this revenue to any purpose other than that to 
which the Govofnment was pled^d to apply it; and no failure, financi^y 
speaking, in the complete aceompUshment of the object for which these taxes 
were imposed. 

“ And now I come to Gladstone’s last allegation. It is that wo have 
deliberately falsified our military accounts, in order to conceal the real cost of 
the Afghan war. Now, I need not remind this Council that the Government of 
India is not a party Government. I hope it will never become a party 
(lovemment, and in the interests of this country I cannot too strongly 
deprecate attempts to treat Indian questions as party-questions. But, even 
with every allowance for the invariable, and doubtless unavoidable, exaggeration 
of party-oratory addressed to large popular audiences, I must really express my 
astonishment that a Statesman whom we all know to be himself incapable of 
deliberately sanctioning or abetting financial dishonesty, should have stooped 
to pick up, and fling, such a charge against the Government of India. 
that Right Hon’ble gentleman been the object, instead of the exponent, of it, 
I should not, for my own part, have hesitated to denounce it as an incredible 
calumny. "When Mr. Gladstone endorsed this allegation, he must have been 
aware that it was not then in the power of the Government of India to show 
on its accounts the actual and yet unascertained cost of its military operations. 
Our estimates, so far as it has hitherto been possible to verify them, have proved 
to be remarkably accurate ; and for this we are greatly indebted to our able 
Accountant General in the Military • Department,—Major Newmarch. One 
fact, however, these estimates already place beyond question. So far from 
seeking to conceal the real cost of the Afghdn war, we have not only included*' 
in our military accounts all stores, and materielt the amount and value of which 
it has been possible to ascertain, but we have also, under orders from th<# 
Secretary of State, actually charged as war-expenditure the cost of frontier- 
railroads, lines of telegraph, postal communications and other similar items of 
expenditure, much of which we had contemplated in times of peace and 
should probably have been in any case obliged to incur at no distant date,—>ex- 
penditum which wrill, I trust, be of permanent benefit to the country. 

“So much for these accusations. The facts and ^ures which illustrate the . 
comparative financial position of India at different periods are open to any one 
who will take the trouble to examine them. My Hon’ble colleague was fully 
justified in the observation he made last Tuesday, that few countries now 
publish such full and accurate accounts as India. Not only do our abstract- 
statements of account contain an unusual amount of financial information, but 
they are also accompanied by elaborate and detailed explanations of the more 
important variations in every item of revenue or expenditure, together with a 
mass of other Statistical information bearing on the finances of the country, In 
point of fact, what is, I believe, most commonly complained of in our finanmi A 
accounts, is that they contain more information than the public cares to receive 
I am far from saying, however, that a perfectly correct comparison of ourfix^^ 
•cial position, during different periods, and under different admmistrations, is an 


o 
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easy task. On the contrary, I believe, that in such comparisons absolute accuracy 
and completeness are rendered almost imjxjssible by the nature of the case. A 
mercantile company or lirm, for instance, or any owners of property invdiving 
the annual receipt and disbursement of money, when desirous of comparing 
their present with their previous position at any particular period, would take 
account, not only of their incoxnings and outgoings, but also of the amount and 
quality of their stock, in other words, the present value of their property at 
such particular periods ; and this they would include in the comparison. Now, 
a groat Empire cannot take stock like a private firm; yet, without such 
a comparative valuation of the national stock at different periods, it is 
impossible to form any correct idea of the comparative wealth of this Empire 
during those periods. To estimate correctly our present financial position as 
compared with that of ten, twenty or forty years ago, it would be necessary 
to ascertain the comparative value now, and then, of that splendid property 
which we call the Indian Empire. Every railway, every canal, every road, 
every telegraph, every military work for the protection, and every civil build¬ 
ing for the better administration, of the coimtry is an asset of this great nation¬ 
al property. Were it possible to make the comparison thus completely and 
correctly, the Government of India would assuredly have no reason to shrink 
from it. The increase during the last thirty years, in the value of India as a 
State property, is incalculably great; and it could not have been effected with¬ 
out the investment of public money either derived from the revenues of the 
State or borrowed or guaranteed by Government for the purpose. In this 
respect, India differs essentially fi*om every other country |K)ssossing a civilised 
Government, and it is this feature jieculiar to her administration which is so 
frequently ignored by the superficial critics of Indian finance ; yet, without the 
most carrfui recognition of it, Indian finance is unintelligible. Where will 
you find any parallel to the case of a Government which, in "the shape of a rent- 
charge, rather than a tax, receives more than twenty millions as its share in 
the produce of the land; nine miOions of revenue fix)m public works construct¬ 
ed at its own cost, and tem millions from the monopoly of one of the great 
staples of the country ; a Government which is therefore caillod on to expend 
annually vast sums of money on the direct improvement of the land and its 
resources, and to undertake, as public services, expenses usually pmvidod in all 
other civilized countries out of })rivate funds. 

“ Now, in the course of ihese remarks, I have said more than once that, 
before concluding them, 1 should take occasion to refer to that progiamrae for the 
rapid and miinteTru]>ted prosecution of works specially designed for the mitiga¬ 
tion or prevention of famine, which I exphuned to this Council in connection 
with the Financial Statement of 1876-77, and to which reference w'as made laat 
Tues^y by my Hon’ble colleague Sir John Strachey. It was certainly my hope 
‘that, by this time, I should have been enabled to announce considerable progress 
piade in the prosecution of that programme, with the assistance of the Provin¬ 
cial Governments on whose intelli^nt co-operation its successful completion 
must always be dependent. It is with great and deep regret tliat I acknow¬ 
ledge the disappointment of that hope, but its disapjiointment is not due to any 
change in the public woihs policy of the Government of India, or to any ward 
of sympathetic co-operation from the Provincial Governments in what I still 
regard as an undcrtiking of the highest and most pressing importance. It has 
b(«n caused by orders from the Secratary of State; which, in any case, it would 
have been our duty to obey, but which, in the present case, have Ixjen rendered 
doubly binding on our obedience by the fact that they arc in accordance with the 
conclusions arrived at by the Committee of the Uousc of Commons lately 
appointed to enquire into the subject of Indian Public Works. Ihe Secretary 
of State has largely reduced our authorized cxjwnditure on productive works, 
coupling that decision with very stringent conditions as to the character of the 
worta which this Government is allowed to construct by means of borrowed 
capital,—conditions which exclude from that category a great number of 
preventive works I contwiive to be most requisite as insurances against 
faimne. I do not think the Government of India can fairly complain of these 
restncuons on its public works expenditure, provided they are temporary 
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and conditional on annual revisions of the financial resources, as compared with 
the agricultural requirements, of the country. I trust that they not be 
permanent; for I regard public works, if well selected and constructed in 
accordance with sound financial conditions, as the greatest national benefit 
which British rule can bestow upon India. But for the present, at any rate, 
these temporary restrictions have at least facilitated the improved organization 
of our public works expenditure, and the reduction, not a day too soon, of our 
overgrown public works establishments. Nor, in spite of these restrictions, has 
the preparation of our programme of preventive works been abandoned. Pro^ 
jects for the construction of light cheap railroads have been, and are being, 
prepared* Some of those railroads are already commenced. Others havfe hem* 
surveyed and estimated; and wo shall continue our prejiarations for an ex¬ 
tended scheme of cheap railway-commimication, so that it may be ready for 
execution whenever we are in a position to undertake it with the sanciion of 
the Secretary of State. 

** I think that the Government of India may still record with satisfaction 
the results which, in these circumstances, it lias already achieved. The coimtry 
at present possesses 8,724 miles of railway, which by the end of next year will, 
we anticipate, be increased to 9,712 miles. It has been furnished with 17,971 
miles of completetl telegraphic communication, which will, next year, be in¬ 
creased to 19,108 miles; while the area directly served by artificial irrigation 
will then he not much less than ten millions of acres. For future years, we 
have under preparation a programme suited to our restricted expenditure, but 
capable of immediate expansion whenever the limit is enlarged. Up to the 
end of the year 1880-81, the capital-expenditure on railways, telegraphs and 
canals will have been as follows:— 

“ On railways, under the Government guarantee of a minimum rate of 
interest, £66,816,000 will have been spent. From what is called productive 
public works -grants, we shall have spent £64,800,000; and this sum includes 
the purchase-money of the Bast Indian Railway. A sum of £4,651,000 will 
have boon spent on railways from the ordinaiy annual revenues ; and as regards 
telegraphs, we shall have spent upon these £4,792,000, also from ordinary 
revenues. Upon canals, £12,680,000 will have been spent from the produc¬ 
tive works grant, £7,619,000 from ordinsiry revenues, and £1,0(K),000 of guar¬ 
anteed capital, besides £600,000 lent to the Madras Irrigation and Canal Com¬ 
pany. Thus, the total expenditure on these classes of productive works has 
been close upon £163,000,000 sterling. The burden on the tax-payers caused 
by this enormous exiienditurc is, as I have already shown, rapidly disappearing. 

“ The saving wo expect to make by recent reductions in Public Works 
establishments, together with travelling allowances and other contingent 
charges, will amount to nearly half a million sterling per annum. I may here 
mention that the Central establishments of the Imperial Government havc^ not 
been exempted from these reductions. The reductions effected in the Public 
Works Secretariat of the Government of India, and in the ofllce of railwdy- 
administration, is not far short of £7,600 in the pay of officers alone; whilst 
another £8,000 will be saved by not filfing up the vacancy caused by the retire¬ 
ment of the Public Works Member of Council. To these amoimts must be 
added the saving in contingencies which necessarily accompanies reduction of 
establishments. As a cx)mplement to the statistics of our nett expenditure 
presented to this Council by Sir John Strachey, I have requested Mr. Cliapman. 
to lay uj>on the table a statement of our nett revenue during the years 1868-69 
to 1880-81. 1 will not now trouble the Council with all the details of that 

statement; but I may say that it shows in every branch of our revenue an 
elasticity not commonly attributed to the financial resources of this country. 
The only items in which there is any noticeable decrease arci the assessed taxes, 
the inland sugar-duties, which we have abolished, and the customs-inaport- 
duties. The revenue from land has increased by one million; that from opium 
by about a million and three quarters; the excise on wines and spirits by 
nearly tliree quarters of a million; salt by nearly a million and a half ; staanpe 
by three quarters of a million. Altogether, the average nett revenue of the 
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two years 1878-79 and 1879-80 exceeds by more than six and a half millions, 
the average nett revenue of 1868-69 and 1869-70; and the average nett estimat¬ 
ed revenue of the three years 1878-81 exceeds by more than five and three 
quarter millions the average nett revenue of the three years 1868-71. Nor 
does a detailed, examination of this statement suggest any misgiving that 
this great improvement in our rev^ue is the resmt of oppressive taxation 
or a scourging fiscal system. Although there has been, since the year 
1869-70, a great increase in the public revenues, it is undoubtedly due 
to a steady growth of national prosperity, largely resultmg from improved, 
administration, and healthfully e^mibiting itself in the even expansion of all the 
‘ gimt sources of income. It has not been caused by the imposition ofi new tax¬ 
ation. The salt-tax, no doubt, has been increased to some of our population, 
but it has been simiiltaneously reduced to an immeasurably greater nuniber of 
that population ; if provincial rates have been imposed, customs-duties have, 
on the other hand, been taken off, which yielded a larger revenue; and, in lieu 
of an income-tax, which in 1869-70 produced a million, and in the following 
year nearly two millions, sterling, we have now a license-tax, expected to produce 
next year only half a million. 

** Now, when this Government is charged with having, in wanton and crimin¬ 
al disregard of the great interests committed to its care, insidiously sought occa¬ 
sion for that war which we first undertook, God knows, in reluctant recognition 
of its unavoidable necessity, and solely for the pi-eservation of the splendid 
national heritage I have now endeavoured to describe,—a w'ar of which the 
renewal has been forced upon us by the flagrant violation of most solemn treaty- 
obligations, and the cruel massacre of our whole Mission at Cabul,—when, I 
say, this odious charge is made against our charatder as Englishmen, and our 
conduct as Indian administrators,—I am content to ask all those whose (K>mmon 
sense is still unbiassed, to consider, first, the startling magnitude of the w'ar- 
power and material which Sher ‘ AU, as the world now knows, had long been 
accumulating and organising on our immediate border, at a time when we com¬ 
manded not a single one of its mountain-passes; and then, to reflect on the 
ruinous condition of chronic jianic and unrest, tlie intolerably increased burden 
of permanent military expenditure, whicli we should have bequeathed to India, 
if, when fully warned of her danger, we had left this great and growing war- 
machine planted on the very threshold of her Empire, not only at the uncon¬ 
trolled command of a Prince avowedly hostile to her, but also under the estab¬ 
lished influence, and undisputed dirc*ction, of that despotic and aggressive 
military Power which has for years btsen steadily advancing to her gates. 

“ In the presence of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, whose per¬ 
sonal organization, and constant supervision, of all its operations liave so greatly 
contributed to the successful results, thus far, of a war which will soon, I trust, 
be satisfactorily finished, it would ^ presumptuous in me to make any com¬ 
ment on the military conduct of it. But I esteem it nothing less than an im¬ 
perative, though it is also a congenial, duty, to take tliis, the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity in my power, of vindicating, from the cruel aspersions lately cast on it, 
the high character of that fine soldier, and true gentleman. Sir Frederick 
Boberts. To all who have tlic privilege of being intimately acquainted with 
General Boberts, the markefi humanity of his character is well known. The 
armed mission on which that oflBcer went to Cabul was primarily, and essen¬ 
tially, one of stern retribution. He has been accused of indiscriminate severity 
in the discharge of the painful task imposed on him. The number of those 
who instigated the massacre of Sir louis Cavagnari and liis companions, we 
shall probably never know% The number of those who participated in' tliat 
crime we cannot accumfely estimate, but it may certainly be reckoned by hun¬ 
dreds. The total number of persons tried at Cabul, under the authority of 
General Roberts, for that crime, and on other charges, was 163. The total 
persons executed under his authority was 87. But it has been 
aUoged tlmt some of the jjersons thus executed were bond fide combatants, 
^ General Roberts under a cruel and fictitious ohaigo of reb^ion, 
worse deed than the defence of their coiintry. It is with great satis- 
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faction thut, on bohalf of General Boberts and this Giovemraent, to which he 
has rendered a strict account of his procwdmgs, I deny the truth of that 
allegation. The fact is, tliat no combatant, or non-combatant, has been .put to 
death by General Roberts on any mere charge of rebellion, or for openly 
liearing arms against us; no man has sulh'.red death under, any charge not 
punishable with d(;ath by the ordinary practice of civilized warfare, or without 
the full<?st trial compatible with the inevitable conditions of martial-law 
in a barbarous country under hostile occupation. General Roberts hais 
explained that his reason for off(*ring rt'wards for the apprehension of the men , 
• who fought against him at Charasiab, and who were declared by the Amir to be 
trjiitors tp himself, was the knowledges that the assailants and murderers ’of the' 
Embassy wore to be found in tluur ranks. Exit not one of thosej men has been 
executed unless, and until, the Court w'hich tried him w^as satisfied by the evi- 
donofx before, it that he had either partieij>at(;d in tlnx attack on the Residency 
or committed some other ci-imx; to which the recognised usages of war apply 
the pxMialty of th^ath. To rummage amongst the refuse of hearsay for every 
errooked pin, d’.<> 2 )i)i'd tlu'rc; by thx* reekhissuess of rumour or the rancour of 
jMirsonal spite, and then to employ these ignoble little w'eapons in scarifying 
the character of men wdio an; labouring to serve then* countiy in conspicuous 
positions oi‘ x;onstant anxiety axxd trem(;ndous rosixmsilnlity,—this, I must be 
allowed to sa.y, is not mex’cly crux;!, it is essentially cowardly. Neither a swag¬ 
gering ])atrona go of thx; ])uhli(; consxdence, nor ostentatious professions of a 
superior personal morality, never txvsted hy the dread conditions of rx^sponsible 
l)ubli(; action, can mitigatx; or conex;al—in my ojiinioa they seriously aggra¬ 
vate,—all tlvat is either frivolous or d(;spical)le in such condxict. 

“ I havx; lint one \vord more to say about the Afghan war. It is with 
astonishixxent that I read, four days ago, the assertiou reported to liave been 
made in Parlitxmxmt hy a noble Duke, that the Government of India, or some of 
its rn(‘nih(M s, had x;omuiui\icat('d to the Tress eonfidential OT-dex's r(ici;ived on. the 
sul\it:et of this wav fi om tlw; Secretary of State with the ‘ object of raising 
PxeitexnxMxt ixi India,’ and ‘exciting the Indian Services against the decision of 
Her M rtjesty’s Gox'orumentand that I inysolf, with a similar objxxd, had 
circxil;xl('d in England ‘an ehxhoraic document I'etJommending measiu’es much 
more si'vc'ix; and vioixmt than those appi’oved of’ hy the Queen’s rc.sponsible 
advi.sers; fni thermore, thxxt .an article hilx'ly wrii texi hy Sir Henry Rawlinson 
on the sul)jeet of the Afghsin war, was written ixx conunxmiexition with the 
Viceroy, as a manifxvsto on nxy Ixcdialf against 11 xa* Majx^sty’s JMinisters, whose 
policy it is xxxy x?loar duly,*as it is ex;rt:iinly my earnest ckxsire, to cai-ry oxit in 
this m<Mttor. j'laxl I beexx guilty of any such cxxuduct, I shxxulxl, .indeed, have 
been xmworthy of the high "oflice w hich I hojic to transmit xminjurod and 
unsuUix'd to my succi'ssor. Rut, Avbilst giving to these incompr(;hx;nsihle asser¬ 
tions the most imxiualifiecl cxxntx’adietion on behalf of my collx\agues and rny^lf, 

I now declare that nxdthx.a- hx;(.Avx;exi tlu; lufxmhx'i-s of the Govxxrumcut of India, 
nor bx‘t wx;x;n this Government and Her Majesty’s Minisf.x?rs at home, is theire 
any coutlict of ojxuiiou or pxii*j)x)se rx.‘si>x‘oting our relations with Afgh.lnistan, or 
the prxxseeutiou and ohjxxts of tlix; w^ar imposed xm us hy tin; x;onxlilion in which 
wo found th(;m. It has he(;n, it is, and it wall, I feel sxxre, cxxntinuc to bx;, our 
unaniixxous dx'sirc and xm excising otfxjx-t in hxyal co-opxn-sition with (‘aeli ofh(;r, and 
complete xrxmcurrxmce with the Gxmwnment of Jlxw JMajesty, to bring this 
unsought wjij* to the exviiix'st oon(;lusix)u {.;ompatibl(; Avith the hxmourable and 
socxirxA attxxiument of the jxurxily dcfx;nsive xjbjects fxjr which it is being wagftd.”

MERCHANT SHIPPING BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Stokes moved that the Report of the Select Committee 
►h the BiU relating to Merchant Shipping l>e taken into consideration. He 
aid that the Council would remember that the primary object of this some- 
rhat heterogeneous, but, h(i hoped, useful Bill was to legislate in respect of 
msafe and unseawortby ships on the lines of the English Statute commonly 
ailed Plimsoll’s Act; and he would now state shortly the principal modifica- 
ions made by the Committoe in the Bill. 

The Committee had exempted from the operation of the chapter corre- 
ponding with Plimsoll’s Atd, vessels imdcr 160 tons burthen engaged in the 
Jative coasting-trade. It was urged that those vessels went to sea only in fair 
vfeather; for example, vessels of this class left the Madras ports when the 
south-west win<is began, and did not ridurn from Penang or Burma until the 
settled north-cast breeze was blowing. “ Thus,” said the District Magistrate of 
Madura, “ they incixrred little risk, and lives were seldom lost from wrecks 
or foundering caused by unseaworthiness.” To subject them to the stringent 
provisions of the Bill was unnecessary, and would pn)bably have the effect of 
stamping out the Native coasting-trade altogether. The Committeci had been 
informed that the same considerations applied to the Native coasting-trade of the 
Bombay Presidency, and had asceitoined that the lieutcnant-Govemor. of 
Bengal saw no objection to the luoposcd exemption. They had accordingly- 
introduced, in section 3, a clause exempting coasting and fishing-vessels of less 
than 150 tons burthen from the operation of the chapter altogether. 

As it was obviously desirable that there should be a certain harmony 
between our general and our special punitive; laws, the Committee had reduced 
the penalty for sending or taking imseaworthy sMps to sea (section 6) to six 
months’ imprisonment and one thousand rupees fine, the penalty provided for 
similar offences by the Indian Penal Code, sections 280, 282. 

They had, in the sections relating to deck and load-lines (33—43), fixed 
the responsibility entirely on the master, as, in a large proportion of the cases 
to which this portion of the Bill applied, the owner would be at too gr^t a 
distance to exercise any effective control. 

The Committee had, in accordance with a suggestion which he had made 
when the Bill was introduced, added to section 69 a proviso to enable* the 
surveyors to Lloyd’s Registt;r and to the similar association called Bureau 
Veritas to discharge their duties as such without qualifying as shto-surveyors 
in the manner prescribed by the Bill; and he had given notice ot an amend¬ 
ment which, if carried, would extend tiie operation of this proviso.

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They had omitted chapters VII and VIII of the Bill as introduced, relating 
respectively to Port-inspectors and the Merchant Shipping Act of 1876, as they 
considered that the matters to wliich these chapters related would he more fitly 
dealt with in a Bill to consolidate Act IV of 1876 and the sections of Acfc XIII 
of 1878 by which it was amended.* The Indian law of merchant shipping, 
scattered, as i^ would bo when the prt'sent Bill was ptissed, through nine Indmn* 
Acts and ten or twelve British Statutes, was indeed, from the draftsman’s point 
of view, in a most unsatisfactory condition ; and anything tluit could be done 
to reduce the number of those enactments would be a boon, not only to the 
Courts and the legal profession, but to all merchants and sailors concerned in 
Indian commerce. 

These were the chief modifications made in the Bill. The Council would 
see that the chapter on unsafe and unsea worthy ships was in the amended Bill, 
as it was in the Bill as introduced, restricted in its operation to British ships, 
although it had been urged on us fnmi more than one (juarter that it was chiefly 
in tlu'case of ships owned by the subjet’is of foreign States in Asia tliat such a 
law was required; that it was notorious that stieli ships were the most unsea¬ 
worthy and unsaf(? that left rn<Uan poi-ts; that it was in them the greatest 
number of lives was lost; and that this chapter should accordingly be extended 
to them. 

The suggestion was one which, in the opinion of the Committee, should not 
be lost sight of; but they were not prepared to deal with it in conneetkm with 
the present Bill. They believed the only precedent for such Icgislal ion in regard 
to foreign ships w'as to be found in seetion 13 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1876, and they were informed tliat, up to this moment, no attempt had been 
made to enforce that section. The Comraitti^e thought that, as it touched only 
the matter of overloading, it would not be sufficient to apply its prcivisions to 
the class of ships now referred to, the comjdaint regarding which was not so 
much that they were overloaded as that they were thorouglily rotten and 
insufficiently equipped. 

It might be that, looking to the peculiar circumstances of the case, the 
Council would be warranted in legislating for some classes of fonugii Asiatic 
ships frequenting Indian ports to an extent to which it was not usual to legislatt^ 
for foreign ships in Enghmd ; but the Committee were unable to judge from the 
papers before them whether they should or not. To enable tluan to form an 
opinion on this point, it would be necessary for them to have the fullest in- 
foiTOation as to the description of the various classes of ships in question, 
the 8ourct« from which their crews were dravm, the particular trade in whii*h 
they were engaged, the States to which they belong«,*d, and the nature of their 
relations with those States. To call for such information now would unduly 
delay the passing of the urgent measure before the Council, and tlu; Committe<* 
accordingly recommended that the qmist ion of these foreign vessels be 
reserved for separate treatment. 

* The Motion was put and agreed, to. 

• The Hon’ble Mil. Stokes moved that the following words be addtid to tlu* 
title of the amended Bill, (namely) :— 

“ and for other purposeB." 

He said, the object of this amendment was to make the title correspond 
more accumtely with the sul^e«t-matter of the Bill, which would not relah* 
merely to Merchant Shipping, if, as he anticipated, his amendment relating to 
as8es8i>rs in admiralty-cases were carried. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’blo Mii. Stokes also moved that the following words be added 
to section 69, (namely) :— 

“or apply to any peraon specially exemptwl by the liocal Government from tlie oporution 
of this seetion." 

Clia 2 )ter IV of the Bill, section 68, enabled the lx>cal Government to appoint 
conipetent persons for the purpose of examining persons desirous of practising 
the iimfession of a ship-surveyor, and to make rules for the conduct of such 
examinations, and the qualifications to be required, and for the grant of certifi¬ 
cates to qualified persons, and section 69 declared that no person should, in any 
port in which there was a x>erson exercising the profession of a ship-surveyor. 
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and holding such a certificate, exercise such profession in such port unless he 
also held a certificate granted under section 68. The object of the chapter was 
twp-fold; first, by creating a monopoly in favour of persons who had passed 
examinations, to induce them to go to small ports in which there'were no 
ship-surveyors at present; and, secondly, to amend the present system of ship- 
surveying as practised in Calcutta by subjcc5ting to some control men on whose 
professional skill, and on the care with which they exercised it, the safety of 
valuable property and still more valuable life so greatly depended. The desir¬ 
ability of making such amendment had been recognised not only in India but in 
• England, owing to the startling statements made in the last roijort of the 
Eegistwy of Wrecks. He had not yet seen this report; but the JPall Mall BudgeL 
for February 6, 1880, after remarking that the last return of wrecks and casual¬ 
ties in Indian waters seemed to shew that there was need o'f a Plimsoll in 
this country, quoted the report and proceeded— ’ 

“ The CW/a JBwa?, with fifty souls on board, left False Point for Madras in May, 1877, 
and has not since been heard of, though there was no very bad weather at the time. One sur¬ 
veyor refustid her a certificate on any terms, yet two other cxj)ertB were found who passed her 
as seaworthy. The IFild Rote, which left the Hugh in June, 1878, has, so we learn from the 
same report, * a reputation so had that a crew can scarcely be got to sail her, and she has been 
the cause of more unfortunate seamen being sent to gaol than almost any vessel afloat.' 
Notwithstanding all this, and that she had some time previously put back to Adelaide in a 
leaky condition after having been a month at sea, tliough only in ballast trim, and that no 
repairs were executed in Calcutta, surveyors were found willing to pronounce her a good 
vessel. The cause of this state of things is not far to seek ; for the Itcgistrar adds that ‘ the 
present system of ship-surveying, aS" practised in Calcutta, offers a premium to dishonesty, 
inasmuch as a man who does his duty strictly and understands it may almost starve, whilst 
dishonourable competition makes a rapid fortune.' " 

Mr. Stokes did not endorse tbe truth of that statement, as he had not 
enquired into the fatds of the two cases just mentioned ; but he believed the 
Council would admit that a primd facie case was established in favour of legis¬ 
lating in the way proposed. 

Since the Select Committee’s report was signed, the Government of Tndin 
had re<5eivod, through the Secretary of State, letters not only from Lloyds, but 
from the General Shipowners Society, objecting that the application to their 
employes of the provisions as to shi})-surveyors was not needed and might cause 
inconvenience and hardship. The Committee had already exempted persons 
employed by Lloyds or Bureau Veritas from the provisions of the Bill requirir- 
examinations and certificates. The General Shipowners Society, howeve 
pressed for further exemption. They said, 

“ the shipowners of this country are supremely interested in this proposal of tl 
India Government, seeing the immense value of the property which is now engaged in loadin 
to the Indian ports. If Your Lordship will rcfiect for one moment on the value of one cana 
steamer and on the amount at risk on ship and cargo when any accident happens to such 
ship, it will be no surprise to learn that, in such circumstances, it is not an uncommon,thir 
to send cxi>erls iiossessing the confidence of both shipowner and merchant to India from th 
countiy for the siu-eial jiurpose of surveying and directing repairs. The very best men wl 
can be found are invariably sent, and if this Bill becomes law, no such surveyor can commem 
his duties until he has passed an examination by Indian officials, of whom those interest! 
know nothing, and wlio themselves would never be employed for surveying purposes in prefe 
cncc to the man whom they h.ave by law to examine.” 

Now it seemed to liim that a ge.ntlcman sent out to survey and direct repau 
of a single specified ship, and making that survey and directing those repah 
in an Indian port, could hardly be said to “ exercise the profession” of a sMj 
surveyor within the meaning of our section. Nevertheless, to preclude a 
possible chance of hardship to competent persons, he proposed that the Counc 
should empf)wer the Local Governments to exempt specially any person froi 
the operatitm of section 69; and he had no doubt that each of the four Loci 
Governments conccrne<l would readily exercise this power whenever it wi 
applied to, by, or on behalf of, any person sent out by the General Shipowne 
or any other respectable society. The power might also be exercised in favoi 
of any pen-son of skill, experience and character now practising as a sbip-sv 
vevor in Calcutta or any other British Indian port. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

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The Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also moved that, for the title to cliapter VII ol 
the amended'Bill, the word ‘‘Miscellaneous bo substituted. He said, that 
file adoption of this amendment would depend upon the adoption of the next 
amendment which he would propose, and which he had reason to believe the 
Council would accept. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Uon’blc Mu. Stokes also moved that the following section bo added 
to the Bill, (namely) :— 

“ 85. And wlieroas it is also oxpedient <o provide for the assistance of assessors in certain 
, , , causes in Courts exeivisiu" Admiralty or Viec-Adiuiraltt’jurisdic- 

tion ; it IS hereby turther enacteil as lollows :— 

"In any Admiralty or Mee-xVhniralty cause of salva<re, towajfo or collision, the Court, 
whether it he exoroisiui? its orio'iual or its appellate jurisdiction, may if it think tit,and upon 

request of cither party to such cause shall, summon to its assistance, in such niaiincr as the 
Court may hy ride, from time to time, direct, two competent assessors ; and such assessors shall 

attend and assist accordingly. , r c , • i 4 i i i 

“ Every such assessor shall roccivc such fees for his attcudaucc as the ( ourt by rule pre¬ 
scribes. Such fees shall he paul by such of the partiw as the Court in each ease may direct." 

The reason for making this ameiulmont wa.s known not only to tho Com¬ 
mittee but to the Couneil. It lyas suggestiql hy a ease reet'iitly hi'nrd by 
Mr. Justici! ■\Vbite, who was kind enough to .send him ;i letter wliieh had heen 
printed as paper No. 12 and eirculati'd to llon’ble AL'inlxM-s. The l(‘arn<*(l ,1 udgo 
said, that bethought it was very desirable "that the Court sliould have tlu> 
assistaiieo pf nautical assessors as the Coiu-ts in admiralty-eases had in England, 
and then he Avent on to say— 

“ ll is verv uusiitisfuctory to the public and very perplexing to the Jiulge that causes ..f 
collision should he tried, as‘they now are in our Court, hy a siui,de .liidgc silling alone. J 
experienced the dilllculty very recently in the ease of T/n- Ar.t v. T/h-. Brcu/ii/i/a:’ 

The llon’ble and h'arued Advocate General bad also favoured flu' Couneil 
Avitb a note which was ])riuted as pa]>er No. 11, in wliieh, referring to that 
verv cast?, he said the presiding Judge t'xprcssed a desire to haic the assistance 
of a nautical assessor. 

"There being no provision in the existing law for the appointment of an assessor, it was 
nroiiosed to nominate one hv consent ; hut the parties not having laa-n able to agree to the 
Election of an assessor, tin? learned Judge was obliged to hear the admiralty-cause without the 
reiiuired assistance. In having to call ami examine a great many skilled witnesses as cxpmts. 
the parties were necessarily put to gn;at exj>ensc, and the tJoiirt lost much time in recording 
their examination. Such expense and inconvenience would have been avoided, eitheraltogcllu r 
or to a great extent, had the cause been tried hy the Judge and an assi ssor.” 

Th(*refore, his Ilon’blc and learned friend jiroiioscd that a clause he added 
to this Bill providing for jissessors in cases of salvage, towagti and collision. 
The •maiority of the Committee, however, thought that such a clause would 
not be appropriate in a Bill relating merely to Mer.;hant Shipping, and that, 
as the matter did not appear to he pmssing, it would he bidter to put it into 
the Code of Civil Procedure when next that Code was amendc'd. But .since 
the lleport of the Committee was presented, he learmal from the Advocate 
Gencnil that the matter was really a pressing one, and Mr. Stokes had accord¬ 
ingly framed the section for the insertion of which he now moved. 

The llon’ble Mr. Paul observed that, in his opinion, the section which 
was proposed was essential for the due administration of justice, and ho should 
be glad if the Council accepted its introduction, lie hnd aln^ady expressed in 
a short letter his reasons for urging on tho legislature the nec-cssity of intrf>- 
ducin" such a clause. The reasons for its insertion in the Bill were so A'cry 
obvious, that be did not think it necessary to take up the time of the Council. 
The power was absolutely required for the proper trial of adminilty-cases. It 
would doubtless Ik*, more approiiriatc to insert such a provision in the Code of 
Civil Procedun?, but he thought it would be detrimental to tho interests of justice 
to wait until the time arrived for the further amendment of thi; Code of Civil 
Procedure; he had ther<?lore suggested that the present section bo introduced 
in the Bill. If, for the sake of uniformity, it he necessary to incorporate this 
section hereafter in the Code of Civil Procedui'c, tl^at of course could he done. 
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The Hon’blc Mu. Stokes said that, before the question was put, ho thought 
it right to mention that the Secretary of State had just sent us a set of dr£|^t Rules 
for the Vice-Admiralty Courts in Her Majesty’s poss(?8sions abroad, which had 
b<Kin received from the Colonial Office. These Rules had been framed by a 
tJommittee nominated by the Colonial Office for the purpose *)f revising th<^ 
procedure and scale of fees in the Vice-Admiralty Courts iu the Colonies, with 
a view to the establishment of an uniform system in all those Courts, based on 
the present practice in the Admiralty Division of the High Court of .justice in 
.England. They provided for assessors as follows :— 

"97. The .ludf'C, on the application of any i)avty, or without any such application, if 
he considers that the nature of the ease requires it, may order the attendance at the bcariuf; 
of one or more nautical or other assessors to he a]>pointcd hy him. 

" 9H. The fees of the assessors shall be paid, iiithe lirst instance, by the plaintiff, uidess the 
Jud<»e shall otherwise onler. 

And the tabh's of ft;es provided for p.^ynuMits to each assessor of sums 
varying, according to the (;as(;, from £1 to £5. It would he seen that there 
was no v(a‘y subshintial diffenmeo betwtjon liis s(;etion .and the Riihjs pro])Osed 
by the Colonial Office. Thos^^ Rules would Ix^ referi*ed for considemtion tf) the 
}’r«‘sid(‘ncy High Courts and, he presumed, the, Re(!order of Rangoon,.who exer- 
eised admiralty-jurisdiction under ActXVil of 1875, section 05; and if the 
^lijipe whi(di they would ultimately assume invQlvc'd any conflict with Ihe 
stM-tion hd'orc the Council, nothing could he easier tinm to repeal that seedion.

LICENSE ACTS AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey presented the Report of the Select Com¬ 
mittee on the Bill to amend the law relating to tlie licensing of trades and 
dealings. 

The Hon’ble Sir John Strachey also moved that the Report betaken into 
consideration. He had so fully explained on a former oci‘asion everythin ' 
that he had to say on this subject, that he thought it unnecessary to take up 
the time of the Council with any further remarks. The Select Committee 
had made no alteration in tlie Bill referred to it, and the Committee h: 3 d re¬ 
commended that the Bill be passed. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Pitt-Kennedy said that he was slightly astonished to 
find, when he read the report of the Select Committee on the*Bill to amend 
the law relating to trades and dealings, that they had made no altera¬ 
tion in it, except one trifling verbal amendment in section 13. He was still 
more astonished when he heard the Financial Minister roiieat the same state¬ 
ment. So far as he was acquainted with the proceedings of the Council no 
such Bill had ever been referred to the Select Committee. He held in ’his 
hand a Bill which bore the title of a Bill to impose a tax upon trades and 
professions. That Bill was referred to a Select Committee, and it was referred 
under circumstances against which he then felt himself bound to protest, and 
which now formed the subject of the report which they had laid before them 
and he and those who protested thought they were fuUy justified in the protest 
which they then made. He did not say that the Select Committee had not 
power to change the title of the Bill—of course they had; he did not say 
ttiat they had not power to make any alterations in the provision of that 
Bill; but the BiU which was laid before them was a Bill which, so far as he 
TOuld ^ WM not in any one single passage the identical Bill which was 
Committee. The amended Bill which was placed in his 

^ sectw! contained references to a multitude 

of sections m different Acts of the local legislatures whidh he had not had an 
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opportunity of referring to, and -whether suhstantially the pro-nsions reinained 
the same as those in the Bill originally drafted—^ 

His Excellency the Pbesident was sorry to interrupt tlie Hon’We 
her, but it was his duty to point out that the original Bill—the Bill to which 
the Hon’ble Member was referring—had been -withdrawn. ^iThe Bill now before 
the Council was the Bill which was referred to the Select Committee, and it 
was a totally difEerent Bill from the Bill which -was originally introduced. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Pitt-Kbnnbdy continued—With great respect to Hia 
Excellency the President he might, perhaps, be permitted to explain what his 
position actually was. As he understood, no Bill was withdrawn. The preorae 
objection which was raised by himself and other Hon’ble Members -was that 
the Bill which had been pending before the Council had not been withdrawn, 
and a new Bill was not introduced. 

His Excellency the Pbesident again explained that, at the close of the 
Financial Statement made by his Hon’ble colleague at the last meeting of the 
Council, a motion was carried to cancel the reference of the former Bill to a 
Select Committee, and the BiU, the Committee’s report upon which the Council 
was now considering, was at the same time introduced. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Pitt-Kenneuy continued—He was not aware that the Bill 
which had been originally referred to the Committee had been withdrawn. He 
was present certainly when much discussion took place, when the intention -was 
stat^ of retaining the Bill, originally introduced, with a large number of changes. 
But a different course was adopted, and under the circumstances, certainly all the 
Meml)ors had not had an opportunity of consideration and discussion of the BiU 
in that Council. The reason why it seemed to him important to oaU attention to 
that was that matters of this kind, matters affeoting the hnaneial arrangements of 
the country, did seem to him to deserve more serious consideration and a larger 
publicity before they were finally adopted ; that if the BiU, which was practi- 
caUy to impose for an indefinite period a system of taxation on the country, 
was to l)e considered, and the whole arrangements made for its being passed 
into law, at one sitting of the Council, surely the attendance of Members who 
wished, so far as they could, to put before the Council and the public views 
which they might entertain, was embarrassed by very considerable difBculty. 
It was difficult, without some opportunity of previous consideration, to know 
what the nature of the measure was to be with which one had to deal. In this 
instance, no further publication was considered necessary. Under the usual 
practice of obtaining leave at one meeting and introducing it another week, the 
Council was at liberty— 

His Excellency the Pbesident was sorry again to interrupt the Hon’ble 
Member. The Bill before the Council was no new measure ; it introduced* no 
new taxation ; it simply revised a system of taxation which had already ’been 
introduced, and had long been existing, chiefly with the object of relieving a 
very large number of the poorer classes. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Pitt-Kennedy continued—This was a Bill by which it 
was intended to fix on the country or portions of the country, for an indefinite 
period, a system of taxation which he submitted was not necessary. He would 
submit to the Council that it did a little more; it altered the incidence 
of taxation, and, further, they had in the Bill now before them a series of refer¬ 
ences to various Acts passed by local legislatures, making alterations and 
amendments upon them. That seemed to him at least an extremely difficult 
qudstion, which might afterwards require to be discussed, namely, whether 
^ose legislatures could examine and deal with their own measures aftet 
they had been incorporated into an imperial measure. Therefore, to paaft 
such an Act as this, was a very very serious thing. If this were a Bill 
for a limited period, to terminate in its own course in a limited time, one 
might see some prospect of relief, or perhaps the introduction at a future 
time of a better method of taxation. But introduced as it was at one meeting, 
to be passed at the next, it certainly did occur to him that it -was aYoeasuie 
-which was brought to its consummation much more rapidly than could be 
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desired. However, there were other reasons. The question at present was 
whether the necessities oi, the State required additiox^al taxation. When the 
respohsihle Finance Minister stated that that was the case, M!r. Fitt- Kennedy 
for one could not attempt to deny it; and therefore it might be an absolute 
necessity that some such measure, whether one approved of it or not, should 
pass for the present; but when one had to consider all the circumstances of the 
case, one could hardly doubt that the necessity hod been brought about by 
the modification of the cotton-duties—a measure, legislative in its effect, adopts 
by a narrow majority of the ^Executive without the assent of the- 'Legislative 
Council. A very considerable portion, at any rate, of the present alleged 
deficit would not have existed if measures, which, some people at least, 
had thought not justified by the language of the Statute, had not been taken 
in the Executive Council for the remission of taxation. If one could see 
one’s way to the aspirations of the Financial Member being ever fulfilled ; if one 
could see any mode of taxation so little oppressive, so little likely to afford injustice, 
as the customs-duties; if one’s experience of this country did not tell him that all 
these attempts at direct taxation produced the largest amount of inconvenience 
to the population with the least possible benefit to the State, one might regret 
with him the existence of customs-duties. But he feared that such a prospect 
was a very remote one, and that the political necessities of the State would 
prevent the abolition of the customs-frontiers which the country possessed. 
They were told that a great benefit was conferred by remitting taxation when 
it operated as a protective duty. The protection which might be afforded l)y 
small rates of duty hardly seemed to call for suedr a rigid application of eco¬ 
nomical law, especially when one remembered that in England one remnant of 
protection still remained to the great detrimemt of Indian productions. It might 
seem a small matter, but he believed almost the only rtimnant of protection left in 
England was the differential duty upon forcign-manufacturod tobacco. Now, 
Mb,. Pitt-Kennbdy had little doubt that if that duty were removed, the exports 
of this country in the way of manufactured tobacco would indefinitely increase. 
Indian tobacco, it seemed, was not so capable of undergoing furtlu'r processes, by 
which it could be made capable of being worked up in English manufactories. The 
consequence was that Indian tobatico was, to a very large extent, excluded from 
the European market, notwdtlistanding that the cheapness of labour in the 
country did admit of Indian-manufactured tobac(?o being exported at a very low 
rate. That, he believed, was the only instance of a protective duty existing 
still in England, and which bore more hardly upon Indian production than on 
that of any other country. He could suggest a mode of taxation which might 
have some effect, perhaps, on English-manufactured goods, if a tax were 
imposed upon the China clay and size contained in imported cloths. He 
doubted whether it would not be found the most complete chock to importa¬ 
tion which had ever been suggested. Unless its results were that the 
adulterations would no longer continue, and then it would not be a very 
lu(Jrative source of revenue. 

Those were the observations which he thought himself bound to make 
upon the Bill. It seemed to him that neither the Council nor the public had 
had any sufficient opportunity of discussing the Bill, and that at least its dura¬ 
tion should be limited, so that the Council and the public should have some 
futtire opportunity of dealing with it. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Morgan said: ** My Lord,—It is a somewhat ungra¬ 

cious task to comment on the r^ults of a financial year which has terminated 
so favourably as the one just closed, and I trust Your Lordship and the Council 
will recognise that the remarks I am compelled to make are made in no obstruct¬ 
ive or hypercritical spirit, but are the necessary outcome of a very careful 
consideration of the Statement made last week by the Hon’ble Member ^n 
charge of the .finances, and of the accounts upon which that Statement wm 


“ Perhaps, the most important event, and certainly the most disturbing 
uexn^t, m the finances, which has occurred during the year, has been the 
Afghan war. As regards the political aspect of the war, I shall follow Sir 
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John Straohey in giving no o|nnion. My ohject ia merely to* oonsidd* the 
Stthjeot finan^Uy. 

“Erom the figures before the Counoil, it app^rs that the amount 
pended, during the year 1879-80, upon the 'war, directly and indirectly, htts 
mnounted to about £4,900,000. The amount which it is estimated will have 
to he spent, directly and indirectly, during the coming year is a^ut £4,OOO,OO0,' 
or a total, including the comparatively small amount expended during the year 
1878-79, of close upon ten i^lions sterling. The whole of this very large 
amount of abnormal expenditure it is proj^sed to meet out of current revenue, 
and it is the wisdom and justice of this procedure that 1 take the liberty to 
question. 

“ It is, not very long ago—three years only—when the condition of the 
finances of ttie country necessitated the imposition of a certain ’series of taxes 
to enable the Government to meet its obligations with respect to famine. At 
that time the position of the finances was shown by the Hon’blc Member in 
charge to be such that, in order to establish an equilibrium between revenue 
and expenditure, and to provide a sum of £1,600,000, which was then consid^- 
ed to be necessary as a provision against extraordinary charges on account 
of famine, as well as £600,000 for a working surplus, fresh taxation was neces¬ 
sary. Had the position of the finances been such as to yield this surplus of two 
millions of revenue over ordinary expenditure, no taxation would have been 
necessary, and the natural deduction from these premises was that, as soon as 
the financial position of the country should have improved so as to yield the 
amount needed to provide for famine-relief, which was thenceforward to be 
considered as a regular charge on the country, to the extent of £1,600,0^0 per 
annum, and the working surplus of £600,000, the taxes then imposed would 
be repealed. 

“ The principle of the new taxes, very briefly stated, was tliis—that, where¬ 
as the agricultural and trading classes were those not only who suffer^ most 
by famine in those districts where famine was rife, but who also were gainers 
by the misfortunes of their neighbours, when it happened that they themselvec 
were in the midst of plenty, these classes should be called upon to contribute 
towards the mutual insurance of each other. This principle was very open to 
question, and it was the subject of considerable criticism; moreover, the in¬ 
cidence of the tax was very unequal, not only as regards the classes to be taxed, 
but also as regards the individuals in those classes, for, in the Bill, as it first 
came before the Council, it was not proposed that any individual or firm, how¬ 
ever wealthy, should contribute more than B,s. 200 per annum, whilst, upon 
small incomes, the contribution amounted to a sum not exceeding two pCT cent. 
The Mover of the Bill was at some trouble to explain that this was a deliberate 
intention, not only because small traders contributed next to nothing towards 
the support of the State, but also because those who contributed-proportionately 
most would be the ones who would derive most benefit from the fund imthe 
shape of pecuniary relief in times of distress. In consequence of hostile criti¬ 
cism on the publication of the Bill, the maximum contribution was increased, 
but that from the smaller incomes remained untouched. 


It is now proposed in the Bill before the Council to relieve traders whose 
incomes amount to less than Rs. 600 per annum, and I cannot better illustrate 
the importance of this measure than by a reference to a speech made by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie in’ the Bengal Coimcil, in which ho stated that the 
numbers, in Bengal alone, liable to the amended Act, would stand at 66,668 
as against 716,887. To relieve so large a number of arsons from direct taxa¬ 
tion is no doubt very desirable, but it is difficult to understand why traders alone 
should be selected, and agriculturalists whose income is less than Rs. 500 per 
^,TiTniTn should still be held liable to contribute. However, I shall not dwell 
upon this point, but, my Lord, I must say that, to my mind, the propose 
change has destroyed whatever symmetry the original measure may have be^ 
thought to possess. There is now no mutual insurance, but one cIms, the aj^- 
culturaHsts, and a few of the wealthier people in another class, the trad^, aiie 
selected, in a purely arbitrary manner, to jpay a contribution towards tli j lip 
general needs of the State, to the exclusion of the rest of the oommuiiity.« ; 
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“ This can hardly, I think, he considered satislaotory; hnt 1 hare now to 
• point out that necessity for these taxes does not really appear to hare 
existed subsequently to 1877-78. From Sir John Straohey^s Statement, it 
appears that, in 1878-79, the amount collected from assessed 
£1,227,891, and he proceeds to add— 

**' The standard at which, for ordinary times, the Government aims, namely, asnrpins of 
£2,000,000, less any expenditure on famine relief and exclusive of extraordinary charges, such 
as those for fTreat military operations, would, have been attained if the accounts had shewn a 
surplus of only £1,010,109, or £1,064,102 less than the actual surplus.' 

“ It would, therefore, appear that the collections from the &tmine-taxes, 
‘save about £200,000, wore not required to make up the surplus of £2,000,000, 
but constituted a separate and independent surplus over and above that. 
figure. 

** The figures of 1879-80 are even more remarkable. In that year. Sir John 
Strachey says— 

“' The true surplus of the year'for comparisou with the standard surplus of £2,000,000, at 
which we aim, will be about £4,160,000, towards which the famine-taxes have contributed 
£1,184,000.' 

“ Excl^ive of the famine taxes, there was, therefore, an additional surplus 
^of one million over what Sir John Strachey has called the true surplus. 

“ From these figures, it is abundantly evident that neither in the year 
1878-79 nor in the year 1879-80, were the so-called famine taxes needed to make 
up the surplus of £2,000,000, and in point of fact the money collected from 
these TOurces would certainly not have been required for the ordinary fiscal 
operations of the country. It is not, however, my object to do more than point 
out the actual state of affairs as regards the past, but I find the same thing as 
regards the future. Sir John Strachey states— 

"' But for the war-expenditure, the true surplus of the year to compare as before with the 
standard surplus of £2,006,000, would not have been lees than four millions.' 

He adds—- 

‘ The estimated revenue includes £982,000, obtein^ from taxes imposed in 1877 and 
1878, to enable the Government to meet its famine obligations.' 

** To my mind, the foregoing statement conveys the impression that, but 
for war expenditure, the Government would have had enough to meet their 
famine obligations and two millions to spare, or, exclusive of the famine taxa¬ 
tion, upwards of a million to spare, and I cannot therefore avoid the conclusion 
that the maintenanoe of the assessed taxes is not to meet the jeharges of famine, 
hut to defray the cost of war. This I must consider altogether erroneous and 
unjust, for, whatever arguments may be brought forward to prove that the 
particular classes who are taxed are specially liable to contribute towards 
expenditure on famines, certainly no reasons can he adduced to prove that they 
of all others, derive any special benefit from the war now being carried on upon 
the frontier. 

“ Sir John Strachey has in his speech alluded to the question as to wheT 
ther the cost of the Tfar should fall upon Finland or India, and i^n this 
point I do not desire to express any opinion, hut it is quite clear tliat AS Sir 
John Strachey has urged, India should properly pay the cost, it is rather for 
prospective than for actual benefits, and consequently the entire burden should 
not upon the existing tax-payers. It app^rs that, up to the present 
time, about 5^ millions have actually been paid from funds in the han& 
of Government, and there, would appear to he nothing eithffl oouveoient, 
save in the sense of fitting, and certainly nothing cowardly, in spreading the 
balance of the expenditure over a term of years, especially when it is consuiered 
that the war expenditure includes a sum of upwmds of 8^ millions for the 
construction of Bailways which, though at present constructed for itratOf^ 
fpcal purposes, will, as Sir John Strachey has pointed out, permanently TOiiefit 
the country. 

“ It would doubtless he inoonvenient, if not impossible, for the Govern¬ 
ment to make any alteration in the financial promumme for the eoming year, 
put I i^ed when sittixm in CSommittee upon t& Bill now b^ore the Council, 
that its operation should, he limited to one year. My object in propoiillg this 
amendm ent was to insure the fullest reoonsid^tion of the en.yic subject of the. 
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amfisMfd taxes ad soon as tiie aotnal zesixlt of the comii^ year was known. I do 
not desire now to press the amendment, but I trust the pul^ may receive 
Your Lordship’s assurance that the views I have put forward, which coincide 
with those already expressed by the Hon’ble Mr. Inglis in the Bengal CSoun^, 

. and which I believe to be very generally entertained, will be duly oonside]^ 
by the Government when the finances shall again become thB subject of dis¬ 
cussion. 

** One other point 1 wish to mention with reference to the Financial State¬ 
ment. Sir John Strachey stated in his speech, that he did not see how the’ 
Government were to know there would be a great improvement in the exchange, 
and it is no doubt a fact that, as long as the present system prevails, it must of 
necessity remain a matter of the greatest difficulty, if not of im^ssibility, to 
make an accurate forec^t. But it is a proof of the viciousness of the pVesent 
system, as regards the maintenance of any accuracy in the Government 
accounts, that so enormous a variation as one million can take place during a 
single year. The manner in which this subject should be dealt with, in or^r 
to obtain a more secure basis for the preparation of estimates, must of course 
rest with the Executive, but I trust Your Lordship will not consider that I am 
out of order in drawing the attention of Government to this subject. I have 
no hesitation in saying, that I consider the present system entirely faidty, not 
only because it imports an element of absolute uncertainty into the accounts of 
Government throughout the year, but because it is also calculated to entail 
upon the Government the maximum loss of revenue. There is no assimilation 
in the system now adopted to the natural expansion and contraction of trade 
which takes ]place at various periods of the year, so that, on the one hand, .the 
Government is unable to take advantage of high rates when they exist, save to 
a very limited extent, and when there is Uttle demand it is compelled to f oroe- 
off bills much in excess of trade requirements, to the manifest detriment of the 
treasury. 

“ Since the time when it was determined to adopt the plan now in vogue, 
great changes have taken place, the most important being the lai^e increase 
which has occurred in the annual amount of the drawings, and I would 
that, as the figures now involved are so very largo, the attention of the Govern-, 
ment should at once be turned towards devising a change which would ensure 
greater stability, and be more suited to the existing state of affairs.” 

The Hon’ble MahIrA-jA JoTfsTORA Mohan Tagobb said:— “ My Lord, the 
country and the Government are no doubt to be congratulated on the prosperous 
state of the finances as shown in the Statement submitted to this Council last 
week. But there are one or two points in it on which I beg to offer a few 
remarks with your Lordship’s permission. In the first place, I would refer to the 
cost of the Afghan war. I do not mean to discuss the question as to whether 
T,idm or England ought, in equity to bear the whole or any portion of the cost ;• 
that, my Lord, is too large a question, and involves principles which I apprehend 
cannot authoritatively be decided here. What I would submit for considera-' 
tioo is, that smce India has been made to bear the cost, whether the whole 
burden ought to be thrown upon the present generation, especially as the cost 
of the war includes charges for the construction of frontier-railways. If the 
war has been undertaken for the protection of India, the future generation is as 
much interested in its issue as the present; again, r^ways benefit posterity no 
less ourselves, and it is on this p^ciple that State-railways have hitherto 
been constructed out of loans. The Hon’ble Member in charm of the Finances 
has dismissed the question by saying * Posterity wiU have qmte enough to do 
jn bearing its own burden’; on that gromid, I submit, no present burden could 
possibly be thrown upon future generations. 

“ The next point, my Lord, is this, when the License-tax was first intro¬ 
duced, Sir John Strachey, in .a speech which he delivered in this Council on thb 
27th December, 1877, said— 

* So fax, however, as we can now apeak for the future, the Gkivenuneat of India utteods 
to keep this million and a half as an insurance against famine alone. In saying this, I sho|^ 
expiaifi we do not contemplate the constitution of any separate statntovy f^d, as soon a 
eomna wohld be attended with many useless and inoonvenient ooxnphoations, without 
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real security. Unless, then, it should be proved hereafter by experience tfiht the annual appro¬ 
priation of a smaller sum from pur revenues wiU give to the country the protection which t; 
requires, we consider that Ihe mtimates of every year ought to make provision /or reUgionel^ 
applying the sum I have mentioned to this sole purpose, and I hope tbpt no desire to carry oul 
any administrative improvement, however urgent, or any fiscal reform, however wise, wih 
tempt the Oovemment to neglect this sacred trust* 

" In fact, it was very generally understood at the time that the policy oi 
the Government was to apply the proceeds of the tax to the construction oi 
works which would give to the country protection from famines. Considering 
* the humane purpose to which the money was intended to be applied, my 
countrymen md not complain of the tax; since then, however, instructionG 
have come from tlie Home Government stopping all public works beyond a 
certain limit, and consequently these works for the prevention" of famines 
could not have been proceeded with. Notwithstanding this, the tax has been 
collected all the same, and has b(jen otherwise spent; and it is now proposed to 
continue it to add to the general revenues of the Empire, which, noWithstand- 
ing the under-estimates made, seem at present to be in a prosperous condition, 
and do not stand in need of the continuance of the tax. Of this, my Lord, 
my count^men do complain, and I think with good reason. 

“ Then, again, if the License-tax is to form a permanent part of the hscal 
system of the country, I cannot understand why the burden should not be 
d^tributed over all scictions of the community, and ‘ an equitable adjustment 
of taxation,’ as had been originally proposed, should not he carried out. While 
the trader, earning a.little over forty ruptn^s a month, will have to bear Ins share 
of the tax, nay, wdiile the ])oorost cultiv'ator will have to pay his one pice 
in the rupee in the shape of the Public Works Cess, the professional and sala¬ 
ried classes, earning perhaps hundreds and thousands by the month, are not 
required to pay anything. This, my Ixird, I submit, seems to me to bo very 
anomalous. It has bc'cu said that this scheme has been abandoned because 
no more money is absolutely required; but at least relief could have been given 
to the other classes to the extent that the taxation of these two classes would 
have yielded, or perhaps the minimum of the live hundred rupees could 
have been raised to a higher figure, or, bettor still, a fair minimum limit for 
the assessment of the Public Works Cess, which is but a counterj)art of the 
License-tax for the agricultural classes, might have been tixc'd. Such an 
equitable adjustment of taxation would have thrown the burden upon those 
who could well bear it, and would have afforded relief to those who most 
needed it.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. CoiiVTN said tliat he wished to make a few remarks on 
the objections w^hich had been taken to the measure by his Ilon’ble friends 
who had previously spoken. In the first place, he would notice the criticisms 
made by his Hon’blc friend Mr. Kennedy. Of these, the first to which he 
•would advert was the aUegation that sufficient opportunity had not been afforded, 
^either to the Members of Council or to the public, for discussing the present 
measure. It seemed to him a suflBcicnt answ’^er to this criticism to say tliat the 
Bill now before the Council made no change whatever in the existing law, 
and, except that the fees on annual incf)raes below Us. 600 would he remitted, 
that it left existing taxation exactly as it was. Moreover, the previous measure 
which had been introduced, and subsequently withdrawn, hod, as it happened, 
given the fullest opportunity for discussion both of the principles and details 
of the present license-tax. Since there had been this opportunity, and since the 
law which it was proposed to continue had actually been in force for two years, 
he thought that no criticism could bo more beside the mark than to say tliat 
there h^ been no opportunity of discussing the present Bill. 

In the next place, it had been said by the llon’blc Member that the BiU might 
possibly limit the powers of the Local Governments in a way tliat this CouncJil 
never mtended. He did not think that this would bo the case ; but if it were, 
the remedy would be very simple, namely, to convert the license-tax into an 
imperial measure, instead of leaving it, as now, to be dealt with by local Acts. 

Then, again, the Hon’ble Member (Mr. Kennedy) had said that he 
accepted the necessity which the Hon’ble Member in chmrge of the Einancial 
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Department had asserted to exist for continuing further taxation, but he had 
gone on to say that this necessity would never have been felt if it had not been 
for the late repeal of the duties on cotton. Now, he would remind the Cguncil 
that the total amount of money lost by the repeal of this duty in this year was 
less than ^ million, and that the amount during next year’would not 
exceed ^ million. But ^ million out of the surplus of 2 millions for which 
additional taxation had been imposed two years ago had been provided for ad¬ 
ministrative improvements and financial reforms, and the excess of revenue 
over expenditure on the ordinary account dxiring the approaching year would 
probably bo much over 2 millions. Provision enough, therefore, had been m.nde 
to meet this charge out of the anticipated income of that year. Even if there had 
been no stJoh additional charge of ^ million to he met, it could hardly ,be said 
that the state of the financf^s would have bt^n such as to justify'the permanent 
remission of 1 million sterling of taxation. To repeal the license-tax would 
cost the Treasury not less than this sum; for it must be remembered that, if the 
license-tax were repealed, the famine-cess on the land must also be given up. 
The two taxes stood or fell together, and could not, with fairness, be treat^ 
differently. He would not follow the Hon’ble Member in his further remarks 
and suggestions for changes in those duties, as these were matters which were 
not before the Council. Whether such changes might be necessary hereafter, 
and whether future taxation should then be increased or diminished, were 
questions which had better be left to the future. 

Turning now to the remarks made by his Hon’ble friend to the right (Mr. 
Morgan), his fijpst charge was that the taxation of the commercial and 
trading edasses was originally not very equitable, and, since it was now propos¬ 
ed to limit taxation to incomes exceeding lls. 600, that not only had the sym¬ 
metry of the edifice been destroyed, but its foundation, so to speak, had been 
taken from beneath it. Now, he could not at all undersland this ar^ment. He 
would admit that the commercial and trading classes had been selected as the 
classes upon whom this taxation should peculiarly fall, not because it liad 
been considered an absolutely just or perfect measure to lay the whole 
burden of the tax upon them, but because it had been necessary, either to 
draw the line more or less arbitrarily somewhere, or else to extend the tax 
to the whole community and mak(? it an income-tax. The latter course had 
not been thought a proper one to adopt when the new taxes were introduced ; 
and, that being so, he thought that the selection of the agricultural and com- 
ra(^rcial classes, as being the portion of the community to w'hom it might, with 
least injustice, be confined, could easily be justified; but he understood the 
Hon’ble Mr. Morgan rather to impugn the justice of the proportion in which 
the tax would now be divided between these tw o classes, than the propriety of 
their selection in the first instance. In reply to that criticism, fie would point 
out that, according to the estimate', the agricultural class would pay £525,000 and 
the traders £535,000 during next year. He thought that these figures were suM- 
cient to show that the balance did not incline unduly against either class, and that 
the burden was pretty equally distributed between them. Then, as to the argu¬ 
ment that the foundation of the tax on the commercial class wiis destroyed when 
all incomes IkjIow Rs. 500 were exempted, it must be borne in mind that in taxing 
the commercial classes, a certain number of incomes under all ciicumstances must 
necessarily be exempted. The tax could not be paid by every trader, however 
small; it could not be argued that it was necessaryto tax paupers in order to 
relieve paupers; a line must, in practice, be drawn somewhere in order to 
exclude the poorest tindcirs. Whether that line was rightly drawn above; 
incomes of Rs. 600 was a matter to be determined by expediency, and there 
might be much difference of opinion about it, but the. exemption of a largd 
number of petty incomes was an indispensable accompaniment of a tax of this 
nature, and did not destroy its foundation. He would not now notice the 
remarks of his friend about the application of the surplus created by the 
famine-taxes, l>ecaus(‘ he (M». Colvin) thought it would be more convenient 
to deal with them in connection with the arguments which had heen adduced 
on tin? same subject by the Hon’ble Maha^ja Jotindra Mohan Tagore. Ho 
would, therefore, revert te that .subject hereafter. Mr. Morgan had gone on 
to argue that, granting for the sake of • argument that it was right that India 
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should pay for the entire cost of the AfghAn war, still it was not fair that the 
existing tax-payers should pay the whole of the cost, hut that some portion 
might, with justice and propriety, he shifted on to the shoulders of posterity. 
Thei’e inust always be room for a good deal of argument about the extent to which 
war-chargeS should be debited to the people in whose time a war was carried on. 
TTe wo\ild leave that argument to be more fully dealt with by others, but he 
must say that he was not one of those who thought that the charges on account 
of war could fairly be transferred to posterity, unless they were clearly beyond 
oiir own means to pay. If, indeed, the (|uestion at issue had been that of im^s- 
ing heavy additional taxation to meet the present war-expenditure, a good deal 
might l)e said in favour of hesitating and looking further, before we undertook 
to pay the whole cost of it; but, seeing that no additional taxatidn was pro¬ 
posed, and that our present taxation, whatever objection might be urged against 
it, could not by any means be called excessive and beyond the power, of the 
country to bear, it did seem to him that we ought to bear our own burdens, 
and not remit a million sterling of taxation, for our own benefit, in the vague 
hope that posterity might find it much easier to pay than we do. 

He would proceed now to the remarks made by his Hon’ble friend tlie Ilon’ble 
MahArdjA Jotindra Mohan Tagore. He would not repeat what he had said 
on the cost of the war, but lie would turn to the argument used by the Mahd- 
rdjd in regard to the application of the proceeds of the famine insurance taxation. 
He thought a few words of explanation on that subjind might be of some use, 
because there was still a great deal of misapprehension in regard to it. The arrange¬ 
ment made two years ago, when additional taxation for famine purposes had 
been imposed, was that there should be a permanent surplus of millions 
of ordinary income over ordinary expenditure, and that this surplus should 
meet the ehargo for famines. It was obvious that in aiTanging for this surj)lus, 
ordinary receiiits and expenditure only had b(‘en taken into calculation, bci^ause 
no financier could promise that he would have a surplus in every year under all 
possible circumstances. He could not guarantee a ycjarly surplus when he had 
to meet extraordinary and unforeseen heads of expenditure of indefinite amount, 
unless he had Fortunatus’ cap in his possession. All that he could do ^vas 
to provide a surplus in excess of the ordinary annual charges, and to take care 
that those ordinary charges did not increase so as to absorb his surplus. Any 
such increase, made without duo cause, would have givem vei'y just gi’ounds for 
saying that the proceeds of this taxation had been misapplicMl. It was quite clear, 
however, from the figures which had been laid before tin; Council, that there had 
been no such increase, and that a i)ermancnt addition to the annual ordinary re¬ 
venue of the country had actually bcjon made to the extent of otic and half 
millions. Now it had been fully explained at the time when this tax had 
been imposed, that this millions were to be used in extinguish¬ 
ing or preventing debt. To quote the words of the Hon’ble Member in the 
Finance Department: “ I think, my Doitl, I have now made clear how we propose 
to a 2 )i)ly this 1^ millions, which we hope to provide as an insurance against 
famine. We shall apply, it virtually to the reduction of debt.” It was then 
exjdained that this millions of 8 ur 2 >lus would enable Government to borrow 
millions less in each ytiar hereafter, so that, at the end of ten years, it might, 
if necessary, borrow as much as fifteen millions, without putting itself in a worse 
position than it occu 2 >ied at the commencement of that 2 )eriod. It had been shewn 
beyond dis 2 >ute in the Financial Statement made the other day, that a surplus 
exceeding six millions will Iiave been n232>licd during the three years under 
review to the objetit contcjmplated. Financially, therefore, the engagements 
which were made in 1878 had been fulfilled. It liad betm said, however, by his 
friemd to the right that the money whi(!h had been so added to the income of 
Government should have been ap 2 >lied, as was then 2 )romised, to productive 
public, works. He (Mr. Colvin) would say, before going fui*ther, that this did 
not a 2 Jj)ear to him to have been an essential part of any obligation which the 
Government then undertook. So long as it diminished debt, it did all, in a 
money point of view, that it undertook to do. But it was true tliat, at that 
time, it was fully intended to apply this surplus of millions to the construc¬ 
tion ot public works of a productive character, and that this intention had been 
strongly expressed. As ho understood the matter, were two reasons for 
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so applying it. In the first place, in a year Trhen the ordinary income exceeded 
the ordinary expenditure, no debt was usually contracted by the Govemmenl^ 
except for one purjwse, and that purpose was the prosecution of produgtk^ 
public works ; secondly, because, by pushing on and completing works <5i this 
kind, the beat possible precautions were taken against the disastrous effects of 
future famines, and against the recurrence of heavy charges upon this accotmt 
hereafter. Now, we bad seen in the Financial Statement that the debt will have 
been kept down during 1878-79-80, by a sum fully equal to the proceeds during 
those three years of the taxation for famine purposes. It could not be main¬ 
tained, therefore, that those proceeds had been misapplied, even if productive 
public works had been neglected. There had, however, been no such neglect, 
of them. Something like eiglit millions, if he remembered right, had bepn spent 
upon them during the last two years. In the approaching year, no doubt this sum 
would be considerably diminished, under orders which the Government of India 
could only obey, and no more than 2-J millions would be expended on 
that account. He did not see, even if 2^ millions only were expended 
upon productive public works, how it could be said that the famine-insuranoe- 
mon(‘.y had not been properly applied. As long as a sum equal to the proceeds of 
famine-taxation was applied to the reduction or prevention of debt, there was no 
such misapplication. Now, the annual proceeds of those taxes, as every body 
knew, were much less than 2^ millions. They had never exceeded £ 1,360,000, 
and were now, in round figures, only about £1,000,000 per annum. Financially, 
therefore, the enforced reduction of expenditure during next year upon productive 
public works did not affect the question of famine-insurance at all. On other 
grounds, however, this reduction was very greatly to be deplored. It was im¬ 
possible to deny tliat, after what had been said in the budget of 1878, the public 
had good reason to expect that productive public works should be actively pushed 
on. Their vigorous prosecution was in itself a most desirable thing, ^cause 
they afforded the best means of mitigating or averting the disastrous effects 
of future famines in India. Besides this, there was no mode in which capital 
could be more profitably invested. It had been shewn in the Financial State¬ 
ment of last week that over 65 milKons had been so (Jxpended during the last 
twelve years to the incalculable benefit of the public, and without costing 
them a penny of interest. He thought that every body might well join in 
the hope tliat the limit of 2^- millions during the present year would soon 
be increased. 

In the last place, his Hon’hie friend had remarked on the exemption 
from taxation of the official and professional classes. He had understood 
him to say that, if taxation w^as to be equitable, it ought to be extended 
to these classes also. Mb. Colvin quite agreed with him that, if taxation 
for famine purposes was to be perfectly equitable, it should be extended 
a good deal further than it went now ; but, in that case, ho did not see, as 
he had already said, how any line was to be drawn which would not *be 
open to criticism, unless it embraced the whole community. That was the 
only equitable way of extending the tax. No doubt, if more money were 
needed, the tax might, on grounds of necessity rather than of equity, be made 
to include some classes who were now exempt. It had, indeed, been proposed 
a short time back to include the professional classes; but that proposal was 
avowedly made because more money was bcliev(?d to be necessary, not because 
there wsis any speeial propriety in taxing the professional elasses, who neither 
received relief in times of famine, nor derived profit under any circumstances 
from it. He tliought it would be difficult to give any equitable reason for taxing 
professional persons and exempting fund-holders. Nevertheless, if a further 
contribution to the treasury had Ixsen needed, he thought that there were 
grounds other than those of strict equity on which it would have been justifi¬ 
able to take that contribution from the official and professional classes. But 
when there was no need of further taxation, he could not see that there was 
any greater fairness in extending the incidence of the tax to the profe^onal 
classes tlian in leaving it as it was. He believed that the feeling wmch lay at 
the bottom of much of the desire to extend this taxation to the official and 
professional classes had found expression in a memorial which had been circu¬ 
lated that morning to Members of Council. That memorial said— ’

“ Rightly or wrongly, men are apt to endure, with a comparatively light heart, burdens 
jjonimon to all. * * * * Por fjjg general run of tax-paying humanity, the question is 

novdpubt, as has been confeescd, one of feeling, and a far from generous feeling. Por them 
misery loses half its sting when it is universal. They are apt to regard it as among the ills 
that flesh is heir to. A general calamity, like the well-known ‘ one touch of nature,^ makes the 
whole world kin." ^ 

He supposed that the writers meant that general suffering from an income- 
tax was better than partial suffering from a license-tax, and if they meant 
tJiat, he was not at all inclined to disagree with them ; hut he did not think 
the feeling there expressed should he gratified by extending taxation to any 
one particular class, when no extension of taxation was otherwise called for. 

The Hon’hle Mb. Hope said :—“My Lord, the llon’ble Sir Jolm Strachey, 
in his recent linancial Statement, alluded to Ihe scheme for saving a consider¬ 
able ])ortion of our customs-revenue by substitution of registration-fc!CS for 
customs-duties. He gave no opinion of his own, or on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment, but he said that the scheme deserved to be considered, and he made 
allusion to myself, as having lately given it my attention. It will probably 
be expected that in response to this invitation, 1 should over to the Council 
and the public some explanation on the subject. 

“This explanation I must preface by two very distinet provisoes, I have 
no intention of discus-sing the propriety of tlu; policy which tin; present Gov(?rn- 
ment hsis followed regarding the cotton-duties and other items of the ^rariff, and 
I beg that nothing which 1 may have to say in <‘lucidation of my subject 
may bt? taken as even indirectly raising such an issue. Moreover, I do not 
to-day come fonvard as the j)roposer of registration-fees: my position is not 
Lhat of an advocate^ but analogous to that of an enquirer giving an account of his 
investigations, or a Judge; summing up evidence for tin* <!onsidcration of a ji»y’. 

“ The discussions consequent on the Tariff Act of 1875 naturally led me to 
look into the whole history and structure of tlu; Indian Tariff, and to consider 
all possible changes and altoiaiatives. The idea of rcgistration-fc(‘s, which is, 
as the Hon’blo Sir John Strachey has told us, a very old one, then had its 

share of attention, and I again examined it in 1870, when an opinion that 

many of the main heads of the Tariff did not yield enough to justify their 

retention was first emphatically urged on the Govemintmt of India. The 

natter, however, had no present importance until 1878, when the notification 
>f March ISth abolLshcd t he duties levied on cc*rtain coai-se cotton-goods, and 
inder twenty-seven main heads of the Tariff. In this y)ractical declaration that 
i duty was indefensible if it either was at all protective or did not yield a sum 
absolutely as well as relatively large, togetbcjr with the imjK)rtjint exposition 
)f customs-policy contained in tlie Ifiuancial Statement of that year, was 
;lcarly fore.shadowed the end of the bulk of the impori-duties. At the 
ame time, the financial difficulty of dispensing with such an im])ortant item in 
lie .Indian revenues was obvious, and I therefore, .after my return from England 
i.year ago, obtaine<l Sir John Strachey’s j)ermission, with full official aid, for 
nvestigating the r<;gistration-fee question in a more thorough manner than I 
lad hitherto found practicable, I may here ac;knowledge the valuable assist- 
nce I received from Mr. J. D. Maclran, the Colh;ctor of Customs at Calcutta, 
rom Mr. O’Conor, the A.ssistant Secretary in the I-)<;partment of Financ.e and 
Commerce, and also from the Head Appraise)- at the Custom-house, Mr. Phipps. 

V few days ago, too, Mr, J, W. 0’K.eefe, a member of the Committee of the 
leugal Chamber of Commerce, and recently my colleague on the Tariff Valmi- 
ion Committee, kindly j)laced at my disposal some very inh'resting and useful 
■alculations and suggtistions, drawn up by himself a couple of years since. But 
hough I have been told that the registration-fee idea has been more than once 
n(H>tcd in India, I liave bexjn unable to dist;over on record one single line, 
)ffici{il or demi-official, about it, and have, therefore had to work" it out, ah initio, 
>n what I suppose to be its first principles, 

“Registration-fees I understand to moan a charge upon articles of 
import and export (oxcejit a few otherwise dealt with on sj-iecial grounds), 
miposed primarily with the view of covering the cost of registering and pub- 
lisning statistics of trade and navigation for the benefit of the commercial public.

but enhanced for revenue-purposes slightly beyond the actual cost of such 
statistics. The excess charge is in reality a customs-duty, laid on quite irr^^ 
spective of ptotectiveness or other general considerations, and defend^dr'^n 
the ground, first, that it is needed for revenue, and, secondly, that it is prao- 
• tically inappreciable by trade. 

“ I will now relate my working out of the scheme on tfiis basis. To be 
practically inappreciable by trade, it is evident that the form in which the -fee 
is levied must be that which puts trade to the least possible trouble, delay and 
indirect expcjnse, and that the rate of the fee must be extyemely low. 

“ As to form, ejeisting cjornraorcial practice might be largely followed. The 
denominations under which various descriptions of goods pay freight, dock-* 
dues, quay-fex^s, landing and other charges are the gradual oul^eome •of long 
experience, and will be found a valuable, though not infallible, guide. In other 
words, weight, number, measurement, customary ])ackage (*. e., bale, chest, case, 
bundle, «fcc.), and the like, will each be found to have its peculiar appropriate¬ 
ness for certain goods, which may be charged acjcordingly. Again, wherever 
goods already pay ducis to Port Commissioners, the registration-fee might be 
included in their bill, so that one payment would cover everything, and the 
merchant would lx; saved all separate dealing with customs-ofi&cers. In many 
cases the fee might be paid in stamps affixed to a bill, manifest, port-clearance 
or other document. 

“ As to rate of fee, it would seem that one p(;r cent, is the very highest 
which coidd be imposed <;onsistontly wdth the principle. As to whether one per 
(sent, would bo ‘ pracitically inappreciable by trade' or not, I have received very 
conflicting o])inions from m(;rcantile men. Some contend that * one per cent, 
is p(;r c,i;nt.,’ and that in these hard times everything tells: others rejoin 
thal thfxuie per cent, duty on iron, for instance, and many even heavier private 
tradcvcharges, have not the slightest effect on the market. I must hasten to 
explain, however, that I do not mean that any goods, excepting possibly 
some few for which this would be the fairest course, should be charged the fee 
ad valorem^ but merely that the fees fixed per ton, package, &c., should not 
have a higher incidence than this on the value of the goods. 

“ To draw up schedules of fees suitable in form and amount to the*different 
classes of goods would evidently be a task of some difficulty, to be performed 
only by a Committee of exjK;rts, in which the mercantile community must bo 
largely repre-sonted. The fees would have to be convenient round sums, and 
owing to this, and to fluctuations in value,*there might often be an inequality in 
their incidence on differpnt articles. But such inequality necessarily accom- 
paniixi Tariff-valuations under the present system; the maximum being one 
per cent., it could here only extend to some petty decimal, and it would be 
redressed periodically by revision such as Tariff-valuations now undergo. 
Whether such a Committee could produce satisfactoiy schedules or not has been 
disputed. I am not prepared to affirm that it could. But I have been ai^sured 
by exwdlcnt mercantile authority that the thing is quite feasible, and would 
incidentally produce much greater equity in Port Commissioners’ and similar 
charges, and I am inclined to thjnk so. 

“ The next point presenting itseK is, what branches or classes of trade 
should be subjected to the fee ? It has been strongly urged on me, by both offi¬ 
cial and commercial authorities, that the coasting-trade should pay it; but l am 
totally unable to concur. The coasting-trade, could not bo made liable with¬ 
out subjecting it to a vast amount of restriction from which it is now free, and- 
reversing the jwlicy of liberating it as much- as possible which I followed in 
the Sea-customs Bill, now Act VIII of 1878. I cannot sec why goods moved 
by sea from one part of British India to another should pay a fee any more 
than goods so moved hj land, and wc surely are not going to re-establish transit- 
duties throughout India. Moreover, goods moved from port to port would pay 
over and over again. As to other branches, it would be highly objectionable 
to levy a fee on treasure ; and re-exports, which now get the benefit of diraw- 
back, should perliaps be exempt. Another exception te the registration-feo- 
system would be the case of articles on which it was necessary, fpr special 
’ reasons, to maintain the existing duties—^that is to say, arms, bearing a high 
• duty for political reasons; salt and liquors, on which we levy an excue ; opium, 

I 
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nominally, but for the maintenance of our monopoly; and rice. The case of 
--rice is a peculiar one, but I need not discuss it as it has just been fully explained 
b^tbe Hon’ble Sir John Strachey. In short, the fee-system, if introduced at 
all, might fairly apply to the .whole cxtei'ual import and export-trade exccj)ting 
the classes I haye just mentioned. 

“ I will now turn to the financial aspect of the measure.' From the Trade and 
Navigation Statements for 1878-79 calculations have been made, distinguishing 
(every sub-head of the Tariff, and apjfiyiug to the known quantities and values 
fees expressed (provisionally) in the denominations used for the shiteraents, and 
not exceeding one per cent, in incid(;nce. The result thus arrived at cannot be 
« far different from that which fees, according to schedules eventually prepared 
by a Committee, would yield. 

“ The total receipts in 1878-79 from import and export-duties, excluding salt, 
were £2,‘<i73,000. Deducting £20(),()00 for loss by reduction of cotton-duties 
in 1879-80 and £66,000 for indigo and lac just made free, we have a customs- 
revenue of £2,017,000, from whi(!li further heavy loss through importations of 
free cotton-goods is anticipated. Deducting from this, again, the duties to be 
retained, namely, £5,600 for arms, £361,900 for Uquors, and £570,300 for 
rice, we arrive at a balance of £1,079,000 derived solely from duties which 
wotdd come under the registration-fee scheme. I’he fees are calculated to pnj- 
duce on imports £388,000, on exj)orts £420,000, and by saving in customs- 
establishments about £80,000, total £888,000. This shews a loss of £191,200, 
ompared with the £1,079,000 just mentioned. But this loss wovild bo a final 
)ss, and the fee-revenue would increase in future with the trade of thoErnpin;; 
whereas, as things now are, the Financial Statement contemplates a Io.ss of 
i60,000 in 1880-81 from importation of grey duty-fr(M! goods alone, and*the 
iltimate disappearance of £615,000 more for cotton-duties, if not the abolitio 7 i 
if the* whole import-tariff. 

“ Such are, rovighly speaking, the aspects which a registration-fee system, 
upposing I rightly understand it, would present if ai)j>lie(i to British India. 

“Those who approve of the system would probably support it by sotuc such 
nnsiderations as the following. Whatevcjr may hai)i)en to custoius-dutics in 
;eneral, some custoras-cstahlishraent must be maintained to levy duty on salt, 
iquors and the other special items. The quantities, value and other jJarticulars* 
f all the sea-borne trade, whether friio or not, must always he collected and 
ested for statistical returns, sueh as the Board of Trade comjjiles and publishes 
a England, and a charge may fairly be made for this. ]»ort Commissioners, who 
3 vy certain fees on all goods, now exist at Calcutta, Bombay and llangoon, and 
^ill probably soon be constituted at Karachi—four ports wlifch engross between 
hem 88 per cent, of the whole trade of India. It is just as ea.sy for a clerk tc 
3 vy four annas in one bill as two annas. Why not utilise all this inevitabh 
aaphinery for a registration-fee-systcni, securing a larger sum for revenue-pur- 
ipses, and at the same time getting rid of a mass ot customs-officials and restric- 
ions, with all the friction they involve ? Again, this system will j)iacticallv, a.‘ 
las been said in a Calcutta newspaper, ‘ lay for ever the ]ihantom of protec- 
ion.’ Theoretically, it of course will not do so, since; arti(;I(‘s imj)orted Avhicli 
an also be produced in India will be weighted witli the fee, but the fee will lx; sr 
ight as to have no practical effect. Mr. Laiug in 1861, and many high authori- 
iessince, have argued that an import-duty was justifiable on arlndes .similar tc 
iny produced at home, if its firnount was so moderrate; that it (rould not s(;rioush 
ifiect trade, and that the establishment of a corresiionding (;xcise was uotworti 
vhUe.

At any rate, the system may well be acee.pted bj 
ill parties as an eirenicon, removing all grounds of bitterm;ss and ill-will betweei 
India and Manchester, and as substituting an unexceptionable source of rove 
nue, ‘ expansive in proportion to the progress of the Emj)ire,’. for a hetero'n; 

neous mass of duties open to, and destined to fall before, numerous economi

Again, thejEeti'mn 
never ho absolutely equal and equitable unless charged ad valorem^ which 
would be very vexatious. Round sums must be fix(;d, whiclj will vary in real 
incidence according to market-prices. Inequality of incidence ad valorem is 
justifiable in wharfage or Port Commissioners’ charges, because i)ackages occupy 
space, or cause labour in hoisting and removal, quite irrespective of their value, 
but to the ease of a fiscal fee this does not apply. Moreover, £200,000 out of 
the proposed fees on imports wdll be derived from cotton-goods, so the whole 
remaining import-trade wiU be taxed for the paltry sum of £188,000 ! No dutjfc 
fee, or wnatewer else you pl(;ase to call it, is worth the trouble of collecting if 
less than five ]:)er cent. Pinally, the exj)ort portion of the scheme is espccsially 
obnoxious. Rxport-duties, excepting where there is virtually a monopoly of 
th(5 foreign market, are equally condemned by (iconomists and politicians. Sir 
William Muir denounced them emphatically in 1875, with the concurrence of 
liord Northbi’ook, and no one pretending to education or common-sense can 
say a word in their favour. It is no use in this case to talk of the lightness of 
tlie fee. The Indian export-trade (excej)t in rice) lives ‘ by the skin of its 
teeth,’ and t!annot bear the slightest fiscal impost. Quick and easy communi¬ 
cation, with competition, have so cut down profits that one per cent, often 
mak(;s all the diiferentjo between gain and loss on a shipment. 

“ To this attack, the rejoinder may be offered that we cannot regulate prac¬ 
tical qiK^stions by the tlujories of doctrinaires, and de minimis non curat lex : 
that one per cent, is inappreciable in all trade not of a purely specuLative and 
unsound character; that on exports the fee might be only a half per cent., 
though this concession is not really necessary : that the * inequality of inci¬ 
dence ’ objct?tion to the fee applies ec^ually to tarifl-valuations, which are used 
by all nations as an unobjectionable c?onvenience ; and that as we must make 
some (diarg(5 for keeping trade-statistics, the? opportunity of aiding the revenue 
by a slight enhaucemcmi; of it should not bo thrown aw'ay. 

“ I must not igTiore another class of objectors, who will demur to the entire 
proposition that the Avhole cotton-duties, much less the other import-duties, are 
cither ‘ dead ’ or dying. They AA'ill contend tliat the recent reduction of 
cotton-duty has gone entirely into the; pot^kcjts of Manchester instead of benc- 
fitting the Indian consumer, that the cotton-duties remitted should be re¬ 
imposed, and that cvtjn if tlniy should eventually be removed, the other duties 
should be maintained on revenue-grounds, as th(^y are collected easily and with¬ 
out jjressure. They Avill be for s}u?rifi.eing nothing cxce 2 )t upon compulsion, 
and for living on in hope of a tdiange of policy. But regarding such objections 
I can only note them existence, for to do more would be to raise the whole 
question of policy from which I began by doelai'ing my intention to abstain* 

“ My liord, I have now stated to the best of my ability the case foi* and 
against the project of registration-fees. It is fortunately not nect'ssary for ‘rnc 
to draw any conclusion, and T do not mean to do so, or to point at any. 
The subject in its principles and details needs general discussion and considera¬ 
tion by ithc public, and after that, a decision could be formed only in full view^ 
of the doofti of the existing dutms and of the alternatives pi-e icnted. In the 
abstract, I presume that almost every one would prefer no duties. I myself, 
when moving the consideration of the Sea Customs Bill in i^ebruary, 1878, 
expressed the following opinion : 

‘“Tbe second step by which custom-house restrictions nii<jht be further .ind very largely 
relaxed is by alteration of our Customs-tariff. If it were possible in lieu of the fifty or sixty 
main heads of the lrni)ort-tariff, to have duties on only six or seven imjwrtaut, well-defined 
and readily distinguishable articles, the relief afforded in the matter of preventive scrutiny, 
check, stt>ppage, seizure and the like, and informalities, would be enormous. It is, of course, 
no part of my duty to indicate or suggest any policy of this sort on general grounds. 
What 1 say is said merely in connection with the subject of customs-proc^ure now before 
us.' 

“Whether the alternative to a registration-fee is to bo absolute •freedom, 
or the substitution of some other specified form of taxation, is a consideration 
material to the issue, and matil the time has arrived, if it ever does arrive, when 
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the Mnancial Member and the Executive Government think it nwessary to 
• •yirc'sent the question in a complete form, no final opinion can bo satisfactorily 
arriV'ed-at.” 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor said“ My Lord, in common 
with all those whb feel an interest in the welfare of this country, I congratulate 
the Government of India on its financial position as it was described in the 
statement of my honourable friend Sir J. Strachey, and I must congratulate the 
Government almost as much on having at length discovered how good its 
financial position really has been for some time past. I cannot too strongly 
express the gratification which I feel tliat the Government of India is now in a 
position to give unanswerable proof of the absolute arouudlessncss of the mis¬ 
chievous panic which has of late been started on the subject of the insolvency 
of India. But my.congi-atulations w ould not, I am sure, lie so valuable to 
my honourable friend if they were unaccompanied hy such ci’iticisms on his 
statement as should indicate the sincerity of the sjm-it in which I am dealing 
with the subject, for my honourable friend is well aware that there ai'e c<‘rtain 
financial points on which I am not altogether at one Avith him. Nothing is 
further from my mind than to make any disagi’ccnhle comments on tlu* jK)licv 
of the Government of India, and inciecd it w'ould b(‘ very unbecoming that I 
should do so. What I Avish to do is simply to raise a voice of Avarning against 
a tendency to lose sight of some of the r(?al causes of that anxiety, under the 
feeling of inteiuse I’elicf at our release from a jK)sition of embarrassnumt and 
anxiety. 

“ What I have to say is to a great extent in the intere.sts of the Local 
GoA’cmments, Ix'cause I think that avc havt^ been ])laccd in a ])osi(ion in Avhich 
we should not have heen placed if a little more fori*slght and confidence in the 
elasticity of the revenue of this country had Ixm'ii shoAvn. We Imve been 
exposed to a process of what is commonly calhxl squeezing, and as a conse¬ 
quence, we have had to suspend all progress in administration and public works 
for a w'hole year. If tliat was all, I should not have so much to say; but 
wdiat I do complain of is that the same process is ap])arently to be continued 
for another year, when nobody can, I should think, hohl that anything of the 
.sort is necessary. In May last the Government was led to take a most alarming 
view' of its position—a view which luis nt^w been shewn not to have been 
warranted by the facts. So far as we are now told, tlure was notliing whatever 
to justify the scare which possessed the Financial Depurtnumt in May. I am not 
among those who hold that the scare was not real: I fully b(dh*ve that my 
lionourable fritmd was suffering from the apprehensions which were then 
expressed. But though I am quite j)repared to acce])t to the fullest possible 
extent Sir J. Strachey’s assurance that this want of foresight on the part of tlie 
Government led to a searching examination into every bi-ancli of the public 
ex'ponditure, which has been very useful and very satisfactory, I believe that this 
examination might have been just as well carried out w ithout such violent 
measures. I greatly rfcgret the entire abandonment of that gn*at scheme for 
the development of public works and for the material improvement of the 
ixmntry which was put forAAard by Your Exccdloncy only two years ago, and 
which has been justly described by Sir J. Straclu'y as om? of the noblest pro- 
j^mmes ever planned by a GoA'ommcnt. 1 do not care to enter into a dis¬ 
cussion as to how far the Gov(;mment Avas pledged, or how' far it was not 
actually pledgt'd, to devote the incrcast* ol‘jiublic income which it received 
during 187S and 1879 to public works. WhalcA'er its actual ydedges may have 
been, I think nothing can be clearer than that its intention was to invest tlie 
mon(>y in this w'ay, and that it did lead (iveryone to believe that the money 
w oAild be so inve^sted. It is quiU^ c<*rtain that the; jiublic were induced to look upon 
these schemes for fr<*.sh taxation with ciomjjaratiA'o favour, on the ground that the 
l>rocced8 would enable the Government to cari’y out at once, and without that 
constant cl\ang(? of policy which has hitherto bcK'n so mischievous4o India, a grand 
scheme of public works; and therefore wh(;n the puhlicr see that if it had not 
been forVxpenditure on the war, the Govcirnratuit might in this one year have had 
tour millions more to spend than it has syamt on public works, andd<hat this great 
increase of revenue, so far from leading to the promised development of public 
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works, }ias been aoooxnpanied by such a contraction of expenditure on railways 
and irrigation as to make it impossible to look for any progress in the materim 
improvement of the country for years to come, there is naturally a feelin^^-^ 
disappointmeift. What I complain of is, not any breach of pledges, biff the 
unnecessary abandonment of an admirable policy; 

“ If we set aside the fact that the linancial Department might have fore¬ 
seen this increase of revenue, and if we suppose the Government suddenly to 
have tumbled into this vast surplus, then 1 should say that my honourable 
friend is perhaps justified, on suddenly finding himself in possession of a large' 

• and unexpected surplus, in devoting that surplus to paying for such extra¬ 
ordinary charges as the Afghan war; but if, on the other hand, other ordinary ^ 
spending departments were starved in order to procure a siurplus ’which 
might be devoted to the war, then I cannot admit that my honourable friend 
has been proceeding on a sound principle. He has impressed upon us the 
soundness of the doctrine that, to the utmost of our ability, we ought 
to provide for the expenses of every year out of the year’s income. But this 
doctrine requires to bo taken with a limitation to the effect that, in order to 
do this, the whole administrative machinery of the country should not be thrown 
out of gear, and that the Government should not for such a purpose depart 
from a policy of developing public works to which it has distinctly pledged 
itseK when endeavouring to convince the people of the necessity for fresh taxa¬ 
tion. , Saying nothing, however, more about last year, I must say that I cannot 
approve of the proposal to meet the cost of the war in the coming year from reve¬ 
nue, so long as I f^d that, in order to do this, the Government of India is again 
compelled to starve public works, and let another year pass away in inaction. 
The Committee of the House of Commons, which recommended a reduction in 
the expenditure on public works, did so under an entire misapprehension as to 
the real financial condition of India, and clearly recognised that, when the 
financial position was shown to be better, a larger expenditure should be pro¬ 
vided for. 1 believe it to bo true, as my honourable friend has said, that the 
suspension of public works is a policy which is deplored by the Government 
of India as much as it is by every one interested in this coimtry. I came out 
to this country in 1876 with my honourable friend, and I am able to say that 
the chief idea by which his mind was possessed—always of course excepting the 
abolition of the cotton-duties—was the carrying out of a great scheme of rail¬ 
ways for India; but I cannot agree with him that the failure to carry out the 
programme of public works is a matter for which the Government are not respon¬ 
sible. If they had st;en that the revenue was increasing steadily and enor¬ 
mously as it has done, they would not have taken such a desponding view of 
their financial position, and their despondency would not have spread to Eng¬ 
land. I do feel, in the face of these facts, that I am only doing what is right 
in urging in the strongest possible manner that the money obtained from tbp 
Local Governments imder mistaken impressions should be returned to them; or 
at all events that the deduction in provincial assignments should not be coin 
tinned, as my honourable friend proposes it should be, for the coming year. I 
trust that no time will be lost in setting matters right as regards the capabi¬ 
lities of India, and that even now some portion of the war-charges may be met 
by a loan in order to provide funds for pushing on public works. I shall then, 
see more hope for the future. I am sure that the Government have only to 
urge upon the Home Government the importance of carrying out the expecta¬ 
tions encouraged when the new taxes were imposed to induce them to recon¬ 
sider the present limit on public works. I can imagine no policy more short¬ 
sighted than that of starving public works ; it is to them that we are indebted 
in a great measure for the steady growth of our revenue, and it is just as bad 
economy to starve them, as it wotdd be for a man to starve the horse by which 
ho earns his living. Bailroads have added enormously to the general prospenty 
of the country, and in addition to the direct revenue they yield, no one really 
r»n.n fail to see* how enormous are the indirect benefits which the country is 
receiving from them. 

“ When I look at the marvellous growth of our railway-receiptsin our BnhtH 

HanocLl M-ilurA.-vn nlnTin. T n.Tn siimri.qAr] that a.nv one Rhmiln dnnht whAfViAi* wift. 
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ways, if pyoperly conducted and worked, will pay in India. The Gya railway, 
starved as it is, unballasted and unstocked, carrying passengers in goods- 
wagons, because it is not allowed money for carriages, is paying a profit of six per 
cenit. in the first six months of working, and the goods carried by the Northern 
Bengal Railway were as nearly as possible double what they were last year, 
and yet with all the excellent scbtinics which have been prepared for a system 
of cheap linos th'roughout Bengal, the construction of railways is absolutely 
suspended. , 

“ My liord, I wdll now take up the only other subject on w^hich I have 
any difference of opinion with my lionourable friend: I mean the cotton-duties. 
Sir J. Strachey has given it as his ojjiuion that the cotton-duties are virtually 
dead. Here I hope and believe that he is mistaken; hut if they are not, it is 
certainly no fault of his. In spife of every warning that could Ije^given, the 
Rinance Depaa’tment has so liandled these duties, that the revenue lost was 
much in exe-ess of their profesKcul anticipation, and the confusion which they 
have caused has led to what Sh J. Stvachey calls an anomalous and ol)jection- 
able state of things. Ids only remedy for which is to leave the wounds which he 

has inflicted on our customs-system to fester and putrify till they become so 

unbcarahle that extermination shall be demanded by common eonsont. This is 

what he means by saying he believes the duties to be dyad. I can (uily liken 
my friend to a not very scrujmlous j)hysic;ian called in by greedy and unprin¬ 
cipled heirs-expectant to attend a sick relative. In his first visit, ho administers 
the strongest dose of deadly poison which he daw give; at his second visit, he 
expresses great concern at the mischief (jaused by the fii*st dose, and gives 
another of double strength to see. if that will remedy matters; at bis third 
visit, lie expresses the grtuiiest (!onsternation at the entire break-up of the vital 
system which his treatment has caused, and, rubbing his laands, turns to his 
constituents with an unmistakable smile and says—‘1 think our patient’s 
case is now quite hopeless ; my twatment has unfortunately caused such entire 
derangement of the system that I fear she is virtually dead, and I therefore 
prefer to leave her tu nature.’ If in aildition to these facts it (5ould be shown 
that such a physician had in his youtli staked Ids rejiutation on a thcoiy that a 
patient sufieriug under such a disease as that he was asked to tn*at ought 
to die, I am quite sure that any Coroner’s jury would find him guilty of 
wilful murder, and my honourable friend need not therefore he surprised 
if the public find a verdict of this nature against him when charged with 
the destruction of the cotton-duties. Indeed, I do not believe that ho 
would raise any objection to a. conviction under this head. We can all see 
how the ‘ couvictifins of a lifetime’ are being realised. This spontaneous 
destruction of the cotkm-dut ies is, it seems, only a part of another prophetic 
vision, which is to be walisiid later on, under which tlie whole of the customs- 
duties are to he rcipcalcd, and all Eunipcans living in India, and enjoying 
the benefits and protcc-lion of a civilized Government, arc to be absolutely 
released from the only contrihuiion they now make towards the cxpeiis<w of 
Gfovenunent. This may truly he said to he prophecy made easy. The proper 
remedy for the confusion and anoiualies which have lieen caused by the 
measures of the precaaliiig year undoubtedly is tliat suggested by the Chamber 
of Commerce of Calcutta, namely, to bring all cotton-goods under a uniform 
duty, and to make that duty so low that no one can pretend, however 
brazen they may he, that the duty is ]>r(jt«K;iive; and I entirely differ 
with my honourable friend in thinking that the Government of India is in the 
slightest degree barred by the Resolution of the House of Commons from 
doing what is right in a matter so seriously affecting the revenues of India, and' 
the interests of tlie people under his cdiarge. 

“ I am sorry to see tdie prophetic eye of my honoumhle friend turned 
towards the abolition of the rice-duty. If ever there was a customs- 
duty which is alike productive and harmless, it is this. I will not go into 
a detailed statement of my reasons for thinking this, for I had an op¬ 
portunity of doing HO before this Council in 1875, and I had hoped that 
the nmtter had then been set at rest for ever. No one asks for the 
reduction of this duty; no one pretends for a moment it is misohievous; 
the morebants chiefly interested in the trade have deprecated ito abolition^. 
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and I cannot conceive what possible grounds there are for meddling with 
this highly productive duty, unless it is that England hopes to obtain 
still cheaper the material with which she adulterates and makes beayy 
her cotton-goods for Eastern consumption. The soft rice is not used Tor 
food anywhere in Europe, and it is the soft rioo from which the duty 
is chiefly raised. It is simply used for making starch for cotton-manu¬ 
facturers and spirits for Germany. As to the abolition of the duties on 
indigo and lao, 1 do not suppose tlmt anybody will object to it, as 
my bonourable friend lias money to give away. Tbe remission will certainly, 
not benefit the trade in these articles of export in any tangible degree. It may, 
bn the other hand, onet)urago the production of inferior indigo, and thus help 
the scientiQc discovery of an eflicient substitute for indigo, wliich is so much 
feared. • * 

“ As regaids the salt-revenue, I will only say that I belive that the 
increased cousumj)tion of salt in Bengal is not in any way attributable 
to the reduction of duty. The price of salt at the great markets in the 
interior has not been affected by tlie rtjduction. The money surrendered 

by Government w(mt into the pockets of the traders. The increased con¬ 

sumption of salt is |)ai'f ly duo to returning prosperity after years of scarcity 

and pinching, and partly to improvements in the means of communication. 
Salt is carried now witli safety in a few hours to markets which before 
it only reached after a journey of some weeks, accomplished with much, 
risk and wastage. These are among the indirect htmofits of our rail¬ 
ways whicli are so constantly ignored. Take the Northern Bengal Bailway 
alone. In 1878 it only carried 2,000 maunds of salt, while in 1879’ 
it carried over a hikh and seventeen thousand maunds. No doubt the 
dificrential duty Avliich now exists to the disadvantage of Bengal is 
mischievous, and the Livtjrpool salt is being thriven out of the Bihdr 
markets by Northern India salt, but the remedy for this is, not to 
sacrititie still more reveTuie by a heavy reduction in Bengal, but gradually 
to level the other Provinces upwards, and make them pay what Bengal 
pays. No impartial man can believe that there is any reason why this 
should not be done, and why Madras, Bombay and Upper India should not 
pay what the ];)eoplo of Bengal j>ay without a murmur, aud with a constantly 
increasing consumption. 

“ An allusion has been made by my honourable friend to the work of 
the Army Commission over which I had the honour to preside. I am 
sorry to find that ho has not been able to take credit for any part of 
the savings proposed by the Commission during the cuiTcnt year; but 
I am quite aware that the subject is a great one, and that among the 
Commission’s j)roposals are some on which a very speedy decision is 
not perluij)s to ht; expected ; on the other hand, ther« are some of the 
Commission’s prof)osals which might in my opinion be carried out^SSfc 
once with great ailvantagt;. I have no hesitation in saying this, because, 
if therti is ontj merit more than another which I desire to claim for the report 
of the Commission, it is tliat it docs not contain a single original idea^— 
certainly I cannot pretend that it contains a single original idea—of my 
own. All we did was to exhume and (examine the opinions of‘able soldiers 
and statesmen which have from time to time been laid before the 
Government, to invite the opinions of soldiers of the present day, and to 
put them in sxich a sliape as we hoped would enable the Government to coma 
to an early decision on refoi’ms regarding which there Ixas been a most remark¬ 
able consensus of opinion for years })ast. I look upon oui* proposals as of very 
much less importance fium an economical than from an administrative point 
of view; and when I think that the report contains the views of the most ex-, 
pericncod officers of the army on such questions as the formation of xeserves, 
n system of transport, the officering of the army, the reorganization of the 
Native army, its territorial distribution, and the substitxition of strong efficient 
battalions for the present weak and expensive cadres, I cannot agree with 
those who say that this is not the time for the consideration of such a subject. 

“ My Lord, there is no part of my honourable friend’s able.and -exhaustive 
statement in which I concur more heartily and more completely tham that 
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which lays stress on the wisdom of znsintaining the fimmcial independence of 
India. 1 think with, him that the greatest misfortune which Oould happen to 
India would be that England should accept financial responsibility for the 
Indian Empire. Although I know that many of my Native friends tUnk 
otherwise, I do feel that it would be a change which India would never cease 
to regret. It might no doubt be easy to make out a case showing that Euro¬ 
pean interests are involved in the Afghan war, hut I am quite sure that, if this 
principle was acted upon, not a year would be allowed to pass in which it was 
not shown that heavy expenditure in England was connected with Indian 
interests, and that India should be made to pay. We have had examples of tliis 
already, and if the principle of financial reciprocity be once admitted, these 
charges against India would be the rule and not the exception. If India was 
bankrupt, I ootQd understand.her selling her independence in order to obtain 
the necessary relief, but when she is flourishing and jirosperous in the highest 
degree, such a wish is to me unintelligible. 

" My Lord, I will not take up the time of the Council any further. I do 
hope that your Excellency’s Government will take immetliato measures to 
ohtoin permission to expend more of the steadily increasing revenue of India 
on the improvement of India. We may hope that this may be done without 
greatly disturbing the budget-estimates; the last opium sale of this year, which 
took place yesterday, having given prices which will, if maintained, bring 
opium up by £1,300,000 over the estimates which were presented to us last 
week.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. Colvin said that, if ho was not out of order, as he believed 
he was not, he wished to say a very few words by way of explanation, and to 
correct an error into which his honourable friend the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Sengal had fallen. What Mb. Colvin had said to-day was that, as he understood 
the arrangement under which the present taxation for famine-purposes had been 
introduced, it did not commit the Government of India necessarily to its expen¬ 
diture on productive public works. His Honour had quoted, as if it had been 
contradictory of this, a passage from a speech uttered by Mb. Colvin three 
years ago, in which he had said that certain measures of which he was then 
speaking had been framed ” solely with a view to the extension of provincial 
responsibility for public works.” He wished to remind the Council that the 
speech from which these words had been quoted had no reference whatever to 
the' question of famine-insurance. In 1877, no idea of providing for famine 
by special taxation had heen conceived. The purely local measures to which 
Mb. Colvin had referred on that occasion wore not intended for the prevention 
of famine, but for the transfer of responsibility on account of public works to 
the Government of the North-Western Provinces ; they had absolutely no rela¬ 
tion at all to the question upon which he had just been speaking. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Rivbbs Thompson said ;—"I do not think, my Lord, the 
Government of India can take any exception to the general character of the 
discussion which has passed this day upon the financial Statement of the year. 

Indeed, in the pr^ence of a budget which, above all that lias gone before it for 
the last five or six years, is so unprecedently satisfactory (and perhaps its great 
charm lies in its imexpeoted refutation of anticipated dif&culties), satisfactory 

not only in established results, but iu its proixusing out-look for tbo ooming' 

year, and espedally in this, that it seems to me to controvert the theories of 
professors as to the bankruptcy of India and as to the inelastic chaiw;tcr of its 
fiscal system—say in the presence of such facts, while we could scarcely have 
expected any expression of serious disapprobation or dispraise, we cannot be 
disappointed that a, free discussion has taken place upon points which are con- 
sidexed open to objection. These appear in the speeches of my friend the 
Hon'ble Member who represents so ably and temperately the commercial in¬ 
terests of Calcutta, and of the Hon’ble Mahdrdjd who is a large landholder and 
in deservedly high estimation among the Native community of the Ixiwer 
Provinoes; and they both to us with an authority which clauns, I may 

my for the Government, our xwtient attention. I would add, speaking as a 
Memb er of that Government, that we welcome in cveiy way the fullest and 
neest djae ussSm x of any topics of interest to India, which the debates in this 
Coimou permit, and especially so in the matters of such wide concern and 
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magnitude as those which are raised in the annual Statement of our 
Hon'ble colleague the Einancial Minister. The immediate question be¬ 
fore the Council is simply as to the passing of an Act to amend the- 
License Acts of 1878. My Hon’ble and learned friend (Mr. Kennedy) 
who spoke first*in the debahi, looking round upon us with great indig¬ 
nation, asked what justification there was for the introduction of heavy 
taxation upon the people in such a time of financial prosperity, and he seems 
altogether to have overlofjked, till rightly crorrected by your Excellency, that so 
far from imposing extra taxes, the Bill before us really contemplates the ex¬ 
emption of large numbers from the ojjeration of an Act which has been two 
years in existence, and that, in fact, we an? surrendering between three and four 
hundred thousand pounds by this measure. Simple and short however as th’e 
Bill is, the issues which are raised upon this question are great .and .diversified, 
involving matters of policy so vast as that concerning the prosecution of the 
war in Afghanistan, the Ihibility of England to a share of the expenses, the 
measures connected with the insurance against famine, the action taken last 
year in a partial repeal of the cotton-duties, the prosecution of public works of 
a remunerative character, and thti genciral quesuon as to the applicability of 
direct taxation in a country like India. 

“ I am not going to infiict upon the; Countdl a review of all these measures, 

I will ask your Lordship’s permissitju, however, to say a few words upon the 
Afghan war, Ijecause it seems to me that the position and prospects of our finances 
dept'nd to a lavg(5 exttmt upon that war; and outsid(j the Coimcil, if not to-day 
witliin these walls, Ihe policy of the Government has been unjustly censured 
and misunderstood. The work of a Member of Council is so little before the 
j)ublic, that it giv(?s rise occasionally to impressions that the Members of the 
Government are not united in their action, and that grave dissensions on matters 
of public concern exist in the Government. I can appeal to your Xiordship in 
the jjresence of my colleagues in the Qovernm(mt whether, as regards this war 
in Afghanistan, there has been the slightest difference as to the justice of its 
policy or as to its general conduct. We have been taunted with the declaration 
of an unni!C(^ssary war, and the i)rosecuiion of it in a cruel and costly manner. 
To all such I would recall the circumstances of the first intimation of the 
arrival of the Bussian Embassy at Cabul in September, 1878. At a time of 

C eace throughout the Empire in India, when the Government were exercised 
y no greater considerations than those connected with the ordinary civil 
administration of tlie country and the prospects of the harvest after a some¬ 
what adverse rainy season, we received the intelligence that a Russian Mission 
w^as established in Cabul. No one had dreamt of the possibility of such an 
event, and the fact that had been accx)mpU8hcd seemed to me always to prove 
two things very clearly, namely, the utter unreliability of our Native agency at 
Oabul, and the ease and secrecy with which a Russian advance on Oabul could 
he effected. This was not done in a manner wliich would have the charactot^ of 
a complimentary visit on some special occasion, under which the Russian'Em- 
bassy would simply discharge its duty and retire. It must have been the W(!srk 

of long preparation and of secret understanding, and confidential accord between 
the two powers. The one wishing to come and the other welcoming an accepted 
guest. Trill mplial arches and special demonstrations received the visitors, and 

such knowh-dgo as wtj of tlir- of>ji«Iavos which ensued and the whole 

conduct and proceedings of the llussian officers in the capital, prove to us 

beyond dispute that the object ol‘ the mission was one of active hostility to the 

English power in India. It may be said tliat everything is fair in love and 

war, and though we were not «t war ivith Russia, I lay no particular stre&s 
upon the fact that she took such a step under the strained relations between 
England and Russia at the time. It must he rememhered., however, that Russia 
had always declared, declared repeatedly, declared with all solemnity, that 
Afglianistan was a country beyond the sphere of her operations in Central 
Asia; and it may be, if the fact was truly known, that the Government 
of St. Petersburg had no intention of violating that promise, it 
makes it, however, as far as our position in India is concerned, none the leas 
dangerous that irresponsible agents of Russia con .assume to theanselves the 
power of making such a demonstration as that of September, 1878, in Cabul 
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and when it came upon us with its startling announcement, I venture to say 
that no man who had the interests of India and England at heart, unl^s 
•lie was blinded by the exigencies of party-requirement or annoyed at the dis- 
<!omfiture of a personal policy of inactivity, would liave hesitated for a inoment 
what the action of the Government of the country should have been in such 
an emergency. l<am not going to follow the fortunes of that war. I believe 
history will record that it has been conducted as humanely as it has been pro¬ 
secuted with vigour and bravery and tenacity of purpose, and that, with no 
co.vetous desire of annexation of territory, our only aim as a Government has 
been to attain the establishmcmt of a safe frontier under conditions which shall 
secure the protection and progress of the vast int(irests which lie behind that 
frontier. It is to the cost of that war, commenced and carried on in l->ehalf of 
these interests, -that a great deal of hostile criticism has been directed, not in 
this Council but in many places outside of it, and it is in connection with this 
as affecting the financial administration of the country, that such a digression 
as that I have made is pardonable. But this point seems to me to be beyond 
dispute, that, if Ave liad not interfered for tlu? (ixpulsion of the Russians, a 
Russian ILisidency would have be(m an accomjdishcd, an established and a 
permanent fact at Cabul. All past experience of Russian jirogress among the 
Central Asian Shites confirms this opinion. A 7ion-inteiTupted Residency in 
that capital would have led cventtuilly to faellities of communication over 
the Hindu Koosh and beyond the Oxus, and as each year confirmed and con¬ 
solidated that position, 1 ask those who condemn our policy either on political, 
on administrative, or financial grounds, Avhat Avould have be(m the cost to the 
people of India, and what tho security of tluur privilegcis and possessions under 
English i*ule, if we had stayed our hands in the presence of so grave an insult, 
and been indifferent to our responsibilitii;s ? 

“ It is impossible to deny that the conduct of these extensive militaiy opera¬ 
tions has largely disturl)ed our financhil arningemcnts—a disturbance whicli was 
greatly aggravated by the loss on exchange; and in the course of the j>resent 
discussion, it has been argued by Hou’ble Members that the course which the 
Government has taken in an admitted diffimilty arising from these circumstan¬ 
ces, has been an improper course, and unjustifiable. Not only has the Minister 
been by implication condemned for a want of statesmanlike^ prevision, as if un¬ 
provoked wars and an extraordinary iVill in the value of silver in relation to 
gold in the short period of a few months were of daily occurrence; but a breach 
of faith has been charged upon the Gov(irnjnont for an unjust application of 
he money raised under the famine-taxes. Now, my Lord, I am aware that it 
vas said in last year’s budget-statement that tho famine-insumnee hatl ceased 
,o exist. I trust my Hon’ble friend Sir John Strachey will excuse me for say- 
ng that I have ahvays thought it an unfortunate expression; but however, 
hat may be, it was made at a time when, from causes unavoidable or altogether 
laeontrollable, the financial position Avas overshadowed with gloom, and when 
lefinite forecasts as to the future AH'cre absolutely impossible. With the cost of, 
S I maintain, a just wap, thrust upon them, the Government had the option of 
sither opening a loan or extending the taxation of the country to meet the ex- 
)enses of the war, or the course it adopted, of using the money which the taxa- 
ion of the previous year gave as a part of the general revenues for the financial 
afety of the country, and exempting the pecplo from further demands. I was 
lot a Member of the Government when the J accuse Acts w(^rc introduced, but 
£ the debates of the time are consulted, it Avill be sc(in that, while the Govern- 
nent in view of the increased obligations imposed upon it by the constant 
(ccurrence of famines, adopted an increased taxation upon the land and the 
rading classes for the relief and prevention of famines, it never bound itself by 
my promise that the moneys so raised should bo constituted a separate and 
listinct fund which should be exclusively devoted to such an object. In the 
latuTc of things it was impossible tliat. such an obligation could be accepted; 
md the accounts of the year now put before us have shown how the money not 
mly raised under this taxation has enabled the Government not only to meet 
lamine-expenditure but to prevent debt ta tho amount of nearly tliree millions. 

. It has i^n wged by many, not only in this country but at Home, that 
e oiiaracter of this war which we were w'aging on our frontier, there waa 
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justification for England bearing a large share in the cost of that undertaking, 
as a war in a great measure in the interests of England, and in consideration 
of the financial ^fficultios of this country. I hope, my Lord, the interests of 
India and England will always be identical and inseparable; but I Bee>no 
greater reason in the argument for English help in money for the Afghan" war, 

• instigat|)d as it was by Russian design, than a war which, in the defence and 
maintenance of its rights, India should undertake against any'other independ¬ 
ent State on its borders, encouraged and supported by any other forei^ power. 
We hear a great deal very often of the alleged subservience of India m the 
present day to the dictates of English rulers or the interests of particulai' 
politics. I can conceive no greater evil to India than her subjection to such a 
position, ajjd I know no surer method by which that subjection could be 
brought about than her permanent obligjition to and dependence upon the 
money of English tax-payors. We all rcmemlxjr the well known-saying of 
Sir C. Metcalfe that, if India is ever lost to England, it would be lost in the 
House of Commons ; and the right to control and interfere in every detail of 
administration would be absolutely established were it ever accepted that 
England had such a claim upon us. We should be in the position of the 
familiar illustration of the shuttlecock between the battledores of rival compe¬ 
titors. The game might be interesting enough to spee-tators, but the process 
would be one in which we should before long suffer the loss of all our feathers. 
The character of India as a resource and support to the mother country, and 
as the brightest jewel in Her Majesty’s crown, rests upon her independence. 
I trust that independence, within legitimate limits, will never be forfeited, and 
certainly not by any act of our own. 

“ But perhaps, my Lord, the moat important suggestion, as being the most 
direct in its application to the Bill before us, is that which emanates from mj 
Hou’ble fidend Mr. Morgan, that the Litsenso Act should be limited in ih 
tiperation to one year. It was made, as he has stated, in the Select Committee 
and was successfully resisted; and though no formal motion has been submitter 
upon tliat proposal now, I am not sorry that the Ilon’ble Member has raised i 
discussion upon the poiut. He based his argument upon the general goO( 
prospects of the year, whudi promise again a considerable surplus at the end o 
it. I hope, as sincerely as my Ilon’ble friend, that his anticipations will b 
fulfilled; but whether there be a deficit, an equilibrium, or a surplus, an( 
whether that surplus be small or larg(;, I object, for more than one reason, h 
the suggestion that this Act should be limited by specificid provision to a singh 
year’s duration. In the first place, in the presence of a war, in the unsettlec 
condition of Burma, and in the unceidainties of the season, the Govemmen 
would be most unwilling to give such a pledge to sacrifice a revenue whicJ 
amounts to more than a million pounds, for it is indisputable that, as j 
measure of taxation, the license-tax is but a supphjment of the taxei 
which impose the cesses upon land. If one go('.s the others must fall wi|l 
it. The Government has in no way departed from its resolution that i 
million and a half for famine-(ixpcnses and half a million for extraordi 
nary demands must, for the solvency of the State, be included in our ordinar 
obligations; and it seems to me that it would be in the highest degree an ac 
of incaution and presumption, if, with the first touch of returning financia 
prosperity, we surrendered a pi'Luciple which is as sound in theory as it i 
nc*oessary for our financial safety. Again, though I have said that I sympa 
tliise in the hope of the Ilon’ble Member (Mr. Morgan) that at the close of th 
next twelve months wc sliall be able gratefully to look back upon a year of agri 
cultural prosperity and extended trade, and with their blessings shall possess 
considerable surplus for future needs, I dissent altogether from the conclusioi 
which the Hon’blo Member .accepts, that it would be the duty of the Qoven 
ment to remit the particular form of taxation which the License Act provide 
T do not pretend that it is a perfect measure, or that it does not pro.sent mar 
anomalies, inherent in some sense in all systems of direct taxation, appe 
taining more or less, with all the long exixjrienoe, to the income-^tax 
our own country; and I trust the coming year will afford us the oppe 
tunity of giving consideration to those anomalies ■ and of modifying ai 
rectifying their inconveniences. But this I do maintain that, for a soui 
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fiscal system throughout our T-nfiinTi Empire (and I would say in the liower 
Provinces of Bengal in particular), some measure of direct taxation is 
absolutely necessary. It is contended that direct taxation is unsuited to 
Indiai, and especisdly on the ground that the agency employed in realis¬ 
ing such taxes is corrupt and rapacious, and the incalculable advantages 
of an insensible^ indirect taxation are advocated with vehemence. I wopld ask, 
in the first place, to what cause ])rimarily is the defective agency, on which such 
stress is laid, traceable ? lilver since the days succeeding the mutiny, when the 
financial position of the country was most disordered, successive efforts have 
"been made by successive Governments to establish a system of direct taxation, 
which shall secure the result that those who are rich and affluent and possessed 
' of goods, deriving large benefits from their trade and commerce in the peace 
and order of British rule and development of the country’s resources, shall bear 
their legitimate share in the Stjite’s burdens. No one would deny that such 
classes exist—no one will deny that the principle is sound which imposes such 
a liability upon them. But the unfortunate thing has been that, from the days 
of Mr. Wilson, license-taxes have succeeded our income-taxes, and certificate- 
taxes have followed upon license-taxes, in various forms and shapes and stand¬ 
ards ; and each in turn has been abandoned from an entire absence of settled 
continuity of administration in our finances. No agency could be perfected 
under such constantly rcjcurring changes, and for myself I hope that, if the 
stamp of permanence can be given now to the principle which I have asserted, 
every day’s experience will tend to lessen, and eventually to extirpate?, those 
abuses, the eilbcts of which have been already largely minimised where careful 
attention has bet?n given to the working of the Acts, and which will be still 
further facilitate?d by the amendment which this Bill proposes of exempting 
from taxation unchu it all the j)oort?r class of trader’s, all those whose annual 
earnings are estimated sit li'ss than Its. 500 ; and though I express only an in¬ 
dividual opinion here, I should advocate and sxipport with satisfaction that, 
with a view to the jicrmanency of our efforts in this direction, and a mon? equit¬ 
able distribution of sutdi taxation, the official .and professional classes should be 
included in its pTOvisions. It is only so, I believe*, that a right financial system 
can be established throughout this country. 

“ I do not stay to dilate upon the rich openings to the wealth of tlie country 
and the happiness of the people which n wise system of provincial productive 
works is extending throughout the length and breadth of the land. I trust and 
believe that the restrictions which have been placcfl upon it are but temporary 
and accidental. We are but in the day of small things in this matter. Tire 
time cannot be distant when they will be resumed with increasing energy and 
effect, with results which, though we cannot calculate them all at present, 
will secure, we may be certain, the prosperity and contentment and loyalty of 
the people of tliis magnificent Empire.” 

. The Hon’ble Sib Alexandeb Ahbtjthnot said:—“ My Lord, I wish that the 
Standing Orders admitted of Hon’ble Mcimbers speaking in a different order from 
that prescribed. Under the present system of speaking from left to right, the 
Council has first a continuous wave of criticism, which is followed by a wave of 
reply, broken to-day by the ripple of comment inti’oduced by my Hon'blc friend 
the Lieutenant-Gk)vernor of Btmgal. I propose to offer a few remarks, with 
reference to some of the |)oints which hav(? been noticed by my Hon’ble colleagues, 
and it is possible that, in the observations which I shall feel it my duty to 
make, I also may slightly vary the wave of reply by a ripple of criticism. 
But before I proceed, I wish to add my congratulations to those which 
have been addressed by Sir A. Eden to your Exci^lency and my colleagues in 
this Council, and especially to the Hon’ble the Financial Member, for the 
exceedingly prosperous budget which he has been able to bring forward on this 
occasion. 

"During the past year, I may .say during the past eighteen months, the 
Government of India has passed through an anxious time, darkened as it has 
b^n by a costly war, and by a condition of our currency which, though it lias 
slightly improved of late, has still constituted an excessive burden on the 
resources of the State; and had that double calamity be^ accompanied by defit 
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cient harvests and nnexpanding or deficient revenues, I need hardly say that 
the present sittiation would have been a most serious one. But, by the mercy 
of Providence, the country has been blessed with an abundant haryest, 
with a remarkable rise in one important branch of revenue, and ^neral 
• prosperity in the remainder, so that the deficit which this time last year 
was estimated at one million and a tliird, has been converted for the 
current year into a small surplus, notwithstanding the resumption of the 
war and its heavy direct and indirctd expenses; and we haVe a prospect of a 
surplus of nearly half a million for the coming year, after taking into account 
* the continued expcmditure which still may have to be incurred for the war, and 
notwithstjjnding the relief which is to be given by the Bill now before the. 
Council to a number of persons, which has been estimated to be not less than 
If millions. This is a state of things which it would have been ‘impossible to 
predict a year ago, and for which we cannot be sufficiently thankful, and not¬ 
withstanding what has been said by ray Hon’ble friend the Lieutenant-Governor 
of the want of foresight which has been displayed, it seems to me that it 
would have been out of the power of the most prophetic vision to assume that 
the state of things which, now exists, was at all likely to take place. It was 
impossible for my Financial colleague to foresee that tlie gross revenue from 
opium would, during the ytjar, be increased by 1^ millions; it was, perhaps, 
more imjiossiblc to predict with ceidainty that the unfortunate and calamitous 
loss by exchange from -w'hich the country has so long suffered, would be 
reduced in cx>mparison with the tlien anticipations by ^ million. 

“ My Lord, it has been urged by some of my Ilon’ble friends at the other 
end of the table, that the expenses of tlu? war ought to have been met by a loan, 
and that, if that had been done, the surplus of two millions, which it has been 
deemed necessary to provide with reftuenee to tlu? normial liabilities of this 
country to meet the (jost of famines, Avould have been provided, and a good deal 
more*, besides. In the cfmrse of the remarks I am about to make, I will refer 
presently to the (piestion of mec'ting war-tjxpenses by a loan; but before turn¬ 
ing to that subjcict I wish to observe that, in a great deal which has been said 
by Mr. Morgan and the Hon’hlo Mahdrdjd, as to the imperfections and inconi- 
pleten(;88 and inequality of the system of taxation which the Bill before the 
Council is intended to continue, 1 very cordially (joncur. I am fully sensible 
of those impei-fections; I am alive to thcj invidious exemptions for which that 
Bill provided; and I earncsstly hope, though I shall not be here to see it, that 
before another year is over, the consideration which your Lordship and my 
colleagues will be able to gi ve to this important question, will, if it shall 
then be deemed requisite h) continue a system of direct taxation, enable you 
to place it on a basis w'hich is more fair, more equitable, and which can be 
continued on a m<m! permanent footing. And it appt'-ai’s to me that the 
remedy is not far to se<;k; that, in order to do what is necessary, we have only 
to revc.rt to the systfjm of diretst taxation wliich was abolished in 187ft; *in 
other words, to revert to a light inconu’-tax with a high minimum of income 
liable to the tax. The more consithiration I have; given to the subject, the 
more I have read about it, the more discussion I have h(?ard, the more convinced ^ 
I am that, if there must be diretd taxation, an income-tax with a minimum 
so high as not to fall on the comparatively poor—a tax which shall compel the 
wealthy and the comparatively w(^althy to bear their fair share of the burdens ■ 
of the community—is the only right and equitable system of direct taxation, 
and the only one which can be permanently maintainjid ; and when I speak 
of permanency, I wish to say that, in what has fallen from the Hon’ble Mr. 
Thompson, as to the evils and mischief of the constant shifting of this system 
of din^ct taxation, I most cordially concur. My hope is that, in the con¬ 
sideration which I trust will now be given to tliis question, a plan may lie 
deviseil which can be adhered to without change, and without any material 
deviation. 1 am aware that by many persons such a step will bo deemed to be 
retrograde. It will be said that the reasons which led the Govemmant of 
your Excellency’s predecessor to dispense with an income-tax as a part of the 
financial system of India, are not less cogent now than they were seven years 
ago. And while I think tliat, if the Government must have a system of direct 
. taxation, an income-tax is the right and proper tax, I feel bound to say that I 

u 
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cone^ for the most part in the views which have been held, and which are 
still hold, by many, of the evils of such a system in its application to this 
country. In my opinion the course taken by the Government of Lord North- 
brook 'was, in the circumstances of the time, a wise course, although it was oppos- 
^ by three very eminent members of the Government, including the tlLn 
Financial Member of the Council. It was opposed by Sir R. Temple by Lord 
Napier of Magdala and by Sir Barrow Elhs; but notwithstanding the opposi- 
taon of those eminent men, I believe that, politically, the abolition of the 
income-tax in 1873 w as a wise measure. It was certainly*a very popular measure 
and it will be long before the grateful recollections by which it is connected’ 

, with Lord Northbrook’s Government of India are blotted out of the minds or 
the hearts of the people of this country. We must remember thatthe world 
IS not governed by logic, and the sentiment, in deference to which it was 
deemed at the time to which I allude, inexpedi('nt to continue the income-tax was 
a sentiment which it might well be argued that it would have been unwise to 
ignore. 

“ But, my Lord, the financial position and the circumstances of the countrv 
are, in more resiioets than one, very different in 1880 from what they were in 
1873. In the financial year 1872-73 our customs-duties yielded a revenue of con¬ 
siderably over 2a; millions, or nearly ^ million more than that particular source 
of taxation is estimated to yield during the ensuing yojir, the difference being 
very little below the amount of the income-tax w’hich was levitjd in the finan¬ 
cial year 1872-73, and Avhich, at that time, at the reduced rate of 1 per cent., 
amounted only to £575,000. At that time, the agitation—^and this is an im¬ 
portant fact to Avhich I would imdio the special attention of the Council_the 

agitation which has since arisen against the continuance? of the cotton-duties 
had not commenced. The cotton-duties in 1873 yielded a revenue of, I believe’ 
£815,000. Our Ilon’ble colleague, the Financial Member, has told us very 
plainly what tin? results of that agitation have been; he has told us that, in 
his opinion, the days of the cotton-duties are doomed; and he has also 
told the Council—though whether his prediction on that matter will be fuUy 
rerified still remains to bo seen, hut to my a[)prehensiou the prediction is 
i very grave one,—that the extinction of the greater jjart of the customs-duties 
)f duties which in 1873 yielded an income little short of 2;^ millions, is merely 
I, question of time. 

“ My Lord, there is another important diffenmee betw^een the financial 
ituation in 1873 and the financial situation in 1880. At the earlier period, 
he financial responsibility wdiieh the Govt?rnment has since aoccpt(?d in con- 
lection with famines, had not been fully recognised. The famine which shortly 
fterwards ensued in the western districts of the Provincios tmder the Govem- 
lent of the Lieutenant-Governor, had not commenc(?d; the calamitous famine 
rhich, a few years later, desolated the Southern and Western Presidencies of 
ndia, was still hidden in the dim recesses of the future. It was meiely sug- 
ested as an object which ought to be aimed at, but with regard to the 
ccomplishment of which there was no certainty, that, if possible, the Govem- 
lent should provide? a surplus to meet <;harges of that kind and other unforeseen 
Kpenditurc of a million a year. 

“ Moreover, in 1873, India was at pea<!e, and although at the time to which 
allude, an event had happened which might have warned the Government of 
hat afterwards took place; although wo might all have known, aftertlieoccu- 
ation of Khiva, that the breaking out of troubles, and possibly of war, on 
le North-Western Frontier was merely a question of time, the contingency 
as not seriously kept in view cither by the Government of India or by any 
irty in the State. As a matter of fact, the last thing that anybody thought 
- was, that, in less than six years, the Government of India would be engaged 
L a costly war. 

“In 1873, again, the great en,lamity—for I can cliaracterise it by no less 
?riou8 a term—of the depreciation of the currency, which had put the whole of 
le finances out of genr, although it ha<l commenced, had not attained any- 
iing like the dimensions it has since assumed. In 1873, the loss by exchauM 
as a little more than half a million. For the ensuing year, my Financed 
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coUeague has been obliged to estimate fof a loss by exchange of £3,174,000, 
and if we are to jiidge of the uncertainty of the question by the fall which has 
occurred even during the past week, the Government cannot be at all tjertain 
that the estimate will prove to ho sufficient. 

“ I think my Ilon’blc colleagues will see, in the circumstances to which I 
have^ drawn attention, that very important changes have occurred, which Tnitkc 
the situation and prospect in 1880 very different from the situation and prospect 
1873; and that a tax which it was wise to dispense with in 1873, may prove to 
lie a measure of absolute necessity in 1881. Therefore, my Ixird, wliile speaking 
as an individual Member of this Council, I deeply regret the policy which has, 
deprived (i;he Government already of a portion of their indii'ect revenue^, and 
which threatens to exterminate an important branch of those revenues altogther ; 
while I view tliat policy witli the gravest apprehension; I cannot but recognise 
the fact that, as a result of that policy, a permanent system of dii*ect taxation 
may prove to be inevitable. And if it shall so prove, if events shall so turn 
out that the Goveniment of this country shall deem it necessary to retain 
such a system as a j)ermauent f)art of th(;ir fiscal system, I feel bound to say 
that, in my opinion, it will be incumbent upon the Government of India to 
pLace that taxation on such a basis that it will touch not only the trading 
community, but all the comparatively wealthy, and especially all possessors 
of realised property, and to discard the present license-tax, which, notwith¬ 
standing the remedy afforded by the Bill before the Council, stUl falls unduly 
on the comparatively poor, and too exclusively on one class of the community. 

“My Lord, it has been said during the debate to-day, and it has 
been often said outside this Council, that the Government of India are 
dealing iinfairly and unjustly and unwisely in not imposing a tax, which 
was at one tim(; cont(?mplated, on the official and professional classes. I 
(sannot help roujarking, wh(?n I allude to this topic, tliat the proposal, 
when it was made thi*ec months ago, did not receive the vrelcome which 
might have boon anticipated; and I may remind Hon’ble Members how 
it was then pointed out, as to that pi-oposal, that it was only a partial 
mode of restoi'iog tlie balance of taxation, tliat it still left the system of direct 
taxation im])ort'ect and incomidete, and tliat it still left room for unfair and 
invidious exmiiptions. I trust that, in the further consideration that may 
be given to the suhjetd, any such partial measure as that will not be thought 
of. I hoiie fbat tin? official and jirofessional clas.ses, as well as the trading 
classes, and all classes of the community who posstjss realized property, will be 
called upon to b(‘ar a fair share of the burdens qf the State. 

“ I may bet asked why, holding these views, I am prepared to vote for a con¬ 
tinuance of the license-tax, the amendment of which is now befoi’c the Council. 
In the first place, no motion has Ixjcn made against the Bill which provides for 
that amendment; but I feel bound to say that, if the Council had been divided*, 

I should have felt it my duty to support the motion of my financial colleague;. 
The Council must remember that such a thing as the resumption of an income- 
tax, after all that has been said and done on that subject, after all the denun- 
Qiations of it which have taken i)lac,e, is not a thing which can be hastily 
resolved upon. It is not a measure which the Government could resolve upon 
without the sanction of the Secretary of State, and I think that, notwithstanding 
the unexpectedly prosperous figures which characterize the budget now before 
as, it wUl be apparent to those who examine the figures in connection with the 
facts to which 1 have alluded, that if the Government were now to dispense 
with the whole of the direct taxation which has been enforced during the last 
two years, and if we omitted to provide a substitute for it, we should land 
ourselves in a deficit. It may seem to those who entertain niore sangiiine ex¬ 
pectations than I vontiu’e to entertain in regard to the condition and prospects 
of the revenues, that for such a deficit the Government of India might well be 
prepared, that the risk would be so light that it would do no harm to run it. But 
it iippears to me tliat, at the juncture in which,we are now placed, the Govern- 
meiit Avould require a groat deal of justification, and would find it very difficult 
to justify their incurring the risk of a deficit amounting to not l^s than a million 
a year; for if the license-tax were to be dispensed with, in common fairness

3. In submitting those papers. Sir KrederieU Haines wishes to place on record his high appre¬ 
ciation of the very able and satisfactory manner in which Brig'adier-Gcneral Gough conducted this 
cxtreicely dilfieult o})eratioii, and His Excellcney feels sure that the Government of India will be satislied 
that the conduct of the trooj,s, Britisli and Native, was all that could be desired.

Gaiidauiak with an elleetive force of the strength given in the margin, 
and t‘xehisive of these numbers furnished the following outposts on tbe 
Kabul side of Gandamak, pis.,—.

3. On this date Brigndier-G.u.eral Go<igl> wjis informed that fighting had occurred at Kabul, 
and was directed to he in readiness lo march at any moment to the capital. It also became upjiarent 
to the Brigadier-General that nne;i.s»ness t?xisled amongst tl>e Ghilzais, and their quitting work on the 
road, Ibr wliicli they were well pai>.l, was a premonitory symptom of coming hostility.

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4. On the next day Major-General B. O. Bright, C.B., commanding the Khyhcr Division, in ac¬ 
cordance with iiistruclious received from me, directed Bijgadicr-General Gough to advatu;e to Jagdalak, 
strengthening the jiost at Pezwan as he passed, as soon as reinforcements ordered up from JellrUuhad 
arrived at Gandumak. 

5. These reinforccments,consisting of three companies of the 51st Light Infantry and the 24th Punjab 

Jf>th Bin. Lancers (150lances). Native Infantry, reached Gandamak on the 13th Dect^mher, alid on the 
No. 6 t'o., S. & M. (73 riflfs). morning of the 11th Brigadier-General Gough started with the force 

2-9tli RcBinionl. (487 riflcf). marginally noted and proceeded to Jagdalak, where he arrived the safr'.e*'' 

4tli Goorkhas (376 rifles). evening. At Pezwaii In; was joined by two guns of the Hazara Mountain 

Battery, to replace which he left, there 2s0 rilles of the 9th Foot and lh7 rilles of the 4tli Goorkhas. 
Twq ol the jaiueipal men of the Khngiuni tribes were also invited to accompatiy Brigadier-General 
Gough, as their presence in our eainp would pre-suniubly indueuce the conduct of the reiiiuiuder of the 
clauB. 

' 6. The piirties of the Oth Bogiment and 4th Goorkli.as whieh had boon left at Pez^van on the 14th 
rojoiiiod Brigadier-General Gongh at Jagdalak t>n the ITjIIi December. During the march the retir-guard 
wad uttacUed by Ghilzais, but the latter were repulsed with comparatively little trouble and suffered 
some loss. 

During the forenoon of the Ifith the ttdegrajdi line ^as ent on both sidos of Jagdalak, hut not 
before an order from me reached Brigadiei'-Geueral Gough directing him to push on to Kabul as 
soon as possible. 

In the evening eonsi.lorahle niinihers of the enemy b<‘gan to show on the hills surrounding the 
camp, and from their positions kept up a desultory long-range fin*, from whieh little or no damage 
'cqsued. 

The force now at Jagdalak amounted to 4 mountain guns, 221' cavalry, and 1()31' infantry. 

7. The enemy held on to their ground in the hills during llio lOth, but, with the excej>tion of pne 
party whieh apj>roached inconveniently elose, caused no aimoyanee. A detaehment (-lO men) of the 
lUh Regiment under command of Lieutenant O. Mayin*, was clespatehed to drive oil the ]»arty referred 
to, and this duty was quiekly and most edeetiially rloiie. 'I'lie eav.dry ])atr()ls whieh were sent out 
towards Pezwan reported the road to be oecupitid by the Ghilzais, and communicaliou with Gundamak 
cut off. 

The cloudy weather unfortunately prevented the use of the heliograph. 

8. With a view to clear the road ainl re-op<‘n <'oiiimunieations with Gandamak, Brigadier-Gmieral 
Gough sent Major W. H. Maenaghien, lOlh Bengal Ijaneers, with two comjianies of inlantry 
and 40 latiees, lUth Bengal Ltinr-ers, to make j« reeonnaissimee towards I’ezwiin, Major 1C. T. 'J haekeray, 
V.C., ll.E., commanding at Jagdalak Kotal, being direoted to co-ojterate. Alajor Macnaghten 
vigorously attaeked over a thousand of the enemy whom he found posted across the road about two miles 
south t>f the Kotal, and drove them off with sotne loss. 

1 have great jdeasiire in endorsing the opinion expressed hy Brigadier-Gener.al Gongh regarding 
Major Macnaghten’s excelletit dispositions on this oeeasion, in whieh In* was greatly assisted hy Major 
Thaekertiy. Lieutenants R. II. F. Lonthe, 9th llegimeiit. and II. J. Bolton, +lh Goorkhas, are men¬ 
tioned as having heeti well to the frotit, controlling- and direi-ting’ the fire of tlnur men. 

Colonel Normati, 24th I’utijah Ntitive Inlantry, had also moved out frotu Pezwiin and attm-ked 
the enemy in rear, hut in consequeuee of the divergent retreat of the Ghilzais, the respective eoluiuns 
• did unt. meet. 

Colonel Norman was ordered to move to Jagdaltik on the following day with two gtins, of the 
Hazara Alountain Battery, the 24th l’iinj:d< Native Infantry, a wing of the 2nd Goorklias, and such 
8upplie.s as Brigadier-Genetid Gough lecjuired, the arrival of reinforcements at I’ezwan enabling these 
troops to be moved forward. 

9. In order to assist the advance of the column on the lOth, Brigadier-General Gough sent 
from Jagdalak two mountain gnus, 89 cavalry and MOO inJantrv under the commaiul of Major 
C. J. C. Roberts, 9th Regirinmt, t<) act against the Ghilzais, who had again assemhled on the road. 
The enegny were driven off with considerable loss, their leaders, Syud Khan and bis son, being 
wounded. 

10. The arrival of Colonel Norman’s party increased the strongfli of Brigadier-General Qoiigb’s 
brigade at Jagdalak to six mountain guns, 242 eavalry, and I 752 infantry, and baiting one day fur a 
convoy wliicb eame'in without oppf(sitioii, Briga«lier-Gei>i---al Gough started for Kabul <»n tin* 21st 
December, garrisoning Jagdalak with two guns of the Hazara Mountain Battery, 224 cavalry of the 
10th Bengal Luiiuers, and the 24th Punjab Native Inlantry,—the whole under eoiniuuud of Coloiiel 
Norman. 

11. As 1 had aiitieipated, Brigadier-General Gongh met with no opposition after leaving 
Jagdalak, and, reaching Latahand on the 22nd, united his force with that ninler Colonel J. flmtson, 
consisting of two guns of No. 2 Mountain Battery, the 12th Bengal Cavalry, u wing of the 23rd 
Pionetrs, and the 2Hth Punjab Native Infantry. 

On the -2.3r<l the entire eolnmn halted on the right hank of the Tjogar river, prof< .(ting the 
bridge which lies balf-waj' between Kabul and Butkhak, and on the morning of the 24th marched 
into Slierpnr without a shot heitig fired. 

12. A n tnni of the eiisiialiies between the 17l.h and lUth of December is attaehwl, and shows that 
our loss amounted to I man killed and 18 W‘>iinded. 

13. During his stay at Jn^daluk, Brigadier-General Gongh had the posts at and near that 
place strengthened and improved 1 have much pleasure in teuderiug to him my thanks for the 
manner in which the operations eu trusted to liim wore carried out. 
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Brigadier-General Gongh informs me that tlio following officers, in additiun to those already

14. During the afternoon of the 2ord December a very determined attack was made upon the 

fortified post at the Kotal, distant about flj miles from Jagdalak, and held by two coiii]>aiiieB of su|>pcrs 
and miners and a cornjmiiy of the 24th Pubjab Native Infantry under the command of Major Ji. 'f* 
Thackeray, V.C., R.H. - * 

This small garrison gallantly held their own and dispersed the enemy, though Major Thackeray 
was, 1 regret to sa}'^, severely wounded. Ou#casu;dt.ies were tw<t men killed, one officer and one sepoy 
wounded. Ol’ the enemy twelve were killed and many more wounded. 

15. Colonel Norman n-achetl the Koial the following morning, and having strengthened the 
post there, proeel^ded a short distaiiee tow.ards Pezwau, inct.ding the force whieh had inarched thence 
und<!r Lieuten.anl.-Colonol Ball-Acton, 51st Light Infantry. After a short halt both oohimns retraced 
tiudr steps, and on his way back to Jagdalak, C(doiicl Norman itad a slight brush with the enemy, 
who partially blocked the pass. 

The fire of our guns and the rifle fire of two partie.s C(tmmanded respectively bv Captjiin 
Barrow, lOtb Bengal Lancers, and Jemadar Bidhi Cliand, a young Dogra officer of the 24th Punjab 
Native Infantry, qnicklv'overcame* resistance, and the forci* rcacbcil Jagdalak in the evening with a 
loss of tlirec men wounded, all in the Hazara Mountain Battery. The enemy’s casualties were 25 men 
killed and wounded. 


IG. Plarly it> the morning of the 29th the enemy began to show in considerable numbers all 
round the camp at Jagdalak. 

A dctaeliinent of the 51st Jjigbt Infantry niidcr Captain C. C. Smyth, and 100 men of the 
24tb Punjab Native Infantry umlcr Captain E. Stedinan were sent up a hill to the left, while 
Captain J. J. Aloney-Simons, of the 24th Punjab Native? Infntitry, with 100 rifles of bis regiment, 
proceeded to oeetipy a somewhat, similar position to the right. 

('ajdain Steelman quickly carried the bill for vvbieli be bad made, and perceiving that the enemy 
were in considerable force on ttie bill again.st wbi<*lt Captain Simons’ attack was dirtH;led, judiciously 
despatched the partt- of the 51st Liirlit Infantry to C'aptain Siimms’ aid, and a further reinfoit;ement 
of 25 men of the 9tl) Regiment under Lieutenant G. S. Ommanuey were .sent direct from camp for 
the siimc purpose. 

17. The two guns of the Il.azara Mountain Battery won* now moved from the camf> (whence 
they had been firing) to a position wl»)<;b enabled them to <*nfilade tin? enemy, some dismounted men 
of the lOtb Bengal Lancers a<*ting as escort, and op«!nod fire witli good effect. , 

At 1 o’clo<*k j>. M. a bcliogram was received staling that. Ijietifunant-Coloncl Ball-Acton with four 
gunsofll-'.Hb Ro^'al Artillery, tliree companies of t,be 51st Light lufaiitry, and si.x companies of tlie45tii 
Native lufaiitiy, was on his way to Jagilalak to reiiifor<*c t he garrison there, and as there were signs that 
the enemy were «*b.'iiigiiig their jiosition, so as to enabh? thorn to assail Lieutenant-C donel Bail-Acton's 
column when coming through the pasil, ISItijor Macnaghten with 5tl lances of the lOtli Bengal Lancers 
was sent to meet that officer and acipiaint him with the position. 

IS. By 4 i>. M. Lionteiiant-Coloncl BaIl-.\cton reached Coluncl Norman’s right, and 4he former 
offioer's .•irtillery immediately came into action, Lieuicnaift I. 1). Wright of the battery bumg very 
soon after killed. 


- 19. The enemy now began to retire, hut as darkness was coming on and the baggage of the 

Pezwan cohiinn had not come in. Colonel Norman considered that i|t would not be safe to withd^w 
from the hills wliicli covered its jiassagc, and engage his troops in pursuit. .About an hour after the 
last shot hiid been fired, the baggage and rear guard arrived salely in camp, and the troo^is were 
then withdrawn. 

20. Azsimatoolla Khan of Lngliman commanded in person, and the number of the enemy 
engaged cannot have been short of 2(100 mep. Their loss was uudouh(e<lIy heavy, and since their 
dei^at they liave given little or no trouble. Our casualfit.s were very small, r<r., one officer, one man 
killtHi, ami three non-eoramissioiied officers anil men wounded. 


21. Colonel Norman a[)pears to me to have liioronghly appreciated f.he state of alFairs around 
Jagdalak, and to have exercised his command with great eoohi<;-s and judgment. I am much in- 
dehieii to him, and 1 have miieli satisfaction in mentioning those from whom he received assistance, in 
uudiliun to the names which have jip[>c:ircd in the body of this despatch. , '

1 Have the honor to submit the followings report of the movements of the brigade under my 

command since the 12th instant, for the information of Lieutenant* 
General Sir F. S. Roberta, K.C.B., oommandiug the IS^abal 'Field Force. 

On the 12th instant 1 was at Oandamak with an effective force . 
per margin. l; • 

The outpost at Pezwan near the Soorkhab was held by 187 men of 
the 2nd Goorkhas, four guns of the Hazara Mountain Battery, one com* 
pany of sappers, and 60 men of the 10th Bengal Lancers. The sappers were employed rood-making. 

Jagdalak Kotal was held by two companies of sappers and 40 men of the 2nd Goorkhas. 

Jagdalak Fort by 180 men of the 2nd Goorkhas, two guns of the Hazarah Mountain Batteiy, 
and 90 men of the 10th Bengal Lancers. 

From information I had received, and from the fact that the Ohilzai workmen employed by ns 
on the roads, &c., were deserting in great numbers daily, a rising on their part against us appeared 
imminent. I was also informed by Major-General Bright, commanding the 2nd Division, that news bad 
baen received that there had been severe Bghiing at Kabul, and that our force there bad been attacked 
by immense numbers of enemies, and 1 was warned to hold myself in readiness to advance towards 
Kabul at once in case of communications being interrupted. 

On the 18th I received an order from General Bright to advance and reinforce the outposts at Jaw* 
dalak and Pezwan, immediately on the arrival at Gandamak of the 24th Punjab Native Infantry and three 
companies of the 51st Light Infantry, which had been ordered up from Jellalabad. These troops arrived 
that evening', and on the 14th I mnrclied with all effective troops as stated above (with the exception of 
1-A, B. H. A., which I left at Gandamak) reinforcing Pezwan that day by 280 men of the 2-9th Foot 
and 187 of the 4th Goorkhas, and Jagdalak Fort by 207 men of the 2-9th Foot, 100 of the 4th Goor¬ 
khas and 180 of the lOth Bengal Lancers. I also took on with me two guns of the Hazara Mountain 
Battery from Pezwan to Jagdalak. 

In order to have some security for the good conduct of the Khugiani tribes, I took with me two of 
their principal chiefs as hostages. I think it also right to bring to the notice of the Lieutenant- 
General that on the 13th December, Hydar Khan, Malik of Gandamak, brought me a letter addressed 
to him and to all the Khugiani chiefs by Asmatoolla Khan, in which he urged them to join in a 
general combination cjf all the tribes from Kabul back to Peshawar, which was prepared to drive us 
out of the country; at the same time Hydar Khan assured me of his fidelity to us. 

Oh the 16th December Lieutenant-Colonel Daunt, commanding the 9th Foot, marched from 
Pezwan to Jagdalak Fort with 280 of his own regiment and 187 of the 4th Goorkhas. His rear-gnard 
was attacked by the Ghilzais whilst on the march. All the troops which I had brought from 
Gandamak wore supplied, previous to starting, for seven days, but on arrival at Jagdalak, I found 
that the garrison there had only one day's supply in hand, and had sent their transport into 
Gatidamak for more. Early on the morning of the IStli the telegraph wire was cut on both sides of Jag¬ 
dalak, but not before I was able to report my arrival with my small force at Jagdalak and to receive Sir 
Frederick Roberts' order to advance as soon as I possibly couhl to Kabul, and bring on with me Colonel 
Hudson's detaohinent at Lalaband. That evening crowds of men with standards were observed 
assembling on all the surrounding hills, and numerous beacon fires were lit on all the peaks of the 
Seab Kob, and I received information that Asmatoolla Khan, a Ghilzai chief, hod come from Lughman 
with a large gathering and purposed an attack on Jagdalak in conjunction with the Ghilzais of Hisarik 
and Auzangani under Mozoolla Khan and Syud Khan of Hisarik (with whom was Abdul Kureem, who led 
the enemy against us at Charasiah). Later on, as it was getting dark, the enemy come pouring down 
from the hill tops and opened a desultory and long-range fire from every direction upon the camp, 
fortunately without infiictitig any loss. This was continued for some hours, our meu remaining stea^ 

'at ^their posts and only returning the fire when it could be done effectually and in order to drive the 
enemy from positions which caused us some annoyance. My force at Jagdalak now amounted to 961 
iuiiantry, 78 sappers, four guns of the Hazara Mountain Battery, and 224 cavalry. 

On the 16th the enemy showed a disposition to harass my position, and occupied posts on the hills 
frdm which they could open a long-range fire. I therefore sent a party of 50 men of the 9th Foot under 
Lieutenant Mayiie to dislodge them. 'This duty was most effectually performed by Lieutenant Mayne, 
who drove them with some little loss to the highest peaks of the mountain, maintaiuing his position till 
nightfall, when he withdrew under cover of darkness, thus preserving the troops from the annoyance and 
possible loss the enemy might have occasioned. Parties were subsequently sent up every morning and 
withdrawn in the evening fur the same purpose. During the day the position at the fort was immensely 
strengthened, so as to make it tenable by a small force. My cavalry patrols moving towards Pezwan 
found the road occupied by the Ghilzais, and after this no comumuicatiou could bo kept up with 
Gandamak except by heliograph, also unfortunately interrupted by clouds, or by forcing the road 
with troops. 

On 17th December I sent Major Macnagbten, commanding the 10th Bengal Lancers, with two 
companies of infantry and 40 cavalry to reconnoitre tlie road towards Pezwan, and oaueriaiB the 
*®®*"y'* strength on that line. Major Thackeray, V.C., commanding at the Kotal, was requested 
to hold the heights, whilst troops were sent from the fort to crown the heights ^ong the pnM- 
Major Macnagbten found the enemy; over a thousand meu, posted across jthe rood about two miles 
»ntb of the Kotal. He attacked them vigorously with his small force, supported by a company of 
plMed at his dispMal by Major Thackeray, and drove them back some distance, completely 
varv *0®® losB on them. Major Maonaghten did his work well, and spoke 

«*y ably of the conduct of Lieateaauts Bolton of Uie 4th Gooririias and Iiombe of tiie 9tb Foot, 
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who were always in front and controlling^ the fire of their men. He also mentioned the assistanco he 
received from Major Thackeray, V.C., commanding the Sappers, who accompanied him, but would 
not deprive him of the command with which he had been entrusted, although his senior officer. Colo¬ 
nel Norman, commanding the 24th Punjab Native Infantry, who had arrived at Pezwan, was requested 
to move out and attack the enemy from his side and co-o]>erate with Major Macnaghten ;.but in con¬ 
sequence of the divergent retreat of the Ghilzais the troops did not meet. Colonel Norman found 
n^^ore bodies south of the road, attacked them, and bivouacked out for the nighty 

On the 18th, as it was essentially necessary that the road should be clear and reinforcements and 
supplies most urgently required to enable me to advance on Kabul be brought up, I heliographed 
an order to Colonel Norman to advance with as strong a fiirce as he could collect from Pezwan, and 
co-operate with troops from Jagdtilak to drive the Ghilzais from the neighbourhood of the road,>and 
1 sent Major Roweroft, commarding the 4th Goorkhos, with SOU infantry, 80 cavalry and two mountain 
guns from Jagdalak. I also sent back a number of camels and transport animals to fetch .up 
sujtplies. Culcncl Norman and Major Roweroft adviincing towards each other met, the Ghilzais 
retiring before our troops. On this occasion 1 also wrote to Colonel Norman to tKlvaiicd next day to 
Jagdalak and bring u]> the 24th Punjab Native Infantry and the wing of the 2nd Goorkhas, as 
also the two guns of the Hazara Mountain Battery which were at Pezwan; this 1 was enabled to 
Jo, as more troops from Gaudamak had now arrived there. 

Accordingly, on the lUtli, Colonel Norman advanced with 481 men of his own corps, 187 of the 2nd 
Goorkhas and two guns, to Jagdalak, with as large a convoy of supplies as he could obtain, and 
1 sent a force similar to that under Major Koweroft to meet him, and to attack and disperse the 
Ghilzais who assciiihl(‘<l every day, threatening the road below the Kotal. This force was under 
command of Maj<jr Koherts, 9th Foot. He found the enemy posted near their us'ual place and*an . 
engagement took ^)lacc, the Ghilzais attempting to gel round his fiank ; this was met by Major 
lloberts, and immediately aft<!r Colonel Norman came up, and bringing his .guns into action enfiladed 
the enem 3 ''’s wliole line, forcing them to retire with considerable loss, including, as it was subse¬ 
quently' reported to nus, tlu'ir leader Synd Khan and his son among the wounded. Major Roberts then 
covered the passage of Colonel Norman’s convoy, which came into camp without the loss of a single 
animal, although the Ghilzais from the north side made a daring attempt to get at it whilst coming 
through the jiass west of the Kotal, which was defeate<l by the steadiness of the rear-guard. Major 
Roberts mentions (’aptaiii Bio.-idfoot, commanding the Hazara Mountain Battery-, for the very able and 
judicious manner in whicdi ho handled his guns, Ca))taiti S. E. Bcchor who commanded the detachment 
of the 2nd Goorkhas on his ri<;ht, and Tjioutcniiut Liomhe, 9th Foot, who by his coolness and presence of 
mind contributed greatly- iii checking the enemy’s attempt to turn his fiatik; also Captain Barrow, lOtb 
Bengal Lancers, who acted as his orderly officer, and Surgeon-Major Walsh, 9th Foot, for bis care 
of the wounded in the field. 

This reiiiforeenient brought my strt-ngth up to—cavalry 242, infantry 1679, sappers 73 and guns 
6, Haziirn Mountain Battery-. Colonel Norman also informed me that he had arranged for another large 
convoy- for the next <lay', 2(itli, with warm clothing and supplies. 

Early ou the morning of the 20th I received an order from the Lieutenant-General, which was helio- 
graphed from Kabul to Lataband and sent on thciicc by special messenger, dircwtiiig me to advance 
at once on Kabul, and take u]> the Lntabaiid detachment with me; at the same time Colonel Hudson* 
commanding at Lataband informed me that be had supplies only- up to the 22nd, and that his men 
were on half rations. The reinforcement 1 had received on the 19tli and the si.pplies expected tins day, 
the 20Ui, put me in a position to carry out the Lieutenant-General’s order, and I detailed the following 
troops for the advance :—9th Foot, 4S7 men ; 2‘nd Goorkhas, 372 ; 4tli Goorkhas, 375; details of the 72nd 
Highlanders, 45; and Guides 7 ; total—inCatilry 1286, No. 5 Company of Sappers, 71 men, and four 
guns of the Hazara Mountain Battery-,—leaving at Jagdalak to hold it and re-establish communications 
with Kabul as soon as possible 481 men of the 24th Punjab Native Infantry, two guns of tlie^Ha'kara 
Mountain Battery and 221 of the lOtli Bengal Lancers, under Colonel Norman. 

I again sent out a force to help in the convoy, this time under Major A. Battye, commanding 
the 2nd Goorkhas, hut the Ghilzais offered no opposition; neither were they assembled in their old 
position from which they were driven the day before. Bodies of men were, however, still seen in • 
considerable numbers with standanis on the hills where Asmatoolla’s men gathered. 

On the 21st I marched with luv I'oree to Seh Baba, and on the 22ud to Lataband, where I joined 
Colonel Hudson wit li the 28t,h Pn.ijiih Native 1 ufantry, and four companies of the 2.‘trd Pioneers, about 800 
men, and two mountain iruns ; also the 12th Bengal Cavalry which had come out from Sherpur tliat night. ' 
This regiment was altacke«l at Butkhak on its way through. From Lataband I marched with Colonel 
Hudson's detachment to Butkhak, oeeupying the bridge over the Logar river v\iili 200 rifles, and'en¬ 
camping with the main body about two miles from it. The bridge was found to have hecu barricaded, 
and shelter trenches made to dcreml the jiassage against us, hut were not occupied. I also heard from 
native rumour tliat the Afghans ha»l made a determined attack on our position at Sherpur that morning, 
•and been defeatwl with heavy loss. This was swbsequeiitlyconfirmed by a hdter from Sir Frederick Roberts’ 
camp, but it was notified to mo that they still remained in force in the villages and forts round Sherpur 
and ill the Bala Hissar. I marched from Butkhak on the 24th at earliest dawu; a dense fog rendered 
it almost impossible to see or be seen, and a heavy fall of snow at night rendered the road over the 
c.auseway across the niarsl! almost impassable for transport animals. On reaching the Scab Sang hills 
1 * occupied them with infantry-, art<l turning to the right made for the Shcrinir cantoiunents, leaving 
the hills ou my left. On the march I heard that the Afghans had almost entirely dispersed during the 
nitrht, and 1 entered Sherpur without o])position. 

" 1 beg to submit a return of casual tics that occurred in the various affairs with the enemy abont 
Jagdalak, and I trust 1 may be permitted to bring to the favorable notice of the Lieutenant-General the 
following’ officers, all of whom pcrlbrmetl their duties most satisfactorily and rendered me every assis-

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tanoc:—Colonel F. B. Norman, c*ommandin_ar the 24th Punjab Native Infantry; Lieutenant-Colonel Acton, 
commanding the 51st Light Infantry and at Pezwan ; Lieutenant-Colonel Daunt, ooiiimanding the 9th 
Foot; Major Rowcvoft, eominainling the 4th Goorkhas ; Major Thackeray, V.C,, coinmanding the Sappere 
and Miners at»d at Jagdalak Kotal, who, I regret !<* hear, has since my advance been severely wounded in 
an attack made by ihcGhilzais on Jagdalak ; Miijor lloberte, 9th Foot; Major Macnaghlen, egmmand- 
ing the 10th Bengal Lancers; Major A. Battye, commanding the 2nd Goorkhas; Captain llroadfoot, 
commanding the Haza,ra Mountain Battery; also Major Kinloch, Dejmty Assistant Guarterinnstpr 
Gcneral, Major Gerard, Brigade Major, Major Ilallowcs, Brigade Transport Odicor, Lientenant Drum¬ 
mond, 10th Bengal Lancerti, Orderly OlHcer, and Capl.ain L. H. E. Tnck<!r, attached to mo as Political 
Assistant, whose services in obtaining iuformation, dealing with the people of the country, and obtaining 
supplies, have been most valuable. 

In conclusion 1 would observe that during my stay at Jagdalak, I had all the outposts of 
Pezwan, Jagdalak Kotal and Fort greatly strengthened and improved, so as to be tenable by dhaull 
‘ ores, thus economizing our strengtli and saving excessive sentry duty.

We, the undersigned Members of the Select Commitfee to which the Bill to provide for 

the reg’istrjitioii of I'rado- 
marlcs was referred, have 
the honour to report that 
we Iiiive considered the Bill 
and the papers noted in the 
margin. 

3. The most important 
question we have had be¬ 
fore us is as to the 
mode in wliieh trade-marks 
already regristered in Eng-- 
land should Ihj dealt .with. 
The Bill as introduced, con¬ 
fers no privilege wliatevei-* 
u]>ou such trside-marks. It 
puts them vi])on the same 
footing as any oLhor foreign 
trade-marks, and requires 
t hem to he registered here, 
in pnicisely the ssirnc man- 
lUT as if they had never 
been registered in England. • 
This, it must be admitted, 
would entail much trouble 
and a eonsidcnible expenditure of time sind money, which it would, if pogsihle, be most desirable 
to avoid. Moreover, the provisions of the Bill being substantially identical with those of the 
• English Statutes, the questions and disputes which would arise with reference to the registration 
of a trade-mark in England, wouUl fre<pu!n(l\- arise again, in nuich the same form, with refer¬ 
ence to its registration here, and thus much of the work would be done twice over. Several 
suggestions have l)<;cn made with a view to avoiding or overcoming this difficulty. 

8. The first we would notice (and we miderstand it to bo one of the alternative suggestions 
put forward by the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce) is to the effect that the measi'.re should 
be restricted to tride-marks used in connection with Indian products, all other trade-marks, 
including English trade-marks, being left on the same footing as tiiey now arc, that is to say, 
on the same footing as trade-marks were in England before the legislation of, 1H75-76. 

This suggestion is one which we f-hould bo unwilling to adopt. We believe that the 
result of adopting it would be, not only that we should leave by far the larger proportion

that we should be eomiwllcd to withhold, oven from the limited (dass of trade-marks to which 
we should restrict our legislation, the bcnoiit of some of the most important provisions of the 
proposed measure. 

4 . If, for example, the Bill were restricted in its operation to trade-marks used in eonneetibn 
with Indian prwlucte, we could not, as ii. seems t<» us, ‘retain the section which confers on a 
person registering' a trade-mark, a ])resum])tive title at once and a conclusive title after (iv«‘, 
years; for to do so would be to j)ut it in the power of, say, an Indian manufacturer of piece- 
goods to place upon the register as his «iwu, the trade-mark df some well-known Manehestfer 
manufacturer. The Manchester manufactiirtu- could not protect himself a^inst this before¬ 
hand by registering the mark in India, for the register would not he open to him, and thus when 
he discovered what had been done, he would he «-omj)elleil to go into Coigt to contest the regis¬ 
tration in the face of a ]iresumptioii ercate<l hv the law in favour of his adversar}', or worse still, 
if the five years passrtl without his discovering the tri«'k, mighflose his right to th* trade-mark 
altogetluu’. And if the Bill were cut cl(.)wn so as to avoid this and other like results, we douht^ 
whether it would he worth while proceeding any furtlior with the j>roj)osed legislation. 

5. Putting aside then this suggest ion, which would exclude English trade-marks altogether 
from the oj>eratiou of the Bill, we have lu'xt to eonsi«k‘r the suggestion that they should, if 
registered in Englmid, he placed upon the register here as a matter of course and without any 
previAns notiee or inquiry. 

'J'his, wc nndei*stand to he the second of the two alternative suggestions of the Calcntta 
Chamber of Commerce, and it is, at all events, ila- suggestion j)ut forward hv the jSranehestcr 
Chamber 'in their letter to the Secretary of State, in which tiny s.ay that they snj>pori tin; 
Bill with the j>roviso that “ jawioiis registration of a trade-murk [in I'lnglandJ sliall lieaeee]>ted 
as pi'oof of ownershij) and right of'registration in India also, :is in the case of other countries 
having trade-mark conventions with (Jreat Britain." 

0, AVe do not kiu)W on wliat tlie Cliamber found their statement that the registration of a 
trade-mark in England is aeeejited in countries having trade-marks eonveiilioiis with Great 
Britain, as ju'oofof ownershiji and riglil. of n'gistratioii. 

Erom an <-xamination of the reports n-lative to tracle-marks legislation in foreign etmutries, 
presented to Parliament in lS7t>, it. would appear that, though the laws of some iCiiropeaii eoun- 
tries require a foreign owner of a trade-mark to register his mark at home Ix'fore ajijilying for 
registration in those «'ouiitrios, siieh previous l^•gistraticm is nowhere :u-ee|ited as dispi'iising 
with any of the formalities, or jn-eeaiilions preserihed hy law as j>reliininaries to reg-istratioii in 
other eases. The* only privileges that appears ti> he anywhere accorded to a foreigner, who has 
registered his murk at homo, is in Austria, wlu're it is said that murks, whieh would not oixli- 
narily' he recognized .n.s trade-marks, aie not. refn-e<l registration on this aeeonni, if the appli<ant 
can shtAV that they have been ri'gi.stercd as trade-marks in Ids 'own ecmiilry (]iage 1 of the 
l■e|M)^ts above referred to). 

7. But, however this may he, we think it <d«’ar that, under a law liki> lie present. Bill, 
whieh makes registration at tir.-t starling presumptive evidence, and after a time »'oiielusive 
evidence, of title, no such jnivilege as wc understand the Chamber to ask for, can l>e 
ctmccdetl to foreign ro“istrati<»n. 

If th«! registration of a trade-mark in England were to give the registere<l owner an 
absolute right to have it regisl.cred here, without any previous jmhlic notice; of his 
application, it would he no dillieull matter for a manufiud iin*r who <lesired to appropriate a 
mark which was in use in this count rv, hut had not been regi.stered, to get it registen-d in England 
and then have it registered here, thereby a<'<pdring, at luiee, a pr<;suniplive title to it. 'riicro 
j>cing no public notice given of his a}ipli«'ation, his pr<»ce»‘dings wouhl prohahly pass unohservwl. 
and if he only ha<l the piiticncc (o nd'rain frfun u.sing the mark for live years, he might acquire 
*an absolute title to it a.s against tin; true owner. 

8. No donht the true owner ndgiit preelii<le the possibility of thishy himseir r<‘gi.st<'ring the 
mark as soon as he designed it, or, in the ease of marks in use whf'ii this Bill hec.-omes law, as 
soon as the P»ill ]*assps; Init to drive him to do this would he in elTect to establish a eoiiipiiLsory 
system of rcgislratioii ; in other word.-., to estald sh a system es.sentially dilTerent from that eoii- 
temjdated hy Uie English legislation on the lines of whieh wc arc ]>roeeeding. 

th Having thus disfiosed of (hi; sngge.'^tions whiidi htivc heeii made to us, it remains for u» 
to state what, seems to ns to he the only priu'lieahh" solution of the question. 

It ap))ear8 to tis that if we <'ou!d reepdre that ev;'iy trade-mark prcseriterl for registrtition 
in this coiinliy should liave «*ufae<-d on it, or inemporaU'd with ii, or supio'iukled to it., some dis¬ 
tinctive iiiscrijition or ilevice pre.serihed hy th<: (iovonirnent, ,‘ind of such a nature as to strike 
the eye at the first gfanei;, there woidd he no rea.son why wo should not frame ou" Bill so as to 
give to regisirution in England, preeisidy the saim; cfl'eets a-s we giv<* to I'l'gisfmtion liere. 
Tin; result of insisting on sn--h a di.sliia't.ive ius«rri]»tiou or <l(;vice vioiild, in fact,' 
\>e that every lra<le-mark registered liere would he essentially a (MTiu'cnt mark from any 
registered in Kngland, and so no (piestion eould over arise l><;twecn the ownci' of a mark entered 
upon the one register, and the owner of a mark enteml upon tlie other. 

10. Wc arc quite, aware that, iu the case of eerlain articles, somedegrt;e of ingenuity would 
>e required to ensure that the inseri(>tioii or deviei-pr«-serihe<l was ri;ally of so distiru;tive a nature 
and HO striking, as to make the mark to wldcli it w.as added, praelieally a new mark, without, 
a t ie same tin^, oliseuring its original featuri^i; Init we hclievc that no serious dilUeulfy 
won it be found in any fuiso, while in the vast imiiority of cases the matter would bo simple 

’ .:-j-.-A 
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class of marks willi which we should have to deal, we believe that the words Indian mark,’’* 
printed diafyonally across the mark, would l>e all that would bo required. 

11. It has been objected that the working’ of the system we propose would be liable to be 
interfer^ with by persons registering, in England, trade-murks bearing the distinctive device 
•or iuscrii)l.ion prescribed by the Government here. We presume that we have nothing .to 
fear on this score, a-s we suppose tl»e Registrtir in England would have power, or <*ou}d easily 
be given power, to nsfuse to register a mark bearing that device or inecri|)tiou, except on tlio 
up]>Iication of the Indian registered owner; but if there should be any reascai !.<• apprehend that 
such marks might be registered in England in the name of another ]»erson, we could meet the 
•lifliculty thence arising, by providing that, in such a case, no effect should be allowed here to 
the English registration. 

12. We have nut overlooked the fact that there are trade-marks in use in 'Briti.sh India 
which are the property of Frenchmen, Gormans and other foreigners, and an* used by them in 
<;onnecti<y» with busiuo.s.sos carried on by them in their own countries; but wo do net think that 
w'hat w’c jiropose would involve any hardship to the owners of such marks. They would lx; on •• 
]>recisely the same foothig as llritish subjects; that, is to .say, tliev could qhvays have their 
marks registered hen; by atldiug to them our distinciive iiisc^rijiiion or device, or, if they 
l)roreri-*;d it, they could register the mark in England in its original shape without any 
such addition. 

12. W'e have amended the Bill so as to give effect to our suggesl ions, but, seeing that 
none of us here have had any exjwrienee of the working of any system of registration of trade¬ 
marks, w'c do not think it w'ould be safe for the (h)uucil to take any further action regard¬ 
ing the Bill until it has been submitted in its amended form for consideration, rmt only t.o 
the Chambers of Commere4! in this country, but also to the Alaiu’hosler (,'hamber of Commerce, 
the Begistrar of trade-marks in England, and su<’h other individuals or jmblic bodi<‘;-!, in Eng-* 
land, as may b«.‘ most eompeteut to form an opinion on such a Juatter. 

11. In t;oncluding this portion of our rtqjort., it is, perhaps, <’onvenient. that we should 
state what, in our opinion, should be done in the event of the eour.se w<! now pu’ojwse not 
meeting with the approv.al of the ]>ersons concerned. • 

^^’e think that in such an event, the only course open to the Council wo<ild be to require trade¬ 
marks registered in ICngland to b(! registeretl afresh here after the jaddication of the usual notice 
ami a<*cordiiig to the ordinary jn'oeeilure, and the only concession whitdi could, in our ojunion, be 
m.-ide to the owimrs of such trade-marks, would be that already refentsl t<» as at ])n‘8cnt made 
ill .\ustria, v^iz., that no objection should be taken to tlieir marks on the ground that they were 
not traile-inarks within the meaning of the Act. 

V\'e believe that this would be deemed an important conecssion, espec-ialU' when it is 
borne HI mind that the matter of determining whether a partieidar murk is a trade-mark, 
within the meaning of tlie Act, or not-, is, at least in the ease of eot.toii'^marks, one of such labour 
and ilifHcidty, tliat. it lias been found nce<!.s.sary to appoint a Comniittec of i-xperts to deal wit h 
it in Juigland. Hut important as this concession is, wi- are by no means sure that it would 
satisfy the majority id" tile registered owners of trade-marks in England, wlio.-^e main obje<-t 
s<-eins to be to get riil of the troulilc and expense involved in the issue of noti<-es and the hearing 
of ohjeetions, and it is for this rea.soii wo advoeate the alternative course sugge-^-ted above.* 

15. The only I’hange of substantial importance wbicli we bat'O made in the Hill, in addi- ' 
lion to tlio^ involvi'd in the recognition of English.registration, consists in the insertion of a 
section (2), reipiiring a Dopidy Ib'gistrar to be appointed at Bombay and giving power to 
appoint one at any other jilaee in Briti.sh India. 

'J'his ])rovision has been inserted with a view to meeting, as fur as possible, the Avislies of 
the Bombay (dianibcr of Couimcree. Wo regret to say that we find it impossible to give 
efl'eet to that t.'liambi'r’s reefinimendation that the Higli Courts at Bombay and Mailras, iis 
well as the High Camrt at Caleut.ta, should be appointed us Courts to control (be i;egisti«a1.ion 
of trade-marks. As, in order to so<*inu the objects of a law like this, there must be but. one re¬ 
gister rqion Avliieb all marks registered in British India shall he bronglit, so likewise there raiisi 
he but one judicial authority to control the making and niainlmiance of that i»>gislcr. It would, 

■we think, be most incorArenieut to have three High Courts all independmit of one another, and • 
with no eoniiTioii sujierior nearer than the Queen in Couueil, emjiowcred to direct the Begistrar 
to make or ean<*el entries in his registm*. Under such a state of things <‘ases wouhl inevitably 
arise in wliicb conilictiug ordc'rs would be issued by different Courts, and endless trouble and 
confusion would result. 

It;, In the form of the Bill, we have made several changes which do not seem to call for 
special mention liere. AVc may, however, state that with a view to making the Hill hiore 
<*oni[detc in itself, and more intelligible to tliose wlio will have to work it if it- b.'i-tuncs law, wc 
have introduced into it several .sections (12 to IS), eontaiiiing provisions wliieb Ibol'higlish Act 
relegates to rules. As these jirovisions, if not introduced into tbt* body of the A<’t , wotdil 
••ertainly be made here, as they have been in England, in e-xercise of the jtower to make 
rules wliicli the Act confer.?, the change is of littli' imj'ortance. 

17. The ]uibli<?atiou oixlereil hy the Council has liecai made. We think, however, with 
reference to what we have said above in ]>iu-.;gra})h 12, (hat- the Bill a.s now amended should 
be republished, and t.liat. a.copy of it should be sent to the Secretary of State in Couueil^ 
toget her with a copy of this report.

we have considered the 
Bill *and the papers 
noted in the margin. 

2. The Bill as in¬ 
troduced applied only 
to those parts of the 
country to which it 
might, from time to 
time, be extended by 
the Local Government. 
We have now amend¬ 
ed it so that it will 
apply at once through¬ 
out British India. 

We believe that the 
change thus made is in 
reality of less import¬ 
ance than it* might at 
first sight appear. The 
power confer^ by the 
original Bill would un¬ 
doubtedly have lieen 
exercised by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bombay, 
which has throughout 
advocated a more 


stringent measure than 
the present, and it is 

difficult to believe that, when the industries of the Bombay Presidency had once been placed 
under restriction, the factories in other Provinces would have been allowed for any time to 
enjoy a protective exemption from the provisions of the Act. 

However this may be, we think that it would be unjust and would, moreover, tend to 
interfere with the natural development of manufacturing enterprise in India if we were to allow 
the factories of one Province to be subjected to restrictions from which those of another were 
exempt. 

It cannot, in our opinion, be contended that the moderate restrictions imposed by the Bill 
as now amend^ go beyond what is needed in any part of the country. 

3. We have limited the definition of “factory'' especially by confining it to establish¬ 
ments where steam, water, or some other mechanical power is used, and where not less than one 
hundred persons are employed. 

4. On the other hand, we have (section 19) expressly provided that the Bill shall extend 

to factories belonging to the Crown which would probably, in the absence of any such express 
provision, have been held to be exempt from its operation. The only concession we ^propose • 
in favour of such factories is that, in the case of any public emergency, they may be exempted 
from the provisions of the Act. In this we have followed the English factory law. . 


5. In the provisions restricting the hours of labour we have made some important changes. 
The Bill as introduced distinguished two classes of persons, namely, “ children ” (*. e., jwrsons 
under twelve years of age) and “ young persons" (f. e., persons between the ages of twelve and 
sixteen), and enacted that the former should not be employed more than six and the latter 
more than eight hours a day. But as reasons have been shewn, to our satisfoetion, for mak¬ 
ing no distinction ih respect of the hours of labour between children and young persons, there 
is no object in retaining this division into two classes. 

The Bill therefore, as now amended by us, deals with only one class, namely, “ children,^' 
which it defines as persons under the age of fourteen years. The minimum age of 
employment we have (suction 6) maintained at eight years, and we have omitted the clause 
which permitted the employment of children of seven years during thp year following the pass¬ 
ing of the Bill, as it has been represented to us that the number of children between the ages 
of seven and eight at present employed is so insignificant that no such relaxation of the rule 
is called for. As to children between the ages of eight and fourteen, the Bill admits of , their 
being employed for nine hours a day (section 7), but requires (section 8) that they be allowed 
four holidays in the mouth. 

6. It further providesfor another matter on which the Bill as introduced was silent, namely, 
the length of the “ spell" of work las it is commonly called, and the intervids to be allowed 
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for rest and meals; but, as this is a matter in the regulation of which regard must be 
paid to the peculiar habits of the people and the various modes of working factories in 
different parts of the country, we have confined ourselves to providing (section 7) that no 
child shall bo employed on any * day without intervals of relaxation amounting in the whole 
to at least an hour, and we have left it to the Local Governments to determine, with regard 
to existing practice and the wishes of the employers, at what times of the day such intervals 
should be allowed. 

7: The only other alterations in the main provisions of the Bill to which we deem it 
neoessaiy to refer will be found in section 12, where we have brought the rules as to fencing 
somewhat more into conformity with the English law, and in section 13, where we have 
restricted the obligation to report accidents to cases in which a person is so injured as to be 
unable to return to his work for forty-eight hours. 

8. We have made several other amendments in, and additions to, the Bill; but as they 

relate to mere subsidiary matters, or amount only to improvements in drafting, they may He 
more briefly dismissed. Thus, in section 4, we have authorized the Inspector to make such 
inquiries as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act, and to forbid the employment, or 
the employment as an adult, of any person who appears to be under the proper until a 
certificate of age from a medical ofiicer has been procured. * 

9. Again, we have (in section 11) empowered the Local Government to require the 
occupier of a factory to keep up, for the information of the Inspector, registers of the children 
employed in such factory. We do not suppose that this power will often be exercised, but it 
will afford a useful check in cases where there is reason to suspect that the Act is being 
infringed. 

10. In section 14 we have required any person coming into occupation of a factory to 
send to the 'Inspector a notice stating the nature of the work to be performed, the moving 
power to be employed and certain other particulars. 

11. Lastly, in order to avoid the difiKcnlty which many of the authorities consulted 
anticipate in determining the age of a child, we have introduced, in section 16, two rules of 
evidence, the former of which throws the burthen of proof on the occupier of the factory where 
the child is, in the opinion of the Court, apparently under age, and the latter of which makes 
a certificate of age granted by a medical officer admissible in evidence. 

12. The publication ordered by the Council has been made; and we recommend that the 
Bill as amend^ be passed, but should, before being passed, be published in the Oazette of India.

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STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND BBASON8. 


" The North-Westom Provinces Kent Act (XVIII of 1873) has now been in force for 
six years j and dnrinj^ this period seve^ points in which it requires amendment have from 
time to time been brought to the notice of the Local Government. It has now submitted 
to the Government of India the proposed amendments, with a request that they may be 
embodied in an Act of the legislsture, and, to meet this request, the present Bill has been 
prepared. 

2. Most of these amendments are of a very simple character, and aim either at correcting 

obvious oversights or at giving legislative sanction to the interpretation which the Act has 
received. The following only appear, to call for notice. , 

3. Under section 7 of the Act as it stands, it is not easy to say what precisely is the state, 
of things which results when one of two or more sharers in sir-laud loses his proprietary rights 
therein, and beccnnes an ex-propriet^y tenant. To remove this difficulty,* a clause has been 
added to the section, declaring that in such a case the share which previously belonged to the 
tenant shall be divided off, and that he shall become an ex-proprietary tenant of the land com¬ 
prised in it. 

4. Section 9 lays down that the rights of tenants at fixed rates shall be heritable and 
transferable, and that no other right of occupancy shall be transferable by grant, will or 
otherwise, except as between persons who have become by inheritance co-sharers in such right. 
A full bench of the High Court, North-Western Provinces, holding that the sectibn was enacted 
in the interest of landholders, and that they may presumably waive the privilege it confers on them, 
has decided that occupancy-rights may bo attached and brought to sale in execution of the decree 
of a civil Court if the decree-holder be the landholder nnder whom the tenant holds. It 
is urged that the stability of occupancy-rights is a fundamental principle of the North-Western 
Provinces Rent Act, and that this decision of the High Court, which arms landholders with 
a means of ejecting their occupancy-tenets, not contemplated by the legislature when the Act 
was passed, very seriously affects tms principle. The section has, therefore, been amended so as 
to make it clear that the alienation of occupancy-rights is restricted to voluntary transfers from 
one co-sharer to another. 

5. Experience has shown that a patwdri is often so much exposed to local influence, that 
he cannot s^ely be entrusted with the duty of recording and attesting agreements fo 
enhancement of rent. The references to this officer in sections 12 and 21, as also in section 58 
have therefore l»eu omitted, and the duty in question has been restricted to the k^niingos, wb 
since, the recent increase in their number will find no difficulty in performing it. 

6. Section 13 gives the landholder permission to apply to enhance the rent of bis tenan 
if the quantity of land held by such tenant is proved by measurement to be greiflfew than th 
quantity for which rent has bron paid. But the law nowhere gfives the landholder a right t 
measure his tenant’s lands. Such a power existed under section 26 of Act X of 1859 
but the provisions of that section were omitted apparently by inadvertence when the presen 
Act was framed. It is now proposed to restore them by the addition of a new section (13.A 
after section 13. 

7. The last date now fixed by section 19 for receiving appUcataons for enhancement < 
abatement of rent is the 81st Deceml)er. As a rule, these applications are not made until tl 
end of the period allowed, and as they can only be disixised of daring the cold weather, tl 
result is that, the season for their disposal being half over when the greater nuinber* < 
them are made, many of them have to stand over till the following year. With a view ' 
remedying this the 30th of September has been made the last date for receiving such applic 
tions, so that it will in future be possible to dispose of them in the cold weatW immediate 
following their receipt. 

8. Section 23 has given rise to much misconception and trouble in its application. T 
original intention with which it was framed was that, when the Government thinks fit to ren 
•r suspend the demand for revenue, the tenant should be entitled to share in the concessi 
mnilA ; but thc section, 08 at present worded, invei-ting this, provides that, when rem 
siou of rent however small, is declared necessary, there shall always be remission of revenue. 

is considered that this is not in accordance with the principles on which the land-revenue 
fixed for a term of years and that the section should be amended so as clearly to express < 
original intention of its framers ; and accordingly a new section has with this object bt 
substituted for the existing one. 

9. The date fixed by section 88 for the issue and service of notices of ejectment (i 

first of April) has been found to be too late to admit of all applications fil^ being < 
posed of before the agricultural work for the next year is begun. The date tor such sen 
has therefore been altered to the 1st day of March, and a corresponding alteration 
been in sections 37 and 89, in the date on which applications contesting liability 

be ejected shall be made.

INDIAN LIMITATION ACT, 1877, AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Stokes moved for leave to introduce a Bill to correct 
derical; error in the Indian limitation Act, 1877. He said that the Code of 
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Civil Procedure, section 366, as amended by Act XII of 1879, provided that 
where a sole plaintiff died and his legal representative did not, within the time 
limited by law, apply to be placed on the record, the Court should, on the 
application of the defendant, award him certain costs or pass a certain order. 
The “ time limited by law ” for the application by the representative was sixty 
days from the date of the plaintiff’s death, and the intention was that the 
defendant should have a further period of sixty days in case the representative 
failed to make his application within due time. Owing, however, to a clerical 
error, the period prescribed for the defendant’s application was also sixty days 
from the date of the plaintiff’s death, and the result was (as had been observed 
by a learned Judge) that the right to apply under the Code, section 306, was 
barred by limitation as soon as it accrued. The object of the present Bill was 
simply to correct this error by giving the defendant a period of sixty days from 
the expiration of the period allowed to the representative. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The* Hon’ble Mr. Stokes also introduced the Bill, which ran as follows:— 

“ A Bill to correct a clerical error in the Indian JAmUation Act^ 1S77. 

• In the second schedule to the Indian Limitation Act, 1877, No. 171 A, column three, for 
the woixls ‘ The date of the plaintiff’s death’ the words ‘ The sixtieth day from the date of the 
plaintiff's dctith ’ shall l>e, and be deemed to have always been, substitute.” 

The Hon’ble Me. Stokes also applied to His Excellency the President to 
suspend the Rvilos for the Conduct of Business. The error might involve serious 
consequences, and should be corrected at once. 

The President declared the Rules suspended. 

The llon’ble Mr. Stobles then moved that the Bill be taken into consid¬ 
eration. He believed that it would effect its object, and he was sure that it 
had one mci-it—extreme brevity—^v'hich would ^ appreciated by the Coimcil 
and the imblic. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

He said that objection had been takeh to proceeding 
witlj the Bill on the ground that sufficient time had not been allowed for 
discussing the change which the Select Committee had introduced into the Bill, 
by which it had been converted from a permissive, into a compulsory, measure, 
and ho understood that the Government wished to give further time for a full 
discussion of the proposed alteration. 

Leave w'as granted.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The North-Western Provinces Rent Act (XVIII of 1873) has now been in force fd0^ 
six years; and during this period several points in which it recpiires amendment have from 
time to time been brought to the notice of the Xioeal Government. It has now submitted 
to the Government of India the proposed amendments, with a request that they may be 
embodied in an Act. of the legislature, and, to meet this request, the present Bill has been 
prepaied. 

2. Most of these amendments arc of a very simple character, and aim cither at correcting 
obvious oversights or at giving legislative sanction to the inter|>retation which the Act has 
received. Thu following only appear to call for notice. 

3. Under section 7 of the Act as it stands, it is not easy to say what precisely is the stale 
of things which re.sults when one of two or more sharers in sir-land loses his proprietary' rights 
therein, and becomes an ex-proprietary tenant. To remove this difficulty, a cdausc has been , 
added to t.iie section, declaring that in such a case the share which previously belonged to the 
tenant shall be divided off, and that he shall become an ex-iiroprietary tenant of the land com¬ 
prised in it. 

4. Section 9 lays down that the rights of tenants at fixed rates shall he heritable and 
transferable, and that no other right of occupancy shall be transferable by grant, will or 
otherwise, except as between persons who have become by inhi'ritance co-sharers in such right. 

A full bench of the High Court, North-Western J’rovinecs, holding that the section was enacted 
in the interest of landholders, and'that they may jiresiimahly waive the privilege it confer.^ on them, 
has decided that occupancy-rights may te attached and brought to sale in execution of the decree • 
of a civil Cmu't if the decree-holder be the landholder under whom the tenant holds. It 
is urged i.hal the slahilil.y of occupaney-rights is a fundamental prineijile of the North-Western 
Provinces Bent Act, and that this decision of the High Ckmrt, ^hieh arms landholders with 

a means of ejecting their occupancy-tenants, not eontem])lated hyphe legislature when the Act 
was Tiasseil, very seriously affecisthis principle. The seel ion has, Iheixd'oro, been ameiidod so as 
t>o make it <Jear tliat the alienation of occupaney-rights is restricted to voluntary transfers from 
one eo-sharer to another. 

5. Experience has shown that a patwari is often so mucteexposed to local influence, that 
he cannot safely he entrusted with the duty of rccordingf and attesting agreements for 
enhancement, of rent. The references to this officer in secti^s 12 and 21, as also in section 58, 
have thorefor^jeen omitted, and the duty in question has restricted to the kdnungos, who 
since the reccnffli*rcase in their number will find no diflicimy in performing it. 

■ 6. Section 13 gives the landholder permission to apjd^to enhance the rent of his tenant 
if the quantity of land held by such tenant is proved by jpeasuremeut to be greater than the 
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quantity for which rent has been paid. But the law nowhere gives the landholder a right to 
tfHsuure his tenant's lands. Such a jtbwer existed under section 26 of Act X of 1850 ; 
b'ut^lki^^ajrovisions of that section were omitted apparently by inadvertence when the present 
Act was’^?is*gM!d. It is now proposed to restore them by the addition of a now section (13A)’ 
after section ^ 

7. The last date n&w fixed by section 19 for receiving applications for enhancement or 

abatement of rent is the 31 st December. As a rule, th^se applications are not mtul&^til the 
end of the period allowed, and a« they can only be disposeftii^ "during the fetfltt' tfWClier, the 
result is that, the season for their dis]M>sal being half over when the greater number of 
them are made, many of them have to stand over till the following year. With a view to 
remedying this the 30th of September h.is been made the last date for mceiving such applica¬ 
tions, so that it will in future be possible to dispose of them in the cold weather immediately 
following their receipt. , 

8. Section 23 has given rise to much misconception and trouble in its application. The 
original intention with which it was fnuned was that, when the Government thinks* fit to remit 
or suspend the demand for revenue, the tenant should bo ejititled to slnare in the concession 
made ; but the section, as at present worded, inverting this, provides that, when remis¬ 
sion of rent however small, is decland necessary, there shall always be remission of revenue. It 
is considered that this is not in aceordanc:c with the principles on which the l.and-revenne is 
fixed for a term of years and that the section should be amended so as clearly to express the 
ori^ial intention of its frimiem; and accordingly a new section has with this object been 
substituted for the existing one. 

. 9. The date fixed by section 38 for the issiie and service of notices of ejectment (the 

first of April) has been found to be too late to admit of all applications filwl being dis¬ 
posed of before the agricultural work for the next year is begun. 'I’lie date tor such servu-c 
has therefore been altered to the 1st day of Mandi, and a corresponding alteration has 
been made in sections 37 and 39, in tl^ dale on which a])plications contesting liability to 
be ejected shall be made. 

10. It sometimes happens that on the death of a landlord there arc rival-claimants to his 
property, each of whom by distraint or otherwise tries to enforce his claim to the rents. In 
such a case the tenants arc much harsissc.-d, being at a loss t<> know^ to whom to pay their rents. 
A new section (55A) has therefore been added to the Act, allowing the tenants in such a case 
to deposit their rent in court, pemling the dc'cision of the dispute lH?tween the rival-cluiinants. 

11. Section 66 lays down that the produce of all land in the occiipatif)n of a cultivator 
shall be deemed to he hyiK)thecated for tlu; rent jtayable in respect of such land. In 
the North-Western I’rovinces, rent is not payable by tenants till one month before tin* 
Government-Instalment of revenue falls due; but civil Courts can proceed to distmin and .sell 
a standing crop before that time. This obviously teiuls to defeat the obje<-t in view and ae<‘ord- 
iUgly an addition has been made to the section to the effect tluit, until the rent has been satis¬ 
fied, no other claim on the produce shall be taiforced by sale in execution of d»*cree or otherwise. 

12. The amendment made in section O.’J, w'bich makes suits for the money-value of rent 
'payable in kind cognizable by the revenue Courts, merely embodies the decision of tin* Full 

Bench of the High Court in Tajudd'm Khan v. Ham Pershad Bhagai, T. L. K, I All. 217. 

13. The Act now prescribes no limitation for the exofuition of orders made on apjilications. 
Commonly the nature of such orders renders the fixing of any limitation unneccs.sary ; but in 
some cases, such as an application for the recovery of land of which a tenant has been 
wrongfully disposse.ssed, some limit apjicars t.o be necessary. An addition has, therefore, been 
made to section 95, laying down generally one year as the limit. 

14. Section 96, a.s it at present stands, provides for ajiplications only being referred to 
arbitration. It is obviously desintble that there .should lie a fiowcr to refer suits in the same 
way as applications, and accordingly section 90 has been amended and a new section (90A) in- 
serted making it lawful to refer suits as well as applications to arbit.'ation. 

15. A question having been raise<l as t o whether se<jtion 106 debarred a co-sharer in land 
from recovering his share of the rent from a tenant, whore there was a special contnint or a custom 
authorizing such co-sharer to collect .separately, words have been added to that section to make 
it clear that it does not affect any such contract or custom. 

16. No power is conferred by the Act on the Collector to give possfission of immoveable 
property which may be attached and sold under the |>rovis''>ns of section 172; and, it has 
accordingly been thought advisable expressly to confer su-h jiower by an addition to the 
section. 

17. Section 188 provides for a review in suits not o]>en to apjieal on the ground of the 
discovery of fresh evidence, &c. A similar provision in the case of ap)dications seems desirable, 
and has been introduced after section 2U1. 

18. Section 196 providen for the review by the Commissioner or the Board, of orders passcil 

by the Collector iiV'cases whae no appeal lies. But owing, doubtless, hi an oversight, the Board 
is the only authority which cafi'review those orders of Assistant Collectors which arc made final 
by section 195 ; and the result is that much work is thrown on the Board which shotdd properly 
be distributed among the Commissioners. To remedy this staUt of things, an addition has b«>n 
made to section 195, making t^ orders of an Assistant Collector und^r that section subject to 
review by the Commissioner. V .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


majority of tho proprietors of the .Ihaiisi flistriitt have, for some years past, been 
(deeply ®<J in debt. This is 1o some extent tlu* result of cxtraonlinary calamities, such as, 

the disturl>ances''«MJ»*«oel<>il with the ir.ntiny'of i sr>7, the famine of ISOS and tlie murrain of 
JS7i ; but it is due ehtti-fti<-tii_the estivmely' ]>rpearious nature of the harvests in that part of 
the oountry eoindeil with Uie^'tAtesni^raMrivUitd hnye-been made in its revenue-adiniuisLratimi 
since it ba; jiass.al under British rule. 

2. The .Thfinsi distriet, owinjj to the want of c.inals and the iPits unit me ness of its soil for 
well-irrijjaiion, depends greatly for its barvi'sts upon tht' rainfall. The Native rulers who 
preceded us, recognizing tliis, used to vary their demand for each year with ref»>renee to tlie 
outturn of that year. Under our rule, the demand has been tixed for a t<'rm of years, without 
respect to tho variations of season. 

Further, under the IVIaratha rule, tho set tlement was raij'atwur, the land-revenue being 
, taken from each individual oeeujiier of the soil. Under our system, some of these raiyais were 
I'onverted into absoluU’ proprietors, and the resy>onsibility for making good the revenue, which 
had been distributed over the whole cultivating eommuiiity, was restrictiul to them. 

.‘1. The changes so made have almost mined the class who accepted these rights and respon¬ 
sibilities. Although tho revenue assessed was by no means high, as ealculati'd on an average of 
years, j'et in bail years then* were heavy losses, and the whole <if the.s«* losses fell ujton the newly 
made ])r'^-rietors. The result is that, while the n'st of the agricultural ]>opulation of the 
.1 hansi <tiklrict is in a comj)aratively ])ros|ierous condilitui, the propri<*lors are now overwhelmetl 
by debt. 

4. The alterations that may lie re<|uired in the revenue-.system of the disti-ict an- at 
present under consideration ; but whatever may !>e done in this direction, it is clear that the 
embarrassed proprietors can never recover themselves unl<‘ss some extraordinary means are 
provided for relieving them from the mass of debt by which they are now oppri>sst;<l. It is with 
this object that the ]>rcsoiit Bill has been framed. It proceeds on ihc main lin»>s of the Sindh 
Kneumbered Kstates Act and other similar Acts that liav'e been from tinu* to time |)assed for the 
relief of embarrassed landholders in othia* parts of India, the i-hicf jtoints of differenee l«'ing. 
tirst, that in the chapter which deals with the ]»ror>f of ilebts, it sul'.stitiites for the more general 
provisions of those A«‘ts the detaih'd rules for the taking of accounts uml the allouaiiccof interest

Tho Bill as drawn extends only to tin; .Miansi district; but as it is ajipM'hemlctl that, 
there may be other portions of the .lhansi division to which it will be found neeessarv to 
exteiid it, a clause has been inserted enabling- the Local G<)vernment to apply it to zamiudais 
nart of that division.

As j-effards cookintJ arranjjcinents, it is alleged that.ftil'‘J,* fW whicn 
Mr. lluzzaek made the passage, was never intended for pilgrim traffi<;, beiiifr carg’o boat 
witb aceoniinodation lor a few lir-st <dass passengers only; and that steamers which are 
expressly intended for pilgrims are fitted with long galleys where there is space for JOO 
people to cook at one time. It is recommended that every sbij) engaged in the pilgrim trade 
should be fitted with a suilieieut number of “chullahs’^ to meet the recpiireinents of tbe 
psissengers. 

They do not approve of tbe suggestion that the eu)>lain of the ship should arrange for the 
pilgrims' diel, and that if this were «lonc half a gallon of drinking water daily Wouhi be suffici¬ 
ent for each pilgrim. One gallon of drndting water j>cr head is considcroJ necessary’, and tln‘ 
passengers should be allowed to cook for themselves. 

As regards ventilation, it is alleged that ships engaged in pilgrim traffic are litttid with 
ventilators, and that, they would not be allowed to proceed to sea without ventilators. They 
iia^'o^ilso 12-leet hatches, which arc left open, and, in addition to these, wind-sails are 
gent, ally used. 

The projfosal to appoint a Muhammadan medical ttffieer for each jiilgrim vessel is cousiih’reil 
a good one, and one tliat, should be adopted. 

It is also con.-iiicred very desirable that hospitals shoidd be established at Jeddah, iVIeeea 
and Medina with Muhammadan doctors in charge of them. 

Tbe projiosal to aj'jioint an agent at Jeddah to look after the Indian pdgriins, and to 
register their names and compare them with the lists produced by the captain of the ship, is 
cvinsidered a good one, but it, is not considered advisable tlial the agent should have anything 
to do with the pilgrim’s money. 

Molowwif.s intending to take charge of Indian pilgrims should liave their namiis registci- 
ed ; and when a j>ilgrim dies, the motowwif should send information to the agent. The duhds 
in Bombay should be registered by tin; (.’ominissioner of Police.

IJieraiy* Society, and the National Muhammadan Association, and they were 
ftsked i&lhe tru.stce.s of any of the Muhammadan endowments in Bengal would 
be willing to ttontribute from the funds of tlu^ cliarities under their control 
towards meeting the expenses of the proposed agency, and whether the 

Societi<;s would undertake to raise subscriptions for 
the formation of a fund for the same object. Tlie 
Board of Revenue were also requested to report 
whctluu" the funds of any Muhammadan endowji^nt 
administered by them could, consistently witjTOie 
intention of tlu; founder of the charity,.bo made 
available towards meeting the expenses of the 
jiropostid agency. The replies of the Muhammadan 
8oeieti(?s and the Board of Revenue have now been 
rcceiv(‘d, and copies of the reports marginally noted 
forwarded herewith for the. information of the Govemment of India.

•leddali, and that, ovmi if the funds could be diverted, uone of the endowments 
have .any suflieient surplus available from which the necessary contribution 
♦•ould be made. They also think it veiy doubtful if enough money could be 
raised Tiy private subscriptions to carry out the object in view, but they are 
n illinj^ to assist in collecting subscriptions. 

4. IVom the report suhinil ted by the Board of Revenue, it appears 
ol the tmdowmeuis under tludr administration, the Syedpore Tnxst, foundet 
llajee Mabomed Mohsin, is the only one the funds of which might, 
cntly with the intention of the founder, he made available towards th< 
lisliuK'nt of a pilgrim agency at Jeddah. The portion of this fund,
